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KEY  TO  TRACE  THE  GENEALOGY. 


The  number  and  name  of  the  father  or  mother  of  each  family  in  di- 
j-ect  'ineag-e  from  No.  1,  Richard  Borden,  is  D-laced  at  the  head  of  the 
list  of  their  children.  Take  the  number  of  this  name,  trace 
it  back  to  the  next  generation,  until  it  is  found  in  the  list  ot 
children  under  another  parent,  and  so  on  through  all  the  generations. 
For  instance,  take  any  name,  say  the  last  one  in  the  book.  No.  296.'i, 
Mary  Liouise  Stover.  The  name  and  number  of  her  mother  is  No. 
2?92.  Georgie  Hulse  McLeod.  Tracing  this  number  back  to  the 
next  generation  we  find  it  among  the  children  of  No.  2560,  Maria  LiOuise 
Borden.  No.  2560  is  found  under  No.  1827,  James  Cole  Borden,  which 
in  turn  is  found  under  No.  967,  Arnold  Borden,  then  No.  967  is  found 
under  No.  490,  Seth  Borden,  and  so  on  through  the  eleven  generations 
back  to  No.  1,  Richard  Borden.  Where  no  surname  is  given  it  is  al- 
ways Borden.       It  is  omitted   to  avoid  renetition.

while  it  cannot  be  drawn  upon  without  an  interrogation  point,  yet 
it  has  its  place  in  family  history. 

An  aoeunate  dependence  upon  facts,  has  been  the  aim  of  the  editor  of 
this  Historical  and  Genealog-ical  Record  of  the  Borden  Family.  an(^ 
much  information,  purely  traditional,  has  been  discarded.  Facts  could 
only  be  obtained  from  living  members  of  the  family,  aside  from  those 
furnished  by  Hif-tory  and  Record,  and  no  effort  has  been  spared  to 
g-athier  them.  Doubtless  much  information  has  escaped  even  vigilant 
effort.  Some  Bordens  to  whom  we  addressed  our  communications,  did 
not  care  enoug-h  about  family  history  and  genealogy  to  reply.  Others 
knew  nothing-  beyond  the  names  of  their  fathers  or  grandfather?. 
Search  for  genealogical  data  under  such  circumsttances  is  not  en- 
couraging. 

But  the  grand  majority  of  Bordens  have  been  eager  and  willing 
helpers  in  this  work,  and  deserve  our  hearty  thanks,  for  without 
their  assistance  this  Record  would  have  been  impossible.  Notable 
among  thes.e  good  helper®  were  Judge  Rhodes  Borden  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Miss  Sarah  Borden  of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  James  E.  Borden  of 
Eatontown,  New  Jersey;  Mr®.  Robert  M.  Parker  of  Chicago,  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Borden  of  Wilmington,  North  Carolina,  and  Mrs.  M.  E. 
L.  Minnich  of  Philadelphia.  We  also  owe  much  to  a  manuscript  writ- 
ten by  Judge  James  W.  Borden  of  Ft.  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  loaned 
by  his  son,  Mr.  "William  Borden  of  New  York,  and  to  Mr.  J.  O.  Au.stin  of 
Providence.  R.   I. 

For  material  aid,  advice  and  encouragement  the  editor  wishes  espe- 
cially to  acknowledge  her  indebtedness  to  Dr.  Milbank  Johnson,  Mv.  H. 
L.  Borden,  Mrs.  M.  J.  Munsill  and  Mr.  A.   B.  Church. 

Notwithstanding  all  this  assistance  this  work  would  have  been 
far  from  complete  without  the  aid  of  the  manuscript  of  Reverend 
Pardon  Gray  Seabury.  Upon  this  work  he  S'pent  many  years  of  his 
life  and  died  leaving  it  unfinished  and  unpublished.  From  the  Sea- 
bury  manuscript  we  have  taken  most  of  the  biographies  of  the  early 
Bordens  and  the  history  of  the  family  before  coming  to  America.  We 
give  the  author  credit  by  signing  quotations  from  his  manuscript  with 
an    S. 

This  valuable  manuscript  was  in  the  possession  of  Miss  Charlotte  A. 
Seabury  of  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  daughter  of  the  author  and  a  direct 
descendant  of  Richard  Borden.  Rev.  Pardon  G.  Seabury  brought  this 
genealogy  of  the  family  down  to  about  1S65,  especially  working  on  the 
Bordens  of  Fall  River,  Mass.  Our  arrangements  of  the  genealogical 
tables  and  generations  differ  somewhat  from  his,  yet  all  the  informa- 
tion of  his  large  manuscript  has  been  embodied  in  this  work,  to- 
gether with   the  result  of  years  of  labor  on   the  part  of  the  editor.

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BORDEN    COAT    OF    ARMS. 


The  Borden  Coat  of  Arm®  is  described  as  foillows:  "The  field 
azure,  a  chevron  engrailed,  ermine,  two  bourdens  or  pilgrim's  staves 
proper    in    Chief;    and    a   cross-crosslet    in    base,    Or    (gold). 

"Crest:  A  lion  rampant  above  scroll  (Arg-ent)  on  his  sinister  foot, 
holding  a  battle  axe  proper. — Motto:  'Palma  Virtuti;'  and  above  the 
Crest    'Excelsior.' 

This  description  is  taken  from  the  London  and  Middlesex  Her- 
aldic Offices,  44  High  Hilborn,  W.  C,  London,  certified  by  Thomas 
Morine.  (Certificate  No.  25.472)  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Her- 
aldic   Office. 

This  officer  states  as  follows:  "It  appears  from  the  works  of  Berry, 
Gwillim,  Burke  and  others,  on  Heraldi'y,  and  the  books  of 
family  Crests,  that  there  are  twelve  Coats  of  Arms  under  the  name 
of  B  urdon,  Burden  and  Borden;  and  all  bear  pilgrims'  staves,  va- 
riously  emblazoned,   amd  the   Crests  are  uniformly   a  lion  rampant. 

"The  battle  axe  and  hautboy  are  the  same  as  the  palmer's  staff, 
or  take  the  place  of  it  often,  in  heraldry— thus  the  Coat  of  Arms 
of  one  branch  of  this  family,  is  three  battle  axes,  and  of  another 
three  hautboys,  and  as  many  crosses-crosslet;  we  think,  however,  that 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  l:ut  the  Bourdon  or  Pilgrim's  staff,  is 
the  proper  device  for  the  shield,  and  that  a  lion  rampant  is  the 
pr  per  *  rest  belonging  to  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  family.

IN    HEiRALDRY. 

"Field"  is  the  full  surface  of  the  shield  before  any  of  the  em- 
blazonments  are   put   on— in   this   case   blue. 

"Chevron"  is  the  rafter-like  figure  which  occupies  the  lower  part 
of   the   shield.     White    in   this   case. 

"Engrailed"  means  scalloped  around  the  edges  of  the  emblazon- 
ment.     In    this    case   around    the   edge  of    the   chevron. 

"Ermine"  is  one  of  the  four  furs  used  in  markings  in  heraldry.  In. 
this  case  it  is  the  white  with  black  tips  through  it,  which  covers  the 
chevron. 

"Proper"  means  in  its  natural  color  and  appearance;  and  when  ap- 
plied to  the  bearings  on  the  shield,  means  that  the  bearing  is  shown 
in    its   natural    color   and   appearance. 

"In  Chief"  means  in  one  or  more  of  the  "Chief  Points"  on  the  shield. 

There  are  nine  points  on  a  shield,  and  the  three  neai-est  the  upper 
edge  are  called   the  "Chief  Points."

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The  point  in  the  middle,  and  near  the  upper  edge  of  the  shield,  is 
called    "Center    Chief." 

The  point  on  the  right  of  the  shield,  and  near  the  upper  edge 
of   the   shield,    is    called   the   "Dexter   Chief." 

The  point  on  the  left  of  the  shield,  and  near  the  upper  edge  of 
the   shield,    isi  called   the  "Sinister  Chief." 

The  pilgrim  staves  on  the  Borden  shield  are  in  the  Dexter  Chief  and 
Sinister  Chief  Points.  In  some  of  the  descriptions  of  the  Coats  of 
Arms  of  this  family  there  is  the  word  "G'ules"  after  the  words 
"Pilgrim's  Staves  proper,"  which  would  mean  that  the  staves  should 
be    shown   In   Red. 

"G'ules"    means   Red. 

"Croiss-Crosslet"  means  a,  cross  with  small  crosses  on  each  end 
of  the  larger  Cross. 

"In  Base"  means  in  the  Base  Point  of  the  shield  (the  lower  part  of 
the    shield). 

"Or"    means   gold. 

"Argent"    means   silver. 

"Rampant"    means   standing  upright. 

"Passant"    means    in    the   act   of  walking. 

"Couchant"  nreans  the  act  of  springing. 

These  are  used  in  heraldry  to  describe  the  positions  of  animals 
used    as    emblazonments^    upon    shields. 

"Sinister"    means   left.      Sinister    foot    means    left    foot. 

"Dexter"   means   rig^ht. 


THE  NAME  BORDEN. 


'•A  learned  writer,  who  lived  during  portions  of  the  16th  and  17th  cen- 
turies, remarks  that  "About  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand,  s'ur- 
names  began  ta  be  taken  in  France,"  and  that  in  England,  "thev 
came  into  use  about  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  or  a  little  later, 
under  Edward  the  Confessor,  who  was  all  Frenchified."  And  again 
he  remarks:  "Whatevei'  may  be  advanced  in  favor  of  an  earlier 
adoption  of  surnames  or  family  distinctions  in  particular  cases,  it 
ie  certain  that  the  practice  of  making  the  second  name  of  an  in- 
dividual stationary  and  transmitting  it  to  his  descendants  came 
gradually  into  use  in  England  during  the  eleiventh  and  three  fol- 
lowing centuries.  By  the  middle  of  the  twelfth  centui'y  the  people 
began  to  feel  that  persons  of  rank  should  bear  some  designation  in 
addition  to  their  baptismal  name.  An  instance  occurred  about  this 
time  which  shows  the  state  of  feeling  which  then  prevailed  in  England. 
The  wealthy  heiress  of  Baron  Fitz-Hamon.  being  addressed  by  Kobert, 
Duke  of  Rochester,  on  the  subject  of  matrimony,  a  natural  son  of 
Henry  I,  objected  to  the  marriage,  declaring, 
"It  were  to  me  great  shame 
To    have    a    Lord    withcuten    his    twa    name." 

The  King,  on  hearing  of  the  lady's  objection  to  his  son,  immediately 
removed  It  satisfactorily  to  the  lady  and  her  friends  by  adding  as  a 
surname  Fitz-Rcy,  so  that  his  name  became  Robert  Fitz  Roy  (the 
son  of  the  King).  His  name,  Camden  remarks,  has  since  l)een  borne 
by   many    of    the    illegitimate   offspring   of    British   kings. 

The  practice  of  adopting  hereditary  surnames  from  manors,  towns 
and  other  localities  originated  in  Normandy  some  time  previous  to 
the  Norman  conciuest,  as  is  evident  from  the  celelirated  Battel  Abby 
roll,  which  gives  the  surnames  only  of  the  companions  and  command- 
ers   of    Duke    William. 

But  we  are  not  to  suppose  that  the  adoption  of  the  pi'eposition  de, 
or  de-la  prefixed  to  any  name  in  England  proves  that  the  person  bear- 
ing it  ie  of  Norman  origin;  as  the  Saxons  who  preceded  the  Normans 
in  England  used  the  same  designations,  following  the  example  of 
their  conquerors.  In  some  cases  the  Normans  chose  to  retain  the 
s«urnames  derived  from  their  ancient  patrimonies  in  Normandy,  and  in 
others  they  substituted  those  taken  from  the  estates  given  them  by 
the  Conqueror  of  his  successors  in  England.  In  a  few  instances  the 
de  and  de-la  was  retained,  but  generally  it  was  dropped  from  sur- 
names about  the  time  of  Henry  VI,  when  Esquire  was  given  to  the 
heads  of  families  and  Mr.,  or  gentleman,  was  substituted  ;a]:ong-  the 
—1.^— 
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younger  sons.  Brevity.  prol)ably  was  the  camse  for  the  omission  of 
the  particles  usually  prefixed  to  anciemt  surnames.  It  is  generally 
supposed  that  the  practice  of  borrowing  surnames  from  patrimonial 
states  became  common  about  the  close  of  the  tenth  century,  par- 
ticularly in  Normandy,  and  the  contiguous  portions  of  France.  Chief- 
ly of  this  class  are  the  names  in  that  far-famed,  though  apochryphal 
document  called  "The  great  roll  of  Battel  Abby."  which  contains  a  list 
of  the  principal  commanders'  and  companions  in  arms  of  William,  the 
Duke  of  Normandy.  Under  the  feudal  system  the  great  barons  as- 
sumed as  surnames  the  proper  names  of  their  seignories;  the  knights, 
holding  under  them,  did  the  same;  and  those  holding  under  them 
followed  their  example,  which  was  imitated  by  everyone  possessing 
a  landed  estate,  however  small.  And  so  extensively  were  the  different 
civil  divis^ions  of  Normandy  represented  in  the  army  of  the  Con- 
queror that  Camden  asserts  with  the  utmost  confidence  that  "'There 
is  rot  a  simple  village  in  Normandy  that  has  not  surnamed  some 
family  in  England."  And  as  William  remodeled  the  government  of 
England,  turning  out  the  old  aristocracy  and  replacing  them  by  his 
own  barons  and  others  of  his  officers,  the  succeeding  aristocracy  were 
of  Norman  origin  with  but  few,  if  indeed,  any  exceptions.  Hence  the 
Roll  which  contains  the  names  of  the  commanders  and  companions  in 
arms  of  the  Norman  Conqueror,  has  become  an  object  of  deep  interest 
to   multitudes   of  people  in   England   and    America. 

The  history  of  the  origin  of  this  roll,  as  given  by  Guilliam  Tay- 
leur    (William    Taylor),    a    Norman    historian,    is    as    follows: 

"On  the  moi-ning  after  the  Battel  (of  Hastings),  very  early,  Odo, 
Bishop  of  Baie'ux,  sung  a  mass  for  those  that  were  departed:  after 
that  the  Duke,  desirous  to  know  the  estate  of  his  battel  and  what 
people  he  had  lost  therein  and  were  slain,  he  caused  to  come  unto 
him  a  clerke  that  had  written  their  names  when  they  were  em- 
barked at  St.  Valeries  and  commanded  him  to  call  them  all  by  their 
names;  who  called  them  that  had  been  at  the  battel  and  passed  the 
seas  with  Duke  William."  This  account  was  taken  from  Foxes  Acts 
and  monuments  by  M.  A.  Lower  and  published  liy  him  in  his  work 
on  the  origin  of  surnames.  Vol.  2,  p.  16S. 

In  commemoration  of  this  great  victory  the  Conqueror  caused  an 
Abby  to  be  erected  on  the  field  of  battle  at  Hastings,  and  the  roll 
which  contained  the  names  of  his  surviving  commanders  and  com- 
panions in  arms  was  deposited  there  in  the  custody  of  the  monks. 
Here  it  remained  with  other  valuable  historical  memorials  until  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII,  when  the  abbeys  and  monasteries  throughout  the 
kingdom  were  forced  to  surrender  their  charters  to  the  government 
and  they  were  deposed  by  the  King.  "Three  montns  after  the  soir- 
render  of  the  Charter  of  Battel  Abby  to  Henry  VIII,  the  site  on 
which  it  stood  and  the  lands  around  it  were  given,  by  him,  to  Sir 
Anthn.ny  Browne,  Baronet,  ancestor  of  the  Vis-Counts  Montague.  This 
family  siild  the  mansion  and  its  api)urtenances  to  Sir  Thomas  Web- 
ster,  Bart.,    whose  descendants   still   possess   it,   liut   resided  afterwards 
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at  their  other  seat,  (/owdray  House,  near  Midherst.  Thither  this 
famous  document  was  carried.  Cowdray  Ho'use  was  destroyed  by  fire 
1793,  when  the  roll  was  presumed  to  have  perished  with  everything-  else 
of  value  which  that  lordly  edifice  contained."  M.  A.  Lower's  essay 
on  family  nomenclature.  Of  this  interesting-  document  (Vol.  2),  sev- 
eral copies  have  been  made — two  only  have  I  seen — one  was  copied 
from  the  orig-inal  by  John  Leland,  the  topographer,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  Henry  VIII,  while  the  Abby  wa.s  still  in  his  possession. 
From  the  krown  character  of  Leland,  the  excellent  opportunity  af- 
forded him  for  ob.aining-  an  accurate  copy,  and  the  care  and  scrupu- 
losity manifested  by  him  to  sev'ure  an  exact  transcript  of  the  orig-mal 
I>ower  doe>s  not  hesitate  to  give  his  copy  the  preference  over  all 
others.  Leland's  copy  contains  494  names,  about  100  less  than  that 
of  Holinshed.  The  reason  for  this  difference  betw^een  the  two  copies 
seems  to  be  that  L^-land  has  thoroughly  sifted  this  document  and 
rejected  as  spurious  some  names  -which  had  been  added  to  it  by  the 
monks  who  had  it  in  charge,  and  had  made  these  entries  to  g-ratify 
tl-e  amliition  of  some  aspiring-  families.  They  were  publicly  charged 
>vith  this  breach  of  trust,  and  none  was  better  qualified  lO  detect 
them  than  John  Leland. 

The  names  in  the  roll  given  by  Leland  are  arranged  in  couplets 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  last  syllable  in  the  second  line  should  cor- 
respond in  sound  with  the  last  syllable  of  the  firsit  line,  thus  forming 
a  species  of  rythm,  probably  to  assist  the  memory  of  the  clerk 
•who  called  the  names,  and  to  attract  the  attention  of  those  who 
were  expected  to  answer  the  call.  The  number  of  syllables  in  i.ac-n 
line  were  intended  to  be  equal  as  far  as  practicable.  It  should  he  re- 
membered that  the  names  are  Norman  French,  and  should  l3e  pro- 
nounced according  to  the  rules  of  that  language.  That  this  was  the 
orig-inal  arrangement  of  the  Conquerer's  muster  roll,  there  seemed  to 
be  no  good  reason  to  doubt.  The  appeararrce  of  the  copy,  with  its 
dots  and  marks,  which  are  without  meaning-  to  us,  are  faithfully 
copied  by  Leland  with  the  names,  showing  that  he  meant  to  make  an 
exact  transcript  of  the  original,  and  of  course,  we  cannot  suspect 
him  of  altering  the  arrangement  of  the  names,  but  he  has  given 
them  to  us  in  the  same  order  in  which  he  found  them  on  the  orig- 
inal roll.  .1  will  here  transcribe  a  few  of  them  taken  i^romiscuouely 
from  the  roll,  which  will  give  the  reader  a  correct  idea  of  the  pe- 
cuiarity    of    tiiis    arrangement:

Of    these    thirty-two    names    more    than    one-half    are    still    extant    in 
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this  country,  with  slight  modifications  in  the  mode  of  spelling-  them. 
which  will  occur  to  the  minds  of  most  pei'sons  who  read  them.  Thus, 
Giffard  becomes  Gifford,  by  changing  the  a  for  an  o.  Howarde  has 
dropped  the  e;  Baudin  is  now  Boden,  this  name  occurs  now  in  saacm 
and  New  Bedford;  Macun  is  Moon;  Mainard  is  Maynard;  Banestre 
is  Banister;  Bealum  is  Beale;  Beauchamp  is  the  same:  Loverak  is 
Lovel;  Gerdoun  is  Gorden;  Blundel  is  Blondel  and  Blondin;  Burdoun 
is  Burden  and  Boa'den;  Baudwin  is  Baldwin ;  Beaumont  is  the  same. 
Gallofer  is  Gallop,  a  very  common  name  in  Connecticut  and  Neu- 
Tork;  Gubion  is  Gibeon;  Burdet  is  Burdett  still:  Baroun  is  Barron  and 
Lie   Barron:    Jardyn    is    Jardin    and    Jorden:    Jay    and    Tay    the   eame. 

O-ur  ancestors  came  to  this  country  bringing  with  them  many  of 
the  surnames  of  these  bold  adventurers.  It  would  l)e  strange  indeed 
if  their  descendants  should  look  with  indiffei-ence  upon  the  record 
which  proves  their  family  identity,  as  far  as  a  similarity  in  sur- 
names can  do.  The  question  is  often  asked  "in  what  part  of  Kurape 
did  your  family  name  originate?"  Those  who  find  it  in  the  roll  of 
Battle  Abbey  may  rest  assured  that  their  ancestors  came  from  Nor- 
mandy, and  by  looking  over  an  old  map  of  that  country,  may,  perhaps, 
designate  the  district  or  village  from  which  they  came,  and  to  \\  hich 
they  are  indebted  for  the  surname  which  they  bear.  This  must  be  an 
interesting  matter  to  many  people  in  this  country,  as  much  so  to 
them  as  it  will  be  to  the  Bordens,  for  whose  iiiforiiiation  I  have 
prosecuted    this    investigation. 

BURDOUN. 

Among  the  extracts  already  given  from  "the  great  roll"  I  have 
selected  the  above  nama  as  the  undoubted  type  of  Borden.  It  occurs 
there  as  Blundel  et  Burdoun.  The  first  is  now  spelled  Blondell,  and 
was  the  surname  of  the  Prussian  minister  i-esident  at  Washington 
1S65.  The  other  I  consider  as  one  of  the  forms  which  the  name  Bor- 
den has  taken  in  this  instance  through  the  ignorance  of  the  age 
in  whicvh  it  was  written.  For  I  find  among  different  writers  at 
various  periods  a  marked  difference  in  spelling  names.  Holinshed 
spells  this  name  Bui-don  in  his  copy  of  this  roll.  Leland  does  the 
same,  but  the  u  in  the  second  syllable  was  added  by  the  clerk  for 
the  sake  of  etuphony  Gerdoun  and  Bui-doun  giving  eimiJar  sounds 
which    would    not    i>e    done    by    Gerdoun    and    Bourdon. 

Camden  remarks  that  "too  much  stress  sho'uld  no't  be  laid  upon  uni- 
formity in  spielling  ancient  surnames,  as  ignorance  of  letters  and  their 
exact  sounds  prevailed  almost  universally  among  the  people  of  all 
nations  during  the  dark  and  middle  ages,  when  there  could  not  have 
been  any  common  standard  of  orthography  to  which  those  who  wrote 
could  appeal,  as  authoi'ity.  Hence  every  scribe  wrote  according  to  hia 
own  views."  And  it  often  happens  in  perusing  old  deeds  and  other 
ancient  writings  that  the  same  names  are  often  written  differently 
in    the    same    document.      This    is    particularly    true    in    England,    where 
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one  of  their  writers  says  that  he  had  seen  an  old  deed  where  the 
poirchaser's  name  was  spelled,  by  the  same  person,  three  different 
ways.  People  of  thei  olden  time  seem  to  have  aimed  at  strength  and 
not  brevity  in  their  mode  of  spelling-,  and  have  inserted  the  greatest 
number  of  vowels  possible  between  their  consonants.  And  the  atte.n- 
tion  of  modern  Philologists  has  been  severely  taxed  to  remove  the 
supernumeraries    and    thus    to    simplify    the    language. 

I  feel  quite  sure  that  the  Bordens  and  Burdens,  originated  in  Nor- 
mandy— that  their  original  surname  was  Bourdon  and  that  they  are 
a  branch  of  the  numerous,  families  of  that  name  still  existing  in 
France.  I  have  found  their  name  variously  spelled  as  Bourdon,  Bur- 
don,  Burden,  Borden,  Bourdeu,  Berden,  Birdin  and  Barden.  In  each 
case  the  consonants  which  are  the  root  of  the  name  are  the  same 
and  they  occur  in  the  same  order  in  each  name,  which  shows  a 
common  origin  to  them  all.  The  diversity  in  the  three  last  names 
occurred  at  an  early  day  in  England,  as  each  have  a,  correspond- 
ing coat   of  arms,   differing  entirely   from   those   that   precede  them. 

Tf  we  now  return  to  the  assertion  of  Camden  (and  we  can  have  no 
better  authority,  nor  safer  guide)  "that  there  is  not  a  village  in  Nor- 
mandy which  has  not  ?urnamed  some^  families  in  England,"  we  may, 
by  following  his  advice,  be  enabled  to  trace  the  Bourdons  or  Bor- 
dens to  the  identical  village  from  which  they  have  derived  their  sur- 
name. And  in  doing  this  I  have  not  been  disappointed.  I  find  by 
several  literary  works  that  there  is,  at  the  present  time,  in  the 
northern  part  of  France,  the  ancient  Normandy,  an  ancient  village 
which  still  bears  the  name  of  Bourdonnay.  "It  is  in  the  Department 
of  Muerthe,  and  the  chief  place  of  a  Canton  in  the  district  of  Chateau- 
Salins,  four  leagues  northeast  of  Luneville."  This  description  of  this 
locality  is  copied  from  Rees'  Cyclopedia,  in  which  may  be  found  a 
notice  of  several  of  the  Bourdons  w^ho  have  obtained  in  Fi-ance  some 
eminence  as  artists.  Of  these  one  bore  the  name  of  Bordone,  a  pupil 
of  Titian.  He  executed  many  memoraljle  works  as  monuments  of  his 
extraiordinary  abilities  both  in  Italy  and  France.  He  was  born  in 
1513  and  died  1588. 

Another  was  Amomet  Bourdon,  a  physician  of  Paris,  who  published 
worl-s  on  anatomy  1678.  And  a  third  was  Sebastian  Bourdon,  a  paint- 
er of  great  note,  born  at  Montpelier  1616.  His  picture  of  the  Crucifix- 
ion of  St.  Peter  in  the  church  of  Notre  Dame  in  Paris  is  said  to  be 
a  fine  work  of  art.  But,  being  a  Calvinist  and  exposed  to  persecution 
on  that  account  from  the  Catholics,  he  went  to  Sweden  and  painted 
for  Queen.  Christina.  Bourdon  was  one  of  the  twelve  persons,  who 
in  1648,  commenced  the  esta,blishment  of  the  Royal  Aacademy  of  Paris 
of  which  he  became  a  Director.  He  died  1671.  See  these  names  in 
Rees'    Cyclopedia. 

These  names  of  distinguished  men  show  the  truth  of  Camden's 
remarks  respecting  the  surnames  of  Normandy  as  being  derived 
from    Norman    villages.      HC'    also    shows    the    existence    of    Bourd<:)ns 
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in  France,  and  that  there  is  even  a  difference  in  spelling-  this  name. 
Bordone  ie  Italian. 

I  much  regret  that  our  sources  of  information  are  so  limited  on  thii'? 
subject.  I  would  have  been  gilad  to  present  here  S;omething  relative 
to  the  early  history  of  Bourdonnay,  but  I  have  not  any  authority  to 
consult.  But  there  is  still  one  fact  more  within  my  reach,  which 
is  uf  great  importance  in  indentifying  the  Borden  name  under  all  its 
various  forms,  except  those  already  noticed  both  in  England  and 
America,  with  the  Bourdons  of  Bourdonnay,  as  the  common  centre 
from  which  they  have  all  emigrated,  and  thisi  is  the  coat-of-arms  of 
that  village.  In  the  Encyclopedia  of  Diderot  and  D'Alembert,  Vol.  5., 
-.388  (Published  1781),  under  the  article  "La  Bourdonnaye"  I  find  the 
following  description  of  the  coat-of-arms  of  that  village.  "De  Guetalee., 
a  trois  bourdons  de  Pelerine,  d'argent,  2  &  1."  That  ia  in  English, 
G'ulea,  3  pilgrim  staffs,  two  and  one,  argent.  This  is  one  of  the  sim- 
plest forms  of  a  coat-of-arms,  and  its  simplicity  proves  its  antiquity. 
And  what  has  surprised  me  is  that  it  has  been  retained  by  most  of 
the  Burdons,  Burdens  and  Borden®  of  England.  It  is  true  that  some 
have  added  different  crests  and  other  devices  as  embellishments  and 
equivalents,  but  nearly  all  that  I  have  found  in  works  of  heraldry 
agree  in  the:  main  with  this  of  Bourdonnay.  I  have  examined  about 
twenty  coats-of-arm®  in  different  works  and  find  that  eight  are 
identical  with  that  of  Boiurdonnay,  3  pilgrims  staves;  3  have  substi- 
tutes, 3  hautboys,  one  3  halbards  and  several  others  battle  axes,  all 
of  which  are  equivalent  to  the  bourdon  or  pilgrim  staff  in  heraldry. 
And  these  coats-of-arms  belong  to  families  now  residing  in  various 
parts  of  Engiland,  and  Scotland,  whose  names,  as  we  have  seen,  are 
variously  spelled,  but  in  a  manner  which  shows  very  clearly  that  they 
have  all  beein  derived  from  the  same  word,  Bourdon,  a  pilgrim's^  staff. 
History  and  heraldry  therefore  unite  in  showing  one  name  and  one 
peculiar  symbol,  from  which  these  various  surnames  and  coats  of 
arms  have  derived  their  origin  in  common;  and  it  is  equally  certain 
that  such  an  amount  of  mutual  resemblance  can  point  to  no  other 
conclusion  than  this,  "that  the  Bordens  originated  at  Bourdonnay 
in  Mormandy,  that  they  went  into  England  with  William  the  Con- 
queror, and,  after  the  victory  of  Hastings,  October  14,  1066,  settled 
dowm  upon  the  lands  given  them  by  the  new  King  of  England."  I  think 
this  conclusion  is  so  firmly  established  as  to  exclude  all  reasonable 
doubt    on    the  suibject. 

Heretofore,  the  British  heraldic  writers  have  uniformly  asserted 
that  the  Borden  surname  was  of  Anglo-Saxon  origin.  And  their  ex- 
planation is  thus  expressed:  "The  word,  Bour  isi  Saxon  and  means  a 
cottage;  den  is  a  frequent  termination  in  the  ancient  British  or  Celtic 
of  the  names  of  localities  and  surnames,  but  it  originally  implied  a 
situation  in  a  woody  valley.  And  a  recent  writer  in  the  Edinburg-h 
Review,  April,  1855,  p.  371,  remarks  that  the  word,  den,  is  found 
in  no  other  Germanic  language  than  the  Anglo-Saxon  and  was  adopt- 
ed   into    that    language    from    the    old    British    or    Celtic.      These'    two 
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words  united  form  the  name  of  Bourdon."  Well,  what  if  they  do?  The 
question  at  issue  is  not  how  the  name  can  be  formed,  but  how  and 
where  did  it  orig'inate?  I  will  take  the  French  word  Borde,  a  cot- 
tag-e,  and  by  simply  adding  the  consonant  n  for  the  terminal  letter 
and  we  have  the  name  Borden  perfectly  formed  without  resorting-  to 
the  old  Celtic,  Teutonic  or  Saxon  languages  or  the  boars  of  the  wild- 
wood.  I  see  no  good  reason  why  this  is  not  asi  correct  a  method  of 
deriving  this  name  as  that  of  the  Eng-lish  writers  on  the  subject. 
It  has  this  to  give  it  the  preference,  the  name  being  French  noints 
out  the  ccuntry  from  which  the  Bordens  emigrated.  The  statement 
of  Bnglisih  writers  on  the  etymology  of  surnames  often  api^ear  to  me 
puerile  and  sometimes  ridiculous,  and  in  no  case  are  they  more  so 
than  in  their  attempts  to  prove  the  Bordens  to  be  of  Anglo-Saxon 
origin.  They  were  of  the  Conquerors  of  Eng-.land  and  not  of  the  Con- 
quered in  England.  And  I  was  pleased  to  find  one  English  writer 
who  has,  at  this  late  day,  admitted  the  fact.  Lower  in  the  third 
edition  cf  his  es-say  on  English  surnames  .says,  the  singular  name 
of  Burden  must  be  a  corruption  of  Bourdon,  a  nalmer'e.  or  pilg-rim'p 
staff — a  very  appro'priate  sign  for  a  wayside  inn:  Lower,  Vol.  l,-.20.5. 
By  this  admiseicn  Lower  abandons  the  ground  on  which  most  English 
writers  have  founded  their  fanciful  theories  concerning  the  Borden 
name,  and  agrees  with  us  in  ascribing  to  them  a  Norman  French 
origin.  And  as  history  and  analogy  teach  us  the  same  thing  conceirn- 
ing  them  I  shall  rest  the  case  here  so  far  as  their  natio^nailty  is  con- 
cernied. 

The  Bourdoins  rallied  around  the  standard  of  their  chief,  and  under 
his  orders  rueihed  to  the  battlefield  of  Hastings  and  did  what  they 
could  to  win  a  crown  for  their  sovereign,  William,  Duke  of  Nor- 
mandy. The  Normans  were  successful,  and  in  a  short  time  were  com- 
fortably settled  in  the  country  which  their  courage  had  won.  His- 
tory gives  no  intimation  that  any  of  them  returned  to  Norm  i.ny  after 
the  Ccnquest,  but  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  many  of  the  Normans 
in  France  joined  their  friemds  in  England,  and  history  confirms  this 
fact. 

The  great  Roill  contains  the  name  of  one  Burdoun  commander,  who 
survi-\:ed  the  l>attle,  but  the  slain  are  not  enumerated,  nor  can  I  find 
any  intimation  as  to  the  number  O'f  followers  which  this  one  cum- 
mander  led  to  the .  field.  The  presumption  is  that  they  consisted  of 
several  hundred  p.ersons,  selected  from  his  own  vassals  and  tenantry, 
each  bearing  the  surnanie  of  their  Seignior  or  Lord,  according  to  the 
cuE:tom  of  their  country.  This  view  gives  us  necessarily  the  iniD'res- 
sion  that  there  were  many  persons  in  the  army  of  the  Conqueroir 
bearing  the  name  of  Burdon,  who  shared  in  the  common  danger 
and  received  their  propoi-tion  of  the  spoils.  This  idea  is  comfirmed  by 
the  fact  that  the  name  of  Burdon,  in  all  its  various  forms,  was  widely 
disseminated  throughout  England  and  Scotland  a.t  an  early  day. 
Among  the  coats  of  arms  I  notice  Bourdons  of  Scotland,  Burdon  of 
Castle   Eden,    Durham    County,      a   descendant    of    Thomas     Burdon    of 
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Stookton-Upon-Tees  in  the  time  of  Edward  IV;  Burdons  of  Notting:- 
hamshire  and  Cumberland;  Burdens  of  Lincoln  County;  BoTdens  of 
Kent  County,  and  various  other  counties.  Lewis,  in  his  topographical 
dicticaiary,  gives  two  small  towns  by  the  name  of  Burdon.  The  first 
i;-  in  the  parish  of  Biehopwearsmouth,  northern  division  of  Easing-- 
torn  ward.  County  Palatine  of  Durham,  3%  miles  S.  S.  west  from  Sun- 
derland; the  secomd  is  Great  Burdon,  and  is  in  that  part  of  the  parish 
of  Haruig'hton  le  Skene,  which  is  in  the  southeastern  division  of  Dar- 
lington ward,  County  Palatine  of  Durham,  2%  miles  N.  E.  by  east 
from  Da,rlington;  these  towns  were  small  and  contain  but  a  small 
numbeir    of    inhabitants. 

The  same  writer  undei-  the  head  of  Borden  remarks;  "Borden,  a 
parish  in  the  Hundred  of  Milton,  Lathe  of  Scray,  County  of  Kent, 
2%  miles  weist  by  south  from  Sittingbourne,  containing  650  inhab- 
itants. The  living  is  a  \icarage  in  the-  archdeanery  of  and  diocese  of 
Canterbury,  rated  in  the  King's  liook  £8,  10,  and  is  in  the  patronage 
of  J.  Musgrave,  Esq.  The  church  dedicated  to-  St.  Peter  and  St.  Paul 
is  an  ancient  edifice,  comprising  three  aisles,  and  three  chancels,  with 
a  sciuare  tower  at  the  western  end.  There  are  some  Roman  bricks 
mixed  with  the  flint  stoaies  in  the  building,  and  cemented  with  mor- 
tar in  the  composition  of  which  pulverizied  cockle  shells  have  been 
used.  The  chief  entrance  is  under  a  Saxon  oir  Norman  arch,  and 
there  are  peculiar  specimens  of  architecture  in  other  paits  of  the 
edifice.  A  British,  and  several  relics  of  Roman  antiquity,  together 
with  a  great  quantity  of  round  stones,  like  cannon  balls,  have  been 
iound    in   the   neighborhood. 

A  more  pairticular  description  of  Borden  has  been  furnished  me  by 
Judge  James  W.  Borden.  Pie  remarks:  "The  County  of  Kent  has 
long  l::etm  considered  the  garden  of  England,  and  in  no  portion  of 
it  is  the  scenery  moire  diversified  or  more  beautiful  than  in  the  parish 
of  Borden  and  its  vicinity.  When  the  Normans  conquered  England 
the  Saxous  of  Kent  were  permitted  to  retain  many  of  their  ancient 
customs,  and  among  them  was  the  law  that  divided  the  land  equally 
among  all  the  sons.  Consequently  the  farms  in  this  parish  are  small 
comprising  arable,  meadow,  pasture  lands  with  orchards  and  hop 
grounds,  handsomely  intersipersed  with  woodands,  consisting  mostly 
of  oak,  elm,  hazel,  birch,  ash  and  chestnut,  of  which  latter  there 
are  a  great  number  in  this  vicinity,  and  among  them  are  found 
the  sweet  chestnut,  supposed  liy  historians  to  have  been  introduced 
into  England  from  the  south  of  Europe  by  the  Romans.  The  soil 
is  generally  a  rich  loam  and  the  surface  undulating.  On  ascending 
Fome  of  the  hills  in  the  smith  part  of  the  village  the  verdant  pas- 
tures  and   coppice    woods   preseut   a   most   enchanting  view." 

"When  Julius  Caesar  invaded  England  he  cut  a  road  through  the 
woodlands  of  Kent  from  the  place  where  he  landed  on  the  English  Chan- 
nel to  a  camp  which  he  established  at  or  near  the  place  where  Lon- 
don   now    stands.      This    road    passed    thr'ough    the    yiarish    of    Borden 
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and  the  village  of  Borden  was  built  beside  it.  The  great  Roman 
hrg-hway,  afterwards  b-uilt  by  them  and  since  called  Watling  Street 
by  the  English,  leading  from  Canterbury  to  London  through  the 
cities  of  Chatham  and  Rochester,  was  located  orn  the  north  side  of 
the  parish  of  Borden,  some  distance  from  the  road  made  by  Caesar. 
The  remains  of  a  Roman  eamp  and  entrenchments  weflr'e  visible  in 
that  vicinity  as  late  a,s  the  time  of  the  civil  war,  called  "the  war 
of  the  Roses."  Reman  coinsC  arms,  pottery,  tiles,  bricks  and  other 
ves-tiges  of  that  nation,  have  been  ploughed  or  dug  out  of  the  ground 
in  this  parish.  And  as  late  as  1846  some  Roman  coin©  and  medals  were 
found  at  Sutton  Barron,  about  half  a  mile  from  the  p^arish  ch'urch." 
Ha,sted's    notices    of    the    Churches    of    Kent.      -.35. 

Tradition  says  that  the  ancient  Druids  had  a  place  for  heathe'n  wor- 
s-hip  in  an  oak  and  chestnut  grove  on  the  spot  where  the  parish 
church  of  Bor'den  now  stands;  and  that  soon  after  the  Saxons  drove 
out  the  Britons  from  Kent,  the  Romish  priests  who  went  to  England 
wth  Austin,  the  Monk,  ca-used  a  temporary  edifice  to  be  erected  about 
A.  D.  636,  which  remained  until  the  present  parish  churoh  was  built 
on  the  same  site,  A.  D.  1134.  Trelands  Hstory  of  Kent,  Vol.  4,  p.  36. 
"This  church  is  a  curious  old  baiilding  and  bears  characteristic  marks 
of  a  very  remote  antiq'ulty.  and  what  is  vei-y  remarkable,  there  is 
in  the  tower  or  steeple  a  chimney  which  appears  to  be  coeval  with 
the  foundation  of  the  structure." — Ireland's  History  of  Kent.  But  what- 
ever may  have  been  the  origin  of  this  churoh  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  prior  to  the  Norman  conquest  theire  was  not  a  parochial 
church  in  England.  The  parish  system  was  introduced  there  l>y  Wil- 
liam the  Conq'ueror  in  the  early  part  of  his  reign,  and  the  pa.rlslheG 
were  organized  on  the  same  plan  with  those  of  his  native  country. 
So  that  the  emigration  from  Normandy  preceded  the  organization  of 
the  present  system  of  parishes  and  the  division  of  lands.  And  we 
should  naturally  expect  these  Norman  institutions  to  bear  the  names 
of  the  conquering  party,  and  not  those  of  the  vanquished,  when- 
ever indivadual  names  were  appropriated  by  them.  Some  of  the  Bor- 
dens  settled  in  Kent  and  are  reported  to  have  held  large  estates  there 
soon  after  the  conquest:  and  there  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  the  parish  of  Borden  did  not  derive  its  name  from  them. 
Any  other  suposition  is  a  mere  conjecture  suggested  by  an  inkling  of 
some  British  writers  on  surnames  to  go  laehind  the  record  to  explain 
the  origin  of  names  from  some  old  Celtic  and  Saxon  roots  or,  mere 
fanciful    resemblances     in     words     or     things. 

Camden  in  his  Brittania  Magna,  Article  Benenden,  in  the  lathe 
■of  Scray  (near  Borden)  says  "Godric,  a  Saxon,  was  the  original  pro- 
prietor of  this  place.  His  descendants  took  the  name  of  Bennen- 
den,  and  the  parish  was  called  so  from  them."  This  parish  I  think 
joins  that  of  Borden  on  the  east;  they  are  both  in  the  lathe  of  Scray 
and  the  archdeanery  of  Canterbury,  and  nave  both  derived  their  names 
in    a  similar   way.     Camden  further   says:      "Some   of   the  followers   of 
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the  Conquetor  adopted  tlie  names  of  the  estates  they  received  from 
him,  while  others  chose  ta  retain  those  they  had  received  in  their 
own  country."  The  Bordens  appear  to  have  been  of  the  latter  class, 
and  by  this  course  have  pres)erved  their  family  connection  with  their 
Norman  ancestors,  and  have  continued  this  line  of  descent  to  the 
present   time. 

The  earliesit  notices  I  have  seen  of  the  Bordens  residing  in  Kent 
County  are  contained  in  sioine  extracts  mode  from  Hasted's  History  of 
Kent.  They  were  made  by  a,  competent  person  in  England  at  the 
request  of  James  "W.  Borden,  Esq.,  of  Port  Wayne,  Ind.,  and  sent 
to  me  for  insertion  in  this  work,  for  which  he  has  my  sincere 
thanks. 

These  extracts  relate  to  four  different  persons  of  the  name  of  Bor- 
den, who  lived  at  different  periods,  in  the  parish  of  Borden  in  Kent. 
The  first  relates  to  Simon.  "It  appears  from  ancient  records  that  Simon 
de  Borden  of  Borden  Manor,  sometimes  called  Borden  Hall  or  Court, 
resided  here  in  the  reign  of  King  John,  and  was  among  the  bene- 
ficiaries of  the  pariish  church."  This  John,  siirnamed  Lackland,  was 
the  brother  and  successor  of  Richard  Coeur  de  Lion,  who  fought  so 
bravely  against  the  infidels  in  Palestine.  John  -was  crowned  King 
A.  D.  1199,  and  died  A.  D.  1316  in  the  17th  year  of  his  reign.  Hasted's 
Histoi-y    of    Kent,    folio    4th,    Vol.    4,    p.    .33    and    34. 

Again,  "The  family  of  Bordens  were  possessed  of  good  estates  in 
this  part  of  Kent,  and  were  distinguished  persons  among  the  landed 
gentry  of  the  ootunty."  Philip  de  Borden  is  mentioned  in  the  Char- 
tulary  of  the  Abby  of  St.  Radegund  as  having  contributed  yearly  from 
his  manor  of  Borden  for  the  support  of  that  Abby,  H.,  Vol.  6  p. 
74,    Octave   Edition. 

Osbert  de  Borden  is  recorded  in  a  charter  of  the  times  of  Henry 
III  as  having  pastured  sixty  sheep  for  the  monastery  of  St.  Sexburgh 
on  the  Island  of  Sheppy."  Henry  III  ascended  the  throne  of  England 
A.  D.  1216,  and  died  A.  D.  1272.  Another  of  this  family  is  menGoned 
as  having  pastured  a  large  flock  of  sheep  for  the  same  monastery  ni 
the  reign  of  Henry  IV,  who  was  crowned  King  A.  D.  1399,  and  died 
A.   D.    1412.     Hasted's   History   of   Kent,   Vol.   2,    p.    567,   folio  edition. 

These  historical  notices  of  the  successive  owners  of  the  Borden 
manor  in  Kent  extend  from  the  year  1199  to  1412  eml-raclng  a  period 
of  two  hundred  and  thirteen  yeai^s  commnecing  one  hundred  and 
thirty-three  years  after  the  conquest  and  terminating  only  ninety- 
seven  years  before  the  accession  of  Henry  VIII  to  the  throne,  A.  D. 
1509,  who  abolished  all  the  monastic  establishments  in  England.  It 
w^ould  have  been  more  interesting  to  us  if  these  extracts  had  em- 
braced the  history  of  the  Borden  Manor  from  its  first  occupation  by 
the  Bordens  down  to  the  time  of  Henry  VIII,  or  even  to  1635.  But 
enough  historic  testimony  has  been  Introduced  to  show  that  there 
has  been  a  continued  occupancy  of  this  manor  by  the  Bordens  for 
213  years,   and  that  they  have   d'uring  that  time  CiOntributed  to  various 
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relig-ious  establLshments  located  in  that  neig-hborhood.  This  is  'er- 
tainly  showing-  a  clean  record  of  them,  and  one  which  will  not 
cause  a  blush  of  shame  upon  the  countenance  of  any  of 
their  descendants,  who  still  live  and  bear  their  name.  Their  history 
is  not  written  in  the  blood  of  their  fellow  men;  their  course  is  not 
traced  by  long-  marches  thrO'Ug-h  devastated  farms,  fortified  camps 
and  bloody  battle-fic'lds,  but  in  the  congenial  pursuits  of  ag^riculture 
and  the  unostentatious  works  of  Christian  charity.  This  exhibition 
of  their  kind  and  gener^tus  feeling's  toward  others,  and  their  libeirality 
in  aiding  to  sustain  the  institaitions  of  religion  for  so  long  a  period 
shows  them  to  have  been  a  family  of  no  ordinary  stamp  and  fully 
justifies,  the  encomium  bestowed  upon  them  by  Hasted,  already  quoted, 
that  they,  the  Bordens,  "possessed  good  estates  in  this  part  of  Kent 
and  were  disting-uished  persions  among-  the  landed  gentry  of  this 
county. "  This  e'ulogium  of  Hasted  of  the  Bordens.  in  Kent  reminds  me 
of  another  of  Oamden  in  his  "Brittania  Magma,"  more  extensively  ap- 
plied to  all  the  inhabitants  of  Kent.  He  renxarfcs:  "The  country  peo- 
ple and  town  residents  of  Kent  retain  the  spirit  of  the  old  English 
above  other  countiesi,  bearing  good  minds  one  to  another,  being  ready 
to  afford  a  re9p.ect  and  kind  entertainment  to  strangers,  and  lesis  in- 
clined to  resent  injuries."  From  what  T  have  already  stated  con- 
cerning the  owners  of  the  Borden  manor,  I  think  those  who  may 
peirufie  this  narrative  will  agree  with  me  in  applying-  to  them  all  the 
excellent  traits  of  character  deserilDed  in  this  extract  from  Camden's 
work. 

Camden  and  Hasted,  whose  works  I  have  frequently  quoted,  are  two 
of  the  most  reliable  authorities  in  investigations  of  this  kind  to  be 
found  in  England.  They  do  not  deal  in  s'urmises  and  conjecturee, 
or  fanciful  theories,  but  state  such  facts  as  they  have  good  authority 
for.  Neither  of  them  displays  any  disposition  to  maintain  any  new 
theory,  nor  any  desire  to  embellish  their  works  by  an  attempt  at  elo- 
quence. They  simply  follow  the  leadings  of  truth,  and  in  all  their 
allusions  to  the  Bordens  of  Kent  their  testimony  can  be  safely  relied 
upon   by   us   all.     No   better  aiuthority  can   be   found   in   England. 

The  village  of  Borden  is  in  the.  parish  of  Borden  end  contains  the 
old  parish  church  already  deecribed.  It  contains  about  one  hundred 
houses  and  stands  on  a  high  ridge  of  land  whioh  affords  a  fine  view 
of  the  surrcunding  country.  The  railroad  from  London  to  Dcn-er 
passes  through  Chatham,  Rochester  and  Borden  befO're  reaching  Can- 
terbury. The  Borden  station  is  39  miles  from  London,  15  miles  from 
Canterbury,  and  one  mile  s.ou.th  of  Borden  village.  This  village  may  be 
found  on  a  map  of  Kent  County  in  Camden's  Brittania  Magna,  pub- 
lished 1720,  also  on  maps  of  Kent  Coninty  and  railway  maps  thn>ug-h 
Kent   of   a    recent   date. 
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>  BORDEN     EMIGRAKTS     TO    AMERICA 

These  have  not  Ijeen  so  numerous  as  we  might  suppose  from  their 
wide  dissemination  throughout  most  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  nor 
were  they  as  numerous  as  some  modern  writers  have  asserted.  In  the 
Colonial  Records  of  Rhode  Island  Thomas  Borden  is  said  to  have  I'e- 
ceived  a  Ijushel  of  wheat  from  the  town  of  Portsmouth  April  26th, 
1640,  but  the  name  on  the  o<ld  record  is  Thoma.s!  Gorton,  ^vl^o,  the 
siame  year  was  appointed  to  temd  the  Focasset,  since  called  Rowland's 
Ferry.  It  is  recorded  in  the  same  work  that  Samuel  was  admitted 
a  freeman  of  Wairwick  1655,  but  there  was  no  man  of  ihis  name  in 
the  state  at  that  time.  There  was  a  Samuel  Gorton  in  War-vi-.-k  who 
may  have  had  a  son,  Samuel.  Jr..  old  enough  to  be  a  freeman.  Richard 
Borden  of  Portsmouth  had  a  son  Thomas,  who,  in  1640  was  abooit 
eight  years  old,  and  a  son  Samuel,  who,  in  1655  was  but  Len  yoars  of 
age.  Neither  of  these  could  be  the  persons  named.  It  is  also  saia  in 
the  same  book  that  Robert  Borden  was  chosen  assistant  when  it 
should    have    been    Richard,    who    did    perform    that    service. 

George  Burden,  a  shoemaker,  who  came  over  with  Gov.  AVinthvop  in 
1630,  joined  the  church  in  Boston  and  had  lands  for  eight  lieads  laid 
out  for  him  at  Mount  Wallisiton.  But  becoming  involved  in  the 
controversy  respecting  Ann  Huthcinson  he  was  disarmed.  He  was 
not  banished,  however,  with  the  leaders  of  her  party;  but  returned 
to    England    with   his    family   about  1640. 

I  have  also  found  the  name  of  John  Bordinghe  among  the  first  set- 
tlers of  Pennsylvania;  he  pix)bably  traveled  northeasterly  from  Bour- 
donnay  to  Holland  to  reach  America,  as  his  name  bears  evident  tokens 
of  having  had  a  residence  in  that  region.  Had  he  tarried  a  short 
time  in  England  on  his  way  hither,  hisi  name  would  have  undergone 
a  revision  and  he  would  have  arrived  here  as  Mr.  Burden,  Burdon  or 
some  other  synonym.  But  as  I  can  learn  nothing  of  his  family  his- 
tory, I  will  take  leave  of  him  here. 

I  have  also  met  with  the  name  of  Sarah  Borden  in  Drake's  Annals 
of  Boston.  She  was  one  of  the  unfortunate  persons  who  were  per- 
secuted for  her  religious  opinions,  being  of  the  Society  of  Friends. 
She  was  arrested  and  imprisoned  in  Boston  with  others  of  both  sexes 
for  V.  long  time,  and  was  at  last  released  by  the  governor,  noi  will- 
ingly, but  by  an  order  from  King  Charles  II,  who  had  heard  of  this 
outrage  upon  humanity,  and  determined  to  correct  it.  The  historian 
remarks:  "  Some  of  these  persons  had  been  confined  in  the  Boston  jail 
for  tAVO  years."  The  general  jail  delivery  took  place  in  1661.  Who 
this  Sarah  Borden  was  is  not  stated.  Mary  Malins,  releasied  at  the 
same  time,  was  of  Newport,  R.  I.,  and  Richard  Borden's  daughter 
Sarah,  born  May,  1644,  was  the  only  Sarah  Borden  we  know  of  in  this 
country  at  that  early  day. 

Bryant  Borden  is  said  to  have  married  Elizabeth  Lewis,  daug'hter  of 
John   of    Saugus.      But    as    nothing   more    is   known   of   him    or    his    fam- 
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ily  there  is  no  xise  in  pursuing-  him  any  farther.  These  are  all  the 
Borden  names  I  have  been  al)le  to  find  among  the  earliest  records 
of  emigrants  to   this   country  excepting   llichard   and   John   Boi'den."   S. 

RICHARD   AND   JOHN    BORDEN. 

"From  a  careful  and  very  extended  examination  of  the  early  record 
of  the  Borden  family  these  two  persons  appear  to  have  been  the 
pioneers  in  the  work  of  emigration  to  this  country,  if  not  the  only 
persons  of  that  name  who  came  over  early  and  were  the  ancestors 
of  the  numerous  Borden  families  that  are  scattered  throughout  every 
part  of  the  Union.  I  have  examined  lists  containing  a  vasit  number 
of  persons,  emigrants  and  settlers,  in  various  secitone  of  the  coun- 
try from  1620  to  1800  and  I  have  not  met  with  any  new  family  claim- 
ing- their  descent  from  any  other  scurce  than  Rhode  Island,  where 
Richa,rd  lived  and  died.  Thei  children  of  Richard  commenced  -the 
movement  westward  before  the  death  of  their  father  in  1671,  and  every 
soicceeding  generation  has  done  the  same,  and  the  tide  of  emigration 
still  sets  in  the  same  direction.  And  though  many  of  them  can  no 
longer  trace  their  genealogies  to  their  progenitor,  Richard,  they 
can  all  remember  the  place  from  \\hence  their  forefathers  fitarted, 
and    their   sufferings    by    the    way. 

But  it  is  now  time  to  notice  some  inquiries  respecting  Richard  and 
John,  which  have  been  often  presented  to  me  by  various  persons.  The 
first  question:  Were  Richard  and  John  brothers?  To  this  I  reply 
that  during  all  my  investigations  concerning  their  history  I  have  not 
found  any  positive  proof  that  they  were  brothers:  still,  I  have  met 
with  nothing-  in  relation  to  either  which  has  led  me  to  think  that 
they  were  not  brothers.  And  my  impression  is  that  they  were  so. 
This  opinion  is  founded  on  the  tradition  concerning  them  still  pre- 
vailing at  Borden  among  the^  descendants  of  their  relatives,  that 
Richard  and  John  were  brothers  and  the  sons  of  John  Borden.  That 
they  went  to  Wales  and  married  wives  there  (each  of  these  wives 
bore  the  Welsh  name  O'f  Joan),  and  after  some  years  returned  to 
the  neighborhood  of  Borden,  with  the  intention  of  emigTating  to 
America.  This  tradition  is  confirmed  by  another  among  the  descend- 
ants of  Richard  in  Rhode  Island,  which  states  that  our  Borden  an- 
cestor came  from  Wales  where  they  had  married  their  wives,.  This 
report  was  current  among-  the  old  people  of  this  vicinity  many  years 
ago,  and  has  never  lieen  contradicted.  They  had  the  best  oppor- 
tunity to  gather  information  respecting  their  ancestors,  and  lived 
and  died  near  the  very  spot  where  they  did:  it  seems  to  me  that  g-r-eat 
confidence  is    due   to   their  statement   on   this   aubject. 

The  association  of  Richard  and  John  first  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Boston  and  afterwards  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  serves  io  strengthen  our 
dooivictions!  of  the  truth  of  this  ireliationsihiip  be'tweien,  thiem,  aa 
stated  in  the  ti-adition  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
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Again  it  is  asked  What  could  have  induced  them  to  remove  from 
Kent  County,  the  g-arden  of  England,  and  settle  among  the  moom- 
tainouis  crags  of  Wales  and  the  dense  forests  of  America  I  answer, 
it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to>  go  back  several  cent'urieisi  and  assign 
the  reason  for  human  conduct  under  trying  circumstances,  where 
there  are  no  landmarks  left  by  them  to  guide  us  in  our  resiearches 
after  truth.  But  whoever  will  make  himself  familiar  with  the  history 
of  their  times  would  never  think  of  proposing  this  question.  Let  us 
look  at  the  situation  of  living  in  Borden  as  late  as  the  sixteenth 
and  the  early  part  of  the  sevententh  centuries;  we  shall  then  &ee 
that  their  position  was  exceedingly  annoying  and  perplexing-.  At 
that  time  the  Arohbis-hop  cf  Canterbury  ruled  with  despotic  eway, 
both  in  the  church  and  in  the  state,  holding  the  roiower  of  life  and 
death  over  every  individual  in  every  community.  Borden  was  only 
fifteen  miles  from  Canterbui-y.  and  belonged  to  this  Deanery,  s<o  thdit 
the  Boirdens  lived  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  this  great  oer- 
seouting  power.  And  there  appeared,  neither  on  the  earth  nor  in 
the  hea.vens,  any  sign  of  coming  good,  no  token  of  future  prosper- 
ity to  cheer  the  spirits  and  stim-ulate  a  man  to  bi'ave  the  danglers  of 
his  present  position  or  lead  him  to  hope  that  this  dark  cloud  which  hung 
oveir  his  destiny  would  ever  be  dissipated.  This  was  a,  trying  ceriod 
for  the  inhabitants  of  Kent  particuilarly,  where  safety  could  alone  be 
purchased  by  a  blind  submission  to  the  arbitrary  dictates  of  a  church 
Hierarchy,  from  whose  fatal  grasp  no  situation  in  life  was  so  elevated 
and  none  so  humble  or  low  as  to  secure  the  possiesisor  from  Drison 
or  the  flames.  The  minions  and  tools  of  the  persecutors  were  thickly 
scattered  through  every  grade  of  society  whose  sole  boisiness  it  was 
to  prefer  complaints  against  individuals  who  were  obnoxiouis  to  their 
employers,  and  they  were  tried  and  condemned  on  the  testimonv  of 
these  miscreants,  and  burned  at  the  stake  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Ar.sh bishop  of  Canterbury  and  by  his  order. 

Some  persons  may  think  that  this  is  an  overdrawn  statement,  I  will 
here  insert  a  short  list  of  these  executions  in  Kent  County  alone  for 
the  years  1555-56-57-58,  premising  that  they  are  taken  from  Camden's 
Brittania,  published  1720.  His  character  already  noticed  is  a  sufficient 
guarantee  o"  their  truth. 

List  of  persons  publicly  burnt  at  Canterbury  and  its  vicinity,  all  in 
Kent  County,   and   about    fifteen   miles   from    Borden, 

1555 — July  12,  five  persons;  August  30,  six  persons;  Septeml>er  6,  five 
persons;  October  1,  one  person  at  Canterbury.  Three  persons  at 
Dartmouth   August   30,   three  pensonsi  at   Uxbridge. 

1556 — Five  persons  at  Canterbury;  Jnne,  6  persons  at  Canterbury;   April 
1,    two    persionis   at   Rochester,   sevien   miles    from    Borden. 

1857— Five   persons  at  Canterbury;    sewen  persons   at   Maidestone,    June 

18,   1557  near  Borden. 
1558 — November  20,  gix  persons  at  Canterbury. 
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These  ai-e  by  no  means  the  only  human  sacrifices  offered  upon  the 
altars  of  Moloch.  But  these  towns  and  cities  are  all  in  the  vicinity 
of  Bordein  and  lie  on  each  side  of  it  and  form  but  a  shiall  oortion 
of  Kent;  and  these  executio^ns  muist  have  produced  a  profound  siensa- 
tion  among-  it®  inhabitants.  A  deep  feeling:  of  insecurity  must  have 
been  the  result  of  this  display  of  religious  bigotry  and  Satanic  power, 
and  no  doubt  many  a  yo'ung  man  just  entering  upon  the  theatre  of 
life  secre1;ly  determined  to  seek  a  new  position,  where  he  might 
avoid  this  destructive  agency  and  settle  down  in  a  ciuiet  -and  peace- 
ful community.  Wales  was  the  only  spot  on  the  Island  of  Gretat 
Britain  or  in  all  western  Europe,  where  such  a  place  could  be  foumd. 
And  is  it  strange  that  the  parents  of  Richard  and  John,  who  were 
born  probably  about  A.  D.  1570,  the  most  exciting  period  of  the  six- 
teenth century,  should  have  retired  to  Wales,  where  their  family  would 
be  protected  by  the  laws  as  well  as  by  the  crag's  and  ravines  of 
this  mountainous  country?  It  was  protection  from  the  dangers  of 
persecution  and  not  a  rich,  prolific  sioiil  that  they  soug-ht;  it  was 
liberty  of  conscience,  and  not  affluence,  which  they  longed  for  and 
which  led  them  to  take  this  direction.  The  Welsh,  thoug"h  a  part  of 
the  Einglish  nation  had  never  allowed  the  standard  of  the  Pope  of 
Rome  to  Ije  planted  in  their  territory,  and  were  ever  ready  to 
receive  and  protect  all  who  fled  to  them  to  avoid  this  riersecutina 
power.  But  when  in  1G30,  Governor  Winthrop,  with  two  thousand 
emigrants  sailed  to  America  with  the  approbation  and  assistance  of 
the  governmemt  and  'Uinder  their  protection,  the'  news  spread  througih- 
out  Eng-land  with  lightning  speed,  and  g-ave  a  new  direction  tO'  the 
thoughts,  feelings  and  designs  of  the  terror-strickem  people  of  that 
couintry.  The  idea  of  placing  a  great  g-uilf  between  them  and  the  great 
persecuting  power  captivated  their  hearts,  and  they  immediately  pre- 
pared to  follow  their  countrymen  to  the  wild  lands  of  America,  for 
these    could    be    tamed. 

There  is  one  other  point  in  relation  to  Richard  and  John  Borden  to 
which  my  attention  has  been  called.  Some  person®  have  asserted  as 
an  evidence  of  the  intolerance  of  the  go  "ernment  of  Massachusetts, 
that  these  two  men  were  forced  to  leave  that  colony  In  consequence 
of  their  connection  with  the  followers  of  Ann  Hutchinson.  To  this 
I  have  to  reply  that  I  have  investigated  this  matter-  thoroughly  and 
have  l>een  'unable  to  find  anything-  which  implicates  them  in  any  of  the 
transactions  of  that  stormy  period;  neither  do  I  believe  tha.t  there  ie 
a  particle  of  truth  in  the  statement.  They  canie  from  Wales,  where 
they  had  been  associated  with  a  people,  who,  being"  free  from  re- 
ligious oppression,  could  readily  estimate  the  advantages  of  such  a 
position,  and  therefore  must  have  deeply  sympathized  with  those 
who  were  harassed  and  banished  for  their  religious  opinions.  As 
men  they  must  have  looked  upon  this  controversy  wifli  feelings  of 
sorrow  and  regret.  It  was  natural  that  they  should  do  so,  and  prob- 
ably they  were  not  the  only  persons  in  Boston  or  New  England  that 
indulged  such  feelings. 
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My    reasons  for   lieli-eving-  them    innocent  of   this  charge   are   these: 

1.  They  had  brut  recently  arrived  in  the  country  and  neither  of 
them  had  been  admitted  to  the  rights  of  citizensihip,  nor  even  al- 
lowed   by    the    old    town    of   Bo'ston    to    be  an    inhabitant. 

2.  Neither  of  them  appear  to  have  been  at  any  time  members 
of   any   church   either   in  Eng-land   or  America  at   that  early  day. 

3.  They  had  no  connection  with  the  church  in  Boston  where  the 
difnculty  with  Ann  Hutchinson  originated  and  to  which  it  was  con- 
fined. 

4.  They  were  not  of  the  number  of  suspected  p.ei'sons  who  were  ar- 
rested  and  disarmed   and  some  of  them  banished. 

5.  Thete  is  no  historian  of  these  transactions  who  accuses  them 
of  any  complicity  in  thesJe  reQig-ious,  or  to  speak  mcwe  correctly,  these 
anti-religious  demonstrations. 

There  wais  a  George  Borden,  a  H'Utchinsonian,  who  was  arrested  and 
disarmed-^no    doubt    as    g'uilty    as   his    associates— but    he   was    neither 
banished    ngr    punished    in    any    other    way,    but    of    his    own    choice 
returned  to  Eng-land   with  his  family  about  1640,   and  left  Richard  and 
John    Borden    to   bear   the   reproa,ches    which    should    have   fallen   uDon 
him,    if,    indeed,    any   were   due.     And   certainly   there   could    have    been 
no  reason  for  the  government  to  use  any  harshness  toward  Richard  and 
John.     I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  this  story,   which  has  come  to  the 
ears    of   soime    of     our     Borden     friends,      had      its     origin      as     aliove 
stated,    and    that    Richard   and    John    went    to    Rhode    Island    as    other 
settlers  did     from     motives     of    policy.     They  all  came  to  this     country- 
pilgrims  and  strangers,  seeking-  a  country    and    a     people    where     they 
might    quietly    settle    down    with    their  wives  and  little  ones  and  enjoy 
those    l)lessing-s    which    they    hoped    to    find    in    the    society    ot    friends 
and     neighbors     l^ound     together     l:,y     their     mutual     trials     in     Uv:-     old 
country  at     their     mutual     dependence  on   each   other's     sympathies    in 
the  new.     Their  short  residence  in   Boston   had  disappointed   their     fond 
anticipations,  and  they  had  now  to  make  a  new  choice,     and     in     doing 
this,     they     chose     to     cast     their     lot   with  the  persecuted     party    and 
thus,  by  their  action,   testified  to     the  world  their  opinion  of  this  whole 
controversy.  They  saw  nothing  in  the  exiled     which     disqualified    them 
for  citizenship— nothing   which   affected    their  moral  character,   or  could 
lead  them  to  fear  any  evil   to  themselves   or  their   families     from      their 
mutual  association   in   the   same   community.      Had    the     Bordens    been 
Baptists    they     would     most     likely  have     joined     Roger     Williams     at 
Providence;  had  they     been    of    the  reigning    -order,     they     could     have 
safely  remained  in  Boston.     But  being  neither,  they  embraced    this    op- 
portunity to  unite  with   those  who  were  suffering  for  conscinece   sake, 
hoping   thereby   to   establish    one   colony    in    rhis   country    which   \\  ould 
protect  it     citizens     in     the     enjoyments    of    their    civil    and    religious 
rights.     The  leaders  of  the  Hutchison   party      nineteen      in      all,      pur- 
chased the  Island   of   Aquidneck,     now     Rhode     Island,     from   the     In- 
dians,   by   the    advice    and    assistance    of   Roger   Williams.      Tiiey   f^i.;;ned 
an    agreement    which    was    to   serve    as    the   basis    of    their   future    jvov- 
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ernment  March  7,  163S,  but  neither  Richard  nor  John  Borden  were 
of  this  number.  This  compact  was  probably  made  and  signed  in 
Boston.  Richard  signed  the  civil  compact  made  by  the  settlers  Octo- 
ber 1,  163S,  lut  John's  name  does  not  appear  on  it.  All  o.f  which 
shows  that  they  were  settlers  with  this  party  only,  and  not  other- 
wise attached  to  it.  They  went  to  Rhode  Island  'o  secure  a  com- 
fortable home  in  -an  excellent  situation,  where  +hey  were  surrounded 
by  water,  accessible  at  every  point  by  water  communication  and 
abounding-,  at  that  time,  in  game,  particularly  in  deer,  and  the 
choicest  varieties  of  fish. 

Having-  attended  to  these  various  insinuations  respecting  the  two  Bor- 
den emigrants  and  found  them  without  any  foundation  in  truth,  I 
will  now  proceed  to  the  consideration  of  the  history  of  each  eep- 
arately.  I    will    commence    with    John    first,    as   he    disappears    at    a 

very  early  day  and  little  is  known  of  his  descendants  .if  he  has  any: 

JOHN    BORDEN. 

"The  first  authentic  information  we  have  of  this  person  is  when  he 
applied  to  the  commissioners  of  emigration  for  liberty  to  go  to  Amer- 
ica. This  course  was  made  necessary  by  the  arbitrary  conduct  of 
L.aud,  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  who  had  procured  a  law  to  be  made 
in  1633,  by  which  no  person  was  allowed  to  leave  Eng-land  ■\vithout 
the  permission  of  the  government.  The  object  of  this  law  was  to 
prevent  dissemting  clergymen  and  persons  suspected  of  disloyal  senti- 
ments, from  leaving-  Eng-land  at  all.  To  obtain  a  permit,  it  was  nec- 
ess.ary  for  the  applicant  to  present  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigra- 
tion a  certificate  from  the  minister  of  his  parish,  certifying  his  con- 
formity to  the  rules,  regulations  and  doctrines  of  the  church,  and 
also  another,  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  same  locality,  of  his 
loyalty  to  the  government,  and  no  fifth  monarchy  man.  And  in 
order  to  insure  the  success  of  this  scheme,  Archbishop  Laud,  the 
real  instigator  of  this  project,  was  placed  at  the  head  of  this  com- 
miL^ion.  This  act  alone  caused  great  anxiety  in  the  minds  of  those 
who  were  contemplating^  a  removal  to  the  new  world.  And  every 
expedient  which  could  be  thought  cf  was  put  into  requisition  to 
circumvent  the  tyrant. 

John  Borden  succeeded,  through  the  influence  of  friends  and  rela- 
ti-ves,  probably,  m  obtaining  the  requisite  documents,  and  was  granted. 
a  permit  to  emigrate  to  America.  Copy  of  this  permit:  "May  12, 
1635.  In  the  Elizabeth  and  Ann,  Roger  Cooper,  Master;  The  imderwrit- 
ten  names  are  to  be  transported,  per  certificate  from  the  Minister  of 
Benenden,  Kent,  of  their  conformitie  to  the  orders  and  discipline  of 
the  Church  of  England,'"  and  it  was  customary  to  add  to  this:  "and 
have  taken  the  oath  of  allegianoe,"  and  also,  "he  is  no  subsddy  man, 
nor  a  fifth  monarchy  man."  But  in  most  cases  these  -were  omitted, 
I  suppose  because  a  conformity  to  the  orders  and  discipline  of  the 
church  was  considered  a  true  test  of  loyalty  except  in  the  case  of  s-us- 
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pected  persons,  when  they  were  all  required.  The  family  of  John 
Borden  named  in  this  permit  were  thus  entered  on  the  list  of  rxassen- 
gers:  John  Borden,  aged  28  years;  Joian  Borden,  aged  23  years;  Mat- 
thew Borden  aged  5  years  and  Elizabeth  Borden,  aged  3  years.  The 
ship  sailed  about  the  20th  of  June,  1635,  and  airrived  in  Boston  in  the 
fall  of  the  same  year.  John  probably  remained  in  the  vicinity  of  Bos- 
ton 'until  he  went  to  Rhode  Island,  where  he  next  appears.  But  his 
stay  here  was  short  and  the  notice  of  him  on  the  old  records  of 
Portsmouth  barely  show  that  he  came  upon  the  island.  That  record 
is  this:  "John  Borden  and  Daniel  Willcox  wore  chosen  on  the  grand 
incLuest  (jury)  March  15,  1643."  As.  there  appears  to  haA-e  been  no 
other  John  Borden  known  in  this  country  at  that  time,  except  John 
the  son  of  Richard  of  Portsmouth,  who  was  then  not  three  years  of 
age,  this  muiSt  have  been  John,  the  companion  of  Richard.  His  em- 
ployment on  Rhode  Island,  the  time  of  his  sojourn  theire,  and  his 
departure  are  equally  unknown.  But  in  1651  his  name  appears  again 
in  a  list  of  persons  who  worked  on  the  mill-dam  at  New  London 
July  Slist.  Miss  Calkins,  in  her  history  of  that  place  says:  "John  Bor- 
den remained  in  this  vicinity  two  or  three  years  and  then  disap- 
peared." She  further  states  that  John  Borden,  supposed  to  Ije  a  Gon 
of  the  preceding,  was  admitted  to-  be  an  inhabitant  of  New  London, 
January,  1662,  and  the  same  year  he  married  Hannah  Hough,  the 
daughter  of  Deacon  William  Hough  of  that  city.  The  children  by 
this  marriage  were;  John,  Samuel,  PJannah,  William,  Sarah  and  Jo- 
anna. These  children  were  all  baptized  at  New  London,  Joanna  on 
the  11th  of  January,  1680.  John  Borden  lived  at  Lynn,  Conn.,  but 
later  in  life  he  removed  to  New  Haven,  where  he  died  ,1684.  .Vnd 
this  short  notice  is  all  the  information  I  have  obtained  of  these  two 
persons.  The  children  of  the  second  John,  probably  had  descendants, 
but  asi  I  know  not  the  course  they  took,  I  can  trace  them  no  further. 
Three  :sons  starting  out  at  that  early  period,  might,  under  ordinary 
circuimstances,  have  presiented  a  large  number  of  descendiants^  at  this 
time.  But  we  have  found  no  Borden  in  America  who  traces  his 
family  back   to  John."       S.

3.  RICHARD,    born    in    1601.    died    May    25,    1671. 

"It  has  been  said  that  Richard  did  not  come  over  to  New  Ena-land 
with  John,  but  waited  until  he  received  a  letter  from  him,  and  oame 
the  year  following,  1636.  If  it  wa&  so,  this  circumstance  serve©,  in  some 
good  degree,  to  explain  why  his  name  is  no't  found  on  the  list  of  r^as- 
sengers  in  1635.  The  commissioner©  found  all  their  labours  to  prevent 
the  emigration  of  obnoxious  persons  had  been  a,  complete  failure,  and, 
becoming  satisfied  by  the  experience  of  1635,  that  they  could  not  aittain 
their  object,  they  gradually  relaxed  in  their  efforts,  and  at  last 
ceased  to  enforce  the  law,  and  suffered  em'igration  to  flow  to  New 
England  unnoticed.  On  this  account  we  have  no  list  of  passengers,  or 
rather  a  very  meagre  one.  to  guide  us  in  the  case  of  Richard  in  fix- 
ing the  year  of  his  arrival  in  this  country.  He  may,  howe^ver,  have 
come  in  the  same  ship  with  John  by  an  arrangement  with  the  cap- 
tain, as  was  done  in  multitudes  of  other  cases.  In  1635  the  ship  Abi- 
gail, of  London,  is  known  tO'  have  landed  in  this  country  ninety  per- 
sons more  than  were  entered  upon  her  passenger  list  in  London,  and 
a  large  portion  of  them  were  dissenting  ministers  and  their  families. 
and  If  it  was  so  easy  for  the  most  obnoxious  persons  in  England  to 
avoid  the  surveillance  of  the  government,  I  see  no  reason  why  Rich- 
ard Borden  might  not  have  done  the  same,  and  thus  have  arrived 
in    Boston    in    the    Elizabeth    and    Ann    with    John    and    his   family. 

Of  Richard's  early  history  no  more  need  be  said.  When  the  propo- 
sition of  forming  a  settlement  on  Rhode  Island  was  made  to  him, 
he  entered  into  it  with  all  his  heart,  and  to  it  he  devoted  all  his 
energies.  All  the  necessary  arrangements  having  been  completed,  the 
pioneers  moved  forward  like  the  advance  guard  of  an  army  to  select 
the  route  and  prepare  the  way  for  those  who  were  to  follow  them, 
by  removing  olssftructions,  building  temporai-y  bridges  across  the 
rivulets  that  impeded  their  way  or  provide  rafts  on  which  co  cross 
the  larger  streams,  and  also,  charged  with  the  duty  of  erecting  suit- 
able cabins  for  the  reception  of  their  wives  and  children  upon  iihe 
island.  All  this  required  stout  hands  and  willing  hearts,  and,  in  this 
caae,  as  in  most  others  of  a  similar  character,  the  labour  fell  upon 
a  different  class  of  men  than  the  leaders   of  the  Hutchinson   party,   or 
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of  its  rank  and  file,  most  of  whom  never  came  to  Rhode  Island  at 
all. 

The  place  first  selected  for  the  settlement  was  about  half  a  mile 
southeast  from  Bristol  Ferry,  at  the  south  end  of  a  pond  that  opened 
into  Mt.  Hope  Bay,  which  the  settlers  digniflied  by  the  name  of  Porter- 
mouth  Karbor.  The  pond  still  retains  the  name  of  the  town  pond, 
and  ebbs  and  flows  as  it  did  then.  The  town  spring-  h.as  not  ceased 
to  send  forth  its  crystal  stream,  as  in  days  of  yore,  to  g-ladden  the 
hearts  of  men,  notwithstanding-  the  crowd  of  settlers  have  turned 
their  backs  upon  it,  and  left  it  alone  in  its  g-lory.  To  the  northeast  of 
the  spring-  a  neck  of  land  extends  about  two  miles,  which  was 
nearly  separated  by  creeks,  marshes  and  the  town  pond  from  the  rest 
of  the  island.  This  strip  of  land,  called  by  the  natives  Pocasset  Neck, 
was  set  off  by  the  settlers  as  a  common  Ijy  running-  a  fence  trom 
the  south  end  of  the  pond  to  a  cove  on  the  east  side  of  the  island. 
This  common  was  called  the  fenced  common,  to  distinguish  it  Jrom 
the  lands  outside  to  the  south  and  west  of  it,  which  were  all  common-, 
and  the  north  point  then  received  the  name  of  common  fence  iioint, 
which  it  still  bears,  though  the  reason  for  its  name  ceased  soon  after 
it  was  g-iven,  and  it  is  now  a  matter  of  wondar  with  many  how  this 
name  could  have  originated.  These  different  objects  enumerated 
point  out  the  location  of  the  first  settlement  upon  Rhode  Island  and 
the  birthplace  of  Matthew,  the  third  son  of  Richard  Borden,  who  was 
born  May,  1638,  and  shows  very  nearly  the  time  when  the  first  fam- 
iliesi  arrived  there.  Eis  birth,  and  those  of  Richard's  other  children, 
born  on  the  island,  have  been  handed  down  to  our  times  by  the  rec- 
ords of  the  Friends'  Monthly  Meeting-  at  Newport,  which  further  tell 
us  that  Matthew  Borden,  son  of  Richard,  was  the  first  child  born  of 
EJng-lish  parents  upon  Rhode  Island.  It  will  here  l)e  noted  that  "Lhe 
birth  of  Matthew  occurred  so  early  in  1638  that  it  must  have  been  at 
the  place  of  their  first  settlemnt  and  not  at  Newtown,  nor  yet  on  the 
homestead  of  Richard,  since  known   as   the  MacCorrie  Farm. 

In  1639  the  settlers  concluded  to  change  their  location  for  another 
about  one  and  one-half  miles  farther  south,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
island  which  they  called  Newtown.  There  they  laid  o«ut  house  lots 
for  a  numerous  settlement,  but  the  speedy  division  of  the  island 
into  farms  soon  absorbed  all  the  population  then  in  Portsmouth,  and 
the  settlement  at  Newport  this  year  attracted  a  large  portion  of  the 
emigrants  to  that  locality.  So  that  Newtown  has  remained,  as  the 
lawyers  sometimes  say:  "In  statu  quo,"  until  recently  it  is  beginning' 
to  put  on  the  appearance  of  a  neat,  quiet,  prosperous  little  country 
village.  It  has  a  Methodist  and  an  Episcopal  Church,  a  post  office, 
and  bids  fair  to  become  all  that  its  original  founders  anticipated — 
only  they  -were  about  two  and  a  half  centuries  ahead  of  the  umes 
in  their  anticipations  This  town  was  not  laid  out  on  the  narrow, 
contracted,  miserly  plan  of  modern  speculators.  To  every  citizen  was 
meted   out  a  lot   of   five  acres  on   which   to  place  his  cottage,   cabba,ge 
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and  turnip  yard,  etc.  I  see  by  the  record  that  this  was  the  size  of  the 
lot  granted  to  Richard  Borden  June  10,  1638,  at  the  first  station,  and  I 
think  his  lot  at  Newtown  was  the  same.  It  was  afteTward  built  upon 
by  his  son,  John,  and  is  still  held  by  his  descendant,  William  Borden. 

Richard  was  one  of  the  men  who  were  appointed  to  survey  the  town 
lots  ,and  snibsiequently,  2nd  day  of  the  11th  month,  1638,  he  was  ap- 
pointed on  a  committee  to  lay  out  all  the  farming  lands  in  Portsmouth. 
He    had     previously     sigmed     the    oivil    come  act     October    1,     163S. 

The  Freeman's  oath,  which  he  signed  at  that  time  being  as  follows: 
"I,  Richard  Borden,  being  in  God's  providence  an  inhabitant  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  commonwealth,  do  freely  acknonvledge  myself 
to  be  subject  to  the  government  thereof.  And  therefore  do  here 
swear  by  the  great  and  dreadful  name  of  the  Everlasting  God  that 
I  will  be  true  and  faithful  to  the  same  with  my  person  and  estate, 
as  in  equity  I  am  bound,  and  will  also  truly  endeavor  to  maintain  and 
preserve  all  the  liberties  and  privileges  thereof,  submitting  myself  to 
the  same.  And  further,  that  I  will  not  plot  or  practice  any  evil 
against  it,  or  consent  to  any  that  shall  do  so,  but  will  timely  dis- 
cover and  reveal  the  same  to  lawful  authority  now  here  established 
for  the  speedy  prevention  thereof.  Moreover  I  do  solemnly  bind  my- 
self in  the  sight  O'f  God,  that  when  I  shall  be  called  to  give  my  voice 
touching  any  such  matter  of  this  state  in  which  freemen  are  to  deal, 
I  will  give  my  vote  and  suffrage  as  I  shall  judge  in  mine  own  con- 
science may  best  conduce  and  tend  to  the  Publike  weal  of  the  Body, 
so   help  me   God   in   the   Lord,   Jesus   Christ." 

During  Richard's  life  the  town  and  state  records  show  him  to  have 
been  a  prominent  man  among  his  contemporaries  in  the  town  and  colony. 
He  was  frequently  called  upon  to  fill  important  stations.  He  was 
a  commissioner  for  Portsmouth  for  the  years  1654,  1655,  1656,  1657 — the 
last  year  with  William  Almy,  another  emigrant  from  Benenden.  He 
was  chosen  assistant,  or  Senator,  1653  and  1654,  and  September  12, 
1654,  he  was  chosen  General  Treasurer  of  the  Colony,  to  fill  a  vacancy. 
And  if  we  inciluide  in  our  estimate  of  him  the  time  and  labour  spent 
in  surveying  the  town  lands  and  in  the  performance  of  the  various 
other  duties  assigned  him  by  his  townsmen,  we  must  regard  him 
as  an  active,  intelligent  business  man,  who  wkDuld  be  honored  and 
respected  in  any  community  at  that  time,  or  at  the  present  day.  In- 
deed, he  seems  to  have  entered  heartily  into  all  the  plan©  for  the 
improvement  of  the  town  and  colony  with  a  just  appreciation  of  the 
responsibility  of  those  who  are  legislating  for  posterity  and  not  for 
partisans  of  the  day;  and  by  a  strictly  conscientious  discharge  of 
his  duty  toward  all,  he  secured  the  entire  confidence  of  hie  fellow  • 
citizens. 

It  is  not  known  at  what  time  he  became  connected  with  the  Society 
of  Friends;  but  as  all  his  children  were  brought  up  in  this  connection 
it  must  have  been  at  a  very  early  day.  But  it  is  certain  that  he  was 
one  of  the  foundersi  of  that  society  in  Portsmouth,  and  by  his  activity 
and  pious  zeal  did  much  to  extend  its  influence  and  promote  its  pros- 
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perity.  He  was  also  an  advocate  for  peaceful  and  gentle  Intercourse 
among-  neighbors,  and  did  all  in  his  power  to  reconcile  the  differences 
between  the  settlers  on  Rhode  Island  and  those  of  the  plantations  at 
Providence,  wishing  to  bring  both  partie®  under  the  same  general 
government.  At  first  Portsmouth'  and  Newport  acted  together;  and 
Providence  and  Warwick  had  done  the  9.ame,  each  party  having  a 
separate  government.  But  finally  commissioners  were  chosen  by  each 
party,  Pachard  being  appointed  for  Portsmouth,  and  in  a  short  time 
a  union  was  effected  'under  the  name  of  "The  Colony  of  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  Plantations,"  according  to  the  designation  contained 
in  a  charter  obtained  by  Governor  Coddington  from  Charles:  I.  This 
old  charter  has  been  the  basis  on  which  that  government  has  rested, 
from  the  time  this  union  was  formed,  until  the  present  constitution 
was  adopted. 

But  the  attention  of  Richard  was  not  confined  to  what  was  passing 
in  the  town  and  colony  in  which  he  lived.  Great  changes  were  con- 
stantly occurring  in  various  sections  of  the  country;  new  Bettle- 
ments  were  forming  every  day,  and  new  grants  of  large  tracts  of  land 
designed  to  form  new  colonies  were  made  by  the  King  of  England, 
furnishing  new  openings  for  settlements  or  speculation,  which  kept 
the  people'  in  a  feverish  state  of  excitement.  Richard  was  fully  in- 
formed of  these  transactions  by  his  s'on  Francis,  who  had  estao- 
lished  himself  at  Shrewsbury  in  East  Jersey,  and  was  induced  oy 
him  to  purchase  two  shares  in  a  land  company  in  that  territory  for 
the  purchase  of  the  township  of  Shrewsbury.  The  Friends  gener- 
ally throughout  New  England  took  a  lively  interest  in  this  colony  on 
account  of  the  liberal  constitution  adopted  by  Sir  George  Carteret, 
the  owner,  and  Philip  Carteret,  the  Governor  of  the  new  colony, 
which  secured  to  them  and  all  other  persons  the  free  exercise  of  the 
rights  of  conscince,  and  they  hoped  to  make  it  a  place  of  refuge  to  all 
who  were  persecuted  in  the  other  colonies.  This  purchase  was  made 
near  the  close  of  Richard's  life,  as  the  grant  from  the  Duke  of  York 
to  Sir  George  Carteret  bears  date  June  23,  1664,  and  Richard  died  May 
23,   1671. 

Richard  seems  to  have  passed  away  suddenly  at  a  time 
when  he  had  not  arranged  for  fhe  disposal  of  his  widely- 
extended  property.  When  it  was  announced  to  him  that  he 
had  l:>ut  a  short  time  to  live,  he  requested  some  of  his  neighbors  to 
l^e  called  in  as  witnesses,  a,nd  on  their  arrival  he  proceeded  to  make 
a  "nuncupative  will"  by  declaring  what  disposition  he  wished  to  be 
made  of  his  property.  These  declarations'  were  noted  down  in  the 
presence  of  the  witnesses,  and  though  never  revised  by  the  testator, 
were  approved  by  the  Council  at  Portsmouth  July  11,  1671,  and  estab- 
lished as  his  lawful  will.  If  the  case  had  not  been  so  urgent,  due  re- 
flection would  have  led  him  to  make  a  more  equitable  distribution  of 
his  property  among  his  children.  As  it  was,  the  four  older  sons 
got  nearly  the  whole  and  the  three  younger  only  forty  pound®  each, 
and  the  three  daughters  were  left  almost  unprovided  for,   as  also  was 
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hks  widow.  But  we  may  charitably  hope  that  these  omissions  were 
duly  attended  to  by  his  son  Matthew,  the  executor,  and  that  the  wants 
of  all  were  abundantly  supplied. 

The  following  obituary  notice  of  Richard  Borden  is  copied  from 
the  Record  of  the   Friends   Monthly   Meeting  at  Newport: 

"Richard  Borden  of  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  being-  one  of  the  first  plant- 
ers of  Rhode  Island,  lived  about  seventy  years  and  then  died  at 
his  own  house,  belonging  to  Portsmouth.  He  was  buried  on  the  burial 
gro'und  given  by  Robert  Dennis  to  the  Friends,  which  is  in  Ports- 
mouth, and  lieth  on  the  left  hand  of  the  way  that  goeth  from  Ports- 
mouth to  Newport,  upon  the  25th  day  of  the  3rd  month,  1671,"  old  style; 
June  5,  IbTl,  new  style.  Joan,  the  widow  of  Richard,  suiwived  him 
eighteen  years  and  died  July  16,  168S  two  years  after  the  death  of 
John  Alden,  who  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  last  of  the  Mayflow- 
er's company.  She  lived  long  enough  to  see  all  her  children  fully 
confirmed  in  what  she  believed  to  be  the  truth  and  in  dying  she  must 
have  had  a  happy  consciousness  that  they  would  do  honor  to  their 
parental  training  and  cordially  unite  with  their  friends  in  all  their 
plans  for  the  support  of  religious  institutions  and  the  promotion  of 
sound  morals  among  the  people  at  large.  She  died  at  the  age  of  84 
years,  6  months.  Reckoning  back  from  the  dates  given  us  by  the 
Friend's  record,  Richard  was  born  about  1601,  and  Joan  February 
15,    1604. 

I  have  endeavored  to  place  Richard  prominently  before  the  minds 
of  his  descendants  as  their  ancestor,  whose  wisdom  has  placed  them 
in  a  cotmti-y  abounding  in  all  the  blessings  of  God's  providence  which 
can  make  life  desirable  and  where  they  and  their  associates  can. 
make  their  influence  felt  in  the  government  of  the  nation.  If  their 
liberty  is  ever  trampled  upon  by  the  feet  of  tyrants,  it  will  be  because 
they  have  become  unfaithful  to  the  trust  committed  to  their  charge 
and  despised  the  noblest  birthright  ever  committed  to  mortals.  '       S. 

From   the  records   at   Portsmouth,    Rhode   Island,    we  find  that   Rich- 
ard Borden  was  in  the  year  1638  admitted  an  inhabitant  of  the  Island  of 
Aquidneck,    having     submitted   himself   to    the    government    that   is,    or 
shall  be  established,  1638,  May  20 — He  was  allotted  five  acres. 
1639,    January    2 — He    and    three    otheits    were    appointed    to    Burvey    all 

lands  near  a.bout,   and  to   bring  in  a  map  or  plot   of  said  lands. 
1640— He   was    appointed    with    four   others    to    lay    out    lands    in    Ports- 
mouth. 

1641,   March  16— Freeman. 

1653,  May  18 — He  and  seven  others  were  appointed  a  committee  for 
ripening  matters  that  concern  Long  Island,  and  in  the  case  con- 
cerning   the    Dutch. 

1653-54 — Assistant    Treasurer.

1654-56-57 — Commissioner. 
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1661,  September  6.— He  bought  of  Shadrack  of  Providence,  land  in 
Providence  near  Newtokonkonut  Hill,  containing-  abooit  60  acres.

To  son  John 
all  land  about  new  dwelling  house  of  said  John  Borden,  etc.  To 
son  Joseph,  £40,  within  two  years  after  the  death  of  his  moti-ior  To 
son  Samuel  £40,  half  in  six  months  after  death  of  father  and  half  in 
six  months  after  death  of  mother.  To  son  P>enjamin  £40  within  four 
years  after  death  of  mother.  To  daughter  Mary  Cook.  £5.  To 
daughter  Sarah  Holmes,  £40,  within  s-ix  months  after  death  of 
mother.

9d.,  viz:  200  sheep,  100  lambs,  4  oxen,  9  cows,  4 
three-years,  5  two-yearsi,  7  yearlings.  5  calves;  horseflesh  in  Provi- 
dence, £60.  Four  mares  on  the  island,  £20,  horse  £7,  10s;  6  colts, 
and  other  horseflesh  at  New  London,  £8.

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3.     RICHARD. 
4.     THOMAS,   b,   16—    d.   Nov.   2.5,   1676. 

"Thomas  Borden  of  Prcvidence  was  the  eldest  son  of  Richard  and 
Joan  Borden  of  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  He  was  born  in  England  and 
came  to  this  country  with  his  parents',  but  the  date  of  his  birth 
is  unknown.  He  was  very  young-  when  he  came  to  this  country,  and 
his  boyhood  and  youth  were  spent  in  Portsmouth.  In  1655  Richard, 
Thomas  and  F'rancis  Borden  were  admitted  freemen  liy  the  general 
court.  About  this  time  his  father  made  sev&ral  purchases  of  real 
estate  in  the  western  part  of  Providence  upon  and  aro'und  Nucokon- 
ecut,  now  called  Nutecognet  Hill,  about  two  and  a  half  miles  north- 
west of  the  town  of  Frcividence.  The  purchases  of  Pdchard,  Thomas 
and  Mercy  Borden  in  this  neighboi-hood  comprised  a  larg-e  traci  of 
land,  much  of  which  is  still  in  the  possession  of  the  descendants  of 
their  daughters,  the  male  line  from  them  having-  become  extinct. 
Thomas  being  the  oldest  was  the  first  to  occupy  and  enjoy  this  large 
estate.  Soon  after  taking  possession  of  it  he  was  married  to  Mary 
PJarris,  the  daughter  of  William  Harris  of  Providence,  who  was  one 
of  Roger  ^Villiams'  party  that  first  settled  in  Providence,  and 
who  is  reported  to  have  lieen  one  of  the  four  persons  -who  accompa- 
nied him  in  his  flight  froan  Salem.  This  estate  is  no  .v  included  with- 
in the  lines  of  Jonson.  Among  the  earliest  purchases  made  by  Rich- 
ard Borden  was  one  from  Shadrach  Manton  of  sixty  acres  of  land, 
dated  September  6,  1661.  This  deed  was  not  recorded  until  December, 
1773,  having-  lain  neglected  one  hundred  and  twelve  years.  Two  other 
deeds  for  sixty  acres  each  conveyed  to  him  the  farm  of  David  Field 
dated  November  7th  and  Sth,  1662.  These  dates  give  us  the  date  of 
Thomas  Borden's  Bettlement  in  Providence. 

There  are  but  few  notices  of  Thomas  Borden  in  the  Providence  rec- 
ords. His  occupation  was  that  of  a  farmer,  and  to  this  he  devoted 
his  whole  attention:  l:'Ut  when  called  by  his  associates  to  the  per- 
formance of  other  duties  he  yielded  to  their  wishes.  In  1666,  1670  and 
1672  he  appears  to  have  been  one  of  the  deputies  from  Providence, 
and  -when  the  fears  of  all  New  England  were  aroused,  and  the  Indian 
warwhoop  filled  all  hearts  with  terror  and  dismay,  Thomas  Bor- 
den was  selected  May  Sth,  1675,  as  one  of  the  Assistants  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Rhode  Island.  He  served  in  this  capacity  with  so  much  sat- 
isfaction to  his  constituents  that  he  was  chosen  again  for  the  year 
1676.  But  he  was  not  permitted  to  see  the  final  triumph  of  his  t'rienas; 
he  died  at  his  post  before   the  conclusion   of  this  bloody  struggle,     lie 
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had  lived  in  this  country  a)  out  foi-ty  years,  and  was  probably  not 
more  than  six  years  old  when  he  came  here.  This  would  make  his 
age  at  his  death  forty-six  years.  He  died  November  25th,  1676.  His 
wife  died  March  22,  1718.  In  the  a,bsence  of  other  evidence  of  his 
character  and  standing  we  can  judge  of  him  only  by  the  estima- 
tion in  which  he  was  held  by  his  contemporaries.  He  appear®  to 
haA:e  enjoyed  their  confidence  in  tlmesi  of  peace  as  a  legislator,  unci 
in  the  great  struggle  for  national  existence,  he  was  selected  by  them 
to  advise  with  and  aid  the  Governor  in  the  performance  o'f  the  ardu- 
ous duties  imposed  upon  him  by  a  bloody  and  exterminating  Indian 
war.  We  may,  therefore,  conclude  that  he  was  the  man  for  such  a 
time,  and  a  man  in  the  right  place,  where  his  country  most  needed 
hi®    services. 

Thomas  probably  had  but  a  short  notice  of  his  approaching  dip<solu- 
tion,  and  his  will  was  expressed  in  a  few  words.  He  gave  one-third 
of  his  property  to  his  wife  during  her  life  and  the  other  two- thirds 
were  to  be  divided  equally  between  his  three  sons,  and  the  widow's 
third,  after  her  death,  was  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  three 
sons'. 

The  registry  o<f  the  births  of  Thomas'  children  has  been  preserved 
on  the  records  of  the  Friends'  Monthly  Meeting  at  NewDort.  It  is  com- 
plete with  one  exception — that  of  Richard,  the  eldest  son.  But  his 
identity  is  fully  established  by  two  deeds  which  he  made  which  will 
be  refeiTed   to   under  his  own   name   more   fuillv."     S. 

1677,  April  23 — Thomas  Borden's  will  was  ratified  by  Town  Council,  on 
the  testimony  of  Walter  Newberry  and  Robert  Malins  as  to  the 
declaration  of  his  mind  and  will.  Exs.  father-in-law,  William 
Karris,  and  brother,  John  Borden.  He  divided  his  property  between 
his  wife  laind  his  sons.  Being  asked  what  he  \^■ould  give  his 
doughters  he  said  his  fathe.r-in-law,  William  Harris,  had  prom- 
ised to  make  his  daughter's  portions  as  good  as  he  (Thomas)  gave 
his  sons.  He  desired  that  his  "brother  Joseph,  might  have  his  sons 
Joseph  and  Mercy,  and  that  his  daughter  that  was  at  John  Borden's 
should  remain  there,  until  of  age"  His  will  was  declared  at  Ports- 
mouth, during  a  temporary  stay  there,  occasioned  by  the  Indian 
Wars. 

1718,  April  28 — Administration  on  Widow  Mary's  estate  was  granted  to 
Thoma.s  Harris,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Richard  Borden  and  Lieu- 
tenant Mercy  Borden,  sons  of  said  Mary.  Inventory  of  said  estate 
being    £95,    10s.,    6d. 

5.     FRANCIS,    born    in    England,    16— died    1703. 

"Framcis  was  born  in  England,  and  was  the  youngest  child  of  his 
parents  when  they  arrived  in  America.  His  childhood  and  youth  were 
spent  in  Rhode  Island,  where  he  early  acquired  a  knowledge  of  land 
sturveying,  in  which  operation  he  acted  as  an  assistant  to  his  father 
until      he   was  fully   qualified   to   pursue   this   business   as   a   profession. 
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About  this  time,  1665,  great  efforts  were  made  by  the  agents  of  Sir 
George  Carteret  to  induce  emigration  from  the  New  Kngland  etates 
to  East  Jersey,  and  similar  efforts  were  also  made  by  the  agents  of 
Lord  Berkley  to  attract  them  to  West  Jersey.  These  two  provinces 
had  been  taken  from  the  Dutch  and  Swedes  by  Charles  II,  King  of 
England,  and  conveyed  to  his  brother,  the  Duke  of  York,  March  20, 
1664.  and  on  the  23rd  of  June,  1664,  the  Duke  of  Yoik  conveyed  them 
to  the  al;:ove-named  gentlemen.  The  name  to  these  provinces  was 
taken  from  the  Island  of  Jersey,  lying  in  the  British  Channel  near 
the  coast  of  France,  which  was  so  bravely  defended  by  Sir  George 
Cartert  against  the  combined  attacks  of  Cromwell's  lleet  and  army. 
For  this  noble  daring  he  was  rewarded  with  knighthood  and  a  province 
which  boie  the  name  of  the  Island  he  had  so  gallantly  defended.  They 
adopted  a  very  liberal  constitution  a-s  the  basis  of  the  new  gov- 
ernment, and  made  the  terms  of  settlement  so  favorable  that  many 
persons  from  New  England  accepted  the  invitation  and  hastened  to  re- 
move their  families  to  the  new  country.  Indeed  these  proprietors, 
at  the  very  commencement  of  their  undertaking,  adopted  into  their 
constitution,  full  liberty  of  conscience  to  all  and  an  equality  of  priv- 
ileges. These  two  propositions  were  posted  up  in  all  the  principal 
towns  in  New  England,  and  in  connection  with  the  low  price  of  land 
drew  the  attention  of  many  people.  The  Friends,  who  had  suffered 
so  much  from  persecutors,  took  a  deep  interest  in  this  enterprise,  and 
favored  it  to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  hoping  soon  to  see  their  own 
society  firmly  established  in  this  new  land  of  fi-eedom. 
,  Among  others,  Richard.  Borden,  of  Portsmouth,  purchased  two 
shares  in  the  East  Jersey  lands,  which,  at  his  death,  he  gave  to  his 
son  F'rancis,  who  had  settled  at  Shrewsbury,  E.  J.,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  settlement.  Ke  had  set  up  his  business  here  as  surveyor  and 
land  operator,  and  probably  found  employment  for  all  his  time  for 
many   years. 

The  notices  of  Francis  Borden  are  very  meagre,  but  enough  ap- 
pears to  show  that  he  was  a  highly  respected  member  of  the  Frietnds' 
Society,  and  that  his  associates  were  men  of  the  highest  rank.  After 
settling  in  New  Jersey  he  does  not  appear  to  have  had  any  business 
operation  in  Portsmouth,  Pi.  I.,  as  his  name  never  occurs  again  upon 
the  records  of  Portsmouth,  after  1692,  and  then  only  as  a  resident  of 
New    Jersey. 

But  he  soon  formed  the  acquaintance  of  a  very  distinguished  man 
which  gave  a  new  turn  to  his  employments.  The  grant  of  Pennsyl- 
vania to  William  Penn,  was  made  by  Charles  II,  March  4,  1681.  In  the 
fall  of  1682  William  Penn,  the  Governor  and  proprietor  of  this  new 
colony,  came  to  America  with  a  company  of  his  friends  and  landed 
at  New  Castle  on  the  Delaware,  October  24.  During-  his  residence 
here  he  visited  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Delaware.  Previous  to  his 
arrival  he  had  become  interested  in  the  East  and  West  Jersey  lands 
which  had  been  bought  by  two  Friends  of  Lord  Berkley  and  the  heirs 
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of  Sir  George  Carteret,  and  resold  to  two  companies  in  England,  con- 
sisting- at  first  of  twelve  persons  each,  but  afterwards  increased  to 
twenty-four  each.  This  business  caused  Governor  Penn  to  spend 
some  time  in  New  Jersey,  and  as  he  found  Francis  Borden  fully 
posted  in  all  things  i-elating  to  that  colony,  and  landed  interests  gen- 
erally, he  became  very  much  attached  to  him  and  wished  to  avail  nim- 
s-elf  of  his  superior  Itnowledge  relating  to  the  management  and  dis- 
position of  wild  lands.  In  short,  Mr.  Borden  entered  into  the  service 
of  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  and  continued  in  it  until  Penn's 
second  visit  to  America.  During  the  first  visit  his  residence  was  at 
a  place  about  half  way  between  Trenton  and  Boi-dentown,  on  the  east 
bank  of  the  Delaware.  Penn  returned  to  England  1684.  His  rights  be- 
ing restored  to  him  by  William  and  Mary,  1694,  he  again  visited  his 
colony,  bringing  his  family  with  him  in  1699.  He  then  resided  in  Phil- 
adelphia. He,  however,  soon  found  his  enemies  at  work  against  him 
in  England,  and  as  it  seemed  necessary  for  him  to  remiaiin  there  per- 
manently, he  returned  in  1701  and  arrived  there  in  December. 

It  has  been  asserted  in  print  that  Francis  Borden  was  a  liachelor, 
and  went  to  England  with  William  Penn  in  1701,  and  never  returned 
to  this  country.  This  is  entirely  erroneous;  he  was  married  and  had 
children,  to  whom  he  gave  all  his  property,,  dividing  it  equally  be- 
tween them:  his  wife  died  before  him,  and  probably  vei^y  early  in  life, 
which  may  have  led  othei-s  to  suppose  that  he  was  never  married  at 
all.  His  will  was  dated  at  Shrewsbury.  N.  J.,  May  34,  1703.  and 
proved  February  18,  1705."      S. 

Francds  Borden  married  Feiiruary  12,  1677  Jane  Vicars  of  Yorlishira, 
England,   is  the  second   marriage  record  in   the  Friend's  Record. 

6.     MATTHEW,    born    May    16,    1638;    died    July    5,    1708. 

"Matthew  was  born  in  Portsmouth,  May,  1638,  soon  after  the  arrival 
of  the  first  company  of  settlers  upon  the  island,  and  it  is  written  of 
him  in  the  record  ot  the  Friends'  Monthly  Meeting  at  Newport  that  he 
was  the  first  child  born  of  English  parents  after  the  settlement 
It  is  to  this  record  that  I  am  indebted  for  nearly  all  my  early  dates  of 
Richard  Borden's  family,  and  immediate  descendants.  Matthew  must 
have  been  born  at  the  place  where  the  first  location  was  made  by  the 
settlers,  as  they  remained  there  only  a  year,  and  his  birth  occurred  soon 
after  their  first  arrival.  In  the  course  of  time  his  father  changed  his 
location  for  a  farm,  which  has  since  been  owned  by  Andrew  MacCorrie, 
near  the  east  shore.  Here  Matthew  grew  up,  and,  at  the  death  of  his 
father,  inherited  the  homestead,  with  all  itsi  privileges.  Pie  appears  to 
have  had  the  care  of  the  place  and  devoted  himself  to  the  support  of  his 
paients  in  their  declining  years.  After  the  death  of  his  father  he 
married  Sarah  Clayton,  March  4,  1674.  Matthew  seems  to  have  been  a 
man  of  good  undeirstanding,  and  to  have  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  his 
way  through  life.  Pie  was  from  time  to  time  appointed  to  minor  offices 
in  the  town,  but  never  held  any  position  under  the  colonial  government. 
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Still  he  seems  to  have  p<>ssessecl  the  most  unbounded  confidence  of  the 
citizeng  g-enerally,  as  well  as  of  the  Society  of  Friends.  If  he  possessed 
the  ambition  to  be  popular  or  to  be  wealthy  and  influential  in  the  com- 
munity that  most  men  do,  he  must  haTe  put  a  strong  curb  upon  his 
natural  inolinations.  I  have  met  with  but  one  instance  where  he  en- 
gaged ini  the  purchase  of  real  estate  in  the  neighborhood,  and  that  was 
half  a  share  ot  the  Pocaeset  purchase  of  the  Indians,  bought  of  Wil- 
liam Manchester;  and  as  he  conveyed  this  away  before  the  division  of 
the  town  lands  occurred,  I  suppose  that  he  took  it  as  security  for  money 
loaned,  and  not  as  a  purchase  for  use  or  profit.  In  fact  he  did  not 
possess  the  strong  desire  to  acquire  landed  property  like  his  lirother 
John,  l>ut  seems  to  have  pursued  an  entirely  different  course  from  him 
through  life.  But  still  Mr.  Borden  was  an  active  and  energetic  member 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  and  was  generally  known  as  such  among  all 
the  societies  of  thisi  order  of  people  throughout  this  country. 

The  traveling  Friends  were  generally  preachers,  and  they  always 
found  in  him  a  kind  host  to  welcome  them,  and  freely  to  provide  for  all 
their  necessities,  and  his  house  was  to  them  a  pleasant  home.  In  those 
early  days,  and  for  many  years  afterwards,  these  traveling  Friends  sup- 
plied the  place  of  newspapers  and  private  correspondence  by  letters; 
and  their  visits,  annually,  were  anticipated  with  eagerness  by  the  peo- 
ple, as  they  expected  to  receive  intellig-ence  from  their  friends  who  were 
settled  in  various  remote  states  and  territories.  On  their  arrival  at 
any  principal  town  or  settlement,  the  people  flocked  together  to  hear 
the  news  from  their  distant  friends.  And  some  of  these  preachers  are 
said  to  have  used  great  diligence  in  collecting  information  for  the  bene- 
fit and  satisfaction  of  those  living  all  along  the  line  of  their  travel. 
Among  these  visiting  Friends  were  two  who  traveled  in  company  who 
were, familiarly  called  the  "two  Dicks.'  These  wiere  Richard  Gove  and 
Richard  Townsend  from  North  Carolina.  They  used  to  visit  Portsmouth 
and  when  g-oing  away  applied  for  a  certificate  to  present  to  their  own 
meeting,  which  was  granted  by  the  monthly  men  and  women's  meeting 
at   Newport,    September,   1703. 

For  many  years  the  house  of  Mr.  Borden  became  the  meeting  place 
of  the  Friends.  A  note  to  this  effect  was  passed  at  a  regular  meeting 
March  5,  1677:  "Resolved,  that  hereafter  the  meetings  be  held  at 
Matthew  Borden's  house."  This  resolution  was  passed  just  three  years 
after  Matthew  and  Sarah  were  married,  and  thus  a  permanent  location 
of  the  Friends'  meeting  in  Portsmouth  was  obtained  through  their  liber- 
ality, which  probably  continued  until  the  erection  of  the  present  house 
in  1706,  less  than  two  years  previous  to  the  death  of  Matthew  Borden. 
On  the  7th  of  January,  1706,  the  meeting  at  Portsmouth  chose  a  com- 
mittee of  four  to  act  in  conjunction  with  a  similar  committee  cho-^en  by 
the  Friends  at  Newport,  to  procure  subscriptions,  and  to  sell  the  small 
house  and  lot  which  John  Staunton  donated  to  the  Freinds,  and  reim- 
burse the  same  in  building  a  meeting  house  at  each  town  for  the  public 
service  of  truth.  The  committee  from  Portsmouth  were  Matthew  and 
John   Borden,  Gideon  Freeman  and   Abraham  Anthony.     Those  of  New- 
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port  were  Walter  Clark,  John  Easton,  William  Barker  and  Samuel 
ThurstO'n.  This  committee  consisted  of  eig-ht  of  the  most  influential  and 
active  business  men  on  the  island.  They  commenced  their  work  in 
earnest  and  before  the  close  of  the  year  each  society  was  provided  with 
comfortable  accommodations  for  the  worship  of  God.  Both  of  these 
houses  have  been  enlarged,  and  still  remain  as  a  sterling  memorial  to 
the  pious  zeal  and  labor  of  these  early  Friends,  and  may  with  proper 
care,  stand  to  witnesis  another  centennial  period. 

Mr.  Borden  continued  to  live  less  than  two  years  after  the  close  of 
this  year.  Indeed  he  had  already  made  his  will,  and  seemed  to  be 
waiting-  for  the  signal   for  his  departure. 

Of  his  ten  children  only  six  are  mentioned  in  his  will,  which  was 
dated  March  23,  1705.  The  date  of  his  death  was  March  5.  1708,  aged  70 
years.  He  was  on  a  visit  to  Boston  when  he  was  attacked  by  a  malig- 
nant fever,  which  terminated  his  life  in  a  few  days.  He  was  interred 
in  the  burial  gro'unds  of  the  Friends,  at  Lynn.  His  widow  survived  him 
tw^enty-seven  years,  and  died  April  15,  1735,  a.ged  82  years. 

And  of  the  six  sons  named  only  three  have  left  any  male  descendants. 
These  are  Joseph,  Richard  and  Abraham.  To  Richard  Matthew  gave 
his  land  at  Cooper's  Neck,  New  Jersey,  whO'  emigrated  thither,  and  has 
left  male  descendants  there'.  These  are  now  the  only  male  descendants 
of  Matthew  living.  Richard  located  in  the  township  of  Chester.  Buir- 
ling'ton  county.  New  Jersey,  and  his  heirs  are  known  as  "the  Chester 
Borde«ns."  The  female  line  through  the  three  is  continued  to  the 
present  time."     S. 

1705,  March  23,  will  pro\'ed.  Exx  wife  Sarah.  To  son  Joseph,  all  my 
dwelling  house  and  lands  belonging  t(.i  11  in  Portsmouth,  he  paying  my 
wife  Sarah  £20  yearly  for  life.  To  wife,  the  use  of  little  chamber  with 
chimney  in  it,  poToh  chamber,  half  of  great  hall,  half  of  cellar,  the 
garret,  half  of  porch,  liberty  to  keep  twenty  fowls,  and  use  of  ten 
•apple  trees;  and  son  Joseph  to  keep  a  horse  for  her,  and  supply  firew-ood. 
To  son  Joseph,  tw^o  oxen,  two  cows,  ten  sheep,  mare,  carts,  etc.  To 
son  Thomas,  half  a  share  in  Tiverton,  £30,  silver  tankard,  mare,  ten 
sheep,  two  cows,  silver  spoons,  and  feather  bed.  To  son  Richard  land 
at  Cooper's  Creek,  West  Jersey,  £40,  a  mare,  ten  sheep,  cow  and  silver 
spoons.  To  son  John  £140  and  silver  spoons.  To  son  Benjamin  £140 
and  silver  spoons.  To  daughter  Sarah  Hodson,  £30.  To  daughter  Ann 
Slocum.  £30.  To  granddaughters'  Sarah  and  Ann  Stodder  each  £10. 
To  men's  meeting  of  Friends  on  Rhode  Island,  £5.  To  wife  Sarah,  rest 
of   mova.bles. 

7.     JOHN,  born  September,  1640;   died  June  4,  1716. 

"John  Borden  was  born  in  Portgmouth,  September,  1640,  and  married 
Mary  Earl,  the  daughter  of  William,  of  the  same  place,  December  25, 
1670,  less)  than  a  year  prior  to  the  death  of  his  father.  John  Borden  was 
freq'uently  ansociated  with  his  brother,  Matthew,  in  the  performance  of 
various  duties  assigned  l>y  the  town  and  religious  community,  of  which 
they      constituted      two     of      the      main      pillars.  Some      of      which 
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have  already  been  noticed  in  the  account  concerning-  Mafthew,  and  1 
feel  happy  in  saying-  that  they  uniformly  conducted  themselves  and 
their  bU'Sinese  affairs  in  siiich  a  manner  as  to  secure  the  entire  confidence 
and  respect  of  their  neighbors  and  Friends  at  home,  and  gained  for 
themselves  among  the  Friends  throughout  every  state  in  the  union  a 
g-ood  reputation.  In  fact,  the  name  of  John  Borden  of  Quaker  Hill,  on 
Rhode  Island,  has  been  so  universally  spread  over  the  country  as  to 
completely  cast  into  the  shade  those  of  his  father  and  brothei's;  so 
that  for  many  years  even  their  nameS'  had  piassed  out  of  the  recollection 
of  the  Borden  descendants'  on  Rhode  Island:  and  John  was  supposed  to 
have  been  the  orig-inal  emigrant  from  England,  and  the  father  of  all 
that  now  bear  this  name  in  the  country.  So  generally  received  and 
firmly  established  \va«  this  conviction  that  twenty-five  years  ag-o,  "when 
the  Rev.  Orrin  Fowler  published  his  lectures  on  the  history  o-f  Fall 
Paver,  he  appended  a  genealogical  chart  of  the  Borden  and  Durfee 
families,  in  which  he  places  John  Borden  at  the  head  of  the  Borden 
family,  as  the  original  emigrant;  and  in  a  note  he  says:  "John  Borden, 
the  first  of  the  name  in  this  reg-ion,  and,  as  is  believed,  the  father  of  all 
of  th;  name  in  the  Uniteu  States,  lived  and  died  in  Portsmouth."  Nor 
was  this  impiession  peculiar  to  Mr.  Fowler  or  the  people  of  this  vicinity. 
Go  wherever  you  mig-ht,  whenever  you  met  a  person  of  the  name  of 
Borden  or  inquired  about  the  origin  of  his  ancestors,  he  was  sure  to 
refer  to  John  Borden  of  Rhode  Isdand  as  the  original  emigrant.  And 
they  will  invariably  say  "our  family  has  been  long  separated  from  the 
paient  stock,  but  we  are  sure  we  are  not  mistaken,  for  we  ha\'e-  never 
heard  of  any  other  person  named  as  our  ancestor  but  this  Joiai  Bor- 
den." 

Ihis  impression  has^  originated  tiom  the  lact  that  for  the  last  century 
his  descendants  have  greatly  outnumbered  those  of  all  his  brothersL 
Theirs  have  been  diminisning,  while  his  have  been  increasing^,  until 
they  may  be  found  in  almost  every  state  of  the  union.  This  fact  must 
excite  the  surprise  of  all  concerned.  But  to  account  for  this  anomaly 
is  beyond  the  power  of  man.  Neither  Thomas  Borden,  who  settled  in 
Providence,  nor  Matthew,  whO'  settleu  in  Portsmouth,  near  his  brother 
John,  have  now  any  nving  person  bearing  the  Borden  name  to  repre- 
sent them  here.  But  descendants  they  both  have  through  their  grand- 
daughteis,  XN  no  are  higniy  respectable  and  do  honor  to  the  memories  of 
their    ancestors. 

The  descendants  of  John,  finding  themselves  thus  alone  in  the  race 
of  life,  had  very  naturally  concluded  that  they  had  never  had  any 
competitors  or  companions  of  the  Borden  name,  and  that  they  had  all 
derived  their  existence  from  John  Borden.  And  this  was  in  effect 
true,  but  their  conclusion  was  too  broad  as  this  investigation  has  shown. 
John  settled  two  of  his  sons  near  the  Fall  River  stream;  Richard  and 
Joseph.  '  This  was  the  nucleus  around  which  their  descendants  have 
rallied  until  Fall  River  has  become  the  g-reat  Borden  center  in  this 
seeiicn    of    the    country,    and    no    other   place    is    known    in    the    United 
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States  which  contains  so  large  a  number.  And  yet,  previo'us  to  the 
estaiblishment  of  cotton  factories  here  it  was  very  fashionable  for  the 
young  people  to  remove  westward  to  seek  their  fortunes  among 
the  fertile  lands  of  New  York,  and  subsequently  of  the  far,  far  west. 
But  time  has  wrought  great  changes  in  society  and  in  the  pursuits  and 
employments  of  men.  The  introduction  of  manufactures  in  the  present 
century  has  given  a  new  impulse  and  a  new  direction  to  human  energy. 
The  people  have  concentrated,  forming  factory  villages,  towns  and 
cities,  and  the  country  towns  have  been  depleted  of  their  redundant 
population.  Even  Portsmouth,  the  center  of  the  early  Bordens.  cannot 
show  more  than  four  or  five  families  of  the  name,  but  in  Pall  River 
they  are  very  numerous,  as  the  directory  will  testify,  and  are  on  the 
increase. 

Jc.hn  Borden  was  left  my  his  father  with  a  good  substantial  estate, 
which  gave  him  a  fair  start  in  the  world.  In  addition  to  this  he 
possessed,  by  nature,  a  shrewd  business  tact  and  an  excellent  judgment, 
which,  with  his  activity  of  mind  and  untiring  energy  of  character,  in- 
sured success  in  whaitever  scheme  he  engaged.  Accordingly ,  in  a 
few  years  he  became  the  owner  of  large  tracts  of  land  in  the  colonies 
of  Rhode  Island,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  Delaware,  near  Cape 
Henlopen,  Lewees,  and  it  was  said  by  the  old  people  that  he  was  so 
eager  to  acquire  landed  pi-operty  that  he  publicly  proclaimed:  "If  any 
man  has  land  to  sell  at  a  fair  price  I  am  ready  to  buy,  and  have  the 
money  ready  at  my  house  to  pay  for  it."  He  also  bought  Hog  Island 
and  lands  at  Bristol  Ferry,  Swansea,  Tiverton  and  Freetown.  He  was 
associated  with  John  Tripp,  and  after  his  death,  with  Els  son,  Bikill 
Tripp,  in  leasing  and  managing  Bristol  Ferry.  He  first  commenced 
this  connection  with  the  ferry  in  1660,  when  he  wa-s  but  twenty  vears 
of  age.  At  that  time  the  ferry  was  in  the  hands  of  Portsmouth,  which 
established  it  in  1640,  and  the  Pocasset  Ferry,  was  established  the  same 
year,  and  placed  in  care  of  Thomas  Gorton.  Just  arevious 
to  the  Indian  war.  the  general  court  of  Plymouth,  knowing 
that  there  was  an  intimate  acquaintance  existing  between 
King  Philip  and  John  Borden,  for  they  had  several  time^^^  re- 
quested John  Borden  to  use  his  influence  with  Philip  to  restrain  and 
quiet  him:  so  now  that  an  Indian  war  was  imminent  and  the  fears  of 
the  people  were  highly  excited  on  account  of  it,  they  sent  to  him  again 
to  ask  his  intercession.  To  this  request  he  gave  heed  at  once,  for  he 
saw  clearly  that  a  dark  cloud  hung  over  the  white  settlement,  si  ill  in 
their  infancy,  and  poorly  prepared  to  withstand  the  horrors  of  an  Indian 
war.  He  also  felt  that  the  danger  and  distress  which  S'uch  a  war 
would  entail  upon  the  Indians  themselves  would  be  disastrous  in  the 
extreme,  and  wishing  to  save  the  lives  of  both  races,  he  hastened  to 
Philip  and  faithfully  portrayed  to  him  the  horrors  and  vicissitudes  of 
■such  a  bloo'dy  and  exterminating  war,  the  final  termination  of  which 
could  not  be  estimated  or  foreseen:  and  contrasting  these  with  the 
blessings  which  would  certainly  flow  from  continued  peace.  This  com- 
ing from   one   in   whom   he   had    implicit  confidence,   must   have  made   a 
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deep  impression  on  the  mind  of  Pliilip;  he  had  said  that  John  Borden  was 
the  only  honest  white  man  he  had  ever  seen;  he  could  not,  even  now, 
doubt  the  honesty  of  his  intentions,  nor  the  truth  which  he  had  spoken. 
But  the  memory  of  his  wrongs  stung  him  to  the  soul,  and  steeled  his 
heart  and  nerved  his  arm  for  the  dreadful  strife;  and  thus  he  answered 
one  whom  he  knew  and  recognized  as  the  best  friend  he  had  on  earth: 
"The  English  who  first  came  to  this  country  were  but  a  handful  of 
people,  forlorn,  poor  and  distressed.  My  father  was  then  Sachem.  He 
received  them  and  relieved  their  distress  in  the  most  kind  and  hospitable 
manner.  He  gave  them  land  to  build  and  pilant  upon.  He  did  all  in 
his  power  to  serve  them.  Others  of  their  companions  came  and  joined 
them.  Their  numbers  rapidly  increased.  My  father's  counsellors  be- 
came uneasy  and  alarmed  lest,  as  they  \Aere  provided  with  firearms, 
which  was  not  the  case  with  the  Indians,  they  should  finally  undertake 
to  give  law  to  the  Indian  and  take  from  them  their  country.  They 
therefore  advised  him  lo  destroy  them  before  they  became  too  strons: 
and  it  would  be  too  late.  My  father  was  also  the  father  of  the  Etis- 
lish.  He  represented  to  his  counsellors  and  warriors  that  the  English 
knew  many  things  which  the  Indians  did  not:  that  they  improved  and 
cultivated  the  land  and  raised  cattle  and  fruits,  and  that  there  was 
sufficient  room  in  the  country  for  the  English  and  the  Indians.  His 
advice  prevailed.  It  was  concluded  to  give  victualsi  to  the  English. 
They  flourished  and  increased.  Experience  has  taught  that  the  advice 
of  my  father's  counsellors  was  right.  By  various  means  they  got  pos- 
session of  a  great  part  of  his  territory.  But  he  still  remained  their 
friend  until  he  died.  My  older  brother  became  Sachem.  They  pre- 
tended to  suspect  him  of  evil  designs  against  them.  He  was  seized  and 
confined  and  thrown  into  sickness  and  died.  Soon  after  I  became 
Sachem,  they  disarmed  my  people.  They  tried  my  people  by  their 
own  laws,  assessed  damages  against  them  which  they  could  not 
pay.  Their  land  was  taken.  At  length  a  line  of  division  was  agreed 
upon  between  the  English  and  my  people,  and  I  myself  was  to  be  re- 
sponsible. Sometimes  the  cattle  of  the  English  would  come  into  the 
cornfields  of  my  people,  for  they  did  not  make  fences  like  the  English. 
I  must  then  be  seized  and  confined  till  I  sold  another  tract  of  my 
country  for  satisfaction  of  all  damagesi  and  costs.  Thus  tract  after 
tract  has  gone.  But  a  small  part  of  the  domain  of  my  ancestors  le- 
maii.s.  I  am  determined  I  will  not  live  till  I  have  no  country." 
(Arnold's  History  of  Rhode  Island,  p.  394,  vol.  1). 

Such  was  the  answer  of  Philip  to  the  iirgent  appeal  of  his  friend, 
John  Borden,  for  the  preseivation  of  peace.  It  is  a  plain  statement  of 
historic  facts'  as  they  had  occurred  from  the  first  landing  of  the  Eng- 
lish at  Plymouth.  His  sentiments  were  expressed  with  much  coolness 
and  deliberation;  the  .leep  anguish  of  his  soul  on  account  of  the  wrongs 
inflicted  upon  him  and  his  people  by  those  whom  they  had  received  as 
friends,  sheltC'red  and  nourished  when  in  a  desperate  and  foi'lorn  con- 
dition,   nay,    almost   starving— shines   forth    in    every   sentence    which   he 
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uttered,  and  he  concludes  by  aainouncing  to  his  friend  the  fixed  deter- 
mination of  his  mind  that  he  would  sooner  perish  than  s'urvive  the  losis 
of  his  country.  How  could  he  longer  listen  to  proposals  of  peace  from 
thase  whose  sole  object  was  to  rob  him  of  his  country  and  drive  him 
and  his  people  far  back  into  the  wilderness  to  prooui'e  a  precarious 
living-  among-  wild  l^easts  and  under  their  more  savage  Indian  enemies? 
This  he  would  not  do,  taut  he  would  die  in  the  defence  of  his  coiuntry. 
Philip  was  an  untutored  Indian,  b'ut  he  seems  to  rise  to  the  full  stature 
of  a  true  patriot  when  he  exclaimed:  "I  am  determined  not  to  live  till 
I  have  no  country."  He  possessed  Indeed  strong  powers  of  mind  and 
a  high  moral  sense  which  raised  him  far  above  the  level  of  his  treachea:"- 
ous  neighbors  and  persecutors,  whose  miserable  pettyfogging  schemes' 
to  filch  from  him  under  the  shadow  of  law,  every  foot  of  his  territory, 
deserves   universial  execration. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  John  Borden  did  all  in  his  nower  to  dis- 
suade Philip  from  engaging  in  a  war  with  the  English  at  this  time.  At 
an  earlier  period  the  chances  of  success  would  have  been  entirely  on 
the  side  of  the  Indians,  but  now,  the  English  had  become  too  strong  for 
them,  and  the  inevitable  res'ult  would  be  great  destruction  of  life  and 
property  to  the  English,  and  the  utter  ruin  of  Philip  and  his  people. 
And  such  it  proved  to  be,  and  detailed  accounts  of  this  horrid  tragedy 
had  very  little  influence  over  the  provincial  government.  Here  self- 
manner  as  to  exculpate  the  guilty  party  and  charge  the  blame  to  those 
who  were  comparatively  innocent.  There  was  some  genuine  piety 
among  the  first  settlers  at  Plymouth  without  doubt,  but  it  seems  to  have 
have  very  little  infl'uence  over  the  provincial  government.  Here  self- 
interests  and  the  basea-  passions  seems  to  have  ©.redominated.  Philio 
laeing  disposed  of,  his  Indians  scattered  to  the  four  winds  of  heaven, 
the  Plymouth  government  next  attacked  John  Borden.  It  would  have 
been  supposed  that  this  man  who  had  hitherto  been  regarded  by  them 
as  "the  peacemaker"  between  them  and  Philip,  and  had  served  them 
faithfully  in  this  capacity- on  -several  important  occasions,  would  have 
been  at  least  secure  from  any  disturbance  from  them.  But  it  seems 
that  gratitude  for  any  service  he  could  render  could  not  be 
reasonably  expecited  from  such  men.  B'Ut  a  few  vears  after  the  con- 
clusion of  the  Indian  war,  Mr.  Borden  was  arrested  in  Bristol,  in  the 
matter  of  Hog  Island,  which  the  Plymouth  government  claimed  as  a 
part  of  their  territory,  although  it  had  been  always  considered  as  a  part 
of  Portsmouth,  and  paid  taxes  as  such.  The  island  belonged  to  John 
Borden,  who  refused  to  pay  any  tax  to  Bristol  or  Plymouth.  After  his 
treacherous  arrest  at  Bristol,  Mr.  Borden  entered  a  complaint  to  the 
Legislature  of  Rhode  Island,  in  1684.  In  this  complaint  he  states,  as 
the  cause  of  his  arrest  "his  maintaining  the  true  right  of  His  Majesty's 
colony  of  Rhode  Island  against  the  intrusions^  of  the  Plymouth  gov- 
ernment." 

This  difficulty  arose  from  an  attempt  to  extend  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Plymouth  government  over  all  the  islands  of  Narragansett  Bay.  It 
does    not    appear    whether    they    made    their    claim    as    a   part    of    Kingr 
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Philip's  territory  or  not;  but  no  doubt  that  insatiable  thirst  for  more 
land  which  they  had  manifested  from  an  early  day,  had  much  to  do 
with  it.  They  arrested  Mr.  Borden's  tenant  first  for  the  same  purpose; 
but  to  arrest  him  they  had  to  resort  to  strategy  to  get  him  within  their 
jurisdiction.  He  was  invited  to  come  over  to  Bristol  to  receive  com- 
pensation for  the  many  services  he  had  rendered  the  Plymoufh  govern- 
ment, and  the  ruse  s-ucceeded.  The  equity  of  their  courts  in  such 
cases  may  be  duly  estimated  by  that  of  King  Philip  some  years  beforb. 
The  Englishmen's  cattle  destroyed  the  Indian's  cornfields,  and  complaint 
being  entered,  Philip  was  forced  to  sell  more  land  to  pay  the  damages 
and  costs  of  court  to  the  Plymouth  government. 

But  Mr.  Borden  did  not  appear  before  the. Plymouth  court — his  case 
took  a  different  direction.  His  '-omplaint  was  received  by  the  general 
assembly  of  the  colony,  and  his  cause  was  adopted  as  their  own.  They 
immediately  addressed  the  following  communication  tO'  the  Plymouth 
government,  which  states  the  case  more  circumstantially: 

"General  A£®embly  of  Colony  of  Rhode  Island: 
To  the  Governor  and  Council  of  Colony  of  New  Plymouth: 

COMPLAINT  OF  RHODE  ISL..-VND. 

1.  For  a  warrant  granted  by  James  Brown,  Esq.,  against  Morris 
Freelove,  for  possession  of  Hog  Island. 

2.  We  also  have  information  that  Nathaniel  Byfleld,  in  an  unmanlike 
and  deceitful  manner,  invited  John  Borden  over  to  Bristol,  pretending 
to  requite  him  for  former  kindnesses  received,  and  immediately  caused 
the  constable  to  arrest  him  to  your  court,  to  the  intent  that  he  might 
answer  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  granted  by  Daniel  Smith  of  Rehoboth  for 
detaining  lands  at  Hog  Island  which  he  presumes  to  assert  is  in  your 
colony,  as  by  the  warrant,  a  copy  of  which  we  have  seen,  is  more  largely 
demonstrated. 

"Honored  Gentlemen: 

"We  did  eocpect  that  there  v.-ould  have  been  a  cessation  of  these  inter- 
ruptions; forasmuch  as  the  Honored  Gov.  Hinckly,  Esq.,  and  his  jicco- 
ciates  did  declare  at  the  meeting  in  Bristol,  that,  although  they  were 
not  come  to  a  final  decision,  yet  they  would  live  as  loving  neighbors 
until  another  meeting,  and  did  hope  that  we  should  meet  nearer  them 
next  time.  But  forasmuch  as,  notwithstanaing  we  have  used  all  fair 
means  for  a  peaceable  and  neighborly  compliance,  you  still  persist  to 
violate  said  agreement,  we  will,  by  all  lawfull  ways,  uphold  our  patent 
right  to  the  extent  thereof.  We  have  ordered  John  Borden  not  to  give 
answer  in  your  court  to  the  matter  he  arrested  in  concerning 
Hog-  Island,  forasmuch  as  said  is'.and  has  been  possessed  by  the  town 
of  Portmouth,  in  our  jurisdiction,  mere  than  forty  years,  and  none  is 
mentioned   in  yours. 

"Gentlemen:  Thus  much  you  have  extorted  from  us  contrary  to  our 
desires;   neverthless,  we  take  leave,   and  shall  be  ready     to     serve     you,

wherein  you  serve  His  Majesty:   and  remain  your  loving-  neighbors. 

"Signed  by  order  of  His   Majesty's  General     Assembly,     held     for     the 
Colony   of   Rhode  Island   and   Providence  Plantations   June   24,   1684.

About  this  time  the  little  state  of  Rhode  Island  was  asea.iled  on  the 
west  by  Connecticut,  and  on  the  east  by  Plymcuth — each  endeavoring  to 
appropriate  to  themselves  all  they  co'uld  wrest  from  her.  Connecticut 
claimed  the  jurisdiction  over  the  western  p.art  of  the  state  of  Rhode 
Island,  the  waters  of  Narrag^ansett  Bay,  and,  of  course,  to  all  the 
islands  those  waters  contained:  but  Plymouth  clainiied  on  the  east  side 
to  tide  water,  a-nd  had  they  got  possetssion  o'f  Hog  Island,  would  have 
claimed  all  the  remainder.  There  is  no  stopping-  in  such  a  lace  until 
the  object  is  won  or  lost.  But  the  attempts  on  both  sides  failed,  and 
the  evils  intended  for  Rhode  Island  recoiled  upon  her  enemies.  Capt. 
Christopher  Almy  was  sent  to  England  to  lay  the  situation  of  affairs  here 
before  their  Majesties,  and,  in  16S8,  four  years  after  the  arrest  of  John 
Borden,  the  boundaries  of  Rhode  Island  were  permanently  established 
as  claimed  by  her  citizens,  though  Massachusett-s  held  on  to 
several  towns  until  1746,  before  they  relinquished  their  hold  upon  them. 
Capt.  Almy,  the  agent  of  Rhode  Island,  was  permitted  to  enter  the 
royal  palace  and  deliver  the  petition  of  his  fellow-citizens  to  the  Queen 
herself,  which  was  reg-arded  at  the  t.me  as  an  act  of  especial  favor, 
hig-hly  honoiable  to  the  petitioners  and  their  little  s'i.ate.  But  their 
troubles  did  not  cease.  A^lthough  by  an  act  of  William  and  Mary  the 
line  of  Rhode  Island  on  the  east  was  extended  so  as  to  inclurle  the  five 
towns  of  Little  Comptom,  Tiverton,  Bristol,  Warren,  and  Barrington 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  Pi.hode  Island:  Massachusetts  claimed  them  as 
a  part  of  the  province  of  New  Plymouth,  which  was  quietly  annexed  to 
that  state.  This  created  a  new  difficulty  and  fresh  bickerings  betweer 
the  new  government  and  the  people  of  those  towns,  which  lasted  more 
than  half  a  century,  very  m.uch  to  the  annoyance  of  the  people,  and  no 
benefit  to  any  one  interest.  But  in  1746,  Massachusetts  relinquished  her 
claim  upon  the  five  towns,  and  they  passed  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
Rhode  Island.  This  was  one  of  the  most  impudent  claims  that  was 
ever  set  'up  to  rob  a  people  of  their  rights,  for  the  same  authority,  a 
statute  of  William  and  Mary  in  1688,  that  g-ave  the  province  of  New 
Plymouth  to  Massachusetts,  had  also  -aaranua  suavo;  eAy  em  pa.iap.io 
ated  above  to  be  annexed  to  Rhode  Island. 

So  far  as  the  documents  presented  for  our  inspection  testify  concern- 
ing John  Borden,  he  was  in  no  way  concerned  in  raising  this  difficulty 
unless  it  was  a  sin  in  him  to  own  Hog  Island,  which  Nat  Byfield  wished 
to  wrest  from  him  for  his  own  purposes  and  benefit.  He  v/as  basely 
decoyed  and  betrayed  within  the  Plymouth  lines,  ostensibly  for  state 
purposes,  if  we  can  credit  tradition,  by  the  meanest  man  that  could  have 
been  found  in  Bristol,  where  he  lived.  In  so  far  as  he  was  the  agent 
of  the  Plymouth  government  in  this  affair,  it  shows  that  thev  had 
sunk  so  low  that  they  were  no  longer  capable  of  performing  the  duties 
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of  civil  magistrates,  and  fully  justifies  the  decision  of  "^A^Uiam  and 
Mary  to  place  a  g-uardian  over  them.  No  descendant  of  Jo'hn  Borden 
will  find  in  this  or  any  othei-  act  of  his  life  anything  to  lessen  the 
respect  and  esteem  in  which  his  memory  has  always  been  held.  For 
his  character  was  always  above  reproach;  his  standing  in  society  fully 
equal  to  that  of  the  most  elevated  of  his  associates,  and  his  influemce 
over  those  who  knew  him  liest.  was  paramount  .to  that  of  all  others. 
Mr.  Borden  was  much  before  the  public,  though  not  strictly  speaking  a 
public  man:  that  is,  he  did  not  depend  on  the  p'Ulilic  for  business  nor 
for  salary,  which  are  now  the  necessary  attendants  upon  public  life. 
Karly  in  life  he  appears  as  a  ferryman  at  Bristol  E'erry.  From  1680  to 
1708  he  frequently  represemted  the  town  in  the  g-eneral  assembly.  In 
1706  he  was  associated  with  seven  other  persons  in  the  erection  of  two 
meeting  houses  for  the  Friends,  one  each  for  the  towns  of  Newport  and 
Portsmouth,  and  often  times  he  was  eng-aged  in  minor  affairs  assigned 
him  by  the  town  or  relig'ious  society  to  which  he   belonged. 

Mr.  Borden  became  very  extensively  known  throughout  the  coantry 
as  a  Friend.  To  account  for  this  we  must  suppose  that  there  was  some- 
thing- peculiarly  attractive  in  his  manner  or  conversation  which  ar- 
rested the  attention  of  those  that  came  in  contact  with  him,  and  fixed 
him  and  hisi  sayings  in  their  memories.  For  we  hear  more  of  the  say- 
ings and  doings  of  John  Borden  than  of  all  the  family  of  his  father 
beside."     S.

To  son  Thomas  Borden  all  housings  and  land  in  Forts- 
mouth,  he  keeping  for  his  mother  a  horse  and  two  cows,  giving  her 
two  fat  swine  yearly,  allowing  her  sufficient  houseroom  while  widow,  and 
the  keep  of  half  a  doz.  fowls.  To  son  Thomas  also,  rights  at  Hog 
Isiland.  To  son  William  , one-half  of  1000  acres  of  land  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. To  son  Benjamin,  the  other  half.  To  daughters  Hope  and 
Mary  Borden  all  lands  in  Shrewsbury,  N.  J.,  and  certain  lands  in 
Pennsylvania.  To  wife.  Mary,  all  movables  and  wearing  apoarel, 
spectacles,  feather  l)ed,  2  Bibles  and  several  other  books,  silver,  pewter, 
five  spinning  wheelsi,  three  and  a  quarter  years  service  of  Indian  girl. 
£130,  cider  £1,  four  cows,  2  two-years,  2  yearlings,  calf,  40  sheep,  20 
lambs,  3  swine,  some  pigs,  etc. 

1721.  Aug'ust,  his  widow  Mary,  declared  herself  to  be  aged  sixty-six, 
having  been  married  at  sixteen  years  of  age. 
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8.  JOSEPH,  born  July  3.  164.3:  died  16— 

"Joseph  was  boi-n  in  Portsmouth  January  3,  1643,  and  was  2Svear.9old 
at  the  death  of  his  father.  His'  leg^acy  from  his  father  was  tO'  him  a 
mere  trifle,  and  one-half  of  that  was  not  payable  until  after  the  death 
of  his  mothei'.  He  was  married  and  had  two  children  at  the  death  of 
his  father,  and  another  soon  after,  which  died  in  1676.  The  christian 
name  of  his  wife  was  Hope,  Ijut  her  surname  is  lost.  The  recc/rd  of  the 
birth©  and  deaths  in  his  family  was  kept  by  the  Friends  at  Xe\\!)ort, 
■and  he  was  styled  John  Borden  of  Barmadoes.  From  this  circumstance 
I  conclude  that  he  emig-rated  to  that  island  at  an  early  period,  and  had 
esta,blished  himself  in  business  there  some  time  prior  to  his  father's 
death,  and  probably  received  from  him  some  pecuniary  assistance;  his 
family  residing  for  a  time  at  Newport  until  he  became  permanently 
settled  in  business  at  Barbadoes,  when  they  joined  him.  And  from  this 
period  they  seem  to  have  been  lost  to  the  family  circle  here,  as  the 
death  of  his  da'ughter,  Hope,  March  25,  1676,  is  the  last  reference  I  have 
been  able  to  And  of  him  or  his  family.  Re  had  a  son  William,  who  may 
have  left  some  descendants  in  Barbadoes."     S. 

9.  SARAH,  born  May,  1644;  died  1705.  She  married  Jonalhan  Holmes, 
son  of  Obediah  and  Catherine  PJolme.s.  Little  is  known  of  her  life  after 
her  marriage.      She  had  nine  children. 

10.  SAMUEL,  born  1645;  died  1716,  Monmouth,  N.  J.  He  married  Eliza- 
beth   Crosse. 

"Samuel  was  born  July,  1645.  and  was  26  years  old  at  the  death  of  his 
father.  The  attention  of  the  family  having  been  drawn  to  the  .Jerseys 
at  an  early  period  as  a  place  for  settlement,  it  seems  most  orobable 
that  Samuel  went  there  in  company  of  his  brother  Francis  as  an  as- 
sistant, and  completed  his  education  in  the  field.  But  however  this 
may  have  lieen,  it  is  certain  that  either  before  or  after  the'  death  of 
his  father,  he  emigrated  from  Rhode  Island  and  located  himself  in 
Burlington  county,  near  the'  Delaware  Rivei-,  where  he  spent  the  re- 
mainder of  his  days.  This  statement  is  strongly  confirmed  by  the  fol- 
lowing: "When  Samuel  Jennings  was  sent  over  to  England  by  the 
purchasers  of  West  Jersey  of  Lord  Berkly  to  org^anize  a  government 
for  the  province,  Gov.  Billings  remaining  in  England,  he  called  upon  the 
eight  counties  to  elect  each  three  delegates  to  meet  him  in  a  seneral 
assembly  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  this  d'uty.  This  call  was 
made  late  in  the  fall  of  1681,  and  the  assembly  convened  and  was  dis- 
solved, and  another  one  assembled  in  1682,  of  which  Samuel  Borden  was 
a  member."  I  have  found  in  a  note  to  Proud's  C'arly  history  of  Penn- 
sylvania a  list  of  these  delegates  by  name,  and  among  them  I  notice 
that  of  Samuel  Borden.  This  fact  establishes  his  residence  in  West 
Jersey.  Under  ordinary  circumstances  he  must  have  been  several 
years  among  this  people  to  have  gained  so  much  upon  their  confidence 
and  to  make  himself  sufficiently  known  as  a  man  whom  they  couild  safely- 
trust  to  establish  their  constitution  and  make  their  laws,  to  which  they 
looked  for  the  pi'otection  of  their  lives,  their  liberty  and  their  happiaess.'' 
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11.  BENJAMIN,  born  May,  1649;  died  1718.  in  Burlington  county,  New 
Jersey.  He  settled  in  Middletown,  N.  J.,  in  1672,  and  married  Abig-ail, 
the  daug-hter  to  James  Grover,  surveyor  and  secretary  of  the  Gi'avesend 
Land  Co.      The  family  of  Benjamin  drifted  toward  West  Jersey. 

"Benjamin  wiae  the  youngest  son  of  Richard,  and  at  the  death  of  his 
father  was  21  years  of  age.  He  likewise  received  a  leg-acy  of  only  £40 
on  the  same  conditions  as  Joseph  and  Samuel  did;  it  would,  therefore, 
seem  that  his  only  reliance  for  support  was  in  his  own  efforts.  The 
will  of  Richard  furnishes  the  latest  date  I  have  found  concerning 
Benjamin.  As  he  does  not  appear  in  the  Portsmouth  records  I  have 
concluded  to  add  his  name  to  the  emigrants  to  New  Jersey,  where  his 
two  brothers,  Francis  and  Samuel,  had  preceded  him.  The  practice  of 
surveying  land  in  former  times  was  a  constant  employment  of  many  of 
the  old  stock  of  Bordens.  and  as  they  found  it  advantageous  to  them- 
selves, they  taught  it  to  their  sons  as  a  source  of  revenue,  for  the 
purchase  of  land  and  all  the  necessaries  of  life.  Especially  was  this 
true  in  the  time  of  Samuel  and  Benjamin,  when  New  Jersey  and  Penn- 
sylvania  first   came    into    the    market."     S. 

12.  AMET,  born  Feb.  1654:  died  February  .5,  16S4.  She  married 
"William  Richardson  of  Flushing,  Long  Island.      They  had  three  sons. 

13.  MARY,  born  April,  1606;  died  1691.  She  married  John  Cook,  son  of 
Thomas  Cook  of  Providence. 
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4.     THOMAS,  Providence,  R.  I. 

14.  RICHARD,  born  December,  1663;  died  Sept.  27,  1724.  The  nam© 
of  his  wife  is  unknown. 

"There  is  but  little  on  the  records  concerning- him,  l)ut  there  is  enough 
to  show  thai  he  was  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas  Borden  of  Providence. 
His  name  is  not  recorded  with  those  of  his  brothers  and  sisters,  neither 
does  it  occur  in  the  record  of  his  father's  will,  though  the  g-ift  was  made 
by  Thomas  to  his  three  sons,   Richard,   Joseph  and  Mercy. 

In  searching  the  records  of  Portsmouth  I  found  a  deed  from  this 
Ricihard  to-  his  three  uncles,  Matthew,  John  and  Francis.  The  old 
Eng-lish  law  at  that  time  g-ave  all  the  real  estate  to  the  eldest  son,  and 
the  father's  will  could  not  coaivey  a  legal  title  to  real  estate  to  any  of 
his  younger  children  without  a  violation  of  this  law.  This  had  been 
done  by  Richard  Borden  of  Portsmouth,  and  by  Thomas  Borden  of 
Providence.  But  Thomas  of  Providence  was  the  oldest  son  of  Richard 
of  Portsmouth,  and  by  the  law  of  primog-eniture  had  a  leg'al  claim  to 
all  the  real  estate  of  his  father,  Richard;  and  Richard,  the  son  of 
Thomas,  being  the  eldest  son  inherited  all  the  rights  and  claims  to  real 
estate     which      belonged     to     his     father.  So      that     according     to 

the  old  English  law  he  could  recover  all  ihe  real 
estate  of  his  father  and  grandfather.  This  state  of  thing-s  cret'ted 
"uneasiness  among-  the  hein^.  of  both,  oarticularly  his  uncles  Francis, 
Matthew  and  John.  And  to  remove  all  difflculties  and  restore  i-eace 
and  harmony  in  the  family  circle,  Richard  made  a  quitclaim  to  his  three 
uncles,  beginning  as  follows:  "I,  Richard  Borden,  son  of  Thomas  of 
Providence,  and  grandson  of  Richai'd  of  PoTtsmouth,  freely  give,  grant, 
bargain,  sell  and  convey  and  forever  quitclaim  to  my  uncles,  Matthew 
and  John  of  Portsmouth,  and  Francis  of  Shrewsbury,  in  East  Jersey,  all 
my  rig-ht,  title  and  interest  in  all  lands  given  them  by  my  grandfather, 
Richard  Borden  of  Portsmouth,"  etc.;   date  of  deed,  1692. 

I  have  also  seen  the  original  deed  which  this  Richard  gave  to  his 
brother  Mercy  for  the  purpose  of  quieting  his  title  to  the  real  estate 
given  by  his  father  Thomas.  But  Joseph  having  died  in  1713, 
there  seems  to  have  been  no  quitclaim  made  to  him. 

In  this  deed  Richard  makes  an  all'usion  to  the  death-bed  of  their 
father,  and  the  counsel  which  they  heard  from  his  dying  lips,  and  his 
own  intention  of  acting  in  all  things  according-  to  his  expressed  wishes. 

There  appears  to  have  been  something-  truly  noble  and  generous  in 
the  conduct  of  Richard  in  these  transactions,  and  sufhcientlv  distin- 
guish him  from  the  mercenary  crowd  who,  if  such  an  opportunitv  of 
g'ain  should  present  to  them,  would  turn  out  of  doors  their  nearest 
r&latives."     S 
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15.  MARY,  born  Oct.  8,  1664.  The  date  of  her  death  is  unknown,  as  is 
that  of  her  sister  Dinah. 

16.  DINAH,  born  166.^. 

17.  WILLIAM,   born  January  10,   1667;    died  young-. 

18.  JOSEPH,  born  November  25,  1669;  died  1713.  He  married  Margery 
Whipple  September  12,1712.  His  body  \v  as  found  in  thei  Nanasquatuc-iket 
River  December  30,  1713.  His  widow  presented  an  inventory  of  his 
property  to  the  Town  Council,  and  was  appointed  administratrix  m  on 
his  estate,  and  g-uardian  of  his  child. 

19.  MERCY,  born  November  3,  1672:  died  April  12,  1753.  He  married 
Meribah  ,  a  widow,  1717. 

"Mercy  Borden  was  the  youngest  son  o-f  Thomas,  and  outlived  his 
brothers  many  years.  He  was  a  very  active  and  enterprising-  man.  with 
ai  strong-  propensity  for  acquiring-  real  estate.  In  this  respect  he 
seemed  to  have  come  nearer  to  the  standard  of  John  Borden  of  Ports- 
mouth, his  uncle,  of  whom  it  used  to  be  said  that  he  proclaimed  pub- 
licly that  "if  any  one  had  land  to  sell  at  a  fair  price,  he  was  ready  to 
purchase,  and  had  the  money  in  his  house  to  pay  for  it."  Mercy  Bor- 
den must  have  acquired  at  an  early  day  a  larg-e  tract  of  land.  as.  after 
the  death  of  his  wife  in  1723,  he  made  twenty  deeds  of  landed  property 
w^hich  Mrere  recorded  in  Providence,  and  still  others  in  Johnson  during- 
the  same  time,  between  the  years  1724  and  1747.  And  still  he  had  land 
enough  to  supply  all  his  descendants  and  theirs  with  homesteads  for  a 
century.  This  larg^e  landed  estate  has  passed  into  the  ha.nde  of  the 
Kings  and  Thorntons  throug:h  Josiiah  King,  who  married  Mary  Bor- 
den, and  Meribah  Borden,  her  sister,  who  married  Elihu  Thornton,  and 
some  legacies  made  by  John  Borden,  the  son  of  Mercy,  to  the  Thorn- 
tons. Also  Richard  Thornton  married  Meribah  Borden,  the  daughter  of 
William,  and  grand-daughter  of  Mercy.  Pier  family  reg-ister  shows  the 
birth  of  thirteen  children.  The  Borden  name,  as  derived  from  Thomas 
Borden  is  now  extinct.  It  continued  down  to  about  1825,  in  the  family 
of  Richard,  the  brother  of  Mercy.  But  the  descendants  of  Mercy, 
through  his  two  daug-hters,  and  his  grand-daug-hter  Meribah,  bid  fair 
to  continue  fi'om  generation  to  generation  as  long-  as  the  world  shall 
endure.  But  the  children  of  his  daug-hter  Mary  are  but  few  compared 
with  thei  other  two:  she  was  the  second  wife  of  Josiah  King,  and  had 
but  two  children,  William  Borden  King-  and  Hannah,  who  married  Caleb 
Alverson.  William  B.  King-  married  Welthan  Walton  November  7,  1774. 
Their  children  we^re  William  B.  King,  John  King-  and  Samuel  AV.  King-, 
who  was  chosen  Governor  of  Rhode  Isiand  about  the  time  of  the  Dorr 
war. 

It  will  no  doubt  appeal-  strange  to  others  as  it  has  done  to  me  that 
the  name  Mercy,  which  is  so  often  applied  to  females  with  singular  pro- 
priety,  should  have  been  ever  bestowed  upon  a  son.  I  have  often  ex- 
pressed my  surprise  at  this,  and  others  to  whom  I  have  mentioned 
this   case   have  done   the   same;    and   until   recently  I   have   written  the 
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name  Marcy,  supposing  it  to  have  been  a  tsurname  which  had  been 
adopted  as  a  Christian  name.  But  recently  I  called  upon  Judge  Potter 
of  Jonston.  who  is  a  descendant  of  Mercy  Borden,  and  formerly  lived 
in  his  old  mansion,  which  is  still  standing  and  occupied.  He  informed 
me  that  the  name  was  Mercy,  and  that  it  was  bestowed  upon  him  by  his 
mother  under  peculiar  circumstances.  Judge  Potter  said  that  w-hen  Mrs. 
Borden  waa  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preg-nancy,  she  wae  sitting  in  her 
chair  as  usual,  and  her  cat  was  lying  asleep  on  the  floor  directly  imder 
her  chair:  a  heavy  shower  of  rain  was  falling  at  the  time,  accompanied 
with  loud  thunder  and  vivid  lightning;  one  flash  more  vivid  than  the 
rest  struck  the  housie,  and  entering  the  room,  killed  the  cat  under  her 
chair,  but  left  her  unharmed.  Under  the  excitement  produced  by  this 
sudden  and  terrific  shock  she  arose  quickly,  and  looking  upon  the  de- 
strnjction  around  her,  she  exclaimed:  "The  mercy  of  God  has  spared  my 
life  and  that  of  my  child:  and  for  this  great  mercy  my  child  shall  be 
called  Mercy  when  born."  In  one  hour  from  that  time  the  child  was 
born,  and  proved  to  be  a  son:  but  true  to  her  vo-w,  she  immediately  be- 
stowed the  name  of  Mercy  upon  him,  which  he  liore  honorably  through 
a  long,  prosperous  and  useful  life. 

Mercy  Borden  was  born  November  :3,  1672,  and  died  April  21,  175-".  The 
death  of  his  wife  occurred  September,  lT23. 

Mrs.  Borden,  the  mother  of  Mercy,  was  the  daughter  of  William 
Harris,  a  companion  of  Roger  Williams.  He  had  three  children,  An- 
drew, Mary  and  Howlong  Harris.  The  last  name  reminds  us  of  the 
age  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  and  greatly  modifies  our  surprise  on  learning 
that  his  datughter  Mary  had  named  her  son  Mercy.  Mr.  Harris  was  a 
strange  man,  and  nothing  but  strange  things  could  be  expected  from 
him.  He  was  taken  captive  on  a  voyage  to  England  by  an  Algerian 
pirate.  He  was  ransomed  after  a  year  and  went  to  England,  where 
he  died. 

The  will  of  Mercy  Borden  was  proved  May  3.  1753.  His  inventory 
aniGunted  to  5210  pounds.  After  the  death  of  his  wife  he  sold  numer- 
ous parcels  of  land,  and  at  his  death  his  real  estate  was  very  extensive 
for  this  section  of  country.  He  was  a  wealthy  man  for  the  times  in 
which  he  lived,  but  by  the  failure  of  male  heirs  his  property  rapidly 
passed  into  the  hands  of  descendants  of  his  daughters  and  grand- 
daughters and  their  children."     S.

She  married 
John  Isaac  Hance;  their  son  John  Hanoe  married  Ann  Borden,  daug-hter 
of  James  Borden  and  wife   Susan  Robins   of  West  Jersey.

name  unknown.

26.  MARY,    born    September   20,    1674. 

27.  MATTHEW,  born  August  14,  1676;  died  June  22,  1700.  He  married 
Peace  Brig-g-s,  and  left  one  son,  Thomas,  who  died  July  28,  1710. 

28.  JOSEPH.   IjQirn  July  18.  1678;   died  October  20,  1729. 

"Joseph  was  liorn  in  Portsmouth  July  18,  1678,  and  mai'ried  Elizabeth 
Bryer  April  8,  1708.  Previous  to  his  marriage  and  during  the  nfefim© 
of  his  father,  he  made  a  journey  among  the  Friends  o-f  New  Jersey  and 
Penn.^ylvania.  as  you.ng  men  sometimes  do  at  the  present  time,  Who 
are  on  the  lookout  for  a  partner  for  life,  but  ostensiljly  to  enlarge  the 
circle  of  his  acquaintance  and  improve  hiis  mind  by  the  various  inci- 
dents o-f  travel;  and  by  contact  with  genteel  and  refined  society  to  rub 
off  the  crude  excrescences  which  are  wont  to  adhere  to  one  who  has 
been  brought  up  a  farmer's  boy.  And  wishing  to  take  with  him  clean 
papers  to  be  used  as  occasion  might  require,  he  laid  his  intentions  before 
the  Friends'  Meeting  in  his  native  town,  where  he  was  best  known. 
After  a  due  time  spent  in  careful  inquiry  and  earnest  deliberation,  for 
the  Friends  of  the  olden  time  did  nothing-  by  halves  nor  ever  suffered 
themselves  to  act  in  a  hurry,  they  appioved,  at  length,  of  his  under- 
taking and  presented  him  the  desired  communication,  which  was  st) 
cautio'usly  written  as  to  hint  the  supposed  object  of  his  mission  without 
disturbing  the  modesty  of  the  adventurous  traveler.

"To  our  Friends  and  brethren  in  Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey, 
wherever  this  may  come: 

"Whereas,  our  friend  Joseph  Borden,  son  of  Matthew  Borden  of  Ports- 
mouth, appeared  at  our  last  monthly  meeting  and  laid  his  intentions 
of  traveling  towiard  your  parts  and  desired  of  us  a  certificate  In  order 
thereto;  two  friends  were  appointed  to  inquire  concerning  his  clearness 
of  entanglements'  as  to  marriage;  the  friends  here  have  made  report  to 
this  meeting  that  they  do  not  find  anything  to  the  contrary;  but  that 
he  iS(  clear  in  that  respect  as  to  any  woman  here;  and  his  conne.vions 
here  among  friends,  as  becometh  truth  and  soberness  as  far  as  we 
know. 

"Signed   at  o'ur  monthly  men's   and   women's  meeting  at  Portsmouth 
the  20th  day  of  5th  month,  1703."

Joseph  was  25  years  of  age  before  he  started  out  on  this  very  ijiter- 
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esting-  journey,  and  I  would  gratify  my  readers  with  his  notes  of 
travel,  and  inklings  by  the  w-ayside"  ifhe  had  ever  jotted  them  down, 
but  if  he  did  they  are  surely  not  extant  now,  and  we  have  to  regret 
the  loss  of  many  sage  remarks,  wise  reflections,  relusive  dreams,  and 
fond  anticipations  which  may  have  fired  his  imagination  as  he  passed 
through  state  after  state,  observing  the  beauties  of  nature,  the  fertility 
of  the  soil,  the  mildness  of  the  weather  and  the  numerous  herds  of 
cattle  that  roamed  over  the  wide  expanse  of  creation,  unrestrained  by 
fences  or  stone  walls,  so  unlike  anything  he  had  ever  seen  'upon  Rhode 
Island.  After  a  few  -weeks  spent  in  travel  and  much  cogitation,  our 
hero  turned  hi®  face  homeward,  where  he  soon  arrived  safe  and  sound. 
All  his  friends  and  acquaintances  crowded  the  meeting-  every  Sabbath 
hoping  to  hear  something  of  the  young  man's  visit  to  Pennsylvania. 
The  girls  expected  to  hear  the  old  folks  drop  something  significant  about 
this  important  affair,  and  so  they  kept  their  eyes  peeled  and  their  ears 
open,  and  were  siure  to  be  found  near  every  group,  if  no  more  than  two 
persons  were  together.  Thus  they  did  until  continued  disappointment 
made  their*-hearts  sick,  and  they  concluded  to  give  it  up  and  natlently 
wait  for  "more  light.".  The  most  censorious  of  his  neighbors  said  he 
had  beeen  rejected,  they  knew  he  had,  and  that  made  him  keep  so  dark 
about  the  matter.  But  the  more  aged  men  approved  his  covirse,  for 
they  had  often  w-atched  him  at  meeting  and  saw  that  his  mind  was 
deeply  engrossed  by  some  all-absorbing  subject  and  they  did  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  that  Joseph  would  come  out  all  right  in  due  time.  No  one 
told  anything,  because  no  one  knew  anything;  for  Joseph  knew  the 
inquisitiveness  of  his  neig-hbors,  and  therefore  very  wisely  and  prudently 
he  had  kept  his  own  secret  locked  up  inhis  own  heart.  But  after  five 
years  had  expired  Joseph  made  another  trip  westward,  and  after  a  few 
weeks'  absence  returned,  bring-ing  his  blooming  bride  with  nim,  very 
much  to  the  surprise  of  his  neighbors. 

Joseph  Borden  w'as  a  man  of  good  understanding  and  possessed  of 
good  business  qualifications,  and  spent  much  of  his  life  in  the  service  of 
the  public  in  various  capacities.  Of  1  the  sons  of  Joseph  one  only  lived 
to  have  a  family,  Matthew. 

Joseph  Borden  settled  in  Newport.  He  was  annually,  for  ten  years, 
chosen  as  treasurer  of  the  colony,  and  engaged  in  other  employments 
until  hs  health  failing,  he  declined  a  reelection  as  treasurer,  and  after 
lingering  nearly  two  years,  he  died  October  20,   1729."     S.

They  had  a  numerous  family  of  children,  several  of  \vho>n  died  in  their 
infancy,   and  one,  .John,   died  at  the  age  of  16  yea.'s. 
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"Aljraham  became  a  citizen  and  merchant  of  Newport,  and  was  hishly 
reepected  for  his  honesty  and  integrity.  He  was  admitted  a  freeinan 
May  3,  1715,  and  after  the  death  of  his  In-other,  Joseph,  Abraham  was 
chosen  to  fill  his  place  as  treasurer  of  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island.  He 
did  not  serve,  however,  more  than  two  cr  three  years,  when  his  earthly 
career  was  terminated  by  sickness  and  death.  His  life  seems  to  have 
passed  away  like  a  dream  when  one  awaketh.  He  died  December  1^)0, 
1732,  aged  42  years.  His  death  appears  to  have  been  sudden  and  un- 
expected, as  he  left  no  will,  which  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  that 
might  have  thrown  some  light  upon  the  disposition  of  the  land  in  "West 
Jersey,  bought  of  Arthur  Cook  by  Matthew  Borden,  and  given  to  his 
son  Abraham,  and  believed  to  contain  the  site  of  Bordentown.  Abra- 
ham's oldest  son  was  named  Joseph,  Ivut  as  he  was  lost  at  sea  about 
eighteen  months  after  his  father's  death,  he  could  not  have  Vjeen  the 
Joseph  Borden  who  founded  Bordentown,  and  figured  so  largely  and 
successfully  during  the  Revolution,  as  the  historians  relate.  They  say 
he  was  the  son  O'f  Abraham  Borden,  l)Ut  the  same  record  which  sr-eaks 
of  the  birth  also  records  the  death  at  sea  of  Abraham's  son  Joseph,  No- 
vember 17,  1734. 

Abraham  Borden  left  only  two  sons  who  lived  to  have  families,  Abra- 
ham and  Matthew.  Abraham  mari'ied  and  removed  to  Westerly,  where 
he  lived  in  1771.  In  1783  his  residence  was  again  at  Newport.  In  lioth 
places  he  made  deeds  of  land  which  he  owned  in  Tiverton,  being  part  of 
his  grandfather's,  Joseph  Wanton's,  estate.  His  sister,  Ann,  also  deeded 
her  interest  in  the  house  and  lot  of  her  grandfather,  Joseph  Wanton, 
January  11      1783. 

Abraham  had  a  son  Abraham,  and  a  daughter  Mary  or  Molly  as  she 
was  usually  called.  In  his  j-cuth  Abraham  Jr.,  shipped  on  board  of  a 
privateer  during  the  Revolution  and  was  driven  on  shore  Ijv  a  terrible 
gale  of  wind,  the  weather  being  so  cold  that  nearly  all  of  the  hands 
perished,  but  he  was  among-  the  survivors.  Ke  was  so  erratic  in  his 
movements  that  his  friends  considered  him  idiotic.  Later  in  life  he 
came  to  New  Bedford  to  visit  his  cousins,  and  when  he  left  a  William 
Pcotch  pleasantly  remarlied  that  "my  cousin  Aliraham  Borden  can^e  to 
spend  a  week  with  us,   and  stayed  forty  ye'ars."      ,S. 

34.  JOHN,    born    August    29,    1693. 

35.  BENJAMIN,    l)orn    April    5,    1696:    died    at    Barl>ado'es,    171S. 

7.     JOHN,    Portsmouth,    R.    I. 

36.  RICHARD,    born    October   25,    1671. 

"Richard  «as  born  in  Portsmouth  October  25,  1671,  four  months  after 
the  death  of  his  grandfather,  and  bears  his  name.  The  record  of  his 
marriage  I  have  not  found.  It  probably  occurred  about  1692.  as  his 
eldest  child  was  born  in  1694.  The  name  of  his  wife  was  Innocent 
"Warden.  The  names  of  Richard  and  Innocent  I  have  met  with  very  often 
as    witnesses   to   marriage    certificates   of   their   acquaintances   and    rela- 
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tives,  both  in  Po-rtpmouth  and  Newport,  and  also  to  other  documents. 
Richard  was  a  man  of  good  understanding,  fair  abilities,  and  had  an  eye 
which  looked  to  the  future.  Ije  located  his  homestead  on  the  fourteen 
or  fifteen  great  lots  on  the  main  road  about  a  mile  from  the  east  shore 
of  Mount  Hope  Bay,  and  two  and  a  half  miles  south  of  the  City  Hall  in 
Fall  River.  These  two  lot®  contained  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  and 
extended  one  mile  from  the  shore.  Here  on  the  east  side  of  the  main 
road  Mr.  Borden  erected  hie  dwelling,  small  at  first,  but  by  additions 
made  from  time  to  time,  it  was  made  large  and  commodious,  but  ex- 
hibited not  the  least  sign  oif  any  attempt,  at  any  period  of  its  erection, 
to  imitate  any  particular  style  of  architecture. 

His  attention  at  first. was  given  principally  to  the  clearing  and  culti- 
vating his  farm,  procuring  ship  timber  and  plank  for  which  there  was 
a  ready  market  at  Newport.  He  was  also  deeply  interested  in  the 
Tiverton  lands,  as  one  of  the  proprietors  of  the  town,  having  boug'ht 
one  or  more  of  the  original  shares.  He  bought  and  he  sold  land:  his 
farm  yielded  abundantly  and  added  to  his  means,  so  that  in  a  few  years 
he  l^ecame  one  of  the  wealthiest  men  in  the  town.  At  this  juncture, 
1714,  Capt.  Benjamin  Church  and  his  son.  Constant,  who  owned  twenty- 
six  and  one-half  shares  in  the  mill  lot  and  the  Fall  River  stream,  bought 
of  the  different  proprietors  of  the-  Pocasset  purchase,  proposed  to  Richard 
and  Joseph  Borden  to  sell  out  their  interest  to  them  for  £1000.  After 
due  deliberation  and  consultation  with  their  father,  the  purchase  was 
made  and  the  business  was^  closed.  But  Joseph  becoming  sick  soon 
after  the  purchase,  arranged  with  Richard  to  assume  the  whole  pur- 
chase money,  and  directed  his  wife  after  his  death  to  convey  his  in- 
terest in  this  property  to  his  brother  Richard.  So  that  he  now  be- 
came sole  owner  of  the  whole  stream,  for  they  had  already  secured  the 
rernaining  shares  which  had  not  fallen  into  the  hands  of  Capt.  Church. 
And  John  Borden,  being  a  part  owner,  arranged  with  Richard  so  as  to 
give  his  grandson,  Stephen  Borden,  the  son  of  Joseph,  deceased,  the 
saw  mill  and  privileges  on  the  north  side  of  the  s.tream.  which  his  son, 
Joseph,  had  erected  the  fall  before  his  death.  P!e  gave  him  also  a 
strip  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  Fall  River  extending  from  the 
county  road  westward  to  the  s.alt  water  on  which  his  house  was  built. 

Richai'd  never  deserted  nor  neglected  his  farm;  he  was  always  on  the 
alert  and  let  no  opportunity  for  a  good  investment  escape  him.  The 
management  of  his  Fall  River  property  he  left  with  his  two  sons, 
Thomas  and  Joseph,  whom  he  settled  there.  P5e  purchased  largely  of 
the  heirs  of  Edward  Gray  of  Plymouth,  as  well  as  of  other  persons,  so 
that  at  his  death  he  was  one  of  the  largest  landholders  in  the  town. 
And  it  was  principally  to  his  exertions  that  his  descendants  were  so 
bountifully  supplied  with  the  means  of  living  without  much  exertion  on 
their  part.  All  that  was  needed  was.  prudence  and  economy,  and  with 
a  little  labor  properly  bestowed,  they  have  maintained  themselves  in 
independence. 

B-ut  Mr.   Borden's  time   was   short   for   this   world.       And  as   he   felt   it 
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to  be  so,  he  prepai-ed  to  arrange  his  affairs  to  meet  the  crisis  which  no 
precautions  can  avert.  He  had  already  given  deeds  to  each  of  hie  sons 
of  one-half  the  property  designed  for  them;  it  now  remained  to  give 
to  each  of  them  by  will  the  remaining  half  which  he  still  held.  By 
his  will  he  confirmed  to  his  eldest  son,  John,  the  full  Dossession  (after 
his  own  death),  of  his  old  homestead,  being  the  fourteenth  great  lot, 
originally  the  property  of  Nathaniel  Thomas,  and  conveyed  by  him  to 
John  Sands  of  Hempstead,  L.  I.,  for  money  loaned,  and  by  said  Sands 
sold  to  John  Borden  with  one  full  share  of  the  Pocasset  purchase.  To 
this  was  added  numerous  lots  of  woodland.  To  his  youngest  son, 
Samuel,  he  confirmed  all  that  tract  of  land  bought  of  Ephriam  and 
Susannah  Cole,  a  daughter  of  Ed  Gray,  of  Plymouth;  this  was  the 
fifteenth  great  lot,  adjoining  the  fooirteenth  on  the  south,  together  with 
numerous  lots  O'f  woodland,  making  another  full  share  of  the  Pocasset 
purchase.  To  his  second  son,  Thomas,  he  confirmed  all  his  housing  and 
lands,  swamp,  grist  and  saw  mill,  etc.,  at  Fall  River  that  lyeth  to  the 
westward  of  the  county  road,  excepting  that  given  in  Pocasset  purchase. 
To  his  third  son,  Joseph,  he  confirmed  all  his  housing,  fulling  mill  and 
sh  ip  where  he  then  lived,  and  land  whereon  said  housing  stands,  with 
all  my  lands  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  county  road  uv  to  the  head 
or  eastward  thereof  with  the  river.  He  also  gave  him  sundry  tracts  of 
woodland  in  various  parts  of  Tiverton,  bought  of  Widow  Tallman,  Haz- 
ards, Ephriam  Cole,  Peter  Talman,  etc.  To  his  daughter,  Sarah  Haz- 
zard,  he  gave  £160,  and  directed  his  son  John  to  pay  her  £60  in 
addition,  making  £220  in  money.  To  his  daughter,  Mary  Gifford,  wife 
of  Christopher  Gifford,  a  similar  gift  of  £i20;  to  his  daughter  Rebecca 
Borden  he  gave  £250  in  money,  and  for  his  wife.  Innocent,  he  made  an 
abundant  provision.  His  executors  were  his  three  sons,  Thomas,  Joseph 
and  Samuel,  and  to  them  he  left  all  his  money,  bonds  and  a  deed  of 
every  kind,  giving  to  each  the  bonds  owned  by  each  of  them.  Richard 
Borden's  will  bears  date  February  12,  1731,  was  proved  before  the  Hon. 
Nathaniel  Blagrove,  Esq.,  July  18,  1732.  The  date  of  his  death  I  have 
not  been  able  to  find.      Be  was  probably  about  60  years  of  age. 

When  we  look  over  the  transactions  of  Richard  Boi'den  during  his 
life  and  see  the  multiplicity  of  his  business  engagements  and  the  general 
ihrift  which  attended  all  his  operations  we  shall  be  constrained  to  ad- 
mire the  quickness  of  his  apprehension,  the  so'undness  of  his  judgment, 
and  the  apparent  ease  and  quietness  with  which  he  accumulated  a 
large  estate,  so  nicely  arranged  as  to  support  three  succeeding  genera- 
tions and  lay  a  foundation  for  fortunes  for  the  fourth;  all  that  was  re- 
quired of  the  three  intermediate  ones  Ijeing  only  to  use  and  transmit  to 
their  successors,  which  would  scatter  the  property  but  little,  owing  to 
the  small  number  of  sons  in  each  generation."     S. 

37.     JOHN,   born   167.^. 

"John  was  born  in  Portsmouth  in  1675,  and  was  early  settled  by  his 
father  on  a  rough  farm  in  Swansea,  of  eighty  acres,  on  Towasset  Neck, 
now  in  Warren,  R.  I.    He  m-arried  Sai'ah  • ,  her    maiden     surname     is 
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now  lost.  They  had  five  children,  three  sons  and  two  daughters,  and 
had  a  comfortable  living-  during  the  lifetime  of  hi&  father.  But  he 
possessed  a  feeble  constitution  naturally,  and  when  his  father  died,  he 
imposed  such  a  heavy  burden  -upon  him  that  he  faltered  under  it.  He 
was  required  to  deliver  one-half  of  his  whole  farming  produce  to  his 
mother  at  her  residence  on  Rhode  Island,  a  requirement  which  had  not 
been  imposed  on  his  lirothers  Richard,  Joseph  or  Thomas,  though  each 
of  them  received  a  much  larger  share  of  their  father's  estate.  But  in 
truth,  John  possessed  less  energy  of  character  than  either  of  his 
brothers,  he  became  discouraged  and  pined  away  and  died  about  three 
years  after  the  death  of  his  father,  leaving  his  widow  to  manage  his 
farm  and  care  for  their  children.  She  presented  an  inventory  of  his 
effects,  and  was  appointed  to  administer  upon  his  estate  April  6,  1719; 
and  Deceimber  24,  of  the  same  year,  was  married  to  John  Earl  of  Ports- 
mouth, who  was  probably  a  near  relative  of  her  former  husband,  if  not 
also  of  herself.  In  this  S'he  manifested  no  want  of  tact  or  energy.  The 
property  and  the  children  were  well  cared  for  until  they  became  of  age, 
when  the  farm  was  divided  and  some  of  it — about  one-half— still  re- 
mains in  the  Borden  name.  John,  one  of  the  sons,  with  his  wife  Mary, 
sold  out  his  portion  (2-5  of  80  acres,  his  father's!  estate)  to  James  Mason 
of  Warren,  R.  I.,  August  15,  1747,  for  £450.  He  then  lived  in  Scituate,  R. 
I.,  where  he  was  admitted  a  freeman  as  early  as  1739,  and  was  engaged 
in  a  forge  for  the  manufacture  of  iron  upon  the  Ponagansett  River. 
Benjamin  remained  in  Swansea  on  a  part  of  the  homestead,  and  Capt. 
Duther  Borden  of  Warren,  lately  deceased,  wasi  his  grandson.  He  also 
left  one  son,  and  a  brother,  Martin  B.  Borden,  now  living  on  a  part 
of  the  old  homestead.  Joseph  married  Hannah  Stafford,  sister  of  David 
Stafford  of  Tiverton,  and  and  settled  at  Core  Sound,  Carteret  county. 
North  Carolina,  where  he  died. 

The  descendants  of  John  are  quite  numerous  in  Scituate,  and  are 
active  and  industrious  people.  They  are  engaged  in  farming,  milling 
and  once  in  cottoh  spinning,  using  the  old  forge  privilege."     S. 

38.  AMEY,  born  1678,  May  30;  date  of  her  death  unknown.  She  married 
Benjamin  Chase  of  Tiverton. 

39.  JOSEPH,  born  December  3,  1680;  died  1715. 

"Joseph  was  born  in  Portsmouth  December  3,  1680,  and  was  married  to 
Sarah  Brownell,  daughter  of  George  Brownell,  and  Susannah  Pearce. 
She  was  born  in  Portsmouth  June  14,  1681,  and  married  Joseoh  Borden 
February  24,  1703.  Pier  grandfather,  Joseph  Brownell,  and  John  Cook 
were  appointed  water  bailiffs  by  the  government  of  Rhode  Island  May  20, 
1647,  when  the  laiwe  of  Oleron  were  adopted  for  the  regulation  of  marine 
affairs  in  Rhode  Island.  Her  grandmother's  name  was  Ann.  After  the 
death  of  her  husband  she  married  John  Read,  October  31,  1719,  for 
many  years  town  clerk  of  Freetown. 

Joseph  Borden  settled  in  Freetown,  and  in  that  part  now  called  Fall 
River   on    the  north   side  of   the   sti-eam,    and   on   the   west    side  of   the 
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county  road.  The  Richardson  house  now  covers  the  spot  where  his 
house  formerly  stood.  In  1714  the  same  year  that  the  purchase  of  the 
mill  lot  and  the  streair,  was  made  from  CO'l.  Benjamin  Church,  Joseph 
Borden  erected  ai  new  saw  mill  near  where  the  Pocasset  upper  factory 
now  stands.  It  was  afterwards  moved  farther  down  stream,  to  in- 
crease the  head  of  water  near  to  the  head  of  the  Great  Falls.  Bis 
possessions  extended  on  the  north  side  of  the  stream  from  the  county 
road  westward  to  the  salt  water,  wnth  the  privileg-e  of  joining-  dam  or 
dams  with  his  brother  Richard,  who  owned  on  the  south  3ide  or  the 
stream.  Together  with  all  of  John  Borden's  half  share  of  the  first  lot 
in  the  Freema,n's  purchase,  lying-  next  to  the  F'all  River  on  the  north 
side.  But  this  last  tract  was  not  included  in  the,  will  of  Josetjh,  and 
should  be  considered  as  a.  free  gift  made  by  John  Borden  to  his  cjrand- 
son  Stephen,  in  response  to  a  suggestion  of  his  dying  son,  who,  in 
closing-  his  will,  said:  "As  said  lands  have  not  been  conveyed  to  myself 
by  deed,  but  remain  in  the  hands  of  my  father,  John  Borden,  of  Ports- 
mouth,  my  request  and  desire  is  that  my  said  father  will  be  pleased  to 
confirm  the  same  in  the  tenour  above  expressed,  with  what  more  he 
pleaseth."  John  Borden,  his  father,  be'ng  present  at  the  time  did  ''fully 
and  freely  declare  and  approve  of  the  devises  in  said  will,  promising  to 
give  such  further  confirmation  of  said  lands  as  may  be  proper,  agreeably 
to  the  testator's  request  in  said  will.  And  this  agreement  was  i-ndorsed 
upon  the  will  of  Joseph  Borden.  Date  of  will  July  15,  1715;  date  of 
codicil,  J'uly  18;  will  approved  August  1,  1715.  The  codicil  provided  for 
hia  wife  and  fixed  the  time  when  Stephen  should  take  possession  of  the 
estate. 

Joseph  Borden  disappeared  so  early  that  he  has  left  but  little  to  re- 
cord. He  s^eems  to  have  commenced  the  improvement  of  his  property 
\vith  considerable  energ-y  and  promised  fair  to  become  an  active  and 
energetic  business  man,  but  Providence  ordered  otherw"ise,  and  he  passed 
away  "as  a  dream  when  one  awaketh."  No  tradition  of  him  unfavorable 
to  his  character  has  come  down  to  us."     S. 

His  family  consisted  of  four  sons,  Stephen,  William,  George  and  Jo- 
seph These  all  lived  to  have  families  in  and  around  Fall  River  for 
many  years.  Stephen  died  August  1,  1738,  Joseph  moved  to  the  east  side 
of  the  North  Watuppa  Pond,  1750,  which  is  the  date  of  a  power  of 
attorney  to  his  brother  George.  George  himself  removed  to  Tiverton, 
1755,  and  erected  a  saw-mill  on  the  Crandall  road  which  has  been  owned 
successively  by  his  son  John  and  g-rlamdson  Benjah  Borden,  who 
added  a  g-rist  mill  to  the  premises  in  1812.  B'ut  William  and  his  de- 
scendants haAe  always  remained  in  and  around  the  place  of  their  na- 
tivity. His  youngest  son  was  the  Rev.  Job  Borden  ,the  blind  Bapitst 
preachei-,  who  is  favorably  i-emembered  at  the  present  day;  so  that 
althoug-h  the  married  life  of  Joseph  Borden  was  so  very  short,  about 
12%  years,  his  descendants  are  more  numerous  in  this  region  than  those 
of  any  of  his  brothers. 
40.     THOMAS,   born   Dec.   :3,   1682,   died   1745. 
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"Thomas  was  liorn  in  Portsmouth  Dec.  3,  1682,  and  marrie.l  Marv 
Briggs  of  the  same  town  Oct.  24,  1727,  he  being  then  forty-.lvi  years  of 
age.  His  wife  was  much  younger  than  himself.  Thomas  never  left 
the  house  of  his  father,  and  for  many  j^ears  had  the  direction  of  his 
farming  and  other  interests  in  the  town.  He  is  spoken  of  as  an  active, 
energetic  and  industrious  man,  economical  in  his  expendit^lres,  wuth  a 
mind  intently  bent  upon  the  accumulation  of  property.  In  his  early 
years  he  was  connected  with  the  Bristol  Ferry,  which  was  leased  in 
his  father's  name,  but  managed  by  himself.  By  this  and  various  other 
means  he  l^ecame  possessed  of  a  good  estate  in  his  own  earnings,  be- 
sides what  he  received  from  his  father  which  was  in  those  days  an 
ample  fortune  of  itself.  Of  his  private  character  we  know  but  little. 
He  was  generally  considered  as  a  shrewd  business  man  and  callable 
of  transacting  anything  he  chose  to  undertake.  He  received  of  his 
father,  for  his  portion,  the  homestead  and  all  the  lands  in  Portsmouth 
connected  with  it,  togethei"  with  the  farm  on  Hog-  Island,  both  -upland 
and  salt  meadow.  He  had  not  possessed  this  property  long-  before  the 
price  of  salt  marshes  advanced  very  much  under  the  pressure  of  par- 
ties who  Wanted  to  l:iuy.  But  Thomas^  took  a  more  rational  view  of  this 
matter  than  most  of  his  neighbors,  and  as  his  one  hundred  acres  of 
meadow  on  Hog  Island  seemed  to  be  an  eye-sore  to  many  people,  and 
caused  them  to  violate  the  command:  "Thou  shalt  not  covet,"  he  at 
length  determined  to  give  them  all  an  ^lpportunity  to  gratify  their 
longing  desires  which  had  so  long  disturbed  tneir  peace  and  made  him 
the  object  of  envy  to  the  whole  town.  Accordingly  when  the  mania 
fof  salt  meadows  had  about  reached  its  height,  he  laid  out  one  hun- 
dred acres  of  his  Hog  Island  meadows  into  ten-acre  lots  and  otfered 
them  for  sale  at  five  hundred  pounds  per  lot,  putting  up  a  notice  to 
that  effect,  and  a  few  days  proved  sufficient  to  close  the  sale  of  the 
whole  number:  and  a  year  proved  sufficient  to  reduce  the  price  of  this 
species  of  property  so  much  that  he  bought  back  the  whole  again  for 
three  hnindred  pounds  per  lot,  leaving  a  net  pioflt  of  two  thousand 
pounds  on  the  whole.  This  land  operation  produced  quite  a  sensation 
among  the  Rhode  Island  farmers  of  that  day,  a.nd  is  occasionally  al- 
luded to  at  the  present  time  when  the  old  folks  get  talked  over.  Salt 
meadows  have  conrinued  to  decline  in  value  in  that  place  from  the 
period  spoken  of  to  the  present  time,  when  it  would  be  difficult  to  get 
a  purchaser  at  any  price,  so  that  Mr.  Borden's  only  error  consister  in 
buying  Lack  again  at  so  high  a  rate.  He  should  have  left  this  arrange- 
ment for  his  son  William  who  could  have  secured  the  whole  for  one- 
quarter  of  the  amount  his  father  paid.  Nevertheless,  Mr.  Borden  was 
highly  successful  in  his  operations  and  accumulated  a  goi.d  estate  which 
he  transmitted  to  his  descendants  who  were  always  lanked  among  the 
most  respectable  people  in  the  town.  To  his  son  John  he  g-ave  his 
homestead  with  all  his  lands  in  Portsmouth,  together  with  his  ferry- 
boats. To  Joseph  and  William  he  gave  the  Hog  Island  farm  to  be  di- 
vided  equally   between   them:    and   to   each   of   his  daughters,    Mary   and 
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Sarah,  he  gave  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds-;  the  balance  of  hi®  money 
went  to  his  sons.  Some  years  later  Joseph  sold  his  interest  in  Hog- 
Island  farm  to  his  brother  William,  and  bought  the  homestead  of  his 
father  and  the  whole  of  John's  share,  and  John  removed  to  Duchess 
County,  New  York.  The  old  family  seat  of  John  Borden  of  Quaker 
Hill  is  a  place  well  known.  It  contained,  a  few  years  ago,  two  houses 
near  each  other.  The  oldest  one,  which  has  been  taken  down  since  the 
death  of  the  lata  Mrs.  John  Borden  (for  she  would  never  consent  to 
its  removal  while  she  lived),  was  without  any  doubt  the  new  house 
which  Richard  Borden  built  and  gave  in  his  will  to  his  son  John."  The 
other  house,  though  almost  in  ruins  now,  was  called  the  new  house, 
but  there  is'  no  tradition  of  the  builder,   or  when   it  was  built. 

Thomas-  Borden  died  about  1745,  leaving  a  widow  much  younger  than 
himself.  She  subsequently  married  Chrisitopher  Turner  of  Dartmouth, 
a  widower  with  several  children.  One  of  Turner's  da'ughters-  married 
Thomas'  son  Joseph,  thus  forming  a  twofold  connection  between  the 
two  families."     S. 

41.  MARY,  l^orn  1684,  died  April  2,  1741.  She  married  Thomas  Potts, 
169S.  From  this  marriage  came  the  long  line  of  the  Potts  fan\ily  in 
America.  Thos.  Maxwell  Potte  of  C'anonsburgh,  Penn.,  has  lately  pub- 
lished a  work  entitled  "Historical  Collections  Relating  to  the  Potts 
Family   in    Great   Britain   and   America." 

42.  HOPE,  born  168.5,  March  3,  date  of  death  not  known.  She  married 
William  Almy,  Jr.,  of  Tiverton. 

4.3.  WILLIAM,  born  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I..  Aug  15,  1689,  died  174S  in 
North   Carolina. 

"He  married  Alice  Hull,  daughter  of  William  Hull,  Esq.,  of  James- 
town, R.  I.,  July  7,  1715,  at  the  Friends  Meeting-house  in  Newport. 
Among  the  witnesses  who  signed  the  marriage  certificate  were  ten 
Bordens,  viz:  Innocent,  Hope,  Mary,  Sarah,  Benjamin,  Abraham,  Ben- 
jamin, Elizabeth,  Richard  and  CTiristopher.  There  were  eight  HuUis: 
Catherine,  Sarah,  Elannah,  Robin,  John,  Alice,  Tedman  and  John. 
These  were  probably  all  very  near  relatives  of  the  married  couple  and 
to  each  other,  evincing  a  deep  sympathetic  interest  in  this  matrimonial 
connection  and  the  future  happiness  and  prosperity  of  their  friends. 

William  Borden  early  engaged  in  the  construction  of  vessels  at  New- 
port and  procured  his  luonber  and  plank  from  Tiverton,  making  his 
home  for  months  together  at  the  house  of  his  brother,  Richard,  about 
two  and  one-half  miles  south  of  Fall  River.  And  the  tradition  in  his 
family  is  that  his  son  William  was  born  in  Tiverton.  And  there  is  an 
entry  in  the  old  family  Bible  of  this  son,  made  by  himself,  .--tating  that 
"he  was  born  in  Tiverton.  R.  I."  The  records  of  that  day  ai-e  extremely 
deficient  in  regard  to  births,  marriages  and  deaths  of  the  permanent 
population  and  would  not  be  likely  to  notice  those  of  transient  persons. 

After  some  years  spent  in  this  employment,  feeling  more  and  more 
the  necessity  of  a  constant  supply  of  duck  for  sails,  he  turned  iris  at- 
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tention  to  this  also  as  a  necessary  Ijraneh  of  his  business,  and  having 
collected  what  information  he  co'Uld  on  the  subject,  he  concluded  that 
the  manufacture  of  duck  in  this  country  was  practicable  as  well  as 
desirable,  and  determined,  if  the  necessary  funds  could  be  procured,  to 
carry  on  the  work,  to  commense  the  undertaking-.  The  novelty  of  the 
thing  itself,  the  wants  of  the  shipping  interest,  and  the  credit  of  in- 
troducing a  new  branch  of  domestic  industry  and  thus  saving  at  home 
large  sums  which  then  were  sent  abroad  for  duck,  all  pressed  heavily 
■upon  his  mind  and  urged  him  to  engage  in  the  enterprise. 

He  first  presented  the  proposition  to  the  legislature  of  Rhode  Island 
who  favored  the  object  in  various  ways.  They  first  passt>'d  a  law 
granting  a  bounty  on  every  pound  of  flax  or  hemp  which  should  be 
raised  for  this  object.  They  then  gave  Mr.  Borden  the  exclusive  priv- 
ilege of  making  duck  for  ten  years.  They  offered  a  bounty  of  one 
pound  per  bolt  of  hemp  duck  made  by  him  that  should  equal  Holland's 
duck. 

Under  such  auspices  the  business  was  commenced.  Mr.  Borden  built 
the  duck  factory  at  Newport  in  1722,  got  it  into  operation  apparently  on 
his  own  responsibility  and  with  his  own  resources.  After  carrying  on 
the  business  three  years,  he  applied  to  the  state  for  a  loan  of  five  hun- 
dred pounds  for  three  years,  which  was  granted  him  on  a  mortgage  of 
real  estate.  This  loan  was  for  the  manufacture  of  duck  and  bore  date 
May,  1725.  Another  loan,  or  rather  an  advanje  of  three  hum! red  i-ounds 
for  the  same  purpose,  was  made  him  by  the  state  June,  1725.  on  the 
condition  that  he  should  manufacture  one  hundred  and  fifty  bolts  of 
duck  annually  for  the  colony.  After  this  the  business  seems  to  have 
progressed  without  any  further  legislative  aid  until  the  stock  of  liax 
and  hemp  deiclining  yearly,  an  act  was  passed  in  the  assembly  raising 
the  bounty  on  both  of  these  articles;  that  on  hemp  was  9d,  that  on 
flax  6d  jer  pound.     This,  act  passed  May  5,  1731. 

This  is  about  all  I  have  been  able  to  glean  of  this  enterprise.  I  judge 
that  he  was  successful  in  producing  a  good  article  of  duck,  but  the 
high  pirice  of  the  stock  for  the  manufacture  and  the  small  quantity 
produced  by  the  farmers,  left  but  a  small  margin  for  profit.  He  en- 
tered upon  his  new  enterprise  with  the  zeal  of  an  enthusiast  and  seema 
to  have  devoted  all  his  energy  to  promote  the  success  of  the  duck  man- 
ufacture. He  imported  laborers  from  E-urope,  who  had  been  brought 
up  in  the  business  and  who  were  intimately  acquainted  with  the  ma- 
chinery used  there  and  were  familiar  with  all  the  manipulations  nec- 
essary for  the  perfection  of  the  work;  still  he  found  himself  unable  to 
master  the  difficulties  of  his  position;  and  after  laboring  hard  for  teoi 
years  he  was  forced  by  circuanstances  he  could  not  control  to  abandon 
the  'undertaking. 

The  real  difficulties  seem  to  have  been  the  insufficiency  of  good  stock — 
the  high  price  of  labor  and  the  scarcity  of  good  help.  In  fact  the  move- 
ment was  premature,  the  country  was  not  then  prepared  for  it.  The 
enterprise  was   a  patriotic  one;    its  object  being  to   supply   a  great  na 
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tional  want  by  the  labor  of  our  own  citizens.  It  was  pursued  with  en- 
ergy, and  patronized  by  the  State  government,  but  the  farmers  found 
other  drops  more  easily  raised  and  better  adapted  to  their  soil,  requiring 
less  labor  to  prepare  them  for  the  market,  and  therefore  they  woula 
not  cultivate  more  land  in  hemp  or  flax  than  what  was  needed  for  the 
■iSupply  of  their  own  families.  The  rich  bottom  lands  of  Kentucky, 
Tennessee  and  other  western  States  which  now  produce  hemp  and  flax 
in  abundance  were  then  one  vast  wilderness  which  had  never  been  trod 
by  the  foot  of  a  white  man;  and  with  all  the  improvements  in  mechan- 
ism, the  manufacture  of  sail  duck  from  either  has  not  yet  beeoi  beg'un. 
Xiv.  Borden  disposed  of  the  duck  factory  about  1732  or  1733  and  in  the 
fall  embarked  for  North  Carolina  and 'settled  at  Core  Sound  on  a  river 
which  he  gave  the  name  of  Newport  River,  in  remembrance  of  the  town 
from  which  he  had  emigrated.  Here  at  a  point  near  Beaufort  he  formed 
a  Eiettlement  and  soon  commenced  b'uilding  vessels  for  his  friends  and 
customers  at  the  North.  And  he  soon  be  came  extensively  known,  both 
north  and  south,  as  William  Borden,  the  ship  builder.  He  was  the 
pioneer  in  this  business  at  the  soutli,  and  employed  a  large  numbar  of 
men  from  Rhode  Island  in  the  winter  season,  lumbering  and  building 
vessels,  year  after  year,  most  of  them  returning  before  the'  heat  of 
summer  had  become  oppressive.  Mr.  Borden  was  attracted  south  by  the 
excellence  and  cheapneas  of  the  lumber  of  thiait  country  and  its  clo«e 
proximity  to  hie  ship-yard;  and  many  othens  since  his  day  have  yielded 
to  the  same  temptation,  though  few  of  them  have  become  permanent 
citizens  of  the  south  I  i-ecently  saw  a  letter  dated  Core  Sound,  1752. 
It  was  signed  by  Hannah  Borden  and  directed  to  her  mother  then  a 
widow  living  in  Tiverton,  R.  I.  Hanah  was  a  Stafford  and  married 
Joseph  Borden,  the  son  of  John  Borden,  Jr.,  the  brother  of  the  above 
William  Bo:  den  Of  course  William  was  uncle  to  Joseph,  the  husband  of 
the  letter  writer,  and  this  connection  accounts  for  their  being  at  Core 
Sound  at  tha  .same  time.  In  1771  Hannah  came  to  Tiverton,  bringing 
her  daughter  Mary,  who  was  married  to  Samuel  Little,  the  son  of 
Fobes  of  Little  Compton.  Hannah  was  a  widow  then  and  resided 
at  Nixontom,   P'asquatank  County. 

By 'patient,  persevering  industry,  Mr.  Borden  accumulated  a  sufficiency 
for  himself  and  family.  He  left  a  son,  William,  and  four  daughters, 
Alice,  Catherine,  Hope  and  Hannah,  the  last  of  whom  was  born  in 
North  Carolina.  The  record  of  those  born  in  Rhode  Island  I  have  not 
been  able  to  find."  S. 
44.     BENJAMIN,  born  1692,  died  Nov.,  1743. 

Benja,min  was  born  in  Portsmouth,  1692,  but  the  precise  date  cannot 
be  found.  By  the  will  of  his  father  he  came  into  possession  of  five  hun- 
dred acres  of  land  in  Pennsylvania,  being  one-half  of  a  lot  of  one  thou- 
sand acres  purchased  by  his  father  and  divided  equally  between  his 
two  youngest  sons,  William  and  Benjamin.  That  he  was  a  favorite  of 
his  father  appears  from  a  condition  in  his  will  in  his  favor;  he  direoted 
"that  if  Thomas  dies  childle.ss,  the  homeste-ad  and  all  the  property  given 
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to  him  should  descend  to  Benjamin."  As  Benjamin  did  not  remain  long- 
in  Rhode  Island,  it  seems  probable  that  he  followed  the  tracks  of  his 
uncles  to  New  Jersey  and  Pennsylvania  which  still  presented  a  wide 
field  for  labor,  which  viould  enable  him  to  greatly  enlarg^e  his  means. 
He  did  not  settle  down  as  a  cultivator  of  the  soil  as  the  history  of  his 
future  operations  will  show.     S. 

Extract  from  Howe's  History  of  Virginia: 

"In  the  spring  of  the  year,  1737,  Hewas  (John  Lewis  ,who  settled  in 
the  valley  of  Virginia,  on  Middle  River),  on  a  visit  to  Williamsburg 
met  with  Benjamin  Burden  [Borden],  who  had  lately  come  over  as 
agent  for  Lord  Fairfax,  proprietor  of  the  Northern  Neck.  Burden  [Bor- 
den] accepted  Lewis's  invitation  to  accompany  him  to  his  new  home 
in  the  valley.  He  spent  several  months  with  his  friend,  exploring-  the 
country  and  hunting  buffalo  with  Lewis  and  his  sons,  Sam'uel  and  An- 
drew. But  he  was  a  more  prudent  hunter  than  Maekey  (ooniij;ininn 
of  Lewis).  The  party  happened  once  to  take  a  young  buffalo  calf,  which 
Samuel  and  Andrew  turned  and  gave  to  Burden,  to  take  with  him  to 
Williamsburg.  This  sort  of  animal  was  unknown  in  lower  Virginia;  the 
calf  would,  therefore,  be  an  interesting  object  of  curiosity  at  the  seat 
of  government.  Burden  presented  the  shaggy  monster  to  Governor 
Goooh.  The  Governor  was  so  delighted  with  this  rare  pot,  and  so 
pleased  with  the  donor,  that  he  promtly  favored  his  views  by  entering 
an  ordeir  in  his  official  book,  authorizing  Benjamin  Burden  [Borden]  to 
locate  500.000  acres  of  land,  or  any  less  quantity,  on  the  waters  of  the 
Shenandoah  and  the  James  rivers,  on  the  conditions  that  he  should  not 
interfere  with  any  previous  grants,  and  that  within  ten  years  he  should 
settle  at  least  one  hundred  families  on  the  located  lands.  On  these  con- 
ditions he  should  be  freely  entitled  to  1000  acresi  adjacent  to  every  house, 
with  the  privilege  of  entering  as  much  more  of  the  contiguous  lands  at 
one  shilling  per  acre. 

•'Burden  [Borden]  returned  forthwith  to  England  for  emigrants,  and 
the  next  year,  1737,  brought  over  upwards  of  one  hundred  families  to 
settle  on  the  granted  lands.  At  this  time  the  spirit  of  emigration  -was 
particularly  rife  among  the  Presbyterians  in  the  northern  parts  of  Ire- 
land and  Scotland  and  in  the  adjacent  parts  of  England.  Most  of  Bur- 
den's colonistsi  were  Irish  Presbyterians,  who,  being  of  Scotch  extrac- 
tion, were  often  called  Scotch-Irish.  A  few  of  the  pure  Scotch  and 
English  were  mixed  with  the  early  settlers,  but  all,  or  nearly  all,  of 
the  same  Presibyterian  stamp.  Among  the  primitive  emigrants  to  Bur- 
den's grant  we  meet  with  the  names  of  some  who  have  left  a  numer- 
ous posterity,  now^  dispersed  far  and  wide  from  the  Blue  Ridge  to  the 
Mississippi — such  as  Ephraim  McDowell,  Archibald  Alexander,  John 
Patton,   Andrew  Moore,   Hugh   Telford,   John   Matthews,    etc." 

Also  settled  on  Borden's  grant,  "the  Prestons,  the  Paxtons,  the  Lyles, 
the  Grigsbys,  the  Stewarts,  the  Crawfords,  the  Cummingses,  the 
Browns,  the  Wallaces  ,the  Wilsons,  the  Carutherses,  the  Campbells, 
the  McCampbells,  the  McClungs,  the  McCreas.  the  McKees,  the  Mc- 
Cowns,   etc." 
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Following  is  a  copy  of  a  copy  of  Benjamin  Borden's  will,  punctuated 
and  corrected  in   spelling: 

"In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  The  third  day  of  April,  ini  the  year  of 
oair  Lord  one  thoiisand  seven  hundred  and  forty-two,  I,  Benjamin 
Borden,  or  Orange  County,  in  Virginia,  yeoman,  being  in  good  state 
of  health  and  sound  mind  and  memory — thanksi  be  it  to  God  for  it — 
therefore,  calling  unto  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body,  I  do  make  this 
my  last  will  and.  tesitament;  that  is  tO'  say,  principally,  and  first  of  all, 
I  give- and  recommend  my  soul  unto  God  that  gave  it,  and  for  my  body 
I  reoon:imend  it  to  the  earth,  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian-like  manner 
at  the  discretion  of  my  executors,  nothimg  doubting  but  at  the  General 
Resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  samei  again  by  the  mighty  power  of 
God,  and  touching  such  worldly  estate  [asQ  it  hath  pleased  God  to 
bless  me  with  in  this  life,  I  give  and  disposie  of  the  Siame  in  manner 
and  form  following:  Imprimis,  I  will  all  the  funeral  charges  and  my 
juist  debts  should  be  paid  and  satisfied.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
Zeuriah  Borden,  my  wife,  all  the  improvements  and  what  lands  she  has 
or  shall  have  occasion  to  clear  as-  long  as  she  remains  my  widow;  and 
if  she  should  get  married,  then  she  shall  have  but  half  the  improve- 
ments and  what  land  she  and  her  husband  should  have  occasion  to 
clear  of  this  plantation  I  now  live  on  in  Orange  County,  in  Virginia,  on 
Spout  Run,  during  her  natural  life.  Item.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my 
son  Benjamin  Borden  and  my  son  John  Borden  and  my  son  Joseph 
Borden,  to  them  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  forever,  this  plantation, 
and  the  lot  on  the  said  Spout  Run  that  my  well  stands  on,  and  one 
hundred  and  fifty  acresi  I  have  agreed  to  rent  to  my  said  three  sons, 
to  be  equally  divided  betv^'een  my  son  Benjamin  and  my  son  John  and 
my  son  Joseph  Borden,  in  quality  to  be  divided  by  way  of  lots  drawing 
between  my  sons  Benjamin  and  John  and  Josieph  Borden,  guardians, 
that  is,  all  this  plantation  I  now  live:  on,  excepting  eight  hundred  acres 
I  give  toi  Edward  Rogos  and  his  wife  Hannah  Rogos  and  the  heirs  of 
her  body  forever,  and  five  hundred  acres  I  give  William  Yeamley 
[Feamley]  and  my  daughter  Marcy,  his  wife,  to  them  and  their  heirs 
forever.  Item.  I  giAre  to  my  daughter  Hannah  Rogos  but  five  shillings, 
she  having  her  portion  before.  My  will  is,  that  all  my  lands  and  estate 
that  I  have  in  New  Jersey  should  be  sold,  and  all  my  lands  on  Bull- 
skin  and  my  lands  on  South  Creek  and  North  Shenandoah,  and  ail  niy 
entries  everywhere,  and  all  my  lands  on  thei  waters  of  James  River 
should  be  sold  .excepting  five  thousand  acres  of  land  that  in  all  good 
I  give  to  five  of  my  daughters,  that  is,  Abigail  Worthington  and  Re- 
becca Bronson  and  to  Deboi'ah  B  rden  and  Lydia  Borden  and  to  Eliz- 
abeth Borden,  that  is  one  thousand  acres  of  good  land  apiece  to  every 
one  of  said  five  daughters  above  menticned,  to-  them  and  their  heirs 
and  assigns  forever;  and  all  the  rest  of  my  land  to  be  sold,  as  afore- 
said, excepting  this  I  now  live  on,  to  be  all  sold  and  equally  divided 
between  my  wife  and  my  son  Benjamin  and  my  son  John  and  my  son 
Joseph    and   my  daughter  AVjigail   Worthingtcnn   and    daughter   Rebecca 
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Bronson  and  my  daughter  Marcy  Yeamly  [Feamley]  and  my  [daughter] 
Deborah  Borden  a,nd  my  daughter  Elizabeth  and  my  daughter  Lydia 
Borden;  and  my  movables  to  l>e  divided  between  my  said  wite  and 
sons  Benjamin,  John  and  Joseph  Borden,  and  my  aforesaid  six  daugh- 
ters, Abigail,  Rebecca,  Marcy  and  Deborah,  Lydia  and  Elizabeth  Bor- 
den. First  before  my  movable  estate  be  divided,  there  must  be  taken 
out  my  great  brown  riding  horse  and  my  bay  mare  that  ca.ne  of  my 
[two  words  here  not  decipherable]  Mag  [or  May],  and  the  best  bed, 
with  furniture,  be  it  good,  that  I  have  in  the  house,  that  I  give  to  my 
wife  first  of  all;  the  rest  to  be  equally  between  my  wife  and  my  afore- 
said three  sons  and  six  daughters  aforesaid  divided.  I  constitute  and 
appomt  my  wife  exeoutrix,  and  my  son  Benjamin  and  my  son-in-ia\v 
"U'illiam  Feamley  executors  of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  and  to 
execute  deeds  for  the  lands  I  have  sold  and  ordered  to  be  sold.  This 
will  I  publish  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament,  and  all  other  wills 
made  by  me  void.  [Here  follows  mention  of  some  interlinings  and 
erasures,  maae  beioi-e  sealing  and  signing.]. 
[Signed.]  BENJN.    BORDEN.    (Seal.) 

Here  follows  the  names  of  five  witnesses. 

Proved  amd  admitted  to  record  "at  court  held  for  Frederick  Coamty 
on  Friday,   the  9th  dav  of  December,  1743." 

The  name  written  "Yeamley"  several  times  in  the  will  and  only  once 
"Feamley"  should  p€Thaps  be  the  latter.  It  is  written  William  Feam- 
ley in  some  of  the  court  records.  The  first  copyist  likely  mistook  the 
"F"   for  a  "Y.". 

It  .s  worthy  of  note  that  Benjamin  Borden,  the  elder  makes  in  his 
will  mention  of  no  negroes  or  slaves.  The  inference  then  is  that  he 
owined   none. 

As  stated  in  his  will,  his  wife's  given  name  was  Zeuriah,  which 
would  indicate  that  she  was  a  New  England  woman. 

It  is  said  that  he  first  went  to  Virginia  in  1732.  By  a  grant  dated 
June  12,  1734,  1122  acres  of  land,  lying  "on  the  western  side  of  the 
Shenandoah  River,  in  the  county  to  be  called  the  county  ot  Orange." 
were  patented  to  Benjamin  Borden,  Andrew  Hampton  and  David  Grif- 
fith. It  was  in  1736  that  he  obtained  his  large  grant  from  Governor 
Gooch,  and  in  1737  that  he  settled  on  it  ten  firsit  colonists. 

Benjamin  Borden  died  in  1743,  between  October  21st  and  December 
9th,  most  likely  in  November  of  that  year.  Evidently  he  was  a  man  of 
good  address  and  of  great  courage,  energy  and  enterprise.  It  would 
appear  that  he  crossed  the  ocean  at  least  twice,  to  visit  England  on 
matters  of  business.  As  an  explorer  he  must  have  ridden  hundreds  of 
miles  in  a  wild,  unsettled  country  through  timckless  forests,  doubtless 
often  in  i>eril  by  lurking  savage  foes..  He  seems  to  have  had  the  Eng- 
lish love  of  broad  estates,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Only  some 
seven  years  after  he  obtained  his  conditional  grant  from  Governor 
Gooch,  he  owned,  it  has  been  stated,  130,000  acres  of  land  m  Virginia 
and  New  Jersey.  According  to  court  records,  he  "was  poss-sssed  of 
92,000  acres  of  land  on  the  waters  of  the 'James  River."     Becmise  of  his 
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associations  with  Lord  Fairfax,  he  was  Icnown  as  "Fairfax  Ben."'  The 
alliterative  saying-,  "As  good  as  Ben  Borden's  bill"  (P'ronounced  Bur- 
den), handed  down  by  those  who  had  dealing's  with  him,  and  not  only 
common  in  the  valley  of  Virg-inia,  but  often  heard  in  other  parts  of 
the  country,  is  a  monument  to  the  integrity  of  his  char.ioter  "more 
lasting-  than   brass." 

Wm.  A.  Obenchain,  A.  M.,  president  of  Ogden  College,  Bowling 
Green,  Ky.,  gives  the  following  account  of  the  litigation  concerning  the 
distribution   of   the  estate   of   Benjamin   Borden: 

"Not  only  according-  to  family  tradition,  but  as  is  shown  by  the  records 
of  the  Chancery  Court,  in  Statinton,  Virg-inia,  the  history  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  large  estate  left  by  Benjamin  Borden,  the  elder, 
plain  "yeoman,"  as  he  styled  himself  in  his  -wrill,  is  a  history  of  reck- 
less management,  injustice  and  wrong.  Benjamin  Borden,  Jr.,  "g-ent," 
the  eldest  son  of  the  testator,  and  one  of  the  three  executors  named 
in  the  will,  seems  to  have  taken  upon  himself  the  exclusive  manage- 
ment of  the  estate.  He  is  said  to  have  become  intemperate  and  to  have 
squandered  a  large  part  of  it  before  his  death.  Certain  it  is,  he  was 
in  no  hurry  to  make  a  division  among  the  heirs.  On  Feb.  19,  1750, 
more  than  six  yearsi  after  her  father's  death,  Deborah  wrote  her  brotlier 
a  brief  letter  in  which,  after  addressing  him  as  "Loving  Brother," 
sending  love  and  greetings  to  him  and  his  family,  and  entreating  him 
to  "come  down"  by  March,  she  said:  "Brother  Joseph  has  chosen  him 
a  guardian,  and  I  and  my  brothers  are  great  sufferers  b.v  its  [the  es- 
tate's] not  being  divided  sooner.  Therefore  I  desire  you  would  make 
no   long-er  delay." 

In  1753,  three  years  after  this  letter  was  written,  Benjamin  Borden, 
Jr.,  died  of  smallpox,  and  still  no  division  of  the  estate  had  been  made. 
His  mother  had  died  a  few  days  before,  of  the  siame  disease. 

The  marriage  in  the  following  year,  1754,  of  Benjamin  Bord.:»n's 
widow,  Mag-dalen,  to  John  Bowyer,  and  the  marriag-e  some  years  later 
of  his  widowed  daugihter — his  only  surviving  child,  Martha  Hawl.ins, 
to  Robert  Harvey,  complicated  matters  all  the  more.  Archibald  Alex- 
ander and  Magdalen  Borden  were  the  executors  of  Benjamin  Borden, 
Jr.'s  will,  John  Bowyer,  after  his  marriage,  appears  to  have  acted  for 
his  wife  and  sold  slome  of  the  land.  As  shown  by  the  records,  a  g-ood 
deaJ  of  it  was  sold  also  by  Benjamin  Hawkins  and  Martha,  his  wife, 
and  afterward®  by   Robert  Harvey  and  Martha. 

According  to  testimony  now  on  record,  Benjamin  Borden,  Jr.,  started 
out  soon  after  his  father's  death  to  buy  up,  "at  his  own  price,"  the  in- 
terests of  his  sisters  in  the  estate,  sometimes  coupling  his  efforts  with 
terrible  threats.  With  some  of  them  he  had  in  a  manner  succeeded, 
owing"  doubtless  to  the  dire  extremity  to  which  they  appear  to  have 
been  reduced  by  the  delay  in  the  division  of  the  estate.  One  of  these 
deeds  bears  date  as  early  as  Sept.  17,  1745. 

Robert  Harvey  and  his  wife  claimad  a  good  deal  of  the  estate  under 
thei'e    alleged   sales    to    Benjamin    Borden,    but    they    were    defeated    in 
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every  case  when  tried  by  law.  It  is  curious  to  note  that  Harvey,  in 
some  of  hijs  suite  at  least,  styled  Benjamin  Borden,  Jr.,  "eldest  son 
and  hier"  (1st  Leigh,  Virginia,  Reports;  Harvey  vs.  Bronson.  Bronson 
had  married  Rebecca  Borden).  Har\'ey  had  perhaps  persuaded  himself 
that,  by  the  law  of  primogeniture,  his  wife's  father  was  entitled  to  all 
the  landed  estate,  in  spite  of  Benjamin  Borden,   Sr.'s  will. 

Defeated  in  bis  efforts  to  establish  these  claims,  Harvey  appears  to 
have  resiorted  to  less  creditable  methods  to  secure  the  coveted  land.  In 
1st  Munford,  Virginia  Reports,  in  Peck  (or  Beck)  vs.  Hai-vey,  it  is 
shown  that  in  1797  Robert  Harvey  inveigled  Jacob  Beck  and  Lydia,  his 
wife,  into  signing  a  deed  already  prepared,  making  the  consideration 
four  hundred  pounds,  and  paying  cash  eighteen  pounds.  It  is  also 
show  that  the  land  was  worth  between  two  thousand  Ave  nundred  and 
three  thousand  pounds;  that  in  1797  Jacob  Beck  was  about  100  years 
of  age,  and  that  his  wife  Lydia  was  about  SO:  and  that  they  were 
then  poor  and  in  their  dotage.  Their  marks  were  made  to  the  deeds, 
but  it  was  proved  in  court  that  they  could  write.  Deed  set  aside  in 
the  lower  court  and  decision  affirmed  But,  owing  to  the  delay  of  jus- 
tice, the  final  decision  in  this  case  w^as  not  rendered  until  lonj;  after 
the  original   plaintiffs  were  both  dead. 

After  Hong  years  of  weary  waiting,  the  other  heirs,  or  their  children 
in  order  to  recover  their  Interests  in  the  estate  of  Benjamin  Borden, 
the  elder  was  compelled  to  file  suits  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in 
Staomton,  Va.,  some  of  which  have  exceeded  in  duration  Dickin'e  fa- 
mous case  of  Jarndyce  vs.  Jarndyce,  if  they  have  not  equaled  it  in 
results. 

In  these  suits  it  was  shown  that  a  great  deal  of  the  land  had  been 
sold  by  the  "executors"  at  less  than  half  its  value  at  the  time  of  sale 
According  to  the  report  returned  by  commissiioners  in  1S03,  in  the  suit 
of  Joseph  Borden  vs.  John  Bowyer.  Robert  Harvey  and  others,  lij.930 
acres  of  the  estate  had,  up  to  that  time,  been  sold.

It  is  not  unlikely  that  some  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  estate  was 
never  sold  at  all,  that  is,  that  some  of  it  is  held  today  by  tiller  that 
cannot  be  traced  back  to  the  original  grantee. 

Then,  as  if  to  cap  the  climax,  after  some  of  the  heirs  had  won  their 
cases,  in  long  and  tedious  suits,  thousands  upon  thousands  of  dollars, 
some  of  the  proceeds  of  sales  ordered  by  the  court,  were  lost  In  the 
hands  of  commissioners,  as  I  was  informed  a  few  years  ago  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court  in  Staunton,  Va.,  because  of  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil 
"War  before  a  division  was  made  among  the  heire,  and  the  destruction 
of  property  and  values,  and  the  consequent  failure  of  the  secua'ities, 
brought  about   by  that  terrible  conflict. 

If    some    of    these    suits,    begun    over    a   hundred    years    ago,    are    not 
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still  pending-  in  the  Chancery  Court,  at  Staunton,  Va.,  it  is  because 
they  have  been  dismissed  from  the  docket  within  the  last  few  years." 

The  early  historians  of  Virginia  speak  of  the  emigrants  brought  to 
Virginia  by  Benjamin  Borden  as  "moral  in  their  deportment,  indus- 
trious and  frugal  in  their  habits,  intelligent  in  their  conceptimis,  and 
fixed  and  determined  m  their  religious  principles.  Most  of  Mr.  Borden's 
emigrants  were  Irish  Presbyterians  from  the  north  o-f  Ireland,  who, 
being  of  Scottish  extraction,  were  denominated  Scotch-Iris.h,  but  are 
now  known  in  this  country  as  Protestant-Irish,  widely  differing-  in  char- 
acter from  the  Catholic-Irish  of  the  southern  counties.  The  remainder 
of  them  were  from .  Scotland  and  the  north  of  England.  The  wisdom 
of  this  selectiou  is  apparent  on  the  face  of  the  narrative,  for  though 
they  came  from  places  remote  from  each  other  and  represent  thr-ee 
nation alitieis.  Irish,  Scotch  and  Eug-lish,  the  same  caste  of  religion 
pervaded  each  district  from  which  they  all  came.  And  therefore  they 
could  unite  in  the  same  church,  attend  upon  the  ministry  of  the  same 
person,  and  commune  at  the  same  table.  This  was  therefore,  no  ele- 
ment of  discord  among  them  either  civil  or  relig-ious.  They  met  as 
brethren  of  the  samei  church  in  England,  and  on  their  arrival  here, 
they  settled  down  into  a  quiet  and  peaceful  community." 

And  the  historian  adds  concerning  them:  "No  one  acauainted  with 
the  indomitable  spirit  of  John  Knox,  the  Scotch  reformer,  can  fail 
to  recognize  their  relaticnship."  They  no  sooner  found  a  home  in 
America  than  they  betook  themselves  to  building-  houses,  planting  or- 
chards and  cultivating-  their  lands,  like  men  determined  to  provide  for 
their  families  all  that  was  necessary  for  their  comfort  and  happiness. 
They  showed  less  disposition  than  the  Eng-lish  to  hunt  g-ame  or  engiage 
in  trallic  and  speculative  enterprisee."  Without  being  dull  and  phleg- 
matic, they  were  sober  and  thoughtful,  keeping  their  native'  energy  of 
feeling  under  restraint,  and  therefore  capable,  when  exigencies  oc- 
curred, of  calling  forth  exertions  as  strenuous  as  the  occasion  required. 
As  Presbyterians,  neither  they  -nor  their  fathers  would  submit  to  an 
ecclesiastical  hierarchy,  and  their  detestation,  of  civil  tyranny  de- 
scended to  them  from  the  covenanters  of  Scotland.  Another  charac- 
tristic  of  these  people  was  their  rigid  Calvanistic,  or  as  some  would 
call  it,  their  Puritanical  morality.  Some  of  the  churches  built  by  this 
first  emigrating  party  still  remain  as  standing  monuments  of  their 
pious  zeal  and  persevering-  labors.  In  erecting  some  of  these  houses 
for  religious  worship,  it  is  said  that  the  females  of  the  parish  volun- 
teered their  services  to  collect  the  sand  needed  to  make  the  mortar 
and  to  transport  it  in  sacksi  upon  horses  several  miles;  while  the  men 
gathered  the  stones  and  laid  up  the  walls  of  the  edifice;  thus  secur- 
ing for  themselves  permanent  accommodations  for  religious  worship, 
instead  of  building  with  log®  which  would  soon  rot  down. 

"Benjamin  Borden  left  the  family  here  (in  New  England)  at  an  early 
period,  and  does  not  appear  ag-ain  on  the  records  of  his  native  town, 
and   seems   to   have   been   lost    to   the   descendants   of   his    brothers   and 
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sisters  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island;  but  his  brother  William  removed 
from  Newport  to  Core  Sound  in  North  Carolina,  and  the  two  brothers 
corresponded  together  and  probably  conferred  with  each  other,  and 
it  was  throuig-hi  a  descendant  of  "William  that  the  position  and  history 
of  Benajmin  was  first  made  known.  But  thoug-h  nothing  is  known 
of  him  in  New  England  beside  his  birth  and  parentage,  I  find  that  he 
was  well  and  favorably  known  to  all  the  writers  of  Virginia's  history, 
to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  all  that  1  have  written  concerning  hirn. 
And  if  any  praise  is  due  to  those  who  led  the  Pilgrims'  from  England 
to  Holland  and  afterwards  from  Holland  to  America,  this  action  of 
Mr.  Borden  deserves  a  prominent  place  in  our  admiration;  and  his 
memory  and  high  position  in  our  recollections  of  the  descendants  of 
Richard  Borden  of  Portsmouth,  the  grandfather  of  Benjamin  Borden 
of  Virginia.  For  when  the  government  of  Virginia  joined  the  cotton 
States  of  the  south  and  organized  armies  to  establish  a  despotic  gov- 
ernment on  the  basis  of  slavery,  the  inhabitants  of  "Western  VivKinia, 
true  to  the  principles  of  their  fathers  and  their  own  native  instincts, 
refused  to  take  part  with  the  rebels.  They  at  once  organized  their 
counties  into  an  independent  State  and  sought  to  be  recognized  as  such. 
They  were  joyfully  received  by  Congress  and  granted  al'l  the  immuni- 
ties and  privileges  of  the  other  free  States.  Now  if  the  question  be 
asked,  why  did  these  counties  remain  faithful  to  the  Union  when  their 
own  State  government  and  so  large  a  portion  of  the  south  and  west- 
ern States  cast  off  their  allegiance,  or  only  gave  a  meagre  support 
to  the  government — the  only  true  answer  which  can  be  given  isi  this: 
Their  ancestorsi  were  an  intelligent,  pious  and  ardent  Christian  peo- 
ple, who  feared  God  and  respected  the  rights  of  others.  They  were 
ever  opposed  to  negro  slavery  and  all  its  attending  evils.  Their  chil- 
dren had  been  religiously  educa.ted  by  their  parents  and  were  deeply 
imbued  with  their  sentiments.  And  when  some  of  their  citizens^  l.egan 
to  introduce  slavery  among  them  they  tried  to  separate  from  The  slave 
portion  of  the  State  and  to  organize  as  a  free  State.  They  did  not 
succeed  at  the  time.  But  when  the  day  of  deliverance  came,  they 
rushed  to  join  the  liberating  forces,  and  aided  in  extinguishing  the 
fires  which  slave  holders  had  kindled.  The  judicious  course  of  Mr.  Bor- 
den in  selecting  such  materials  as  he  did  for  the  basis  of  his  colony 
gave  a  decided  character  to  Western  Virginia.  The  first  emigrants 
were  true  men;  those  who  followed  them  in  long  siuccession  were  their 
former  neighbors,  acquaintances,  relatives  and  friends  of  the  same 
church,  and  these  spread  over  these  counties'  gave  as  decided  character 
to  these  counties  as  the  Pilgrims  did  to  New  England.  Their  isola- 
tion secured  them  very  much  from  the  introduction  of  vicious  people, 
and  their  strict  morality  disgusted  and  drove  away  those  who  may 
have  ventured  among  tJiem. 

The  grant  to  Mr.  Borden  was  between  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains 
and  the  Alleghenies  on  the  headwaters  of  the  Shenandoah  and  James 
rivers.     It  comprised  Rockbridge  County    and    parts    of      some    others 
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prolmbly.  The  celebrated  Natural  Bridge  of  A^riginia  is  in  this 
county,  and  g-ives  to  it  the  name.  This  bridg-e  of  course  was  once  his 
property. 

There  is  one  fact  more  concerning  Mr.  Borden  which  deserves  a 
notice  as  it  will  illustrate  his  character  and  position  in  Virginia,  as 
well  as  the  great  respect  shown  him  by  the  people.  In  his  time  there 
was.  very  little  money  in  the  State,  so  that  all  trade  was  carried  on 
by  barter  and  the  price  of  tobacco  was  the  standard  of  valuation  foi' 
all  merchandise;  the  Legislature  in  imposing  fines  and  penalties  recog- 
nized this  as  the  legal  currency  by  ordering  them  to  be  collected  in 
tobacco.  All  fines  imposed  called  for  a  certain  quantity  of  tobacco, 
more  or  less,  according  to  the  magnitude  of  the  offense.  It  is  said 
that  Mr.  Borden  was  a  purchaser  and  shipper  of  tobacco  which,  m  hia 
time,  was  the  principal  article  of  export  of  that  State.  He  often  pur- 
chased and  paid  in  notes  of  hand  on  time  which  were  payable  to  bearer 
which  made  them  negotiable  and  good  in  any  person's  hands,  and  were 
used  oftentimes  in  the  purchase  of  goods  or  in  the  settlement  of  debts. 
This  was  found  to  be  a  great  convenience  and  in  process  of  time,  he 
was  importuned  by  the  people  to  increase  these  issues  in  small 
amounts  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public.  These  notes  went  into 
the  hands  of  the  people,  and  the  tobacco  to  England  and  the  remit- 
tances  for  the  sales  of  tobacco  usually  preceded  the  presentation  of 
the  notes.  Such  wa^  the  popularity  and  acknowledged  ability  of  Mr. 
Borden  that  the  people  held  on  to  his  notes  as  long  as  they  held  to- 
gether, and  only  then  would  they  part  with  them.  The  circulation  of 
the&e  bills,  as  they  were  called,  extended  throughout  Virginia  and 
North  Carolina  and  even  to  this  day  may  be  heard  there  the  oft- 
repeated  declaration'  "this  bill  or  this  man's  note,  is  just  as  good  as 
Ben  Borden's  money,"  which  was  the  highest  assurance  that  could  be 
given."     S.

Benjamin  Borden  is  styled  "a  weaver"  in  a  deed  which  he  received 
from  John  Fenwick  for  200  acres  of  land  at  Middleton.  The  deed  was 
dated  February  28,  1697,  and  its  pompous  style  saifficiently  displaysi  the 
arrogance  of  the  times  and  the  true  character  of  Lord  John  Fenwick 
in  parti oul-ar.  He  begins  his  deed  to  Mr.  Borden  as  follows:  "I,  John 
Fenwick,  one  of  the  Lords  Absolute,  or  chief  proprietor  of  the  Province 
of  NeAV  Ceserea  or  New  Jersey,  particular  of  Fenwick's  colony,  etc."

Gordon,  in  his  "Hisitory  of  New  Jersey,"  says  of  triis  Josepli  Borden 
that  he  was  an  early  emigrant  to  the  State  and  by  the  record  of  deeds 
I  find  that  hl«  residence  was  in  Notting-ham,  Burlington  County.  In  a 
deed  of  land  conveyed  to  him  February  8,  1731,  he  was  styled  "Joseph 
Borden,  Esq.,  of  Nottingham,"  another  deed  May  24,  1746,  he  bears  the 
same  designation.  Buit  in  1750  he  is  styled  Joseph  Borden,  Esq.,  of  Bor- 
dentown.  The  brick  house  which  he  built  for  his  own  residence  etill 
bears  the  date,  1750,  and  there  ie  a  deed  on  the  records  of  a  house-lot 
in  Bordentown,  on  Main,  now  Grove  street,  which  he  sold  June  20,  1750. 
These  dates  seem  to  decide  the  point  as  to  when  Bordentown  was 
founded  and  by  whom.  Mr.  Borden  laid  out  several  other  house-lots 
on  Main  street  which  he  gave  to  his  daughters  in  his  will  vhicli  was 
dated  July  16,  1763,  and  proved  1768.  His  family  then  consisted  of  one 
son,  since  known  as  the  Bon.  Col.  Joseph  Borden  of  Bordentown,  and 
five  daughtei's  as  named  by  himself:  Rebecca  Brown,  Hannah  I.iaw- 
rence  Elizabeth  Douglass,  wife  of  John,  Ann  Potts  and  Amey  Potts.  To 
these  he  gave  liberal  legacies,  including  their  children,  and  to  his  son 
Joseph,  who  appears  to  have  been  the  the  eldest,  he  gave  the  residue  of 
his  estate. 

Mr.  Borden  died  1765,  in  his  seventy-third  year  according  to  his  grave- 
stone; and  having  lived  seventy-two  years  his  birth  must  have  oc- 
curred in  1693.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  which  he  had  himself 
selected  for  this, purpose  on  the  banks  of  tne  Delaware  River  at  the 
western  terminus  of  the  present  Church  street.  His  eon  JoseD.h  lies 
at  his  right  hand  and  two  other  Bordens  on  his  left,  Joseph,  Jr.,  who 
died  October  16,  1788,  in  hi®  thirty-third  year,  and  Ann  Borden,  who 
died  March  11,  1774.  It  will  be  seen  that  Joseph  Borden,  Esq.,  lived  to 
see  the  organization  of  the  first  American  Congress  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  witness  the  honors  conferred  upon  his  son  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty  on  that  occasion. 

"Bordentown  was  founded  by  Mr.  Joseph  Borden,  an  early  settler  here, 
and  a  distinguished  citizen  of  the  State,  and  has  borne  his  name  for 
nearly  a  century;  the  site  is  perhaps  the  most  beautiful  on  the  Dela- 
ware a,nd  the  village  is  alike  remarkable  for  its  healthfulness,  cleanll- 
nes  and  the  neatness  of  its  dwellings." — Thomas  F.  Gordon's  History  of 
New  Jersey. 

In  Swank's  "History  of  Iron  in  All  Ages,"  2nd.,  182,  p.  157,  is  the  fol- 
lowing communication  from  Austin  N.  H-ungerford:  "In  1722  the  erec- 
tion of  a  bloomary  forge  was  undertaken  by  Isaac  Horner,  Daniel 
Parnsworth  and  Joseph  Borden.  On  the  west  side  of  Black's  Creek, 
which  rises  near  Georgetown,  in  Burlington  County,  and  runs  a  north- 
easterly course  between  Mansfieild  and  Chesterfield,  townships  and 
empties  into  the  Delaware  at  Bordentown.  On  February  1,  1725,  the 
partly  erected  forge  with  the  property  connected  with  it  was  conveyed 
by  the  three  proprietors  to  Thomas  Potts,  a  son-in-law  of  Joseph  Bor- 
den.    On  the  same  day  he  conveyed  one  undivided  half  of  the  property 
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fourth  to  John  Allen,  Potts,  retaining-  a  one-fo'urth  interest  for  himself. 
to  Col.  Daniel  Coxe  (of  whom  mention  is  maide  that  he  had  been  in- 
terested in  the  manufactuire  of  iron  for  several  years),  and  one- 
The  forge  was  completed  in  the  summer  of  1725,  and  was  probably 
operated  for  a  few  years,  but  no  account  of  it  hasi  been  obtained.  The 
property  afterwards  passed  into  the  possession  of  a  Mr.  Lewie  of 
Philadelphia.  Thomas  Potts  had  emigrated  in  the  "Shield,"  which 
broug-ht  so  many  emigrants  to  West  Jersey.

Matthew  was  the  son  of  Abraham,  Sr.,  born  in  Newport  and  first 
married  Sarah  Whipple,  daughter  of  Joseph,  October  15,  1749,  and 
after  her  death  he  married  Mary  Borden,  the  widow  of  his  cousin  Capt. 
Thomas  Borden,  the  son  of  Joseph.  The  history  of  this  family  is 
very  obscure,  owing  to  the  loss  O'f  the  records  of  Newport.  But  the 
census  taken  by  the  colonial  government  of  Rhode  Island  in  1774,  shows 
that  Matthew  was  then  dead,  and  that  his  widow,  Mary  "Borden,  then 
had  three  males  and  four  females  in  her  family.  If  all  these  were 
the  children  of  Matthew  they  may  have  been  by  one  or  lioth  of  his 
wives,  and  the  males  may  have  been  either  sons  or  sons-in-law  of 
Matthew.

By  him  she  had  seven  children;  one  son,  Samuel  Rodman  of 
New  Bedford,  deceased,  and  six  daughters,  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Nancy, 
Hannah,  Sarah,  Charity.  Samuel  Rodman  marrying  Elizabeth  Rotch 
of  Nantucket,  daughter  of  William,  and  his  sister,  Elizabeth  Rodman 
marrying  William  Rotch,  Jr.  All  their  descendants  may  be  reckoned 
among    those    of   Abraham    Borden,    Sr.,    of    NeAvport.       They  settled    in 
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New  Bedford  many  years  ago,  and  have  long  been  ranked  among  its 
most  distinguished  citizens.  Their  enterprising  zeal  and  personal 
energy  and  capital  has  done  much  toward  building  up  the  town  and 
stimulating  others  in  the  pursuit  of  wealth.  Samuel  Rodman  was 
educated  in  the  couinting  room  of  Aaron  Lopez  at  Newport,  and  for 
many  years  was  his  confadential  clerk.  After  the  death  of  Lopez,  in 
1779,  and  the  seizure  of  his  property  by  the  British  at  Newport,  Mr. 
Rodman  removed  to  Worcester  county,  in  Massachusetts,  with  his 
mother  and  sisters.  After  a  few  years  they  removed  to  Nantucket, 
and  from  thence  to  New  Bedford.  Mr.  Rodman  invested  largely  in 
the  Pocasset  Manufacturing  Company  of  Flail  River,  Mass."     S.

He  learned  the  trade  of  a 
clothier,  and  while  quite  yo'ung  carried  an  that  business  in  the  old 
fulling  mill  Ijuilt  by  Col.  Benjamin  Church  on  the  Fall  River  near  to 
the  head  of  the  Great  F'alls.  He  pui'sued  his  business  with  diligence, 
and  there  being  no  competing  establishment  near  him,  soon  obtained 
a  good  run  of  business,  as  it  was  the  custom  in  those  days  for  every 
family  to  manufacture  their  own  woolen  clothes,  which  requried  full- 
ing and  dressing  by  those  who  understood  the  business. 

Joseph  Borden  married  Abigail  Russel  of  Dartmouth,  June  24,  1730; 
she  was  a  sister  of  Caleb  Russell,  who,  April  2,  1734,  married  his 
sister  Rebecca,  and  who,  in  1640,  '  became  the  guardian  of  Joseoh's 
children.  Mr.  Borden  was  now  very  pleasantly  situated,  his  father 
had  given  him  a  deed  of  one-half  of  the  water  power  on  the  south 
side  of  the  river  from  the  foot  of  the  Great  Falls  to  the  main  road, 
together  with  the  half  of  all  the  buildings  upon  the  adjoining  lands. 
and  in  1732,  by  the  will  of  his  father,  proved  July  25,  the  other  half 
of  this  property  was  given  to  him,  besides  other  landed  estate.  At 
this  time  he  had  two  children,  Abraham  and  Patience,  and  no  doubt 
was  looking  forward  with  pleasing  anticipation  to  the  future.  But 
God,  without  whose  notice  not  a  sparrow  falleth  to  the  ground,  had 
marked  out  for  him  a  different  course.  P5e  was  permitted  to  enjoy 
his  prosperity  but  little  more  than  two  years  after  the  death  of  his 
father,  when  he  was  suddenly  struck  down  in  a  moment.  "r^e  v.'as 
working  alone  in  his  mill  at  the  time,  and  it  is  supposed  that  in  at- 
tempting   to   adjust    some   part    of    the    machinery   he    received    a    blow 
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which  instantly  killed  him.  He  was  found  lying  upon  the  floor,  and 
the  mill  running  at  the  usual  speed.  Nothing-  further  than  this  was 
known  by  his  family  and  friends  concerning  his  death.  He  left  four 
children,  all  too  young  to  realize  the  magnitude  of  their  loss,  or  to  do 
anything,  for  many  years,  to  repair  it  or  manage  for  themselves.  The 
death  of  Mr.  Borden  was  entered  on  the  records  of  the  Friends' 
Monthly  Meeting  at  Newport  as  occurring  December,  1736.       His  widow 

married   a    young 'man   by   the   name   of  Jencks,    who    was   an   aD- 

prentice  to  her  husband,  who  continued  the  business,  and  greatly  as- 
eisted  her  in  managing  the  estate  of  Mr.  Borden  and  in  bringing  up 
his  children,  until  the  eldest  son,  Abraham,  was  old  enoui^h  to  take 
charge   of   it.       He,    too.   became   a  clothier. 

Joseph  Borden  and  his  family  were  members  of  the  Friends'  Society 
in  Tiverton.  Caleli  Flussell  cf  Dartmouth  was  appointed  ,!=fanrdian  of 
the  children  of  Joseph  Borden  of  Tiverton,  being  minors  under 
14  years  of  age,  October  21,  1740.  As  this  was  done  by  the  Town 
Council  of  Tiverton,  and  Mrs.  Borden's  house  stood  on  the  south  bank 
of  the  river,  it  seems  that  the  boundary  line  between  the  Freeman's  and 
Pocasset  purchases  were  fully  recognized  at  that  day.  Under  the 
management  of  Caleb  Russell  and  Abraham  Borden,  the  estate  of 
Joseph  was  preserved  intact,  and  descended  to  the  two  sons  of  Abra- 
ham, Simeon  Boiden  and  Perry  Borden,  who  also  left  it  to  their  heirs 
with  the  single  exception  of  the  upper  dam,  which  was  sold  to  the 
Troy  Manufacturing  Company  about  1812  by  the  widow  of  Simeon. 

Joseph's  two  daughters  both  married;  Patience  married  Hon. 
Tbomas  Durfee,  Esq.,  August  9,  1747,  and  had  twelve  children,  eight 
s  ns  and  four  daughters.  Peace  married  Joseph  Borden,  son  of  Wfl- 
liam,  and  had  fourteen  children,  nine  sons  and  five  daughters,  making 
twtnty-six  children  born  of  these  two  sisters,  while  the  two  brothers' 
tamilies  contained  only  three  each,  and  six  in  all,  and  of  them  tliere 
were  only  two,  Simeon  and  Perry,  to  continue  the  male  line  of  Joseo-h 
Borden;  and  the  case  is  still  the  same  in  the  present  gener.ttion,  the 
Hen.  Nathaniel  B.  Borden  having  left  but  two  sons,  and  his  brother 
Simeon  dying  unmarried.  But  the  children  of  Joseph's  two  daughters 
all,  with  one  exception,  living  to  a  marriageable  age,  and  have  left  a 
numerous   nosterity."     S. 

138.  SAMUEL,  born  Oct.  25,  1705;  married  Peace  Mumford  of  Exeter, 
R.  I.,  about  1735.  "P3is  opportunity  for  an  education  was  the  same 
as  larmers'  boys  usually  receive,  hard  work  in  the  spring,  summer 
and  fall,  and  a  little  schooling  in  the  winter,  when  it  is  not  good  log'- 
ging,  (11  the  family  Avanted  firewood  drawn  to  the  door.  But  amid  all 
these  hindrances,  by  degrees  he  acquired  the  rudiments  of  a  common 
school  education,  to  which  he  afterwards  added  a  good  knowledge  of 
the  art  of  surveying,  which  he  might  have  obtained  from  his  fatler, 
who  was  a  practical  and  not  a  theoretical  mathematician  mei-elv. 
Indeed,  it  seems  to  me  now,  after  scanning  the  lives  of  so  nany  <)f  the 
old  Bordens,  that  a  knowledge  of  survS'ying  was  deemed  by  them  to  be 
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the  ne  plus  ultra  in  the  education  of  their  sons,  and  conseq'uently  sur- 
veying seems  to  have  become  a  Borden  accomplishment  from  genera- 
tion to  generation  from  Richard  Bo'rden,  the  first  emigrant  to  Rhode 
Island,  down  to  Simeon  Borden,  Esq.,  his  descendant  of  the  sixtli  gene- 
ration from  him,  who  was  the  most  accomplished  mathematician  of 
them    all. 

B'ut  to  return  to  Samuel.  He  applied  himself  so  faithfully  to  the 
study  of  mathematics  and  the  practice  of  surveying  that  he  soon  be- 
came an  accomplished  surveyor,  who  was  well-known  beyond  the 
limits  of  his  native  town  or  county.  And  when  the  order  came'  from 
England  to  Gov.  Shirley  of  Massachusetts  to  send  a  suitable  person  to 
Novia  Scotia  to  take  charge  of  the  company  of  emigrants  and  locate 
them  on  the  lands  from  which  the  neutral  French  had  been  expelled, 
the  Governor  appointed   Mr.   Borden. 

The  country  to  which  Mr.  Borden  was  now  sent  formerly  belonged 
to  Finance,  and  bore  the  name  of  Acadia,  and  contained  a  mixed 
population  of  French  and  Indians.  By  the  treaty  of  Utretch  in  1713 
the  Acadians  were  brought  under  the  g-overnment  of  England,  and 
were  bound  by  agreement,  in  case  of  future  wars  between  France  and 
England,  to  remain  neutral.  Hence  they  were  called  the  "Neutral 
French"  of  Nova  Scotia.  For  forty  years,  says  Barry  in  his  History  of 
Massachusetts,  they  were  neglected  by  England,  and  in  that  time  they 
prospered,  a,nd  their  substance  increased.  The  crops  from  their  fields 
were  exceedingly  rich.  Flocks  and  herds  grazed  in  their  meado'ws  or 
roamed  over  their  hills;  domestic  fowls  abouncied;  and  the  thicklv 
clustered  village  of  neat  thatched  roofed  cottages  sheltered  a  finigal, 
happy  people.  The  spinning  wheel  and  the  loom  were  busily  plied;  and 
from  morn  till  night  the  matrons  and  maidens,  young  men  and  their 
sires,  tolled  for  the  bread  which  they  ate  in  peace.  But  wlien  the 
French  troops  entered  Nova  Scotia,  the  Acadians  were  delighted  to 
hear  the  sounds  of  their  native  tongue;  and  received  them  with  great 
cordiality,  and  supplied  their  necessities.  In  all  this  they  barely  ex- 
pressed their  preference  for  the  people  who  spoke  their  language,  pro- 
fessed their  religion  and  from  v-hom  they  had  derivea  their  origin.  It 
was  perfectly  natural  that  they  should  have  acted  thus,  and  perfectly 
corsistent  with  their  obligations  to  remain  neutral  in  time  of  war. 
But  Gov.  Shirley,  as  soon  as  he  heard  of  the  transaction,  determixied  to 
execute  vengeance  on  these  unfortunate  people,  and  got  authority  for 
this  purpose.  He  went  to  England,  and  by  a  false  representation  of 
this  whole  affair,  procured  instructions  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
Nova  Scotia  sufficiently  broad  to  annihilate  the  whole  settlement  of 
Acadia.  Having  accomplished  his  fiendish  desig-ns  in  England,  Shir- 
ley hastened  back  to  America,,  and  sent  the  instructions  to  Gov.  Law- 
rence of  Nova  Scotia,  who  resolved  at  once  to  carry  out  the  instruc- 
tiO'iis  to  the  letter.  In  vain  did  they  plead  for  mercy;  in  vain  did 
they  beg  their  oppressors  to  allow  them  to  eintgrate  out  of  their  juris- 
diction;   and    finally,    when    they    found    that    the   Governor   was    deter- 
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mined  to  drive  them  from  the  homes  they  loved  and  scatter  them  as 
exiles  over  the  whole  length  of  the  English  colonies,  they  again  be- 
sought the  Governor  to  allow  that  each  family  might  depart  in  the 
same  vessel;  but  this  he  would  not  grant,  though  it  was  sought  with 
tears  by  them  all.  The  men  were  seized  wherever  they  could  be 
found  and  hun-ied  on  board  of  the  transports  which  Shirley  hatl  pro- 
vided, not  being  allowed  any  communication  with  their  families.  I4t 
Grand  Prie  they  used  strategy.  They  ordered  all  the  males  to  meet 
in  the  church  to  hear  a  proclamation  read  from  the  King-,  and  when 
they  had  obeyed  the  summons  they  were  imn:iediately  surrounded  by 
British  troops  and  marched  directly  to  the  shore  where  the  transports 
weie  waiting  to  receive  them.  When  the  males  had  thus  been  ee- 
cured,  the  women  and  children  who  begged  to  go  with  their  husbands 
and  fathers,  were  coldly  told  that  they  must  wait  until  more  trans- 
ports could  be  obtained.  The  hoiTor  and  anguish  produced  by  this 
answer  cannot  be  descriljed,  nor  even  conceived.  In  this  inhuman 
manner  7000  men  were  sent  as  fast  as  transports  could  be  procured, 
and  scattered  along  our  coast  from  Maine  to  Georgia  without  either 
friends  or  moaiey  or  even  a  knowledge  of  our  language,  and  it  is  not 
probable  that  many  of  these  husbands  and  brothers  ever  met  again 
in    this,   world. 

This  expulsion  of  the  Aeadians  occurred  in  1755,  soon  after  the 
fcundation  of  Halifax  by  Gen.  Edward  Cornwallis,  a  brother  of  Lord 
Cornwallis  of  Revolutionary  memory.       It  was  not  long  afterwards,  in 

1760,  that  Samuel  Borden  went  to  Nova  Scotia,  but  it  is  not  known 
how  long  he  was  employed  thei'e.  He  settled  his  son  Perry  on  :his 
tract,   who  married  Emma  Percy,   the  daughter  of  a  British  officer,   in 

1761.  After  his  retui'n  home,  Mr.  Borden  led  a  retired  life,  cultivating 
his  farm.  In  176S  he  made  his  will,  September  1,  and  it  was  pro^•ed  in 
Tiverton  December  7,  1778,  having  died  probably  in  November.  An  old 
book  of  his  with  tables  for  ascertaining  the  latitude  and  longitude  of 
places,  pulilished  in  London  in  1720,  with  signature  of  Richard  Borden. 
Samuel  above  and  Capt.  Samuel  Borden,  late  of  Fairhaven  (fhe  eldest 
son  of  Perry  Borden  of  Nova  Scotia),  was  found  among  the  books 
and  papers  of  Mrs.  Betsey  Hawes,  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Samuel 
Borden."     S.

John  Borden  was  made  Freeman  of  Scituate  May,  1739.  and  sold 
two-fifths  of  his  father's  homestead,  consisting  of  80  acre®  of  land  in 
Warren,  R.  I.,  formerly  Swansea,  Mass.,  to  James  Mason,  for  £450. 
His  deed  was  executed  at  Providence  August  15,  1747.      He  obtained  a 
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water  privileg-e  on  the  Ponaganset  River,  where  he  set  up  a  forge  for 
the  manufaot'ure  of  wrought  iron,  the  ore  being  Ijrought  from  wlxat  is 
now  called  Cranston,  and  the  forests  around  him  furnishing  amnle 
materials  for  charcoal.  The  old  forge  site  is  now  occupied  by  a  grist 
mill,  and  the  water  power  carries  a  cotton  factory,  which  is  owned 
in  part  by  John  Borden,  a  descendant.

"Joseph  Borden  was  a  shoemaker,  and  lived  in  Fall  River,  until 
1750,  when  he  gave  to  his  brother  George  a  power  of  attorney  to  collect 
his  outstanding  deeds  and  attend  to  his  affairs  generally.  He  then 
removed  to  an  estate  given  him  by  his  grandfather,  John  Borden,  of 
t'ortsmouth,  R.  I.,  which  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  North  Watuona 
Pond,  near  to  the  Indian  reservation,  it  being  then  in  the  town  of 
Tiverton.  The  l;irths  here  given  were  taken  from  the  Freetown  rec- 
ords, but  probably  do  not  include  all  his  children.  There  was  a  John 
Borden  of  Tiverton,  whose  wife  was  named  Lydia,  who,  I  think,  be- 
longed to  this  family.  His  family  register  I  fo'und  on  the  records  of 
TiVerton,  and  also  the  marriages  of  three  of  his  children,  viz:  Keziah, 
Lemuel  and  .  This  family  disappeared  from  the  records  of  Tiver- 
ton about  ISOO."       S.

158.  WILLIAM,   born  February  6,   1731:   died   November  2,   1799. 

"He  was  the  son  of  William,  the  shipbuilder,  and  wiEis  born,  according 
to  an  entry  made  with  his  own  hand  in  his  family  Bible,  in  Tiverton, 
R.  I.,  Febiuary  6,  1731,  and  came  to  North  Carolina  with  his  -parents. 
When  arrived  a^t  man's  estate  he  iiiarried  Mrs.  Comfort  Small,  a  widow 
whose  maiden  name  was  Lovett,  and  settled  upon  the  bank  of  New- 
port River,  Carteret  county,  N.  C.  He  became  a  planter,  and  being-  a 
Friend,  as  his  father  was  before  him,  he  was  opposed  to  negro  slavery, 
and  therefore  carried  on  the  b'usiness  of  his  plantation  with  hanas  hired 
for  the  purpose.  He  was  successful  in  his  farming  operations,  and 
gradually  accumulated  property'.  He  was  a  warm  and  devoted  friend 
to  the  cause  of  the  American  colonies  during  the  Revolutionary  war, 
and  consequently  suffered  much  from  the  depredations  of  the  enemy, 
having  his  store,  mills  and  warehouses  destroyed  by  the  British  cruis- 
ers, who  omitted  no  opportunity  to  harrass  our  citizens  whenever  they 
could  gain  access  to  their  property.  Mr.  Borden  was  not  a  mere  poli- 
tician, more  clamorous  for  an  office  than  anxious  to  promote  the  best 
interests  of  his  country;  but  he  was  one  of  those  upright,  honorable, 
Etra.ightfor\^■ard  kind  of  men  whose  intelligent  look  and  bearing  Axes 
the  attention  and  secures  the  confidence  and  respect  of  the  communi- 
ties where  they  reside.  Such  men  have  to  be  sought  for  in  times  of 
great  tribulation  and  actual  danger,  and  urged  to  come  forward  and  aid 
in  supporting  the  cause  of  their  country.  At  the  CKutbreak  of  the 
Revolution,  North  Carolina  had  no  written  Constitution.  It  was  con- 
sidered by  the  friends  of  liberty  and  law  that  one  should  be  estaDlished 
forthwith  as  a  declaration  of  their  rights,  and  a  basis  of  their  laws,  so 
as  .0  comljine  the  whole  population  into  one  bodj^  politic,  and  thus  to 
se:u;e  unity  of  action  throughout  the  state  at  this  alarming  period. 
A  convention  for  this  purpose  was  called  to  meet  at  Halifax,  N.  C,  to 
form  a  state  Constitution.  They  met  December,  1776,  and  after  due 
deli  deration  succeeded  in  forming  one  which  was  finally  adopted  by  the 
people.       Mr.    Borden  represented   Carteret    co-anty   in    this   convention: 
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and  when  the  convention  was  called  to  meet  at  Hillsborough,  July  21, 
17SS,  to  ratify  and  adopt  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  by 
which  North  Carolina  would  become  an  integral  part  of  the  American 
Union,  or  as  it  is  otherwise  expressed  "a  component  part  of  the  United 
States  of  America,"  Mr.  Borden  was  again  sent  by  his^  county  to  per- 
form the  pleasing  doity  of  voting-  in  the  affirmative.  In  both  in- 
stances, he  thought,  felt,  and  acted  with  the  majority  in  adopting  the 
two  Constitutions,  and  his  course  was  duly  appreciated  by  his  con- 
stituents, and  proved  highly  beneficial  to  all  concerned.  Mr.  Borden 
suffered  from  the  French  depredations  upon  our  commea'ce  prior  to 
ISOO.  The  government  has  published  a  list  of  all  the  petitions  which 
have  been  presented  to  Congress  sincei  its  organization.  In  this  list 
1  find  the  following  petitions  for  the  heirs  of  William  Borden  for 
French  spoliation: 

"Petition  of  James  W.  Borden,  executor  of  Joseph  Borden,  to  24th 
Congress,  second  session:  Also  to  25th  Congress."  The  petitions  were 
not  granted,  if  ever  acted  upon;  the  indemnity  not  having-  been  col- 
lected from  France  by  the  government.  It  has  since  been  paid  over, 
and  a  co'urt  of  claims  instituted  for  the  distribution  of  it,  but  all  the 
parties  originally  interested  have  passed  away;  and  sO'  much  of  the 
history  of  thefe  transactions  forgotten  and  lost  that  many  who  then 
lost  a  large  portion  of  their  property  and  toiled  through  life  for  a 
subsistence  and  left  to  their  children  the  semblance  of  a  shadow,  which 
a  rule  of  court  would  quickly  dispel,  and  the  government  will  probably 
secure  the  lion's  share. 

The  Bon.  William  Borden  died  November  2,  1799,  aged  tS  years, 
less  than  two  months  previous  to  the  death  of  Gen.  George  Washing- 
ton. He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  at  Core  Sound,  Carteret  county, 
North  Carolina.  He  left  a  family  of  six  children,  four  sons,  John, 
William,  Benjamin  and  Joseph;  and  two  daughters,  Alice  and  Hope, 
both  of  \\  hom  married."     S.

182.  JOSEPH,  born  August  1,  1719;  died  April  8,  1791.  "He  married 
Elizabeth  Rogers,  who  was  born  July  10,  1725;  died  November  2,  1807, 
having  outlived  her  husband  si.xteen  years,  seven  months  and  twenty- 
four  days.  She  was  a  woman  of  great  ability  and  fine  Christian 
character.  Her  will  was  dated  September  15,  1798,  and  oroved'  No- 
vember 5,  1807.  Among  her  legatees  were  her  daughter,  Ann  Hopkin- 
son,  and  her  three  daughters,  Elizabeth,  "daughter  of  my  brother 
Isaac  Rogers,  lately  deceased."  Lastly  her  grandson,  Joseoh  Hookin- 
son,  who  had  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  old  brick  family  mansion, 
which  ie  still  retained  by  his  descendants.       It  is  from  this  will  that  I 
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have  obtained  the  maiden  name  of  Mrs.  Borden.  Mary  Rogers  was 
b'uried  in  the  same  tier  of  graves  with  the  Bordens  and  Hoplcinsons, 
and  may  have  been  a  sister  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth.  She  v/as  buried 
in  the  ground  now  known  as  the  Hoplvinson  Cemetery,  rt  th'5 
western  terminus  of  Church  street,  on  the  bank  of  the  Delavvare  Ri  /er. 
Here  lie  in  the  same  tier  of  graves  on  the  north  side,  Joseoh  Borden, 
Sr.,  on  his  right  Col.  Joseph  Borden  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  Joseuh 
Hopkinson  and  his  wife  Emily;  on  his  left  hand  are  Joseph  Bo'-den, 
Jr.,  died  October  16,  1788,  in  his  33d  year,  and  Ann  Borden,  died  March 
11,   1744.       These  last  probably  were  near  relatives  to  the  familv. 

Joseph  Borden  was  30  years  of  age  when  his  father  commenced  the 
settlement  of  Bordentown,  and  this  was  done  to  facilitate  the  design  of 
his  son  to  establish  a  new  line  for  the  transportation  of  the  maile, 
merchandise  and  passengers  between  Philadelp^hia  and  New  York. 
His  new  house  and  store  house  were  ereoted  in  1752,  and  occupied  and 
C'pen  for  the  accommodation  of  passengers  early  in  1753.  In  evidence 
of  this  fact  I  will  here  make  an  extract  from  the  journal  of  Conrad 
Weisier,  a  noted  interpreter  of  several  Indian  languages,  who  resided 
at  Heidelburgh,  in  Berks  county,  Pennsylvania,,  and  traveled  this 
j-oute  in  1753  on  a  mission  from  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  to  the 
Mc.J-awk  Indians.  He  says:  "I  waited  on  His  Honour,  the  (Juvernor, 
at  Philadelphia,  J-uly  26.  On  the  28th  I  took  the  stag-e  boat  from 
Bordentown  and  arrived  in  New  York  on  the  first  of  Aug-ust."  The 
stage  boat  from  Philadelphia  usually  arrived  at  Bordentown  in  the 
afternoon,  and  the  passengers  the  next  morning  were  forwarded  in 
stag-e  coaches  ot  covered  wagons  to  some  intermediate  station,  where 
they  spent  another  night,  and  they  arrived  the  following  day  at  Am- 
boy  or  Elizabethtown,  where  they  remained  another  night,  and  the 
next  day  they  arrived  in  New  York  by  another  stage  boat,  wind  and 
weather  permitting. 

It  appears  from  this  quotation  from  Mr.  Weiser's  journal  that  Mr. 
Borden  was  fully  established  in  the  transport  business  in  1753.  But 
he  did  not  lack  competitors.  The  old  line  throu.gh  Trentoa  became 
alanned  at  his  success,  and  made  great  efforts  to  surpass  him,  both  in 
speed  and  in  the  accomodation  of  their  passengers.  They  built  a 
new  style  of  carriage  which  they  called  •'flying  machines."  arid  set 
■up  flaming  advertisements  all  over  the  country,  promising  to  take 
passengers  from  city  to  city  in  three  days.  But,  unfortunately  for 
the  pubUc,  all  their  extra  speed  laid  in  the  Ijrains  of  him  who  wrote 
the  advertisements.  It  still  required  from  four  to  five  days  for  a 
person  to  go  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia,.  In  connection  with 
the  transportation  of  the  mails,  which  had  greatly  increased  in  weight 
and  bulk,  Mr.  Borden  went  to  England  to  confer  with  the  Postmaster- 
General  on  the  subject,  the  colonial  agent  of  the  g-overnment  in  New 
York  not  having  any  authority  to  increase  the  compensation  for  this 
service.  During  his  stay  in  England,  it  was  reported  that  he  visited 
Borden,  the  ancient  home  of  his  ancestors,  but  no  account  of  what  he 
saw  and  heard  relating  to  the  family  connections  has  been  pireserved. 
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The  next  subject  connected  with  the  Colonel's  historv  occurred  in 
1765,  when  he  was  chosen  with  two  others  to  represent  the  state  of 
New  Jersey  in  the  g-eneral  convention  of  the  colonies,  or  Congress, 
which  met   in  New  York  October,   1765. 

The  convention  met  at  the  time  appointed,  org-anized  and  proceeded 
without  delay  to  a,  full  discussion  of  matters  connected  with  the  rela- 
tion of  the  colonies  with  the  g-overnment  of  Great  Britain.  They 
enumerated  the  grievances  felt  in  each  of  the  colonies.  They  asserted 
and  unanimously  agreed  upon  the  rights  of  their  constituents,  as  sub- 
jects under  the  government,  and  closed  their  labors  by  adopting  an 
address  to  His  Majesty,  the  King-,  a  petition  to  the  House  of  Lords  in 
Parliament,  and  another  to  the  House  of  Commons.  In  these  docu- 
ments they  had  plainly  set  forth  their  views  of  the  legal  power  of  the 
government  over  the  colonies  and  the  rights  of  the  people  in  America. 
They  were  Englishmen,  and  as  such  were  entitled  to  be  represented 
in  Parliament,  and  to  all  other  privileg'es  of  citizenship,  of  which  they 
were  deprived.  Having-  accomplished  the  objects  for  which  they  had 
been  called  tog-ether,  the  convention  was  dissolved  October  24,  1765. 

Elliot,  in  his  Debates  in  Congress,  p.  326,  says  of  this  convention: 
"We  must  never  forget  that  the  egg-  of  this  republic  was  the  Con- 
gress which  met  in  New  York  in  1765."  Of  the  thirteen  colonies,  nine 
only  w'ere  represented,  viz:  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut, 
New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland  and  South 
Carolina.  Elliot  says  again:  "This  convention  of  sages  was  the 
parent  plant  of  our  present  confederacy  of  republics."  Only  two  of  its 
members  refused  to  sig-n  the  petitions,  Mr.  Og-den  of  New  Jersey,  and 
Mr.  Rug-gles  of  Massachusetts.  They  contended  that  each  colony 
should  petition  separately.  Mr.  Borden  and  his  colleag-ues.  on  pi-e- 
senting  their  report  to  the  assembly,  received  a  vote  of  thanks  from 
them  for  the  judicious,  able  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  duty  to 
the  state  on  this  important  occasion." 

As  time  rolled  on,  the  disposition  of  the  British  government  to 
oppress  and  enslave  the  colonies  became  more  apparent:  and  they 
beg-an  to  realize  the  fact  that  resistance  to  these  encroachments  upon 
their  rights  and  pi-ivileges  must  be  made  or  they  would  be  lost  forever. 
Consequently,  in  1774,  each  colony  acting-  on  its  own  responsibility, 
appointed  a  committee  of  correspondence,  -whose  duty  it  was  to  com- 
municate with  the  committee  of  O'ther  colonies  on  all  subjects  con- 
nected with  the  alarming-  state  of  the  country's  affairs.  This  arrang-e- 
ment  produced  an  excellent  effect  on  each  of  the  colonies.  Each  of 
them  being  equally  exposed  to  the  desolating  power  of  England,  sym- 
pathized more  intensely  with  those  colonies  on  which  this  power  had 
fallen,  and  stimulated  them  to  make  the  greater  exertions  to  support 
and  encourage  them  in  resisting.  And  when  the  first  blow  fell  upon 
Boston,  the  sound  reverbrated  along  the  Alleghanies,  until  it  aroi;st'd 
the  attention  of  every  dweller  on  American  soil.  The  committee  of 
correspondence  for  New  Jersey  consisted  of  nine  persons,  on^  of  whom 
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was  Col.  Joseph  Borden.  The  following  year,  1775  he.  with  nine  others, 
were  chosen  to  form  a  council  of  war,  on  which  lie  acted,  during-  the 
war  with  untiring  zeal  and  unflinching  energy,  whether  in  the  council 
or  in  the  field.  He  and  his  son  were  both  attached  to  the  troops  of 
the  New  Jersey  line,  and  were  in  most  of  the  battles  fought  in  that 
state.  Indeed,  so  great  was  the  influence  of  Col.  Borden  with  the 
army  and  the  people  both,  and  so  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  oppose  the 
British  army  and  uphold  the  ca^use  of  his  own  counti^',  that  he  was 
soon  selected  by  the  British  comm.ander  as  a  mark  for  his  special 
vengeance.  He  was  determined  either  to  detach  him  from  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country  ot  ruin  him  by  the  destruction  of  hi&  property. 
Lord  Cornwallis  was  then  encamped  on  the  Delaware,  near  Borden- 
tow-n,  and  established  his  headciuarters  at  the  house  of  Col.  Borden, 
his  wife  -and  daughter  being  all  of  the  family  at  home;  the  Colonel  and 
his  son  being  with  the  American  army  at  the  time.  This  great  Eng- 
lish general  abused  his  position  Ijy  commencing  his  attack  on  Col. 
Borden  by  assailing  his  good  lady.  As  this  attack  and  its  results  have 
been  graphically  described  by  Mrs.  Ellet  in  her  work  entitled  "The 
Woonen  of  the  American  Revolution,"  at  pages  305  and  306,  of  ihe  sec- 
ond volume,  I  will  insert  here  an  extract  from  her  excellent  work  re- 
lating- to  this  subiect: 

"At  the  time  when  New  Jersey  was  overrun  by  the  enemy  and  when 
the  prospects  C'f  the  colonies  were  darkest,  an  officer  stationed  at 
Bordentown,  N.  J.,  said  by  Maj.  Gordon  to  be  Lord  Cornwallis,  en- 
deavored to  pers'uade  and  then  to  intimidate  the  wife  of  the  Hon. 
Joseph  Borden  of  that  place  to  use  her  influence  with  her  husband 
and  son  to  abandon  the  American  cause.  They  were  both  absent  in 
the  Continental  army,  at  the  time  she-  was  visited  at  her  residence  for 
that  purpose.  The  officer  promised  her  that  if  she  would  induce  them 
to  quit  the  standard  of  their  country  that  they  followed  and  join  the 
Royalists,  that  her  husband's  property  should  be  protected,  u'hile  in 
case  of  refusal,  their  estate  would  be  destroyeil  and  their  elegant  man- 
sion burned  to  the  ground.  Mrs.  Borden  answered  by  bidding  him  de- 
fiance, saying:  'The  sight  of  my  house  in  flames  would  be  a  treat  to 
me:  for  since  you;  have  been  here  I  have  seen  enough  to  know  that 
you  never  injure  that  which  you  have  power  to  keep  and  enjoy.  The 
application  of  a  torch  to  my  dwelling  I  should  regard  as  a  signal  for 
your  departure.'  The  house  was  burned  in  fulfillment  of  tlie  threat, 
the  property  laid  waste,  the  animals  sla'Ughtered  or  driven  off,  but, 
as  the  owner  predicted,   the  retreat   of  the  spoiler  quickly  followed." 

"This  truly  noble  woman  was  one  of  the  most  active  patriots  of  the 
Revolution.  She  was  willing  to  see  her  property  sacrificed,  and  the 
lives  of  her  gallant  husband  and  son  exposed  to  the  dangers  of  battle 
for  the  g'ood  of  her  country;  and  when  called  upO'U  to  make  personal 
efforta  for  the  glorious  object,  which  she  was  often  called  upon  to  do, 
she  met  the-  crisis  with  heroic  firmness  and  exerted  herself  to  the 
Uttermost  to  urge  forward  the  good  cause.  Ker  character  and  per- 
sonal   influence    were    highly    appreciated    l,)y    all    who    knew    her    per- 
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sonally,  or  had  heard  of  her  name."  And  when  the  ladies  of  New 
Jersey  met  at  Trenton  on  July  4.  17S0,  and  chose  Mrs.  Col.  Jo.seph  Bor- 
den as  their  agent  to  collect  funds  for  the  Continental  army — it  was 
no  unmeaning  compliment,  but  their  choice  was  the  result  of  a  Just  ap- 
preciation of  her  noble  character,  influence  and  patriotism.  Such  an 
exhibition  of  the  character  and  spirit  of  Mrs.  Borden  as  Mrs.  Ellet 
has  g-iven  very  naturally  excites  a  strong  desire  to  know  more  of  her- 
history  and  that  of  her  family.  But  at  present  the  subject  is  In- 
volved in  much  obscurity,  both  as  regards  Col.  Borden  and  his  lady. 
If  Mrs.  Ellet  had  been  acquainted  with  more  of  her  histov^  she  would 
probably  have  given  it."     S.

"The  name  of  his  wife  was  Phoebe;  they  lived 
in  Johnston,  and  I  think  he  was  the  last  of  the  Bordens  descended 
from  Thomas  bearing  the  Borden  name.  He  was  a  Baptist  preacher 
or  exhorter,  but  without  much  intellig-ence,  natural  ability  or  educa- 
tion. A  person  who  had  frequently  heard  him  preach  remarked  to  me 
that  Elder  Wilson  of  Providence  once  said  of  Elder  Borden:  "There  is 
a  minister  in  Jonston,  I  hear,  who  preaches  for  nothing,  and  I  think 
that  is  as  much  as  it  is  worth."  But  it  is  no  dispara,gement  to  the 
reputation  of  anyone  to  bear  the  reproaches  of  Parson  Wilson.  The 
Apostles  were  all  exhorters,  and  worked,  not  for  wages,  but  the 
^lory  of  God,  and  were  eminently  successful;  and  so  may  others  do  if 
they  have  the  ability  to  sustain  themselves  and  families.  Mr.  Bordem 
had  several  children.  In  an  old  neglected  burial  ground  I  found  a 
headstone  with  the  names  of  Joseph,  Sarah  and  Oliver,  children  of 
Oliver  Borden;  the  last  died  December  17,  1806.  He  may  have  left 
others  at  his  death,  but  I  co'uld  not  hear  of  any.  The  last  entry 
of  his  name  on  the  records  was  in  a  deed  of  land  bought  by  him  of 
Amos  Collins  March  22,  1822  for  $220.  The  date  of  his  death  I  could 
not  find,   nor  the  place  of  his  burial."     S.

"Pv-uth,  the  last  of  these  children,  died  in  1790;  Richard  Borden's  last 
will  was  dated  February  1.  1791.  His  children  having  all  died,  he 
gave  all  his  estate  to  his  wife  durnig  her  life,  and  after  her  death  to 
his  cousin,  Abigail  'Westgate,  who  afterwards  married  John  Durfee. 
This  will  was  contested  by  the  agents  of  John  and  Hannah,  his 
brother  and  sister,  and  was  reject-ed  by  the  Town  Co'uncil  of  Tiverton. 
But  the  tt  idow  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Rhode  Island,  who 
reversed  this  decision,  and  ordered  the  Council  to  probate  and  es- 
tablish the  will,  which  was  done.  After  the  death  of  Mrs.  Borden, 
John  Durfee  took  possession  of  the  estate  in  right  of  his  wife,  which 
gave  rise  to  a  long  and  expensive  lawsuit,  which  was  carried  on  by 
Isaac  Wilbour  and  William  Howland  of  Little  Compton,  both  con- 
nected with  John  Burden  through  his  sister  Hamnah  VVilDour,  the 
wife  ot  Charles  and  mother  of  Isaac.  After  sp.ending  much  l:nie  and 
money,  as  usual  in  suits  at  law,  the  matter  was  compromised,  John 
Durfee  retaining  the  homestead  of  Richard,  and  the  contestants  get- 
ting tnough  of  the  outlands  to  cover  their  costs,  and  perhaps  a  little 
more."       S.

"Richard   Borden  was   the  son   of  Thomas,   and  grandson   of   Richard 
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Borden  of  Tiverton.  HiQ  father,  Thomas,  owned  that  portion  of  the 
Fall  RiA'er  stream  which  lay  below  the  great  falls  on  the  south  si^e 
of  the  stream,  and  the  land  adjoining  down  to  the  salt  water,  besides 
other  landed  estate  which  he  gave  to  Richard  with  other  outside  lots* 
This  portion  of  the  stream  was  the  site  of  tTie  saw  mill  first  erected 
by  Caleb  Church  of  Watertown,  near  Boston,  who  purchased  of  the 
original  proprietors  of  the  Pocaisset  purchase  thirteen  shares  of  the 
mill  lot  and  stream.  From  this  it  would  appear  that  he  designed  to 
settle  at  Pall  River,  but  changing  his  mind  afterwards,  he  sold  his 
thirteen  shares  of  the  mill  lot,  with  one-half  of  the  saw  mill,  to  his 
brother,  Benjamin  Church,  the  Indian  warrior,  who  probably  owned 
the  other  half.  They  were  each  purchasing  mill  rights  at  the  time, 
and  had  secured  twenty-sdx  and  a  half  thirtieths  of  the  mill  lot  and 
stream,  which  they  sold  to  Richard  and  Joseph  Borden  in  1714,  who 
had  secured  the  balance.  The  property  had  been  occupied  by 
Thomas  Borden  during  his  life  time,  and  was  transmitted  to  his 
son  Richard.  This  property  has  always  been  held  with  the  utmost 
tenacity  by  the  Bordens  descended  from  the  fl.rst  Richard  of  Tiverton 
down  to  1812,  all  feeling  that  the  time  would  come  when  this  property 
would  become  immensely  valuable,  and  they  held  on  to  it  from  genera- 
tion to  generation  as  an  investment  for  the  benefit  of  their  heirs.  But 
some  of  the  heirs  of  .Joseph  Borden,  the  brother  of  Richard,  sold  their 
interest  in  the  saw-mill  built  by  Joseph  on  the  north  side  of  the  stream 
and  given  by  him  to  his  son  Stephen  who  married  Penelope  Read,  sold 
their  interests  in  their  father's  (Stephen's  )estate  to  John  Bowen,  who 
had  married  their  mother.  This  one  privilege  remained  mostly  in  the 
Bowen  family  until  it  was  bought  by  the  Pocasset  Company  about  1821. 

But  among  all  these  descendants  of  Richard,  there  was  none  who 
placed  the  prospective  value  of  this  property  so  high  as  the  subject 
of  this  article.  He  was  a  man  of  ordinary  abilities,  but  when  he  got  upon 
his  favorite  topic,  "the  prospective  value  of  Fall  River,"  he  became 
quite  excited  and  interesting,  so  much  so  that  his  friends  would  often 
oppose  him  just  to  hear  the  old  man  talk.  He  usually  closed  with: 
"Do  ye  see,  neighbor,  do  ye  see,  I  tell  ye,  the  time  will  come  v-hen  ev- 
ery dam  on  the  stream  will  be  sought  after  by  men  who  have  the  money 
to  pay  for  it  at  a  great  price,  and  eveiry  stone  and  tree  a-round  Fall 
River  will  be  wanted — yes,  I  tell  ye,  the  time  will  come  when  the  i-ocks 
on  Rattlesnake  Hill  will  bring  the  gould."  Those  who  heard  him  then 
no  doubt  consideryd  him  very  enthusiastic,  to  say  the  least,  bui:  those 
of  us  who  have  survived  him  and  witnessed  the  changes  vvhich  onlv 
half  a  century  has  wrought  upon  the  place  must  admit  that  Mr.  Bor- 
den had  formed  a  just  appreciation  of  the  prospective  value  of  Fall 
River.  This  prepossession  led  him  to  hold,  with  a  firm  grasp,  every  foot 
of  land,  and  all  his  water-power,  and  his  grandchildren  are  now  reap- 
ing a  rich  harvest  from  them.  They  certainly  owe  him  a  marble  col- 
umn or  cenotaph  for  the  deep  interest  which  he  manifested  tor  them 
though   yet   unborn. 

During  the  war  of  the  revolution,   the  British  landed  a  force  at  Fall 
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River,  burnt  the  saw-mill  belonging  to  Mr.  Borden  and  a  large  quantity 
of  lumber  which  was  owned  by  his  two  sons,  Thomas  and  Richard, 
who  ran  the  mill  on  their  own  account.  On  their  retiring  they  seized 
upon  Mr.  Borden,  Capt.  Benjamin  Borden  aind  John  Negus  as  prisoners, 
and  after  setting  fire  to  Mr.  Borden's  dwelling  house,  hastily  embarked 
in  their  boats,  taking  their  prisoners  with  them  to  Newport.  On  ap- 
proaching Bristol  Ferry  they  met  a  storm  of  chain  shot,  language  and 
balls  thrown  by  the  fort  on  the  British  side  of  the  ferry.  Mr.  Borden, 
not  being  a  military  man,  lay  down  in  the  bottom  of  the  boiat  and  re- 
sisted every  effort  to  make  him  stand  up.  The  storm  of  6hot  coming 
more  annoying  as  they  neared  the  ferry,  killing  and  wounding  some  of 
their  men,  two  strong  men  laid  hold  on  him,  determined  to  make  him 
stand  up,  swearing  that  the  rebel  should  take  his  chance  to  be  killed 
like  themselves;  but  as  the  old  man  resisted  them  with  all  his  might, 
they  found  it  no  ea'sy  task — a  chain  shot  swept  across  the  boat,  killing 
both  of  the  Englishmen  and  leaving  Mr.  Borden  unharm<»d.  The  at- 
tempt to  pass  the  ferry  was  then  abandoned,  and  the  boats  betuhed 
near  the  town  pord  creek  and  the  men  reached  Newport  oy  land.  Mr. 
Borden  was  detained  at  Newport  but  a  short  time  and  came  home 
again  in  about  a  week.  The  general  commanding  on  Rhode  Tyiand  had 
given  orders  to  the  captains  of  these  marauding  parties  to  make  pris- 
oners of  some  of  the  principal  men,  hoping  to  get  some  information 
from  them  which  he  could  use  against  the  rebel  cause.  But  he  soon 
found,  in  the  examination,  that  he  had  waked  up  the  wrong  passenger, 
and  let  Mr.  B.  go  in  disgust.  It  is  worthy  of  remembrance  that  this 
general  afterwards  declared  that  though  hundreds  of  men  from  Tiver- 
ton, Little  Compton  and  vicinity  had  been  brought  before  him  for  ex- 
amination, he  had  never  found  one  who  would  communicate  any  infor- 
mation advantageous  to  his  enterprise,  or  injurious  to  the  cause  of 
their  own  coumtrv."     S.

The  following  reminiscences  of  Col.  Joseph  Durfee,  a  son 
of  Patience  Borden,  is  taken  from  Mr.  Earl's  book.  Fall  River  and  its 
Industries: 

"There  is  still  treasured  by  a  very  few  of  our  oldest  citizens  a  modest 
pamphlet,  coverless,  not  exceeding  twelve  pages  and  altogether  unpre- 
tentious in  typographical  execution,  yet  exceedingly  valualjle  for  the 
true  picture  of  the  settlement  as  it   was  about   the   middle   of   the   last 
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century  and  for  the  record  of  local  patriotism  it  has  preserved.  Its 
author,  referred  to  in  the  early  pag-es  of  cur  narrative,  was  a  conspicu 
ous  citizens,  identified  with  the  original  industrial  enterprise  of  the  set- 
'.If^iiierit  (then  Tiverton,  R.  I.,)  as  the  projector  of  the  lirst  spinnir.s 
factory,  and  noted  for  his  intellig-ent  and  comprehensive  observation. 
In  18c4,  still  poisseissmg  a  vivid  recollection  of  the  incid^nrs  of  hi.s  youfh 
and  maturer  yeart..  he  wrote  the  interesting,  though  much  too  brief, 
record  of  local  events,  which  is  here  reproduced  in  its  entire  volume." 

REMINIPCENCES    OF    COL.    JOSEPH    DL"i:FEE, 

RELATING   TO   THE 

EARLY    HISTORY    OF   FALL   RIVER,    AND    OF    REVOLUTIONARY 

SCENES. 

"Joseph  Durfee  was  the  eldest  son  of  the  late  Hon.  Thomas  Durfee. 
He  was  born  in  April,  in  the  year  1750,  in  what  is  now  the  city  of  Fall 
River.  At  that  time,  and  until  within  a  few  years,  the  Fall  River 
stream  was  owned  by  the  Bordene.  Much  of  what  now  is  the  city, 
where  are  elegant  buildings  and  a  dense  population,  was  then  a  wil- 
derness, where  the  goats  lodged  in  the  winter  seasons.  The  Bordens 
and  the  C'Urfees  were  then  the  principal  proprietors  of  the  Pocasset 
Purchajsa,  and  owners  of  the  land  on  the  south  side  of  what  is  now 
Main  street,  for  more  than  a  mile  in  length.  Thomas  and  Josenh  Bor- 
den owned  the  south  side  of  the  stream,  and  Stephen  owned  the  iiorth 
side.  Thomas  Borden  owned  a  saw-mill  and  a  grist-mill  at  that  time, 
standing  where  the  old  saw  and  grist  mills  stood  near  the  iron  works 
establishment. 

"Thomas  Borden  left  a  widow  and  four  children,  viz.:  Richard,  Chris- 
topher, Rebeccai  and  Mary.  Joseph  Borden,  brother  of  Thomas,  owned 
a  fulling-mill,  which  stood  near  where  the  Pocasset  factory  now  stands. 
He  was  killed  by  the  machinery  of  his  fulling-mill.  Pie  left  four  chil- 
dren, viz.:  Abraham,  Samuel,  Patience  and  Peace.  Ratience  was  my 
mother.  Stephen  Borden  who  owned  the  north  side  of  the  stream, 
had  a  grist-mill  and  a  saw-mill,  standing  near  where  the  woolen  estab- 
lishment hais  since  been  erected.  He  left  six  children,  viz.:  Steohen, 
George,   Mary,   Hannah,   Penelope  and   Susannah. 

"The  widow  of  Joseph  Borden  was  afterwards  married  to  Benjamin 
Jenks,  by  whom  she  had  six  children — John,  Joseph,  Hannah,  Cather- 
ine, P>:uth  and  Lydia.  The  widow  of  Stephen  Borden  was  married  to 
John  Bo  wen,   by  whom  she  had  two  sons — Nathan  and  John. 

"At  that  time,  and  until  within  a  few  years,  there  were  but  two  saw- 
mills, two  grist-mills,  and  a  fulling-mill  standing  on  th  Fall  River. 
There  are  now  about  forty  different  mills  on  the  river.  The  stream 
was  very  smaJl;  but  the  falls  were  so  great  that  there  was  little  occa- 
sion for  dams  to  raise  a  pond  sufficient  to  carry  the  wheels  then  in 
opeiation.  A  small  foot  bridge,  which  stood  near  where  the  main  street 
now  crosfies  the  stream,  afforded  the  only  means  of  passing  from  one 
side  to  the  other  of  the  stream,   except  by  fording'  it.     There  was  for- 
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merly  a  small  dam  near  where  the  Troy  factory  now  stands,  over 
which  the  water  flowed  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  When  it  failed, 
those  who  owned  the  mills  near  the  mouth  of  the  stream  hoisted  the 
gates  at  the  upper  dam  and  drew  the  water  down.  Tt  was  no  uncom- 
mon thing,  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago,  for  the  water  to  be  so  low 
and  the  river  so  narrow  at  the  head  of  the  stream,  that  a  person  might 
step  across  without  difficuty.  It  was  frequently  not  more  than  six 
inches  deep.  At  one  time  there  was  a  foot  bridge  of  stepping-stones 
only  across  the  Narrows  between  the  North  and  South  Ponds. 

"Our  country  has  been  involved  in  three  wars  since  my  recollection. 
The  first  v  as  with  the  French  and  Indians — when  we  fought  for  O'ur 
lives.  The  French  offered  a  liounty  for  every  scalp  which  the  Indians 
would  bring  theni.  It  was  therefore  certain  death  to  all  v,rho  fell  into 
the  Indians'  hands.  I  distinctly  recollect  the  time  when  General  Wolfe 
was  killed — and  of  seeing  the  soldiers  on  their  march  to  reinforce  the 
army  I  saw  many  men  enlist  into  the  serA'ice,  and  among  them  Joseph 
Valentine,  father  of  William  Valentine  of  Providence.  I  was  then  about 
tin  years  of  age. 

"The  second  war  was  with  Great  Britain,  during  the  ,"reater  rart  of 
which  I  was  aotively  engaged  in  the  service  of  my  countiT^.  We 
then  fought  for  our  liberty.  We  were  divided  into  two  parties,  called 
Whigs  and  Tories — the  former,  the  friends  of  liberty  and  independence; 
the  laitter,  the  enemies  of  both.  Before  the  revolution  broke  out  the 
Whigs  were  busy  in  making  saltpetre  and  gunpowder,  in  making  and 
preparing  small  arms,  in  training  and  learning  the  art  of  war.  At  this 
time  we  of  this  State  were  British  subjects  and  constituted  wnat  was 
then  calU'd  the  Colony  of  Massachusetts.  Conventions  were  held  in  the 
colony  to  transact  the  business  and  consult  upon  the  '.ffairs  of  the 
colony.  At  one  of  these  conventions  I  received  a  captain's  commis-ion, 
signed  by  Walter  Spooner,  Esq.,  and  took  command  of  a  company  of 
minute  men. 

British  ships  commanded  by  Wallace  Asque  and  Howe,  early  in  the 
revolution,  were  off  our  coast,  in  the  river  and  bay,  harrassing  and 
distressing  the  towns  O'f  Newport,  Bristol  and  other  towns  on  Che  river. 
I  was  called  upon  with  my  company  and  such  others  as  could  be  mus- 
tered to  guard  the  shores  and  pervent  the  British  from  landing,  until 
the  colony  could  raise  a  sufficient  foi'ce  to  protect  the  inhabitants  from 
their   depredations. 

In  1776,  after  the  battle  of  Long  Island,  a  reinforcement  was  called 
for  to  cover  the  retreat  of  the  American  troops.  I  was  orderd  to  take 
the  command  of  a  company  of  sixty  men  and  march  forthwith  to  the 
army  then  retreating  from  New  York.  These  orders  were  promptly 
obeyed.  With  the  company  under  my  command  1  found  the  regiment 
commanded  by  Colonel  Thomas  Carpenter,  and  by  a  forced  march  we 
reached  the  army  a  few  days  before  the  battle  of  White  Plains.  In 
that  eng-agement  I   took  an  active  part. 

Soon  after  my  return  home  from  the  !>attle  of  White  Plains  the  Brit- 
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ish  landed  at  Newport,  in  Rhode  Island.  I  was  called  upon  to  proceed 
immediately  with  my  company  to  assist  in  covering-  the  retreat  of  the 
small  forces  then  commanded  by  Colonel  John  Cook  from  thei  island  of 
Rhode  Island.  This  was  effected  without  loss,  though  attended  with 
diflBculty  and  delay,  as  there  was  then  no  bridge  from  the  island  to  the 
mainland. 

At  that  time  the  inhabitajits  in  the  south  part  ot  Massachusetts  and 
Rhode  Island  were  in  a  critical  situation.  They  were  nearly  surrounded 
by  British  emissaries.  A  part  of  the  English  squadron  lay  off  our 
coast,  and  their  troops  had  possession  of  the  south  part  of  Rhode 
Island.  Both  were  harrassing  our  towns,  destroying  our  property  and 
making  prisoners  of  the  inhabitants.  In  addition  to  this  we  had  the 
Tories  at  home,  enemies  in  disgniise,  who  were  aiding  and  abetting  the 
British,  while  they  professed  friendship  for  the  cause  of  liberty  eind 
for  those  who  were  shedding  their  blood  to  obtain  it.  Early  in  the 
spring  of  1777.  I  received  a  majors  commission,  and  was  stationed  at 
Little  Compton  in  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  in  the  regiment  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  John  Hathaway  of  Berkley,  Mass.  At  Little 
Compton,  and  in  that  neighborhood,  I  continued  severail  months  on  duty 
spring  of  1777  I  received  a  major's  commission,  and  was  stationed  at 
with  the  regiment,  often  changing  aur  station  to  repel  the  invasion  of 
the  enemy  and  to  protect  the  inhabitants  from  their  frequent  depre- 
dations. In  the  fall  of  1777  I  returned  home  to  Fall  River.  I  found 
the  citizens,  among  whom  were  my  relatives  and  best  friends,  exposed 
and  continually  harassed  by  the  enemy.  I  applied  to^  several  of  the 
leading  and  influential  men  of  this  place  and  proposed  raising  a  guard 
for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  inhabitants  They  coincided  with 
my  views,  as  to  the  necessity  of  a  guard  to  protect  our  defenseless  in- 
habitants. 1  went  to  Providence  to  consult  General  Sullivan,  who  was 
commander-in-chief  of  all  the  forces  raised  in  this  section  of  the  coun- 
try, and  to  obtain  assistance  from  him.  He  approved  of  my  plan  of 
raising  a  guard,  and  gave  me  an  order  for  two  whaleboats,  and  an  order 
also  for  rations  for  twenty  men,  drawn  upon  the  commissary,  then  at 
Bristol.  I  soon  raised  a  guard,  procured  the  store  now  sitanding  at  the 
end  of  the  Iron  Works  Company's  wharf  in  this  place  for  a  guard- 
house, where  we  met  every  day,  called  the  roll,  and  stationed  sentinels 
for  the  night  to  watch  the  movements  of  the  enemy  and  give  the  alarm 
when  approached.  The  orders  of  the  sentinels  were  peremptory — that 
if  a  boat  waa  seen  approaching  in  the  night,  to  hail  them  three  times, 
and  if  no  answer  was  received  to  fire  upon  them.  It  was  not  long  be- 
fore one  of  the  guard,  Sam-uel  Reed,  discovered  boats  silently  and  cau- 
tiously approaching  the  shore  from  the  bay.  The  cl-allenge  was  given 
but  no  answer  received.  He  fired  upon  the  boats.  This  created  an 
alarm,  amd  the  whole  neighborhood  were  soon  in  arms.  I  stationed 
the  guard  behind  a  stone  wall,  and  kept  up  a  constant  fire  upon  the 
enemy  until  they  brought  their  cannon  to  hear  upou  us,  and  com- 
menced  firing  grapeshot  amongst  us — when,  as  we   were  unable  to   re- 
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turn  the  compliment,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  retreat.  Two  of  the 
g-uards  were  sent  to  remove  all  the  planks  which  laid  over  the  stream 
for  foot  people  to  cross  upon,  and  to  cut  off,  as  far  as  possible,  every 
facility  for  crossing  the  streiam,  except  the  upper  bridge.  We  then 
retreated  slowly  until  we  reachd  the  main  road,  near  where  the  briJdge 
now  crosses  the  stream.  I  then  gave  orders  to  form  and  give  them  "Bat- 
tle. This  was  done,  and  never  were /soldiers  more  brave.  So  roughly 
were  the  enemy  handled  by  your  little  band  of  Spartans,  that  they  soon 
beat  up  a  retreat,  leaving-  behind  them  one  dead  and  another  bleeding 
to  death,  besides  the  wounded,  whom  they  carried  away. 

"The  wounded  soldier,  left  by  the  enemy,  before  he  expired,  informed 
me  that  the  niumber  of  the  enemy  who  attacked  us  was  about  150,  com- 
manded by  Major  Ayers.  When  the  enemy  landed,  they  set  firs  to  a 
house  of  Thomas  Borden,  then  neairly  new.  They  next  set  fire  to  a 
gristmill  and  a  saw-mill,  belonging-  to  Mr.  Borden,  standing  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Fall  River.  These  buildings  I  saw  set  on  fire.  When 
the  British  troops  retreated,  as  they  were  compelled  to  do,  from  the 
shots  of  our  little  band  of  volunteers,  they  set  fire  to  the  house  and 
other  building-s  of  Richard  Borden,  then  an  ageS  man,  and  took  him 
prisoner.  We  pursued  them  so  closely  in  their  retreat  that  we  were 
enabled  to  save  the  buildings  which  they  had  last  fired.  The  British 
were  frequently  fired  upon  and  not  a  little  annoyed  by  the  musketry  of 
our  soldiers,  aa  they  passed  down  the  bay  in  their  boats  on  their  re- 
treat, Mr.  Richard  Borden,  whom  they  took  prisoner,  was  in  one  of 
their  boats.  Finding  themselves  closely  pursued  by  a  few  Amei'ican 
soldiers,  who  from  the  shore  poured  in  their  shot  and  balls  upon  them  as 
fast  as  they  could  load  and  fire,  and  finding  themselves  in  danger  from 
the  musketry  of  these  few  brave  Whigs  who  pursued  the^m,  they  or- 
dered Mr.  Borden,  their  prisoner,  to  stand  up  in  the  boat,  hoping  that 
his  comrades  on  the  shore  would  recog^nize  him  and  desist  from  firing 
upon  them.  But  this  he  refused  to  do;  and  threw  himself  into  the 
bottom  of  the  boat.  While  lying  there,  a  ?hot  from  the  Americans  on 
shore  killed  one  of  the  British  soldiers  standing  by  his  side  in  the 
boat.  Mr.  Borden  was  obstinately  silent  to  all  the  q'uestions  which 
were  asked  him;  so  that  not  being'  able  to  make  any  profitable  use  of 
him  they  dismissed  him  in  a  few  days  on  parole.  This  eng-agement 
took  place  on  a  Sabbath  morning,  the  25th  of  May,  1778.  The  two  Brit- 
ish soldiers  killed  in  the  eng-agement  were  buried  at  twelve  o'clock  on 
the  same  day  of  the  battle,  near  where  the  south  end  of  the  Ma&sasoit 
Factory  now  stands.  During  a  considerable  part  of  the  month  of  Au- 
gust following,  we  were  busily  engaged  in  procuring  arms,  ammuni- 
tion and  provisions  for  the  soldiers,  and  in  building-  flat-bottomed  boats 
and  scows  for  the  troops  to  cross  over  the  river  on  to  Rhode  Island, 
with  a  view  to  dislodge  the  British  army,  who  then  had  possession  of 
the  island.  A  barn,  now  standing  near  the  stone  bridge,  was  occupied 
for  a  commissary  store,  of  which  I  had  charge  until  things  were  in 
readiness,  and  the  troops  prepared  to  crossi  over  to  the  island,  when  1 
left  the  stoie  in  charge  of  my  friend  and  relative,  Walter  Chalonor.

In  the  fore  part  of  Aoig-ust,  177S,  the  American  troops  eni barked  in 
the  boats  and  scows  prepared  for  them  aind  landed  on  Rhode  Jsland, 
where  I  joined  them,  having  been  appointed  a  major  in  Golonel  Whit- 
ney's reg-iment.  Our  troops  were  then  marched  to  a  spot  but  a  short 
distance  to  the  north  of  what  is  called  Butt's  Hill,  where  they  en- 
camped for  the  night,  with  b'ut  the  canopy  of  heaven  for  a  covering  and 
the  ground  for  our  beds.  But  wei  were  animated  with  the  hone  of 
liberty — with  a  belief  that  we  were  engaged  in  a  righteous  cause — 
and  that  He  who  sways  the  scepter  of  the  universe  would  Dvosoer 
our  undertaking.  At  this  time  we  were  anxiouslv  looking  for 
the  French  fleet,  from  which  we  hoped  for  assistance  against 
the  enemy,  whose  numerous  bodies  of  troops  were  before  us. 
Soon  the  French  fleet  hove  in  sight,  when  the  British  set  fire 
to  the  shipping  in  the  harbor  and  blew  up  most  of  the  vessels 
within  their  reach.  Not  long  after  the  French  fleet  came  up,  the  P-rit- 
ish  fleet  appeared  in  the  offling.  Immediately  the  French  fleet  tacked 
about  and  went  out  and  attacked  the  British  squadron,  when  bjoad- 
sides  were  exchanged  and  a  bloody  battle  ensued.  A  tremendous,  /-torm 
came  en,  long  remembered  as  the  August  storm,  in  which  the  two 
fleets  were  separated,  and  many  who  had  es.caped  the  cannon's  mouth 
found  a  watery  grave.  The  French  fleet,  or  as  much  of  it  as  euxvived 
the  storm,  went  into  Boston  to  repair;  the  remnant  of  the  British  fleet 
went  into  New  York.  Soon  after  this  storm  our  troops  marched  in 
three  divisions  towards  Newport.  One  on  the  east  road,  so  .'ailed,  one 
on  the  west  road  and  the  brigade  commanded  by  General  Titcomb 
moved  in  the  center,  until  we  came  in  sight  of  Newport,  when  oiders 
were  given  to  halt,  erect  a  marquee  and  pitch  our  tents.  General  or- 
ders were  issued  for  a  detachment  from  the  army  of  three  thousand 
men.  our  number  being  too  small  to  risk  a  general  engagement  with 
the  great  body  of  British  troops,  then  quartered  on  the  south  end  of 
the  island.  Early  in  the  morning  a  detachment  of  troops,  of  which  I 
was  one,  was  ordered  to  proceed  forthwith  and  taike  possession  -of  what 
was  called  Hunneman's  Hill. 

"The  morning  was  foggy,  and  enabled  'us  to  advance  some  distance 
unobserved  by  the  enemy;  but  the  fog  clearing  away  before  we  reached 
the  hill,  we  were  discovered  by  the  British  and  Tory  troops,  who  com- 
menced such  a  heavy  cannonade  upon  us,  that  it  was  deemed  expedient 
by  the  commandrng  officers,  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  many  of 
our  brave  troops,  that  we  should^  fall  back  and  advance  under  the  cover 
of  night.  Accordingly,  wheal  night  came,  we  marched  to  tlie  hiU  unob- 
served by  the  enemy.  We  immediately  commenced  throwing  uo  a 
breastwork  and  building  a  fort.  When  daylight  appeared  we  had  two 
cannon  mounted — one  twenty-four  pounder,  and  one  eighteen — and 
with  our  breastwork  we  had  completed  a  covered  way,  to  pass  and 
repass  without  being  seen  by  the  enemy.  The  B.ri£ish  had  a  small  fort 
or  redoubt  directly  under  the  muzzles  of  our  cannon,  with  which  we 
saduted   them,   and  poured   in  shot  so  thick  upon  them   that   they    were 
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compelled  to  beat  a  retreat.  But  they  returned  ag-ain.  at  night  to  re- 
pair their  fort,  when  they  commenced  throwing  bombshells  into  our 
fort,  which,  however,  did  but  little  damage.  I  saw  several  of  them 
flying  over  our  heads,  and  one  bursting  in  the.  air,  a  fragment  fell  upon 
the  shculder  of  Soldier  and  killed  him. 

"At  this  time  we  were  anxiously  waiting  the  retai'n  uf  the  Freiich 
fleet  from  Boston,  where  they  hiaid  gone  to  repair.  But  learning  that 
they  could  not  then  return,  and  knowing  the  situation  of  the  British 
troops,  that  they  were  enlarging  and  strengthening  their  forts  and  re- 
doubts, and  that  they  had  reinforcements  arriving  d.aily  from  New 
York,  it  was  deemed  expedient  by  our  commanding'  officers,  Lafayette, 
Green  and  Sullivan,  all  experienced  and  brave  generals,  that  we  should 
retreat  to  the  north  end  of  the  island. 

"Accordingly,  on  the  29th  day  of  August,  early  in  the  morning,  we 
struck  our  marquee  and  tents  and  commenced  a  retreat.  The  British 
troops  followed,  and  soon  came  up  with  our  rear-guard  and  commenced 
firing  "upon  them.  The  shots  were  l^riskly  returned  and  continued  at 
intervals,  until  our  troops  weire  joined  by  a  part  of  our  army  a  short 
distance  to  the  south  of  Quaker  Hill,  so  called,  when  a  general  engage- 
ment ensued,  in  which  many  lives  were  lost  on  both  sides.  At  night, 
we  retreated  from  the  island  to  Tiverton.  On  the  following  day  we 
left  Tiverton,  crossed  over  Slade's  Ferry  and  marched  through  Paw- 
tucket  and  Providence  to  Pawtuxet,  where  we  I'emained  until  our  time 
of  service  exoired. 

"Some  time  after  this,  I  received  a  lieutenant-colonel's  commission, 
and  took  the  command  of  a  regiment  to  guard  the  sea-shores,  and  a 
part  of  the  time  my  regiment  was  stationed  at  Providence.  I  soon 
received  orders  from  General  Gates,  who  at  that  time  was  principal  in 
command,  to  march  with  my  regiment  to  Tiverton  and  join  Genei-al 
Cornell's  brigade.  The  war  now  raged  thrcughout  the  country.  Old 
and  young,  parents  and  children,  all,  excepting  the  Tories,  were  engaged 
in  the  common  cause  of  their  country— in  breaking  the  shackles  of  co- 
lonial bondage— in  obtaining  her  liberty  and  achieving  her  independ- 
ence. Old  England  now  began  to  examine  the  prospects  before  her. 
She  found  after  a  bloody  contest,  what  she  might  and  ought  to  have 
known  before,  that  her  rebelliou9  colonies,  as  she  was  pleased  to  term 
them,  oould  be  ruled,  but  not  ridden  upon;  that  by  mild  and  liberal 
measures  she  might  have  retained  a  valuable  part  of  her  kingdom. 
She  discovered  her  error  too  late  to  profit  by  it.  The  brave  people  of 
her  colonies  were  resolved  to  throw  off  the  yoke,  and  themselves  be 
free.  On  the  29th  day  of  October,  1779,  the  British  troops  left  Rhode 
Island  and  the  American  troops  oinder  the  command  of  Generals  Gates 
and  Coirnell  marched  on  to  the  island  and  took  possession  of  the  town 
of  Newport.  On  the  29th  day  of  December  following  my  time  of  service 
having  expired,  I  returned  home  to  my  family.  This  was  the  coldest 
winter  known  during  the  last  century.  The  river  and  bay  were  frozen 
over  so  thick  that  people  with  loaded  teams  passed  all  the  way  from 
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Fall  River  to  Newport  on  the  ice.  I  continued  in  the  service  of  my 
country  until  about  the  close  of  the  revolutionary  war,  when  I  removed 
from  Fall  River  to  Tiverton,  where  I  lived  about  thirty  years.  During 
this  time  I  was  elected  by  my  fellow-citizens  to  sei-eral  ofRces  in  town 
and  was  la  member  of  the  General  Assembly  for  many  years.  "\A.'hen 
Thomas  Jefferson  was  elected  President  of  the  United  States  in  TSOl 
and  the  Demo'cratic  fever  raged  to  the  highest  pitch,  I  was  what  was 
then  called  a  Federalist,  and  having  repeatedly  sworn  to  support  the 
Federal  Constitution,  could  not  consent  to  turn  my  coat  wrong  side  out. 
I  was  therefore  not  permitted  to  hold  any  office.  But  in  time  this 
party  feveT  abated  and  the  people  unitel  in  electing  Mr.  Monroe,  ur  dev 
the  general  appellation  of  Federal  Republicans.  Attempts  have  eii  ce 
been  made  to  alter  the  constitution,  that  noble  fabric  reared  by  the 
revolutoinary  patrio'ts,  and  should  they  succeed  it  will  in  my  estimation 
be  like  sewing  new  cloth  to  ai  good  old  garment."

247.  JOSEPH,  born  October  14,  1736.  He  was  a  farmer  at  Fall  River, 
married    Ann    Durfee    December   6,    1764. 

248.  "PERRY,  born  in  Tiverton  Noverhber  9,  1793,  received  his  education 
there.  Plis  early  life  was  spent  in  cultivating  his  father's  farm  and 
aiding  him  in  surveying,  by  which  practice  he  soon  acquired  a  good 
knowledge  of  the  art,  and  qualified  himself  for  the  expedition  on  which 
he  afterwardsi  entered  with  a  numerous  company  of  adventurers.  Soon 
after  the  expulsion  of  the  neutral  French  from  Aciadia,  or  as  now  called, 
Nova  Scotia,  a  name  given  to  it  by  the  English,  great  efforts  were  made 
to  Governor  Shirley  of  Massachusetts  to  resettle  the  valley  once  culti- 
vated by  the  French  people,  but  then  lying  waste  and  deserted.  The 
reported  richness  of  the  soil,  the  labor  which  had  been  bestowed  napon  it 
to  bring  it  under  tillage,  and  the  offer  of  a  free  grant  to  every  actual 
settler  of  a  good  farm,  presented  an  inducement  sufficiently  powerful 
to  attract  the  attention  of  young  men  of  small  means  who  were  ambi- 
tious of  acquiring  a  competency  for  themselves  and  families  if  they 
should  have  any.  During-  the  winter  of  1759  a  company  of  emigrants 
was  organized  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons  from  New  England. 
Of  this  company  Perry  Borden  was  one,  though  he  may  not  have  gone 
there  with  any  fixed  determination  to  settle;  he  probably  went  as  an 
assistant  to  his  father  who  was  commissioned  by  Governor  Shirley  to 
survey  the  lands  land  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  emigrants 
till  they  were  located  on  their  several  allotments.  "When  this  duty  had 
been  performed,   Samuel  Borden  returned   home   (1761)   and  left  his  son 
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Perry,  v  ho  concluded  to  settle  there  with  the  company,  and  as  a  pre- 
lim; nary  step  he  married  Emma  Percy,  the  daug-hter  of  an  English 
ofRoer,  ^761  .he  being-  twenty-two  years  of  age.  By  her  he  ha.d  two  sons, 
Samuel  and  Joseph.  Plis  wife  dying,  he  married  for  his  secornd  wife 
Mary  Ells,  October  22,  1767,  by  whom  he  had  nine  other  sons,  which 
comprised  all  his  family.  These  so'ns  are  now  all  dead  except  one,  Ed- 
ward. Daivid  and  Benjamin  died  IS60,  a,nd  Perry  died  1862.  As  this 
family  lived  so  remote  I  thought  a  description  of  the  country  they  in- 
habit and  some  general  account  of  them  would  be  interesting  to  their 
relatives  here.  Accordingly  I  wrote  ta  Jonathan  R.  Borden,  Esq.,  on 
the  subject,  and  he  has  very  kindly  and  very  prornptly  furnished  me 
with  the  following  narrative,  which  I  trust  will  be  acceptable  to  others 
as  it  has  been  to  mvself: 

"Skirting  the  southern  shore  of  the  Bay  of  F'undy,  which  forms  the 
northwest  boundary  of  Nova  Scotia,  is  a  range  of  hills,  dignified  by  the 
appellation  of  the  North  Mountains.  These  extend  from  Cape  Blomi- 
don  on  the  east,  jutting  out  into  the  basin  of  Minas  to  Digby  Neck  on 
the  west,  a  distance  of  more  than  one  hundred  miles.  On  its  southern 
side  it  forms  an  abrupt  declivity  some  four  hundred  to  five  hundred 
feet  in  height.  About  twelve  miles  distant  from  this  range  may  be 
seen  the  sloping  terrace  of  the  South  Mountains  running  nearly  parallel, 
aind  rising  gradually  to  about  the  same  height.  Between  these  chains 
of  hillg  may  be  seen  a  level  and  beautiful  valley  bounded  at  its  two 
extremities  by  the  Basin  of  Minas  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  This  valley 
has  been  the  scene  of  the  most  interesting  events  connected  with  the 
history  of  the  province.  In  the  western  part  is  the  town  of  Annapoils, 
formerly  called  Port  Royal,  founded  by  the  French  explorers,  Demots 
and  Pontrincourt,  in  the  year  1604,  being,  I  think,  the  first  settlement 
of  Europeans  on  this  continent.  This  town  was  for  nearly  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  years  the  capital  of  all  Acadia  and  figured  considerably 
in  the  wars  which,  during  that  period,  occurred  between  the  English 
and  Fretnch.  The  surrounding  country  was  also  occupied  by  the  fol- 
lowers of  Pontrincourt  who  have  been  since  known  in  provincial  his- 
toi-y  as  the  French  Aacadians.  The  eastern  part  of  this  valley,  now 
Horton  and  Cornwallis,  the  latter  comprising  the  eastern  part  of  the 
North  Mountain  and  extending  nearly  across  the  valley;  the  former 
lying  along  the  base  and  extending  up  the  base  of  the  South  Mountains, 
weire  also  occupied  at  a  very  early  period  by  the  Acadians,  a  hardy  and 
industrious  race.  Here  they  lived  for  most  part  in  peace,  felling  the 
forest,  reclaiming  the  marshes,  cultivating  and  improving  their  land, 
and  securing  for  themselves  and  their  families  a  comfortable  indepen- 
dence until  1755,  when  on  account  of  refusing  to  take  the  oath  of  aiUe- 
giance  to  Great  Britain  they  were  by  an  edict  of  Governor  Lawrence 
expelled  from  their  homes  and  scattered  among  the  other  colonies 
(from  Maine  to  Georgia.)  The  character  and  mode  of  life  of  this 
people,  their  expulsion  and  subsequent  sufferings  form  the  subject  of 
Longfellow's  touching  story  of  Evangeline.  Whether  this  act  of  gov- 
ernment   was    jurtifiable    or    not    remains    a    question    which    we    have 
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little  means  of  determining,  for  even  we  who  live  upon  their  lands  and 
walk  oiver  their  graves,  know  but  little  niore  of  them  than  any  one  niay 
learn  from  the  fanciful  sketch  of  the  poet." 

It  was  thes©  lands,  thus  deserted  and  offered  without  purchase  to  the 
New  Eng-laind  colonists  thait  induced  the  company  of  emigrants  to 
which  Samuel  Borden  lamd  his  son  Perry  belonged,  to  leave  their  old 
homes  and  settle  in  the  more  remote  province  of  Nova  Scotia.  The 
band  of  "first  settlers"  consisted  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  individuals. 
They  landed  on  the  8th  of  J'une,  1760,  at  a  place  which,  on  account  of 
its  being  first  selected  as  the  site  of  a  future  town,  is  still  known  as 
"the  town  plot,"  though  the  town  had  never  been  built.  The  settlers 
immediately  obtained  a  grant  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  acres 
or  thereabouts  to  which  they  gave  the  name  of  Cornwallis,  after  that 
of  General  Edward  Cornwallis.  who  had  previously  commandea  the 
English  troops,  in  Nova  Scotia  and  who  in  1719  laid  the  foundation  of 
Hia'lifax  by  erecting  government  storehousesi  and  barracks  fOr  the  Brit- 
ish army.  In  1750  this  collection  of  buildings  and  their  surroundings 
received  the  name  Halifax,  a  mark  of  respect  to  Lord  Halifax,  then 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trade.  This  Edward  Cornwallis  was  the 
brother  of  Lord  Cornwallis  who  figured  in  the  war  of  indenendence 
some  years  later.  Cornwallis.,  Aylfsford  and  Horton  form  Kings  County 
which  includes  all,  or  nearly  so,  of  the  lands  cultivatel  by  the  Acadiansi, 
with  large  tracts  of  woodland  on  the  North  and  South  Mountains.  On 
taking  possession  of  their  lands  the  newly-installed  owners  proceeded 
to  divide  them  into  one  hundred  and  fifty  shares.  The  most  valuable 
portion  of  Cornwallis  is  the  valley  which  now  contains  the  greater 
part  of  the  population  and  of  the  weiailth.  and  which  has  been  stvled 
the  garden  of  the  province.  It  is  certain  that  few  places  possess  greater 
agricultural  capabilities.  Though  situated  in  45  north  latitude,  owing 
to  its  sheltered  position  and  the  near  proximity  of  large  bodies  of  salt 
water,  its  climate  is  milder  and  less  changeable  than  many  places 
farther  south.  The  soil  when  enriched  is  very  productive,  especially 
in  potatoes  and  all  the  varieties  of  fruit  and  vegetables  adapted  to 
the  climate.  The  upland  hay  crop  is  generally  light,  owing  to  the 
peculiar  nature  of  the  soil,  but  this  deficiency  is  supplied  to  a  great 
extent  by  the  large  and  valuable  marshes  which  skirt  the  banks  of 
the  numerous  rivers  running  into  the  interior.  These  lands  deserve 
more  than  a  passing  notice  to  give  a  correct  idea  of  the  agriculture 
of  Cornwallis  and  Horton,  for  it  is  through  these  that  they  have  ac- 
quired Bind  maintained  their  high  position  as  a  farming  country.  This 
euUuvial  soil  is  a  marine  deposit  peculiar  to  those  parts  which  are 
washed  by  the  rapidly  flawing  tides  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy.  Near  its 
head  this  bay  separates  into  two  parts,  the  fli'st  includes  Minas  Bay 
and  basin  and  Cobequid  Bay,  both  lying  in  Nova  Scotia;  the  second 
part  in  Chignecto  Bay,  which  nearly  separates  Nova  Scotia  from  the 
mainland,  leaving  an  isthmus  only  fourteen  miles  wide.  It  is  only  in 
the  first  two  bays  that  the  tides  attain  their  greatest  force  and  height; 
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the  extreme  height  being,  at  high  spring  tides,  about  sixty  feet,  while 
at  the  entrance  of  the  bay  at  St.  Johns  it  is  about  thirty  feet.  The 
Bay  of  Fundy,  being  forty  miles  wide  at  its  entrance  and  one  hundred 
and  forty  miles  long,  the  ebb  and  flow  of  such  a  body  of  water  tv/ice 
every  twenty-five  hours  must  produce  a  vei-y  strong  and  rapid  cTirrent. 
The  retreating  tide  leaves  some  of  the  rivers  bare,  but  the  apparance 
of  th  first  flow  or  bore,  as  it  is  called,  up  thesie  rivers,  is  rather  a  to- 
culiar  sight.  At  high  spring  tides  an  almost  perpendicular  wall  of  wa- 
ter, from  two  to  five  feet  high  moves  majestically  along  at  the  rate 
of  two  to  five  miles  per  hour,  the  velocity  being  in  proportion  to  the 
height  of  the  bore.  Small  boats  stand  but  little  chance  in  its  v>ay,  and 
even  large  oneis  require  to  be  managed  with  great  care  and  skill  to  in- 
sure their  safety  under  such  circumstances.  It  is  by  the  action  of 
these  tides  that  the  marshes  already  spoken  of  are  formed.  The  shores 
are  contin'ually  wearing  away  by  the  attrition  of  the  water  and  the 
finer  particles  of  the  debris,  with  materials  from  other  sources,  are 
carried  up  the  estuaries  ofthe  rivers  and  deposited  either  along  their 
banks  or  at  their  heads.  This  operation  being  repeated  twice  every 
twenty-five  hours,  large  mounds  are  formed  high  above  ordinary  high- 
wiaiter  mark,  and  then  a  dyke  either  across  the  stream  or  along  it? 
banks  effectually  excludes  any  further  encroachment  of  the  water.  In 
this  way  lands  are  reclaimed  which  in  natural  fertility  are  excelled  by 
none  perhaps  in  the  world.  After  a  period  of  from  forty  to  one  hun- 
dred years  thes.e  lands,  cultivated  only  by  occasional  ploughing  amd  re- 
eseding,  without  the  addition  of  any  manure  except  what  is  dropped 
by  the  large  herds  of  cattle  which  are  turned  upon  them  in  the  fall  of 
the  year  to  crop  the  luxuriant  after-growth,  now  cut  from  two  to  three 
tons  and  some  four  tons  to  the  acre  of  excellent  hay,  lat  a  single  cut~ 
ting.  These  lands  are  farmed  at  the  heads  of  all  the  offshoots  from 
the  Bay  of  Fundy,  but  are  not  of  equal  extent  nor  of  equal  value.  Corn- 
Wallis  and  Horton  have  about  7000  acres  of  this  soil,  some  of  them  the 
finest  quality,  which  when  offered  for  sale  command  rising  from  forty 
to  one   hundred   dollars   per   acre. 

Although  the  country  is  rapidly  improving,  yet  agriculture,  which 
iiS  the  chief  occupation  of  the  people,  cannot  be  said  to  be  in  a  verv 
advanced  state.  The  necessity  of  a  thorough  cultivation  of  the  soil 
or  the  careful  husbanding  of  manures,  the  superiority  of  improved 
breeds  of  stock  and  the  economy  of  introducing  and  using  Labor-saving 
implements  are  things  which,  for  the  most  part,  are  but  beginning  to  be 
undersitood.  The  chief  exports  are  fa,t  cattle  and  potatoes,  which  by 
raising  ana  exporting  to  the  American  markets  the  farmers  have,  dur- 
ing the  last  fifteen  years,  accumulated  much  wealth.  Wood,  butter, 
cheese,  fruit  and  pork  are  exported  in  considerable  quantities.  The 
fisheries  in  Minas  Basin  and  the  Bay  of  Fundy  are  prosecuted  to 
some  extent,  but  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  home  consumption.  We 
import  almost  all  our  flour  from  the  United  States  and  Canada,  ajid 
our    manufactured    goods    we    receive    from    E)ngland    and    the    United 
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States,    chiefly    from    the    latter.     Considerable    attention    is    given    to 
shipbuilding'  and  commerce. 

The  early  history  of  the  Borden  families  here  is  similar  to  that  of 
most  early  settlers.  Privations  were  to  be  end'ured,  obstacles  to  suc- 
cess and  permanent  improvement  to  be  overcome,  their  famifies  to  be 
supported  and  property  accumulated  for  their  children.  To  accom- 
plish these  objecta  successfully,  was  the  great  aim  of  those  who  took 
up  their  abode  here,  the  men  of  the  first  generation.  And  those  oi  the 
second  generation  bear  a  strong  resemblance  to  them  in  this  respect. 
The  first  division  of  lands,  though  equitable,  was  found  very  inconve- 
nient on  actual  occupancy,  which  led  to  freq'uent  changes  by  sale  and 
"purchase  amcng  the  proprietors  and  subsequently.  The  most  shrewd 
and  far-seeing,  among  whom  was  Perry  Borden,  taking  ad\iantage  of 
this  state  of  things  secured  for  themselves  some  of  the  finest  lands 
which  in  a  few  years  advanced  so  much  that  they  found  themselves 
possessed  of  extensive  and  valuable  properties.  All  the  sons  of  Perry 
Borden,  by  the  rise  in  the  value  of  lands  thus  selected  by  their  father 
and  their  own  industry  became  men  of  independent  mea.ns,  leaving  in 
.=!ome  cases  large  properties  to  their  children  in  whose  possession  they 
are  chiefly  found  at  the  present  day.  Many  of  their  descendants  have 
changed  their  locations.  The  Bordens  of  the  early  times  considered 
the  mere  elements  of  education  amply  sufficient  for  the  wiamts  of 
very-day  life,  physical  power  and  skill  in  the  various  departments  of 
manual  labor  being  more  highly  prized  by  them  than  mere  intellec- 
tual power.  The  Bordens  of  this  period,  although  several  of  them 
were  noted  in  the  flrst  respect,  do  not  appear  to  have  been  deficient  in 
the  latter,  on  the  contrary,  they  were  genenally  men  of  sound  .ludg- 
ment,  good,  practicable  ability  and  extensive  influence.  David  and 
William  were  induced  by  their  friends  to.  accept  nominations  for  seats 
in  the  Provincial  Parliament.  They  were  unsuccessful,  but  not  on  ac- 
count of  a  want  of  ability.  Since  that  time  Andrew  Borden  of  the  next 
generation  offered  himself  as  a  candidate  for  the  same  position,  but 
did  not  succeed;  after  which  no  other  person  of  the  name  has  shown 
any  inclination  to  win  for  himself  political  honorsi.  Indeed  the  general 
characteristics  of  the  family  were  not  such  as  to  warrant  them  in  as- 
piring to  such  positions.  They  were  men  of  strict  integrity,  fearlesis 
and  independent  in  thought  and  action,  with  qualities  of  mind  more 
solid  than  showy,  more  fond  of  comfort  than  fame,  and  generally  with 
little  ability  as  public  speakers;  they  were  better  qualified  to  give 
weight  and  influence  to  a  community  than  to  secure  honor  or  distinc- 
tion to  themselves.  They  have  been  and  still  are  mostly  farmers,  al- 
though some  have  turned  their  attention  to  other  pursiuits,  almost  al- 
ways with  success.  Among  the  younger  members  many  have  received 
and  lare  receiving  a  liberal  education  and  bid  fair  to  attain  distinction 
for  themselves  in  the  various  departments  to  which  they  have  di- 
rected their  attention.  In  social  life  they  are  to  be  found  in  every  rank, 
some    O'ccupying   high    positions    in    society,    while    very   few   have    ever 
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broug-ht  discredit  upon  an  old,   respected  and  honorable  name." 

Perry  Borden's  first  wife  was  Amy-  Percy,  married  September  6,  1761. 
She  died  December  2,  1765.  She  was  the  daughter  of  an  Eng-lish  officer. 
He  then  married  Mary  Ells  October  22,  1767.  She  was  born  May  25, 
1745,  died   1831.

Catherine  inherited  the  homestead  of  her  father,  and  her  heirs  still 
retain  it.  Benjamin  Borden  was  a  member  of  the  Friends'  Society  in 
Tiverton.        S.

He  fled  on  his  release  from  prison  to  London,  from  thence  to  Boston 
in  1688.  From  which  place  he  removed  to  Providence.  Several  in- 
teresting memorials  of  his  are  still  preserved,  as  carved  chairs,  a  g-old 
rattle,  a,  sword  (with  date  1414),  a  psalm  book,  etc.  He  was  buried 
beneath  St.  John's  Church,  Providence,  and  a  g-reat  bronze  tablet  was 
placed  there  to  his  memory.  The  wife  of  Gail,  Mary  Knowlton,  after 
his  death,  married  Ezekiel  P!opkins  of  Providence,  and  had  two 
daughters,    Elizabeth    and   Amy   Hopkins.

A  letter  from  Samuel  and  Sarah  Stafford 
addressed  to  their  honored  mother,  fhen  a,  widow  in  Tiverton,  was 
dated  February  17,  1751,  came  from  the  Nine  Partners,  N.  Y.  Another 
from  Hannah  Borden  to  the  same,  was  dated  at  Core  Sound,  N.  C,  July 
27,  1752.  A  third  letter  is  from  Patience,  who  had  married  a  man  by 
the  name  of  Earl,  was  dated  at  Nine  Partners,  and  was  signed  by 
Patience  Earl  October  21,  1752.  Another  from  Patience  Earl  to  her 
mother  was  dated  North  Carolina,  the  19th  of  the  3d  mo.  1773.  Their 
sister  Priscilla  married  a  Lowden  of  Newport.  These  letters  all  show 
a  respectful  and  kind  regard  for  all  their  friends,  and  a  tender  solicitude 
for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  their  mother,  which  does  honor  to  their 
feelings,  and  contrasts  strongly  with  the  conduct  of  families  whom  we 
have  known  in  later  times."     S.

Benjamin  died  before  1825;  just  how  long  I  do  not  know.  It  was 
this  Benjamin  to  whom  his  half-free  slave  (Hycen)  wished  tO'  sell  back 
the  free  half.  Hycen  was  la.  g-ood  deal  of  a  sailor,  and  hired  his  time 
from  his  old  master,  Ben,  for  eome  years,  and  ran  on.  his  own  account 
a  small  schooner  up  the  Neuse  River  as  far  as  New  Berne,  then  the 
principal  town  of  eastern  North  Carolina.  From  the  profits  of  this 
schooner  venture,  Hycen  bought  a  half  interest  in  himsielf,  still  hiring 
of  his  master  the  other  half.  Not  long  after  Hycen  beciame  half  owner 
of  himself,  his  schooner  was  caught  in  a  violent  squall  at  the  mouth 
of  Neuse  River,  which  is  there  a  wide  estuary  of  the  o<cean,  and  he 
and  his  assistant  (who  constituted  his  crew)  came  very  near  going 
to  the   bottcm. 

Hycen  was  profoundly  affected,  and  when  he  reached  port  tied  up  his 
schooner,  and  went  off  to  see  his  old  master.  After  telling-  of  his  great 
peril  and  narrow  escape,  he  said:  "Marse  Ben,  I  want  to  sell  my  half 
back— nigg-er  property  is  poor  property." 

3i9.  HOPE,  born  in  Beaufort,  North  Carolina;  married  Asa  Hatch  of 
Jo'nes  county,   N.  C. 

320.  JOSEPH.  "He  was  born  August,  1769,  and  died  in  1S25.  He 
was  a  Quaker,  and  late  in  life  set  free  all  of  his  slaves  except  such  as 
were  entailed  to  his  children.  These  he  felt  he  had  no  right  to  set 
free.  So  though  he  divided  a  large  landed  estate  to  his  heirs,  he  gave 
them  no  slaves.  He  made  his  will  April  4,  1823,  and  that  will  shows 
the  most  conscientious  effort  to  divide  his  property  fairly  and  equally 
among  his  children.  By  said  will  he  divided  his  large  landed  estate 
to  his  seven  sons  for  life,  specifying  the  tracts  each  son  was  to  take — 
remainder  over  to  the  children  of  each  son  in  equal  parts. 

To  his  own  daughter  he  gave  money  and  bank  stock;  but  gave  her 
no  land.  He  married  in  1795  Esthei-,  widow  of  Capt.  John  Baston. 
Her  maiden  name  was  Esther  Wallace,  and  she  was  a  daughter  of 
David  Wallace  and  Mary  Willis,  his  wife.  David  Wallace  was  the 
son  of  Robert  Wallace  and  Esther  West,  his  "Nvife,  whom  he  married  in 
the  Island  of  Guernsey  about  1700.  Robert  Wallace  was  a  son  of  a. 
brother  of  Sir  James  Wallace,  a  colonel  in  the  British  army,  whose 
estate  lay  in  Argyleshire,  Scotland,  and  was  confiscated  by  the  Eng- 
lish government  on  account  of  his  opinions,  and  his  devotion  to  the 
Presbyterian  side  about  the  reign  of  Jiarnes  II. 

Robert  Wallace  was  a  surveyor,  and  came  to  Virginia  with  Sir 
George  Pollock  about  1700. 

Joseph  was  born  at  the  residence  of  his  father  on  Newport  River, 
May  5,  1769,  and  married  Esther  Wallace,  daughter  of  David  Wallace, 
Esq.,  of  Portland,  Carteret  county,  June  16,  1796.  He  had  been  de- 
prived of  the  advantages  of  a  good  education,  owing  to  the  disturbed 
state   of   the   co'untry   during   the   Revolutionary    war.       He   was,    how- 
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ever,  endowed  by  nature  with  good  natural  abilities,  and  a  discrimi- 
nating mind,  which  well  qualified  him  for  the  performance  of  the 
various  duites  of  life;  and  his  diligent  attention  to  business  and  per- 
severing energy  in  whatever  he  undertook  supplied  in  a  great  measure 
the  deficiency  of  his  early  educatitDU.  He  settled  upon  the  estate 
his  father  had  occupied.  But  in  consequence  of  the  destruction  of 
his  father's  improvements  by  the  British,  he  wias  compelled  to  begin 
life  with  very  limited  means,  and,  necessarily,  had  to  endure  the 
hardships  and  privations  incident  to  a  country  comparatively  new,  and 
then  just  recovering  from  the  ravages  of  a  civil  war. 

He  and  his  wife  were  frugal  and  preserveringly  industrious,  and, 
with  the  blessing  of  God  upon  their  labors,  they  soon  acquired  a  com- 
petency of  this  world's  goods,  and  reared  up  a  numerous  family,  who 
were  permitted  "to  rise  up  and  call  them  blessed."  Joseph  and  his 
wife  were  Arm  believers  in  the  trutli  of  the  Christian  religion,  and 
were  active  members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  as  their  parents  and 
grandparents  were  before  them;  and  it  may  in  truth  be  said  of  him  that 
he  possessed  a  spirit  devoid  of  guile,  and  was  truly  "an  honest  man, 
the  noblest  work  of  God."  As  such  he  was  highly  esteemed  by  the 
community  in  which  he  lived,  and  dying  he  left  a  large  circle  of  friends 
and  acquaintances  to  mourn  his  early  departure.  He  died  January  6, 
1825,   ag^d  55  years,  8  months. 

Joseph  Borden  and  his  ancestors  as  far  back  as  Richard  Borden,  the 
emigrant  who  settled  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I.,  in  1638,  belonged  to  the 
religionis  society  of  Friends,  and  were  from  principle  opposed  to  negro 
slavery.  They  neither  owned  slaves  themselves,  nor  would  they 
countenance  it  in  others.  On  the  contrai'y,  they  tilled  their  fields  by 
hands  who  received  a  just  remuneration  for  their  labor,  and  it  was  a 
part  of  their  religion  to  see  that  every  man  in  their  employ  received  his 
just  due;  in  this  way  recognizing  the  authority  of  the  divine  precept, 
"Lhe  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire."  For  a  time  the  Friends  in  the 
So^th  got  along  in  their  quiet  peaceful  way,  managing  their  affairs 
according  to  their  own  sense  of  propriety  and  the  just  rights  of  others. 
They  possessed  the  confidence  of  the  slave  owners;  they  were  re- 
spected by  them  for  their  strict  adherence  to  the  principles  of  their 
religion,  and  were  generally  considered  by  the  people  as  good  neigh- 
bors and  worthy  members  of  society.  But  when  the  anti-slavery  ex- 
citement commenced,  a  great  change  took  place  in  the  South  towards 
them  on  a  sudden.  The  kind  feelings  of  many  were  alienated  from 
them,  and  the  bitter  hostility  of  the  multitude  soon  became  so  great 
as  to  endanger  the  peace  of  the  community  and  even  the  lives  of  the 
Friends.  This  state  of  feeling  caused  a  thrill  of  horror  to  run 
through  every  community  of  Friends.  They  were  denounced  as  a 
great  anti-slavery  society,  not  fit  to  be  tolerated  in  a  slave  state;  and 
for  a  time  it  seemed  as  though  they  must  be  sacrificed  to  the  demon  of 
slavery.  They  were  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  the  myrmidons  of 
slavery,  and  their  only  chance  for  safety  seemed  to  be  in  the  fore- 
bearance  of  madmen  who  thirsted  for  their  blood.       At  this   time  Mr. 
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Borden  hiad  a  wife  and  nine  children  for  whom  he  felt  the  deeoest 
solicitude,  and  for  whom  he  felt  it  his  daty  to  provide  some  way  of 
escape  from  the  impending-  danger.  After  surveying  calmly  the  pros- 
pects around  him,  he  concluded  that  prudence  as  well  as  natural  af- 
fection demanded  of  him  the  prompt  removal  of  his  family  to  one  of 
the  free  states;  aa  the  first  outbreak  of  popular  fury  would  fall  upon 
the  Friends  located  in  the  midst  of  slavery,  and,  of  course,  he  and  his 
family  and  all  their  substance  would  perish  togethei'.  Having  re- 
solved fully  on  a  removal,  he  immediately  commenced  to  put  it  into 
execution,  quietly,  and  so  cautiously  that  his  design  was  not  suspected 
by  his  nearest  neighbors.  He  collected  what  was  due  him  and  iSold 
his  real  and  personal  estate,  and  was  nearly  ready  to  remove  when  he 
was  attacked  by  sickness,  under  which  he  soon  passed  away.  He 
died  at  the  old  mansion  house  January  6,  1S25,  and  was  interred  by  the 
side  of  his  father,  near  the  old  Friends'  Meeting  House.  Hisi  fami'lv 
no  longer  having  any  home  in  the  South,  removed  to  the  free  states. 
Some  of  the  sons  and  daughters  who  married  slaveholders,  have  re- 
mained during  the  late  rebellion  and  have  participated"  in  the  trials  and 
hardships  usually  attendant  upon  a  state  of  civil  war."     S.  7

340.  ANN;  date  of  her  birth  unknown.  "She  married  Judge  Francis 
Hopkinson.  He  was  born  in  Philadelphia  in  1737,  and  his  death  oc- 
curred in  1791.  His  parents  emigrated  from  England,  and  his  father 
w:as  an  intimate  friend  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  he  is  said  to  have 
been  the  first  person  to  w-hom  Franklin  exhibited  the  experiment  of 
silently  drawing  the  electric  fluid  from  the  clouds  by  a  pointed,  instead 
of  a  blunt  instrument.  FYancis  was  the  first  student  that  entered 
the  College  of  Philadelphia  after  its  organization,  and  completed  his 
course  there.  After  graduating  he  studied  law  and  in  1765  he  visited 
England,  where  he  remained  two  years.  On  his  return  home  he  fixed 
his  residence  at  Bordentown,  having  married  Miss  Ann  Borden,  the 
only  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Joseph  Borden.  At  the  ffrst  breaking  out 
of  the  Revolution  Mr.  Borden  and  Mr.  Hopkinson  both  took  strong 
grcnind  in  fa\or  of  the  liberties  of  the  colonies,  and  devoted  all  their 
energies  to  the  advancement  of  the  good  cause.  In  1776  Judge  Hop- 
kins was  delegated  to  the  Continental  Congress,  which  met  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  on  the  4th  of  July  they  declared  these  colonies  to  be  free 
and  independent  states,  and  affixed  their  names  to  this  <  eleorated 
declaration.  What  he  had  thus  avowed  in  connection  with  this,  he 
labored  to  sustain  by  the  power  of  his  pen.  He  w-as,  by  -.mature,  a 
man  of  ,a.  versatile  genius,  and  by  his  education  he  became  a  man  of 
varied  accomplishments.  To  the  knowledge  of  the  law  he  added  those 
of  painting,  poetry  and  music,  and  was  considered  quite  T>roficient  in 
them  all.  He  commenced  his  warfare  upon  British  rule  as  early  as 
1774,  by  the  publication  of  several  pamphlets  designed  !o  awaken  the 
attention  of  the  community  to  their  true  condition,  and  to  arouse  them 
to  stand  forth  in  defence  of  their  rights.  Among  others  were  the  fol- 
lowing satrical  compositions,  as  "The  Admirable  Political  Catp.;'hism," 
"Letters  of  Tories  and  British  Travelers,"  "Answers  to  British  Procla- 
mations," etc.,  and  so  well  did  he  sustain  his  position  throughout  the 
war  that  a  writer  remarks  of  him  that  "during  the  Revolution  he  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  satrical  and  political  writings  which  attained 
such  popularity  that  it  has  been  truly  said  that  few  persons  effected 
more  than  Hopkinson  in  educating  the  American  people  for  political 
independence."  He  also  exercised  his  raillery  in  prose  and  verse  at 
most  of  the  socal  follies  of  his  time.      In  1779  he  was  made  judge  of  the 
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Admiralty  Court  for  Pennsylvania,  which  office  he  held  for  ten  veare, 
until  the  organization  of  the  Federal  government,  when  his  commission, 
expired.  As  soon,  however,  as  Gen.  "Washing-ton  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  offlce  as  President  of  the  United  States,  he  addressed  to 
Judge  Hopkinson  .a  highly  complimentary  letter,  enclosing  a  commis- 
sion of  United  States  District  Judge  for  Pennsylvania,  a  V)osition  he 
held   during  life. 

Pie  was  not  only  familiar  with  the  sciences,  but  skilled  in  painting 
and  musical  composition,  often  arranging  the  music  of  his  ow^n  songs. 
The  best  of  his  poems  were  "The  Battle  of  the  Keg's,"  a  humorous  bal- 
lad, and  "The  New  Roof,"  a  song  for  Federal  mechanics.  The  miscel- 
laneous essays  and  occassional  writings  of  Judge  Hopkinson  were  col- 
lected and  published  by  Dobson  of  Philadelphia  m  1792  in  four  volumes. 

Judge  Hopkinson  left  one  son,  Joseph  Hopkinson,  and  three  daugh- 
ters, Elizabeth,  who  married  a  Petit;  Mary  Letitia,  married  a  Bu- 
chanan, and  Ann  married  a  Buchanan.  They  were  all  named  in  their 
grandmother's  will,  dated  September  15,  1798,  and  proved  November  5, 
1807.  Francis  Hopkinson  and  wife  both  died  and  were  interred  at  . 
Philadelphia."     S. 

Copy  of  clipping  taken  from  a  Burlington  county,  New  Jersey,  paper 
of    recent    date: 

"Sunset  Cox,  a.  descendant  of  Joseph  Borden,  showed  me  the  other 
day,  as  a  curiosity,  the  announcement  of  the  marriage  of  a  daughter 
of  a  parental  great,  great  grandfather,  as  it  was  published  in  the 
newspapers  of  New  Jersey  125  years  ago.       It  reads  as  follows; 

"  'On  Thursday  last  Francis  Hopkinson,  Esq.,  was  joined  in  the  velvet 
bonds  of  hymen  to  Nancy  Borden  of  this  place,  a  lady  noted  both  for 
her  internal,  as  well  as  external  accomplishments.  In  the  words  of  the 
celebrated  poet: 

'Without  all   shining-,   and   within  all   white, 

Pure  to  the  sense,  and  pleasing  to  the  sight.' 

"Nancy  Borden  was  a  daughter  of  a  Gen.  Borden,  who  laid  out  the 
city  of  Bordentown,  N.  J.,  and  he  was  also  the  grandfather  of  Sunset 
Cox  s  grandfather.  Francis  Plopkinson  was  one  of  the  scholars  of 
Revolutionary  days.  He  wrote  a  number  of  humorous  and  patriotic 
piece.--,  amoing  which  were  the  "Battle  of  the  Kegs,"  and  others.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Princeton,  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Inde- 
pendence, and  a  member  of  Congress.  His  son,  Joseph,  was  one  of 
the  ablest  lawyers  of  his  time,  and  was  the  author  of  'Hail  Colu.nbia.' 
Speaking  of  'Ha.il  Columbia,"  the  music  of  this  song  was  at  first  known 
as  the  'President's  March,'  and  it  used  to  be  played  while  "Washington 
was  President  by  an  orchestra  as  he  came  into  the  theatre.  Its  music 
was  composed  by  a  fellow  named  Phyles,  and  it  was  played  for  the 
first  time  on  Trenton  Bridge  as  Washington  rode  over  it  on  his  way 
to  be  inaugurated.  It  became  popular  at  once,  and  Hopkinson  wrote 
and  adopted  these  lines  to  it,  beginning  'Hail  Columbia.'  During  the 
political  campaign,  while  John  Qaiincy  Adams  was  President,  the  name 
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'President's  March'  was  dropped,  and  it  haiS  since  been  known  as  'Hail 
Columbia.'  " 

341.  JOSEPH,  born  1755;  died  October  16,  1788.  He  married  Elizabeth 
Biles,  daug-hter  of  Langhorn  Biles  of  Bucks  county,  Penn.  He  was  a 
gallant  officer  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  and  commanded  a  troop  at 
light  horse  of  Burlington  county.  He  was  wounded  by  a  musket  ball 
at  the  battle  of  Germantawn,  while  acting  ars  aide-de-camp  to  Gen. 
Forman.  He  never  fully  recovered  from  the  effect  of  the  wound,  and 
died  October  16,  1788,  at  the  age  of  33.  His  wife  was  daughter  of 
Langhorn  Biles,  of  Bucks  county,  Penn.,  and  was  one  of  the  "latrons 
who  assisted  at  Washington's  reception  by  the  people  of  New  Jeisey 
in  1789,  as  did  also  his  only  daughter  Elizabeth,  then  a  girl  13  years 
of  age.  Elizabeth  Borden  married  Azariah  Hunt.  Mrs.  Borden's 
mother  was  a  sister  of  Col.  Joseph  Kirkbridge  of  the  patriot  forces. 
(Woodward's  History  of  Bordentown). 

342.  MARY,  married  Thomas  McKean,  member  of  Congress  from  Dela- 
ware in  1776,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  Governor 
of  Pennsylvania.  He  is  described  as  "a  violent  Democrat  in  profes- 
sion, b'ut  exceedingly  aristocratic  in  disposition  and  practice."  Their 
son.  Judge  Joseph  Borden  MoKean,  was  a  distinguished  lawyer  of  Penn- 
sylvania. A  daughter  of  Governor  McKean  became  the  wife  of  the 
Senor  Don  Carlos  Fernando  Martinez  de  Yrugo,  Marquisi  de  Yrueo, 
Minister  from  Spain,  Prime  Minister,  etc.  There  is  a  genealogy  of  the 
McKean  family  edited  by  Mr.  Roberdeau  Buchanan  of  No.  2015  Q 
street,  Philadelphia,  Pa.

Some  time  previous  to  this  he  was  engaged  in  lumbering,  furnishing 
white  oak  timber  and  plank  for  the  building  of  ships,  and  other  ves- 
sels for  the  coasting  trade,  to  replace  those  destroyed  by  the  English 
during  the  wai-.  He  also  took  up  a  new  privilege  on  the  stream,  now 
owned  by  the  Troy  Company,  where  he  erected  a  saw  mill  to  facilitate 
his  operations  in  lumber.  This,  of  course,  created  some  sensation, 
and  a  lawsuit;  but  he  maintained  his  position,  the  suit  terminating  in 
his  favor.       This  added  materially  to  the  value  of  his  estate.        About

1790  Mr.  Borden,  Seth  Russell  of  Dartmouth,  and  Cact.  Samuel  Bor- 
den, late  of  F'airhaven,  fitted  two  or  three  small  vessels  from  Fall 
River  for  whaling-  on  our  coast,  to  cruise  from  George's  Banks  to  Cape 
May.  I  can  And  no  records  of  these  transactions,  and  cannot  si>eak 
of  any  great  success.  They  followed  it  several  seasons,  until  Caut. 
Borden  settled  in  Fairhaven,  and  Seth  Russel  in  New^  Bedford,  and 
Mr.  Borden  abandoned  the  business,  and  the  cvnly  article  left  to  re- 
mind us  of  this  enterprise  is  an  old  try  pot  which  came  out  of  these 
whalers,  which  Mr.  Borden  brought  "to-  his  farm  in  Tiverton  to  boil 
potatoes  for  his  hogs.  It  is  now  in  the  possession  of  his  daughter,  the 
widow  of  the  Hon.  Job  Durfee,  late  Chief  Justice  of  Rhode  Island.  Mr. 
Borden  removed  to  Tiverton  in  1806.  hJe  was  an  a,miable,  kind-heartea 
man,  animated  in  conversation,  and  a  pleasant  companion;  but  in  Ihe 
latter  part  of  his  life  he  became  negligent,  and,  consequently  he  left 
his  estate  in  an  embarrassed  condition,  and  exposed  to  great  imposi- 
tions from  dishonest  persons.  He  died  November  27,  1811,  aged  52  years. 
Mrs.  Borden  died  May  26,  1817,  aged  52  years.  Her  name  was  Amy

411.  SAMUEL,  "so  well  known  in  Fall  River  as  a  successful  business 
man,  w^as  born  in  Cornwallis,  in  the  county  of  Kings,  Nova  Scotia, 
September  1,  1762.  When  about  eighteen  months  old  he  was  brought 
to  Tiverton,  R.  I.,  the  residence  of  his  grandsire,  Samuel  Borden,  Esq., 
and  when  his  parents  returned  home,  Samuel  was  left  in  the  charge 
of  his  grandparents,  at  their  urgent  solicitation.  This  they  did  out  of 
regard  to  Mrs.  Borden's  health,  who  was  of  slender  constitution,  and 
already    far  advanced   in   pregnancy   again.       He    remained    with   them 
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several  years,  until  he  had  acquired  the  rudiments  of  knowledge  as 
tanig-ht  in  the  country  schools  at  that  day.  In  1778,  when  he  was  16 
years  old,  and  the  year  in  which  his  grandfather  died,  Perry  Borden 
sent  a  request  to  his  father  to  send  his  son  Samuel  to  him,  as  he 
greatly  needed  his  services.  The  request  was  complied  with,  and 
Samuel  returned  to  Cornwallis  as  great  a.  stranger  as  though  he  had 
not  been  born  there.  But  his  own  mother  he  did  not  find;  she  had  al- 
ready rested  in  her  grave  twelve  years,  and  another  had  laken  her 
place,  who  had  sons  of  her  own  who  engrossed  all  the  maternal  affec- 
tion she  had  to  bestow.  Of  cours'e,  between  his  step-mother  and  him 
there  could  be  no  feeling  of  sympathy;  on  the  contrary,  a  kind  of  dog- 
war  soon  commenced,  which  was  evidenced  by  a  long  series  of  low  mut- 
terings,  growlings,  and  occasional  sharp  barkings,  until  1783,  when 
Samuel  Borden  became  legally  a  freeman,  and  his  first  act  was  to  as- 
sert his  independence  by  returning  to  Tiverton  again,  declaring  "he 
would  not  live  in  Nova  Scotia  if  the  government  would  give  him  the 
whole  province."  After  the  death  of  his  grandmother,  he  came  to 
Fall  River  and  boarded  in  the  family  of  Simeon  Borden,  Esq.,  for 
several  years.  Among  other  enterprises  started  by  them  was  that  of 
whaling-,  Seth  Russell,  late  of  New  Bedford,  being  one  of  the  concern. 
After  much  inquiry,  I  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  reliable  ac- 
count of  this  trainsaction.  They  fitted  one  or  two  sloops  to  cruise  be- 
tween Cape  Henlopen  and  Nantucket  Shoals,  which  made  several  trips 
in  a  season  with  varied  success,  until  Samuel  Borden  went  to  Fair- 
haven,  and  Seth  Russell  to  New  Bedford,  which  broke  up  the  concern, 
and  the  remaining  partner  abandoned  the  pursuit.  The  course  taken 
by  the  two  first-named  partners  afterwards  seems  to  indicate  that  the 
business  had  been  profitable  to  some  extent,  as  they  both  engaged  in 
it  again,  though  under  more  favorable  circumstances,  and  followed 
it  during  their  lives.  But  the  removal  of  Mr.  Borden  at  that  time 
was  occasioned  by  the  death  of  a  young  lady  to  whom  h.e  was  en- 
gaged to  be  married.   Miss  Judith  Borden,  the  sister  of  Simeon  Borden, 

Esq.,  his  late  partner.       He  afterwards  married  Elizabeth  ,  and  had 

two  children.       He   died   in  1850."     S.

"He  commanded  a  company  of  militia  in  Tiverton  when  the  English 
troops  landed  at  Fall  River.  They  were  led  by  Thomas  Borden,  for- 
merly a  citizen  of  the  place,  who  was  acquainted  with  all  the  inhabi- 
tants and  their  location,  and  improved  this  opportunity  to  vent  his 
spleen  upon  one  of  his  associates  who  was  probably  obnoxious  to  him. 
The  house  of  Capt.  Borden  was  surrounded  and  he  was  taken  from  his 
bed  before  daylight  and  hurried  down  to  the  Eng-lish  boats  before  the 
alarm  was  given  or  the  presence  of  the  enemy  was  generally  known  in 
the  place.  After  completing  their  work  of  desitructlon,  they  departed, 
carrying*  with  them  Capt.  Borden  and  Richard  Bciden.  The  latter 
was  released  and  returned  home  in  the  course  of  a  week,  but  the  for- 
mer was  confined  in  Newport  jail  without  any  prospect  of  a  release. 
For  a  while  Capt.  Borden  bore  his  confinement  quite  stoically,  but 
toward  the  clo&e  of  the  first  year  he  became  very  impatient,  and 
greatly  excited  at  times,  and  let  no  opportunity  pass  "unimproved  of 
abusing  those  who  came  once  a  week  to  inspect  the  prison  and  see  if 
the  prisoners  were  all  in  their  rooms.  On  one  accasion  he  became 
greatly  excited  and  played  the  madman  to  perfection.  He  cursed  the 
prison,  the  fare,  the  officers  before  him; the  commanding  general  and 
the  whole  British  nation  generally,  and  concluded  that  he  would  not 
remain  there  much  longer.  The  officer  in  charge  asked  how  he  could 
help  it;  how  he  expected  to  get  out  of  prison.  To  which  Borden  re- 
plied, at  the  same  time  pointing  to  the  iron  gratings  of  his  cell:  "Do 
you  see  those  bars?"  The  officer  replied:  "Yes,  I  see  them;  but  how 
do  you  expect  to  overcome  them?"      Borden  replied  hastily:   "I'm  going 
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to  eat  them  up."  This  conversation,  far  from  exciting-  any  fears  for 
the  security  of  the  prisoner,  only  confirmed  them  in  the  opinion  tliat  his 
confinement  had  'unhing-ed  his  mind,  and  tliat  he  was  insane.  On 
their  turning-  to  leave  the  room,  Borden  once  more  informed  them  that 
some  morning  they  would  come  and  find  his  room  vacant.  Capt. 
Borden  was  allowed  to  g:o  into  the  baisement  of  the  jail  through  a  trap 
door  in  the  floor  of  hie  cell,  and  had  discovered  that  the  bars  of  the 
Window  there  were  of  wood  painted  the  color  of  iron.  All  that  he 
needed  to  recover  his  liberty  was  a  prudent,  trusty  companion  and  a 
good  jackknife.  This  boon  was  soon  granted  in  the  person  of  Capt. 
William  Taggart  of  Middletown,  R.  I.,  formerly,  but  then  of  Little 
Compton,  where  he  and  his  father,  Maj.  William  Taggert,  resided  at 
this  time.  As  Capt.  Taggart  has  published  a  statement  of  their  escape 
from  Newport  jail,  and  return  home,  I  will  here  quote  from  his  narra- 
tive: "Towards  the  latter  part  of  July,  1779,  a  large  party  of  refugees 
from  Newport  came  to  Little  Compton  for  the  express  purpose  of  mak- 
ing prisoners  of  my  father  a>nd  his  two  sons.  The  party  landed  un- 
observed, tho'Ugh  there  were  sentinels  at  the  shore  and  at  the  house. 
Two  of  the  sentinels  discovered  a  boat,  and  hailed  and  fired  at  the  same 
time,  but  wei'e  immediately  seized  by  the  enemy,  then  at  their  packs, 
with  threats  of  immediate  death  for  daring-  to  fire.  We  were  alarmed 
at  the  house  by  the  report  of  the  muskets,  and  my  unfortunate 
brother  and  myself,  having  armed  ourselves,  were  the  first  to  reach 
the  shore,  and  were  instantly  made  prisoners  by  the  enemy.  In  the 
confusion  of  the  moment  my  brother  attempted  to  escape  by  leaping 
over  a  stone  wall,  when  he  was  fired  at  and  wounded  through  the 
thig-h.  One  of  the  merciless  desperadoes  pursued  and  run  him  through 
with  a  bayonet.  They  then  took  fo'ur  of  our  party  on  board  their 
schooner  and  lodged  us  in  Newport  jail.  I  there  remained  a  priso'ner 
about  a  fortnight,  when,  with  Capt.  Benjamin  Borden  of  Fall  River, 
we  made  our  escape  in  the  following  manner:  The  prisoners  were  oc- 
casi&nally  allowed  to  go  into  the  cellar;  when  we  discovered  that  in- 
stead of  iron  the  windows  were  furnished  with  wooden  bars,  which 
might  easily  be  removed  with  a  good  knife.  B-ut  even  then  there 
were  difficulties  to  be  surmounted,  which,  to  persons  less  determined 
than  ourselves,  would  doubtless  have  appeared  insuperable.  Sentinels 
■were  placed  in  front  and  rear  of  the  prison,  and  were  continually  pa- 
troling.  From  the  window  by  which  we  escaped  a  few  steps  bro'Ught 
us  into  the  street  in  front  and  in  view  of  the  sentry,  who,  fortunately 
for  us,  was  in  the  sentry  box  at  that  time  on  account  of  the  rain 
which  was  falling.  We  had  agreed  to  walk  deliberately  and  without 
betraying  any  signs  of  fear,  and  were  providentially  enabled  to  pass 
in  the  twilig-ht  safely  through  the  compact  part  of  the  town  near  the 
hay  scales  in  Broad  street.  "We  went  into  the  fields  to  the  south- 
east of  that  street,  and  at  a  short  distance  from  this  we  crossed  ffte 
line  which  enclosed  the  town,  although  they  were  strictly  guarded. 
We  then  attempted  to  cross  the  road  and  steer  our  course  between  the 
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forts  on  Irish's  Hill  and  Tammany  Hill  in  order  to  avoid  the  regiment 
of  Anspack,  which  was  encamped  near  by.  The  darkness  protected 
us.  We  came  out  into  West  Road,  and  having-  proceeded  eight  or 
nine  miles  toward  Bristol  Ferry,  we  halted  at  the  ho'use  of  Nathan 
Brownell,  who  received  us  with  great  kindness.  As  the  troops  at  that 
season  were  encamped  in  the  fields,  it  was  extremely  hazardous  for 
us  to  visit  at  seasonable  hours  those  inhabitants  who  were  friendly  to 
the  American  cause;  but  still  greater,  and  apparently  insurmountable 
obs.tacles  opposed  any  attempt  to  leave  the  island  unobserved.  As  the 
shores  were  closely  guarded  we  could  not  possibly  obtain  a  boat,  and 
our  only  alternative  was  to  procure  rails  and  construct  a  raft.  This 
was  truly  hazardous;  for  we  were  compelled  to  launch  our  unsea- 
worthy  craft  between  the  nightly  guards  upon  the  shore.  But  the 
same  kind  Providence  still  shielded  and  protected  us.  We  left  the 
shore  with  out  raft  unperceived.  A  thick  fog;  soon  came  -up,  and  we 
were  all  rig^ht  upon  or  rather  in  the  water,  for  our  frail  bark  was  not 
sufficiently  buoyant  to  keep  us  above  the  surface.  At  daybreak  we 
were  so  near  the  Rhode  Island  shore  that  we  could  see  the  sentinels 
upon  the  beach.  At  an  hour  after  sunrise  we  landed  on  the  sooith 
end  of  Prudence;  from  there  we  were  taken  in  a  boat  to  Bristol,  and 
from  thence  we  went  to  our  respective  homes."       S.

After  leaving- 
scliool  he  entered  the  law  office  of  the  Hon.  Abjah  Mann,  Jr.,  member 
of  Congolese  from  the  Herkimer  district.  At  the  age  of  twenty-one 
he  was  admited  to  practice  at  the  bar  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
New  York.  At  the  ag-e  of  twenty-two  he  was  married  to  Miss 
Emeline  Griswold  of  Middleville,  N.  Y.,  and  in  1835  removed  with  his 
wife  to  Richmond,  Ind.,  where  he  practiced  law  successfully,  and  was 
elected  Mayor  of  the  city.  In  1839  he  removed  to  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  to 
take  charge  of  the  United  States  Land  Office,  then  located  there. 

By  his  first  wife  Judg-e  Borden  had  five  children,  Esther  Anna,  Re- 
becca, K.,  both  dead:  William  James,  a  merchant  in  New  York;  George 
Penning-ton,  Caiptain  Fifth  United  State®  Infantry,  now  stationed  at 
Fort  McPherson  (1896),  Georgia;  and  Emeline,  wife  of  Capt.  Hargous 
of  the  Fifth  United  States  Infantry,  and  who  is  now'  residing-  In  New- 
York.  August  15,  1848,  Judge  Borden  was  married  to  Miss  Jane  Conk- 
ling  of  Buel,   Montgomery  county.  New  York,  wlio  survives  him. 

In  1841,  Mr.  Borden  was  elected  judge  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  Circuit, 
then  composed  of  nine  counties.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  State  con- 
vention in  1850,  to  revise  and  amend  the  State  Constitution.  After 
the  adoption  of  the  new  constitution,  in  the  formation  of  which  Judg-e 
Borden  plcyed  an  important  part,  he  made  the  race  for  Congress  in 
1851,  but  was  defeated  by  a  small  Whig  majority. '  In  1852  he  was 
elected  Judg-e  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  District  of  Allen,  Aaams, 
Huntingdon   and  Wells.       In  1857   he   was  appointed   by   President   Bu- 
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chanan  resident  minister  to  the  Sandwich  Islands.  In  1S63  he  relin- 
quished this  diplomatio  position  and  made  an  extensive  tour  of  Cliina, 
Japan,  Asia  and  Europe,  acquiring'  a,  vist  fund  of  information  regard- 
ing the  political  and  social  condition  of  these  countries.  In  1864  Judge 
Borden  Tvae  reelected  to  the  Common  Pleas  ibench.  In  1867,  he  was 
elected  Judge  of  the  Criminal  Court,  which  office  he  held  at  the  time  of 
his   death. 

Judge  Borden  was  one  of  the  ablest  men  in  his  section  of  the  country. 
No  man  was  better  informed  on  general  topics  and  on  questions  of 
finance,  he  possessed  the  most  minute  information.  His  memory  was 
sing'ularly  retentive,  and  his  mind  was  as  active  and  vigorous  as  in 
his  young^er  days.  He  was  an  able  lawyer,  and  his  decisions  were 
just,  and  evidenced  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  law  and  its  bearing.

Usher  Shrewsbury,  born  September  7,  1792,  a  granddaughter  of  Col. 
John  Dickinson,  whose  wife,  Mary  Usher,  was  a  granddaughter  of 
Counsellor  Perry  of  Dublin,  Ireland.  In  ISIS  he  moved  to  Bawling 
Green,  Ky.,  where  he  engaged  in  the  mercantTle  business,  and  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  long,  active  and  useful  life.  Tn  connection  with 
James  Rumsey  Skyler  he  obtained  a  charter  and  built  at  consraerable 
cost  the  Portage  Road,  leading  from  Bowling  Green  to  the  boat  land- 
ing below  the  Double  Springs.  This  was  the  first  railroad  con- 
structed in  Kentucky.  In  1833  he  was  elected  "against  his  consent" 
to  the  State  Legislature,  receiving  more  votes  than  the  other  five  can- 
didates combined.  While  in  the  Legislature  he  was  insti'umental  in  ob- 
taining an  appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  the  Green  and  Bowen 
rivers,  which  gave  to  Bowling  Green  and  to  the  Green  River  country 
their  first  commercial  advantages.  Jacob  Van  Meter  was  a  man  of 
many  excellent  traits  of  character.  His  siuiC'Cesis  in  busineiss  attests  his 
energy,  enterprise  and  fine  judgment.  He  was  kind-hearted  and 
charitable,  upright  and  sincere.  His  motto,  in  a  long,  busy  life,  ex- 
tending over  half  a  century,  was  "Never  give  up."  He  died  February 
27,  1S74,  in  the  S7th  year  of  his  ag^e.  Pl'is  wife,  though  apparently  in 
her  oisual  health,  passed  away  calmly  on  the  following  day.  They 
were  buried  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  grave,  side  by  side.  For 
more  than  fifty-eight  years  they  had  journeye'd  together  through  life; 
they  were  not  to  be  separated  by  death.

A  descendant  of  William  Sweetland,  whose  naime  appears  in  the 
"Original  List  of  Persons  of  Quality,  etc  who  went  from  Great  Britain 
to  the  American  Plantation  from  1600  to  1700,"  as  commander  of  the 
ship  James,  trading  between  London  and  New  York,  in  167S-79.  He 
and  his  wife,  Agnes,  were     residing  in  Salem,  New  London  county,  Ct, 
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in  1703.  Eleazer  (5)  Sweetland,  son  of  the  Rev.  Eleazer  (4)  S-\veetland 
of  East  Haddaim,  Ct.,  (Joseph,  3;  Joseph,  2;  William,  1)  was  born 
in  Bast  Hadam  September  23,  1782.  He  was  commissioned  by  Gov. 
Georg-e  Clinton  April  14,  1804,  captain' of  a  company  of  lig-ht  infantry 
in  the  regimental  militia  of  the  county  of  Chenango,  N.  T.,  whereof 
Nathaniel  King,  Esq.,  is  lieutenant  colonel  commandant.  He  was  a 
Mason  of  the  highest  degree  then  known,  and  was  for  inany  years  an 
honorable  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  Botetourt  county,  Va.  He  died  in 
Pattonsburg,  Botetuort  county,  Va.,  October  28,  1838. 

The  father  of  these  Van  Meter  children,  Isaac  Van  Meter,  was  a 
descendant  of  Jan  Gysbertsen  Van  Meter,  who  emigrated  from 
Bommel,  in  South  Holland,  and  settled  in  New  Utrecht,  on  Long 
Island,  in  1663,  and  was  appointed  magistrate  in  1673.  There  is  g-ood 
reason  to  believe  that  Jan  Gysbertsen  was  a  descendant  of  Emanuel 
Van  Meter,  the  Dutch  historian,  who  was  born  in  Antwerp,  June  9. 
1535,  and  died  while  Dutch  Consul  in  London,  in  1612.  Isaac  A^an 
Mieter  was  born  about  1752  or  53,  and  died  in  1798.  Hester,  his  wife, 
died  in  1S25.

632.  JOSEPH  HOPKINSON,  "was  born  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
November  12,  1770,  and  died  January  15,  1842.  He  was  educated  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  studied  law  and  commenced  r).ractice 
at  Easton  in  1791,  from  whence  he  returned  to  Philadelphia.  He 
soon  became  quite  noted  as  a  jurist  and  poet.  In  the  latter  character 
he  is  best  known  as  the  author  of  the  national  song  of  "Hail  Co- 
lumbia," which  he  composed  in  the  winter  of  1798,  for  the  benefit  of 
an  actor  by  the  name  of  Fox.  The  words  were  adapted  to  a  tune  which 
had  been  composed  in  1789  by  a  German  named  Feyles,  and  was  then 
called  "The  President's  March,"  and  was  first  played  publicly  on  the 
occasion  of  Gen.  Washington's  visit  to  the  New'  York  theatre.  This 
production  of  young  Hopkinson  is  of  a  higher  order  than  those  which 
have  been  left  us  by  his  father,  and  exhibits  more  care  in  the  selection 
and  arrangement  of  the  ideas  and  greater  attention  to  harmony  in  the 
versification.  It  is  emphatically  a  nationail  song,  and  being  so  finely 
adapted  to  a  truly  national  tune,  it  will  be  admired  for  ages  yet  to 
come.  It  does  not  appear  that  Mr.  Hopkinson  produced  many  poetical 
effusions,  and  it  is  certainly  to  be  regretted  that  one  who  wrote  so 
well,  wrote  so  spaiingly.  His  profession  was  the  law,  and  to  this  he 
devoted  all  his  energies.  If  the  character  of  the  cases  committed  to 
his  charge  may  be  considered  as  an  indication  of  his  standing  as  a 
lawyer,    we    shall    be    forced    to    regard    him    as    one   of    the   most    dis- 
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tinig-uished  in  our  country.  In  the  celebrated  case  of  Dr.  Ru«h  against 
William  Cobbet,  he  was  leading-  counsel  for  fhe  plaintiff  in  1799.  He 
was  also  employed  in  the  insurgent  trials  before  Judge  Chace  in  1800. 
And  subsequently  when  Judge  Chace  was  imDeached  before  fhe 
United  Statesi  Senate  he  chose  Mr.  Hopkinson  to  defend  him,  and  he 
was  successful.  He  was  afterwards  twice  chosen  a  representative  to 
Congress  from  Philadelphia,  and,  after  serving  four  years  in  Congressi, 
from  1815  to  1819  inclusive,  he  declined  a,  reelection.  Having  returned 
to  Bordentown,  he  was  elected  to  the  Degislature.  of  New  Jersey.  In 
1823  he  returned  to  Philadelphia  to  resume  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession. In  1828  he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  United  States  Court 
for  the  eastern  district  of  Pennsylvania,  a  position  which  had  been 
honorably  filled  by  his  father  under  the  administration  of  Gen.  "Wash- 
ington. In  1837  Judge  Hopkinson  was  chalirman  of  the  Judiciary  Com- 
mittee of  the  convention  to  revise  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  also  employed  by  Joseph  Bonaparte  foT  many  years  as  his 
legal  advisor  and  confidential  friend,  and  during  his  absence  from 
America  Mr.  Hopkinson  was  entrusted  with  the  sole  management  of 
his  estate.  Such  w^ere  some  of  the  important  trusts  committed  to  his 
care  from  time  to  time,  and  such  the  weighty  responsibilities  which 
he  had  to  bear.  Yet  he  seems  to  have  passed  through  them  without 
flinching  or  stumbling,  but  gathering  confidence  and  strength  at  every 
step  of  his  progress;  he  achieved  a  reputation  for  himself  which  may 
be  envied  by  all,  but  seldom  attained  by  any  of  his  competitors.  His 
ode  of  "Hail  Columbia"  should  alone  endear  his  memory  to  every 
American  heart. 

The  family  of  Joseph  Hopkinson  retained  the  homestead  of  their 
great  grandfather,  Joseph  Borden,  Esq.,  who  erected  the  substantial 
brick  edifice  in  1750,  soon  after  the  name  o"  Bordentown  was  given  to 
the  plaice.  In  a  deed  to  him,  dated  May  24,  1746,  he  is  described  as 
Joseph  Borden,  Esq.,  of  Nottingham,  which  name  is  still  retained  by 
Nottingham  Square,  a  place  distant  about  one  mile  from  Bordentown. 
The  old  mansion  is  still  occupied  in  the  summer  by  the  descendants  of 
Joseph  Hopkinson,  and  closed  the  remainder  of  the  year."     S.

Their  patient,  self-reliance  amidst  i-rials  and 
difficulties:  their  courage  and  perseverance  in  the  pursuit  of  worthy 
objects  are  not  less  heroic  of  their  kind  than  the -bravery  and  devotion 
of  the  soldier  and  the  sailor,  whose  duty  and  pride  it  is  to  heroically  de- 
fend what  these  valiant  leaders  of  industry  have  so  heroically 
achieved." 

"One  of  the  largest  debts  of  gratitude  which  Fall  River  owes  to  Col. 
Borden  (and  in  this  connection  his  brothe-r,  Jefferson  Borden,  still 
living  and  honored  in  his  native  city,  will  not  be  forgotten)  is  for  the 
present  admirable  system  of  communication  with  New  York  and  Bos- 
ton. Up  to  1846  there  was  no  communication  direct  by  steam  with 
either  city,  though  the  traveler  could,  by  going  to  Providence  or  to 
S'toning'ton,  catch  a  train  or  a  lioat.  At  this  time  Col.  Borden  nro- 
jected,  and  mainly  by  his  own  effort,  constructed  a  railroad  from  Fall 
River  to  Myricli's.  to  connect  with  the  New  Bedford  and  Taunton  Rail- 
road, and  using  the  latter  to  join  the  Providence  Railroad  and  com- 
plete the  route  l:>y  rail  to  Boston.  This  waa  an  eccentric  way  of  reach- 
ing the  State  capital,  and  the  next  advance  was,  consequently,  made 
to  South  Braintree,  striking  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  of  that  day.  A 
satisfactory  throug-h  route  was  thus  secured;  but  Col.  Borden,  not 
satisfied  yet,  was  ambitious  not  only  to  have  the  communication 
opened  for  his  favorite  city,  but  to  make  it  self-sustaining.  With  this 
view  he  organized  the  Cape  Cod  Railroad  Company,  of  which  he  was 
president,  and  constructed  a  line  from  Middleborough  down  to  the 
Cape,  as  a  feeder  for  his  Fall  River  route.  The  care,  administrative 
and  executive  ability,  and  the  financial  involvement — for  he  was  not 
only  the  designer,  but  the  banker  of  the  enterprise — were  excessive  de- 
mands to  be  made  upon  one  man  in  that  comparatively  early  day;  but 
Col.  Borden's  resources  in  all  respects  were  equal  to  the  exigency.  It 
was  hisi  good  fortune  soon  to  see  his  railroad  enterprise  at  least  rela- 
tively a  success.  His  purpose  in  freeing  Fall  River  from  its  isolation 
was  at  any  rate  accomplisihed,  and  in  a  year  or  two  he  was  relieved  of 
his  new  responsibility  by  a  consolidation  of  the  roads  he  had  con- 
structed with  the  Old  Colony. 

In  the  mean  time,  being  the  se^cond  year  (1847),  of  the  Fall  River 
Railroad,  observing  the  success  of  the  two  steamboat  lines  running  be- 
tween Stonington  and  Norwich,  Ct.,  and  New  York,  Col.  Borden  de- 
termined to  inaugurate  a  similar  water  communication  for  Fall  River. 
Jlis   sole  associate   in   this  enterprise   was  his   brother  Jefferson.       The 
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capital  appropriated  was  $300,000,  and  the  line  was  started  in  1847  with 
the  Bay  State,  a  fine  craft  for  that  day,  built  for  the  company,  and 
the  old  Massachusetts,  chartered  as  an  alternate  boat.  The  following 
year  the  Empire  State  was  launched  and  tut  on  the  route,  and  in  1854 
the  mammoth  Metropolis,  the  most  superb  boat  of  her  period  on  eastern 
waters.  Both  of  these  boats  were  paid  for  out  of  the  earnings  of  the 
line,  which  was  indeed  such  a  success  as  in  18.50  to  pay  six  per  cent, 
monthly  dividends  for  ten  successive  months. 

In  1864,  dissatisfied  with  his  connection  with  Boston  via.  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad,  Col.  Borden  obtained  an  act  of  organization  and  set 
about  a  second  throug-h  route  to  Boston,  starting  from  the  west  side  of 
Mount  Hope  Bay,  opposite  Fall  River.  During-  the  war  of  1812  he 
joined  the  army  as  a  private,  and  received  his  first  promotion  while 
yet  in  his  minority.  He  rose  step  by  step  until  he  attained  the  rank 
of  Colonel.  The  beautiful  monument  at  the  entrance  of  Oak  Grove 
Cemetery  and  the  Richard  Borden  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  named  in  honor  of  his  benevolence  to  the  soldiers  and  their 
families  in  the  trying  days  of  the  rebellion,  remain  to  perpetuate  his 
memorv. 

Personally,  Richard  Borden  represented  the  best  type  of  that  pure 
straightforward,  stalwart  Saixon  virtue  which  has  proven  New  Eng-- 
land's  best  inheritance  from  the  mother  country.  His  sympathies  were 
given  to  all  good  thing-s;  he  was  a  man  broad  in  his  views,  true  aind 
steadfast  in  his  convictions  and  feelings.  A  sincere,  outspoken  Chris- 
tian in  early  life,  identifying-  himself  with  those  observant  of  the 
Sabbath,  the  public  services  of  the  sanctuary  and  the  requirements  of 
the  gospel,  he  became,  in  1S26.  a  member  of  the  First  Congregational 
Church  of  the  city,  and  afterwards  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Central 
Congregational  Church,  which,  to  his  energy,  liberality,  piety  and 
judicious  counsel,  is  largely  indebted  for  the  success  that  has  marked 
its  subsequent  history.  In  the  mission  Sabbath-chool  work  he  en- 
g-aged  with  his  characteristic  energy,  for  a  long  time  going  seven 
miles  out  of  the  village  for  this  purpose.  His  interest  in  this  de- 
peratment  of  work  continued  so  long  as  he  lived.  The  benevolence  of 
his  nature  flowed  out  as  a  deep  and  silent  stream.  He  gave  as  to  him 
had  been  given.  None  sought  aid  from  him  in  vain,  when  they  i>re- 
sented  a  worthy  cause.  tie  was  always  willing  to  listen  to  the  appeal 
of  the  needy,  and  sent  none  such  empty  away.  "Home  and  foreign 
charities^  alike  found  him  ready,  yea,  often  waiting  to  attend  on  their 
calls,  and  among  our  institutions  of  learning  not  a  few  are  ready  to 
rise  up  and  call  him  blessed  for  the  timely  aid  rendered  in  the  hour 
of  their  greatest  need.  Thus  he  came  to  be  looked  upon  as  the 
foremost  citizen  of  the  place,  and  his  death  left  a  void  in  the  com- 
munity which  no  one  man  will  probably  ever  fill  again.  Generous, 
noble-hearted,  sagacious,  enterprising,  of  untiring-  energy  and  ■potl3Ss 
integ-rity,  far-seeing,  judicious,  ever  throwing-  his  influence  and  his 
means   on   the  right  side,   he  presents   a  character  for  admiration   ?nd 
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example,  which  is  fragrant  with  all  the  best  qualities  oif  our  New  Eng- 
land   life." 

The  cursory  sketch  of  his  business  career  which  sDace  has  iDermitted 
wMl  suggest  the  conspicuous  ciualities  of  Col.  Borden's  mind  and  tem- 
perament, as  the  world  saw  them  and  events  caused  them  tO'  develop. 
It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  any  o/ualities  of  his  can  be  termed  more 
conspicuous  than  others,  among  those^  who  really  knew  him,  so  well 
rounded  was  his  nature.  His  aC'hievements  were  many  and  great, 
a  few  of  them  extraordinary  in  view  of  his  resources  and  experience, 
yet  he  did  not  possess  one  spark  of  the  so-called  genius,  to  which  ex- 
ceptional successes  are  generally  ascribed.  His  brain  was  like  hie 
body,   robust   and   full   of   forces:    his   mental   process   direct  and   simnle. 

Col.  Borden,  as  he  waf*  always  called,  was  born  on  the  12th  of  April, 
1795.  What  is  now  Fall  River  was  then  a  portion  of  the  town  of 
Freetown,  aind  he  was  in  his  eighth  year  when  Fall  River  was  in- 
corporated, in  1S03.  Atfer  the  period  of  boyhood,  his  early  years  were 
spent  as  a  farmer,  and  to  the  end  of  life  he  continued  his  interest  in 
that  honorable  pursuit.  B'ut,  step  by  step,  he  became  identified  with 
all  the  different  leading  business  interests  of  the  rapidly-growing' 
town,  village  and  city.  He  was  early  identified  with  the  maritime  in- 
terests of  the  place,  and  gave  fresh  impulse  to  the  local  shipping  pur- 
suit, when  as  yet  it  was  but  a  rural  village.  While  still  a  young 
man  he  ra^n  a  grist  mill  (1S12-20),  which  stood  just  west  of  the  oresent 
Annawan  Mill,  where  the  corn  of  the  whole  region  was  ground.  In 
company  with  his  brother  Jefferson,  it  was  his  custom  to  g^o  down  to 
Prudence  and  Conanicut  Islands  in  the  sloop  Irene  and  Betsey,  which 
carried  abcut  250  bushels  of  corn,  and,  having  secured  a  load,  to  re- 
turn to  Fall  River  and  tie  up  at  a  little  wharf  within  the  •■reek,  and 
discharge  directly  into  the  mill.  The  Irene  and  Betsey  was  also  a  sort 
of  packet  between  Fall  River  and  the  neighboring  places,  and  the 
surplus  meal  was  sold  at  Warren,  Bristol  or  Providence,  and  a  return 
freight  secured,  of  provisions,  groceries,  cotton,  etc.  Another  mill 
was  placed  on  the  north  bank  of  the  creek  at  the  next  fall  above, 
where  the  Annawan  Mill  is  now,  and  a  tramway  had  been  con- 
structed from  this  mill  (known  as  the  Davenport  Mill,  but  owned  by 
Richard  Borden,  the  uncle  of  Col.  Richard),  to  the  shore,  and  a  car 
run  up  and  down  this  incline,  drawn  by  a  rope.  This  rope  was  wound 
on  a  drum,  which  connected  by  gearing  ■with  the  water  wheel,  aid 
thus  the  .water  power  was  made  to  do  double  service.  The  great 
strength  of  the  colonel  was  always  a  marvel  to  the  small  boys,  sent  on 
horseback  with  a  grist  to  grind,  it  being  his  ordinary  feat,  afetr  putting 
two  or  three  two-bushel  bags  of  meal  on  the  horse  with  the  ireatest 
ease,  to  take  the  boy  and  lift  him  to  his  place  on  top  of  all.  It  was 
about  this  period  he  joined  Maj.  Durfee  in  the  construction  of  .-everal 
small  vessels,  the  lumber  for  which  was  prepared  in  a  saw  mill  ad- 
joining the  grist  mill.  Here,  too,  the  strength  of  the  colonel  found 
development,  as  single-handed,   he  would  roll  into  position  ,";i-eat  white 
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oak  01-  mahogany  butts  two  feet  through  and  twenty  feet  long-.  He 
had,  moreover,  a  thorough  self-reliance  and  self-assertion,  yet  was 
not  over-sanguine.  The  possessjion  of  such  a  mental  structure  alv»ays 
assures  excellence  of  judgment  and  consequent  success,  if  coml>ii:ed 
with  a  suitable  temperament,  and  such  was  the  fact  in  rhe  rn-csent 
instance.  Col.  Borden's  nerve  was  strong  and  undisturbed  by  sadden 
or  severe  trials.  Exceedingly  honest  of  purpose,  he  was  wonderfully 
peristent  when  his  judgment  supported  his  efforts,  never  giving  up 
when  legitimate  means  and  thorough  industry  could  compass  an  end 
he  had  started  for.  His  industry  was  his  conspicuous  quality— if  he 
had  one.       He  was  an  indefatigable  worker  while  the  day  lasted." 

This  account  of  Richaird  Borden  is  taken  from  Mr.  Earl's  book  'Fall 
River  and  Its  Industries."

"He  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Durfee,  Esq.,  of  Tiverton,  who  for  many 
years  was  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  the  county 
of  Newport.  He  was  born  September  30,  1790,  at  the  house  of  his 
father  cm  Tiverton  Heights,  near  the  Stone  Bridge  which  connects 
Rhode  Island  with  the  main  land.  His  death  occurred  July  26,  1847, 
at  his  own  residence  on  Nannaq'uaket  Neck.  He>  pursued  his  studies 
preparatory  to  entering  upon  a  collegiate  course  at  Mt.  Hope  Academy 
in  Bristol,  R.  I.,  under  the  tuition  of  Abner  Alden,  A.M.,  one  of  the 
most  popular  teachers  of  that  day,  and  the  author  of  several  school 
books  which  were  extensively  used  until  the  manufacture  of  such 
works  fell  into  the  hand®  of  a  class  of  empyrics,  who  were  quick  to 
discover  the  failing's  of  all  that  had  preceded  them,  but  could  never 
discern  their  cwn.  At  this  school  Mr.  D'urfee  was  considered  a  young- 
man  of  fair  promise.  He  was  modest  In  his  deportment,  temperate, 
studious  and  persevering  in  his  application  to  acquire  knowledge.  He 
at  that  early  day  had  proposed  to  himself  some  point  of  distinction 
among  his  fellow-citizens,  which  he  aimed  at,  and  which  he  hoped  to 
g-ain  by  his  personal  exertions.  He  carried  this  leeling-  through  his 
collegiate  cou«&e.  While  a  student  at  college  he  comDosed  and  de- 
livered a  poetical  address  at  the  celebration  of  American  Independence 
at    Tiverton. 

He  graduated  in  1813  and  immediately  after  commenced  the  study  of 
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law  in  the  office  of  his  father.  In  1814  he  was  chosen  a  representative 
to  the  Legislature;  and  thus  he  began  to  realize  something  of  that 
distinction  which  he  had  so  long  looked  forward  to  to  stimulate  his 
exertions.  This  was  an  introduction  to  the  great  political  arena  where 
battles  were  fought  and  victories  won,  and  though  it  might  se<em  a 
trifling  elevation,  yet  by  proper  management  it  might  prove  to  be  the 
vestib<ule  to  the  great  White  House  at  Washington.  This  thought 
muist  be  very  inspiring  to  an  aspiring  politician.  Mr.  Durfee  con- 
tinued his  law  studies  and  attending  the  Legislature  until  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar,  increasing  his  knowledge  and  extending  his  ac- 
quaintance among  his  political  associates.  He  felt  the  necessity  of 
doing  something  which  would  attract  public  attention  to  himself. 
Hitherto  the  course  of  business  of  the  Legislature  had  been  so  tame 
that  it  had  afforded  no  opportunity  for  any  oratorical  display.  And  to 
gain  the  point  he  aimed  at  it  was  desirable  that  the  subject  introduced 
should  be  of  general  interest  and  not  a  mere  party  issue,  In  order  to 
insure  its  success,  as  defeat  would  be  disastrous.  After  some  time 
spent  in  consultation  with  some  known  friends  in  Tiverton  who  ad- 
vised him  that  the  most  popular  thing  he  could  do  was  to  get  the 
bank  process  for  the  collection  of  debts  abolished.  By  the  law  no 
person  could  attach  the  personal  property  of  another  _  while  he  was 
in  the  county,  nor  his  real  estate  while  he  was  in  the  State.  But  by 
the  "bank  process"  the  banks  could  attach  the  property  of  their  debtors 
before  their  faces  or  behind  their  backs,  which  was  most  commonlv 
done.  All  doubtful  debtors  were  sure  to  be  looked  after  and  their 
property  kept  under  secret  attachment  till  their  debts  were  paid.  ^f 
any  balance  was  left  it  belonged  to  the  debtor;  his  creditoj-s  could  not 
touch  it.  This  bank  process  was  highly  obnoxious  to  all  those  v/ho 
were  not  concerned  in  banks. 

Having  fully  prepared  himself  for  his  task,  Mr.  Durfee  first  intro- 
duced a  resolution  into  the  House  to  tax  the  banks  for  the  exclusive 
privilege  granted  them  by  the  bank  process  for  the  .  ollection  of 
debts,  and  supported  his  resolution  by  a  well-digested  siveech  in  which 
he  successfully  exposed  the  inconsistency  of  such  a  law  a- 1th  re- 
publican principles  on  which  our  government  was  founded,  'ts  baneful 
influence  on  private  individuals  who  had  money  to  lend,  but  could 
not  loan  it  with  safety  while  this  la,w  existed,  and  many  of  whom  had 
determined  never  to  lend  a  dollar  to  any  man  engaged  in  trade,  or 
who  was  known  to  loan  his  funds  to  those  who  w^ere  employed.  Tliis 
state  of  feeling  prevaded  the  whole  State,  and  would  call  for  the 
repeal  of  this  law.  But  while  the  law  is  continued  in  joeration  Mr. 
Doirfee  thought  the  banks  should  be  taxed  for  such  a  privilege,  which, 
in  fact,  made  them  perferred  creditors  in  all  cases  where  they  had  any 
demands.  This  speech  was  triumphant.  The  bank  advocates  confessed 
they  had  been  taken  by  surprise  and  were  unprepared  to  attemi't  an 
answer  to  it,  and  asked  for  a  continuance  to  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Legislature,    which    was    readily    granted.        At    the    next    meeting    thb 
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subject  was  discussed  fully  and  the  opposition  to  the  law  being  very 
stron,  the  S'Ubject  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  which  Mr.  Durfee  was 
chairman,  to  report  to  the  next  meeting-.  This  committee,  afier  due 
consideration,  recommended  the  repeal  of  the  law  g-ranting-  to  the 
banks  the  privilege  of  attachment,  etc.,  which  beins:  embodied  in  a 
resolution  was  passed  without  opposition. 

This  success  was  gratifying  to  the  majority  of  the  people,  and  I'ecul- 
iarly  so  to  Mr.  Durfee.  He  had  now  made  the  acauaintance  of  the 
political  leaders  of  the  State,  and  this  success  had  made  lilm  known 
to  all  the  people.  This  gave  him  a  prominence  among  I  he  Hterarv 
men  of  the  State,  which  was,  recognized  by  the  people  during  his  life, 
and  first  mainfested  by  electing  him  to  Congress  in  1820.  During  his 
four  years'  service  in  Congresis  he  was  an  attentive  listner  to  the 
debates  by  older  and  more  skillful  politicians;  but  when  it  was  pro- 
posed to  cut  down  the  representation  from  Rhode  Island  one-half,  Mr. 
Durfee  came  forward  to  protect  and  defend  its  claims,  and  by  a  well- 
timed  appeal  to  the  House,  he  suceeded  in  getting  the  apportionment 
so  far  changed  as  to  allows  the  usual  number  of  representatives  from 
Rhode  Island.  His  effort  on  this  occasion  was  highly  commended  by 
both  parties  in  the  State,  and  would  have  secured  his  reelection  to 
Congress  if  he  had  remained  silent  the  remainder  of  the  term;  but 
when  the  tariff  bill  came  up  in  the  House,  he  made  another  speech  in 
opposition  to  the  protective  system  of  duties,  displeasing  to  i^-ianv  o' 
his  political  friends,  though  his  speech  was  in  strict  accordance  with 
the  professed  views  of  his  party  throughout  the  country,  who  follow- 
ing the  lead  of  southern  politicians,  actually  aided  them  m  their 
attempts  to  destroy  the  industrial  poirsuits  of  the  North.  But  some  of 
the  Democrats  in  the  State  had  vested  their  fortunes  in  manufactories 
and  therefore  were  as  much  interested  in  protective  duties  as  their 
political  opponents,  aind  these  withdrew  when  the  contest  came  on, 
and  suffered  Mr.  Durfee  to  be  defeated.  This  affair  seems  to  have 
wrought  a  change  in  the  direction  of  his  thoughts.  In  1S26  he  repre- 
sented his  town  in  the  Legislature,  and  was  Speaker  of  the  House. 
He  then  declined  a  reelection,  and  devoted  himself  to  agricultural  pur- 
suits, occajsional  reading  and  study.  His  plan  for  the  poem  "WTiat 
Cheer"  was  formed  and  executed  during  this  period,  and  was  pub- 
lished in  1832.  The  object  of  this  poem  was  to  present  in  an  attractive 
form  an  account  of  the  trials  and  sufferings  endured  by  Roger  Wil- 
liams when  banished  from  Massachusetts. 
Extract  from  the  letter  of  Rev.  John  Foster,  dated  May  17,  1839: 
"  'What  Cheer'  is  truly,  as  I  have  described  already  (in  his  review) 
a  remarkable  performance  in  every  sense;  the  wild  and  gloomy  scene, 
the  strange  adventures,  the  singular  character  of  Williams,  the  eminent 
fact  of  his  being  the  first  protestor  for  absolute  liberty,  and  the  great 
poetic  power  in  which  the  whole  is  displayed — ai  power  in  always  giving 
a  distinct  and  visible  reality  to  every  sense,  object  and  transaction;  of 
investing  striking  incidents,   of  discriminating  character,   of  carrying  a 
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pervading  intellectual  tone  of  interesting  sentiment  and  reflection 
through  what  is,  in  substance,  so  wild,  stern  and  rugged;  and  of  clear 
narration,  really  rapid,  while  apparently  progressing  with  a  auiet,  un- 
mitigated movement.  Some  time  ago  the  Electric  Review  had  rather 
a  long  article  on  'What  Cheer,'  much  in  as  analysis  of  the  story, 
adapted  to  exhibit  the  work  as  of  extraordinary  interest.  It  would,  I 
think,  rather  please  the  poet  than  otherwise,  if  he  happened  to  see  it. 
Can  this  be  the  only  production  of  a  man  of  such  conspicuous  talents? 
It  should  not  be  so.  It  is  well,  at  all  events,  that  such  distinguished 
ability  is  in  exercise  for  the  public  service  when  not  in  a  literary  one." 

In  hia  review  he  said  of  this  poem:  "The  narration  is  jjerscicuous 
and  consecutive,  maintaining  a  close  and  natural  connection  in  the  train 
of  events.  It  ie  also  in  fact  raipid — many  particulars  being  told  in  the 
fewest  words.  There  ia  also  a  very  singular  cast  of  sobriety  in  the 
language  that  bears  us  through  the  changes,  even  when  it  relates  mat- 
ters of  strongest  excitement,  so  much  in  contrast  with  the  hurried, 
precipitate  and  sonorous  diction  often  assumed  by  poetic  narration.  In 
the  power  of  description  the  poet  excels  eminently.  The  wild  aspect  of 
nature,  in  both  its  permanent  and  its  changing  phases;  the  gloom  of  a 
solemn  desolation,  with  the  beauties  which  here  and  there  sparkle  into 
life;  the  ominous  incidents,  the  situations  of  alarm  and  relief;  the  ex- 
ternal sigTL3  of  the  passions,  the  appearance,  manners  and  imposing 
speccacles  of  the  saiVage  tribesi;  are  all  presented  with  a  graphic 
reality,  by  combinations  of  expression,  discriminatively  chosen  from 
an  ample  command  of  language." 

Such  commendation  of  this  work  coming  from  such  a  literarv  and 
practical  ci-itic  as  the  Rev.  John  Foster  of  Stapleton,  England,  is  of 
great  value  in  estimating  the  literary  talents  of  our  poet,  the  Hon. 
Job  Durfee  of  Tiverton.  And  we  may  safely  anticipate  that,  at  some 
future  day,  it  will  reappear  in  a.ll  its  native  beauties  and  hold  the 
rank  among  the  poetical  worksi  of  America,  to  which  it  is  entitled 
by  its  own  merits. 

Mr.  Durfee  was  not  engaged  in  public  service  for  four  years  afier 
his  ret'urn  from  Congress.  In  1S33  he  was  elected  in  May  to  the 
Legislature,  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  two  houses  that  year  he  was 
chosen  an  assistant  justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  the  Hon. 
Samuel  Eddy  being  Chief  Justice.  In  June,  1835,  on  the  retirement  of 
Mr.  Eddy,  Mr.  Durfee  was  chosen  to  the  position  of  Chief_Justice,  which 
place  he  held  by  annual  elections  under  the  old  charter,  •until  May, 
1843.  When  the  government  was  organized  under  the  new  Constitu- 
tion, he  was  again  elected  to  the  office  of  Chief  Justice,  which  he  held 
until   his   death. 

With  the  exception  of  four  years.  Judge  Durfee  was  in  the  service  of 
the  State  in  various  departments  from  1814  to  the  time  of  his  death.  I 
need  not  dwell  on  the  ability  and  integrity  with  which  he  discharged 
the  various  duties  which  devolved  upon  him,  for  the  "unwavering  con- 
fidence which  was  reposed  in  him  by  the  public  is  the  best  of  till  proofa 
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of  his  honest  integrity  and  moral  worth.  The  attempt  to  establish 
a  new  Constitution  by  force  and  fraud,  greatly  tested  his  moral  cour- 
age and  noble  daring.  Though  receiving  letters  threatening  him  with 
assassination  for  his  opposition  to  the  conspiracy,  he  nevertheless  made 
every  effort  in  his  power  to  arouse  the  people  and  prepare  them  to  re- 
sist the  threatened  danger.  In  closing  this  article  I  will  quote  Mr. 
Hazard's  remark:  "But  all  his  services  in  the  legislative  halls  of  the 
State  or  Nation,  though  highly  creditable  to  him,  appear  unimportant 
when  compared  with  thosie  which  for  fourteen  successive  '-ears,  he 
rendered  on  the  bench."       Judge  Durfee  died  July  26,  1847."       S. 

751.  SIMEON,  was  born  in  Fall  River  January  29,  179S.  His  family 
removed  to  Tiverton.  R.  I.,  in  1806,  and  settled  down  upon  the  Nanna- 
quaket  pi'operty,  an  estate  w^hlch  had  descended  to  his  mother  from  her 
brother  and  sister  (Nathaniel  Briggs).  Of  course  Simeon  grew  up  as 
farmer's  boys  generally  do,  without  any  particular  object  to  attract 
his  attention  or  excite  his  ambition.  He  received  a  very  limited  edu- 
cation, such,  only  a«  country  schools  afforded,  and  his  father  dying  in 
1811,  and  his  mother  having  the  estate  of  her  h'usband  to  settle,  which 
involved  her  in  a  maze  of  perpleocities,  Simeon  found  himself  at  the 
age  of  13  years  loaded  with  the  cares  and  anxieties  of  an  extemsive 
farmer.  His  mind  matured  rapidly,  and  he  became  a  co-worker  with 
his  mother  in  the  mangement  of  the  farm.  After  her  death  In  1817  he 
took  the  principal  care  of  the  estate,  and  with  the  aid  of  his  b.rother- 
in-law,  Mr.  Clark  Chase,  completed  the  adjustment  of  the  estates  of 
both  hie  father  and  mother.  At  this  time  Mr.  Borden  prepared  himself 
for  the  Inisiness  of  land  surveyor,  and  la(bored  In  it  as  occasion  de- 
manded. But  finding  the  graduations  upon  his  compass  M'ere  not 
strictly  accurate,  he  determined  to  go  to  Fall  River  and  make  one 
that  !-hould  be  strictly  correct.  He  did  so,  and  in  a  short  time  he 
brought  home  an  instrument  of  which  he  was  justly  pro'Ud.  I.Ms 
ideasi  appeared  to  rise  above  the  drudgery^  of  a  farmer's  life.  He 
possessed  naturally  a  mechanical  and  mathematical  genius,  ^v■hich 
seemed  to  be  developing  itself  with  every  succeeding  year  of  his  life. 
In  1821  the  maternal  estate  was  divided,  each  of  the  heirs  agreeing 
thst  as  Simeon  and  his  sister  Judith  had  S'O  long  and  so  faithfull;,'  dfTi- 
ciated  as  father  and  mother  in  the  family  they  should  have  the  choice 
of  lots.  Simeon  took  the  south  part  of  the  farm,  and  Judith  the  north. 
At  this  time  his  mind  was  not  made  up  as  to  his  future  course  in  life. 
The  reason  he  assigned  for  choosing  the  farm  was  he  must  have  a 
home,  and  if  he  decided  to  leave  it  for  some  other  emjiloyment,  he 
could  rent  it,  and  aa  a  tenant  could  not  spend  it  all,  the  risk  ]\e  would 
run  was  the  loss  of  the  rent.  But  he  did  not  remain  long  undecided. 
He  soon  ceased  to  be  a  farmer,  and  entered  the  Pocasset  machine  shop, 
and  in  1828  he  took  the  full  charge  as  superintendent.  While  engaged 
in  this  shop  he  constructed  a  measuring  rod  for  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts to  measure  the  base  line  of  the  contemplated  trignometrical 
survey  of  that  State.       The  apparatus  was  fifty  feet  in  length— was  in-

closed  in  a  tube,  and  was  compendated  as  to  remain  of  an  invariable 
length  in  all  temperatures.  Four  compound  microsccpes  were  mounted 
upon  trestles,  ha-ving  motion  in  every  direction.  At  that  time  it  was 
considered  the  most  accurate  and  convenient  instrument  of  the  kind 
extant,  and  it  is  now  only  surpassed  by  one,  that  of  the  United  States 
Coa:-t    Survev. 

It  IS  well  known  to  practical  mechanic®  that  some  metals  will  ex- 
pand and  other  contract  liy  the  inti'uence  of  heat,  and  to  determine  the 
quantity  of  each  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  measuring  rod, 
so  that  the  points  at  each  end  should  be  stationary  in  all  temperatures, 
was  the  most  difficult  part  of  the  work.  Having  nothing  to  guide  him, 
no  similar  work  having  been  performed  in  this  country,  he  was  forced 
to  rely  upon  his  own  resources,  and  by  repeated  experiments  and 
many  computations,  he  succeeded  to  the  admiration  of  all.  He  said 
to  the  writer  of  this  notice:  '-An  error  of  one-tenth  of  an  inch  in  the 
length  of  this  rod  wo^lld  so  affect  the  base  line  as  to  render  the  whole 
triangulation  worthless."  The  Governor  and  Council  were  so  much 
pleased  with  his  success  that  they  appointed  him  assistant  engineer. 
He  th_n  proceeded  with  Mr.  Stephens,  the  chief  of  the  corps,  io  the 
measurement  of  the  base  line,  which  was  soon  accomplished,  and  the 
triangulation  of  the  State  commenced.  In  1834,  Mr.  Stephens  having 
retired  from  the  work,  Mr.  Borden  took  charge  of  the  survey  and 
carried  it  forward  as  rapidly  as  could  be  done  and  assui-e  the  accuracy 
of  the  work,  which  was  an  indispensable  point  with  him.  In  the 
course  of  his  labors  he  fre-quently  had  to  pitch  his  tent  upon  some  high 
point  of  land  a  week  at  a  time,  to  get  the  beaTings  of  other  points 
lying  in  varicus  directions  from  his  own  position  and  distant  as  far  as 
the  horizon  would  permit  his  vision  to  extend.  But  when  he  haid 
accomplished  his  object,  he  had  extended  his  triangulation  over  several 
hundred  square  miles  of  territory;  and  when  he  had  accomolished  this 
he  felt  that  he  had  made  "a  great  success,"  and  was  well  paid  for  his 
labor  and  exposure.  When  some  supercilious  people  thought  he  was 
wasting  the  money  of  the  State  by  his  delays,  which  to  +hem  no 
doubt,  seemed  very  'unaccountable-,  but  the  truth  is  that  the  refraction 
of  the  rays  of  light  on  account  of  the  density  of  the  atmosphere  at 
certain  portions  of  the  day  is  so  great  that  no  accurate  observations 
can  be  taken  by  the  best  adjusted  and  most  perfect  instruments,  and 
all  an  observer  can  do  is  to  remain  at  his  encampment  and  watch  for 
a  favorable  time  to  malte  his  observations.  Every  mariner  knows  this 
to  be  true,  and  consequently  never  attempts  to  take  an  observation  of 
the  sun  to  get  the  true  time  at  his  ship  to  ascertain  his  longitude  by  his 
chronometer  except  at  about  S  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  4  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon,  when  the  sun  is  rising  or  falling  the  fastest;  and  if 
ai  these  hours  the  sky  is  obscured  by  even  a.  thin  haze,  he  will  waif 
till  a  more  favorable  opportunity  presents,  simply  because  he  can  make 
no    dependence   upon   an   observation   taken    under   such   circumstances. 

One  who  for  a  time  accompanied  Mr.   Borden  in  this  laborious  work 
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has  said  in  print:  "Mr.  Borden's  geni-us  and  resources  (and  he  might 
have  added  patience,  too)  were  tried  to  the  uttermost  in  the  progress  of 
thig  work.  With  limited  means,  and  imperfect  instruments,  he  proved 
his  ability  by  doing  good  work  with  poor  tools."  The  correctness  of 
his  survey  along  the  sea  coast  has  been  tested  at  many  points  by  the 
coast  survey,  working  with  the  best  instruments,  and  found  to  be  cor- 
rect. This  speaks  volumes  in  his  praise,  and  proves  him  to  have 
been  a  very  accurate  observer.  The  triangulation  and  the  map  was 
completed  in  1841,  and  generally  distributed  in  1842. 

Hi®  next  engagement  was  on  the  railroad  from  Fall  River  to  Myrick's 
station  on  the  Taunton  and  New  Bedford  Railroad,  where  his  j'udgment 
and  skill  in  an  entirely  new  business  to  him,  was  proved  by  making 
an  excellent  road.  Ke  was  next  employed  to  run  the  line  between  the 
States  of  Rhode  Island  and  Massachusetts,  and  construct  a  map  of 
the  same,  to  he  used  in  the  case  of  Rhode  Island  vs.  Massachusetts, 
argued  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  1844;  and 
after  the  decision  he  was  employed  to  trace  and  mark  out  the  line 
according  to  the  decision.  His  next  work  was  the  Cape  Cod  Railroad. 
He  commenced  the  s<urvey  November  27,  1844,  the  contracts  were 
awairded  March  25,  1845,  and  the  road  opened  for  travel  the  same 
year — length  of  road  from  Middleborough  to  Sandwich  Village — twenty- 
seven  miles.  After  this  Mr.  Borden  was  engaged  on  several  railroads 
in  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  unknown  to  the  writer.  In  1851  he 
accomplished  a  feat  cyf  engine^ering  by  suspending  a  telegraph  wire 
acrosa  the  Hudson  River,  a  distance  of  over  a  mile,  from  Ft.  Washing- 
ton to  the  Palisades  on  the  west  side  of  the  river,  and  elevated  uoon 
masts  220  feet  in  height,  allowing  the  largest  ships  to  pass  under  it. 

His  reputation  as  a  scientific  man  rests  chiefly  upon  his  eminent  suc- 
cess in  conducting  the  Ffirst  trignometrical  survey  ever  completed  in 
this  country.  An  account  of  this  survey  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Borden 
and  published  ajnong  the  Transactions  of  the  American  Philosoohical 
Society,  O'f  Avhich  he  was  a  member.  Vol.  9,  p.  34.  He  was  also  a 
meml_er  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  some 
other  learned  societies.  In  1851  he  published  his  formula  for  running 
curves  upon  railroads.  During  the  last  fifteen  years  of  his  life,  Mr. 
Borden  was  several  times  called  to  tsetify  in  courts,  as  an  expert  in 
mechanism.  These  were  cases  touching  the  originality  of  inventiops 
and  the  validity  of  patent  rights.  For  this  business  his  natural 
taste  and  acquired  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  mechanics,  together 
with  his  plain  commO'U  sense,  eminently  qualified  him.  On  examina- 
tion of  a  piece  of  mechamism  he  could  easily  distinguish  between  the 
true  and  the  false — what  was  original  and  what  was  borrowed  from 
other  men's  labors;  and  his  honesty  and  truthfulness  would  not  allow 
him  to  withhold  an  opinion  on  such  occasions,  which  he  had  formed, 
whoever  the  parties  might  have  l)een;  nor,  on  the  contrary,  could  he 
be  induced  by  any  consideration  to  give  am  opinion  that  ne  did  not 
fully  believe  he  could  substantiate  by  a  direct  appeal  lo  his  authorities 
or  the  mechanism  itself. 
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In  the  years  1832-33-44-45  amd  '49  Mr.  Borden  respresented  the  town 
of  Fall  River  in  the  Leg-islature  of  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Borden  was  a 
bachelor,  and  died  at  the  house  of  his  brother,  Hon.  Nathaniel  B.  Bor- 
den, Esq.,  in  Fall  River,  October  28,  1856,  aged  58  years.       S. 

752.  NATHANIEL  was  the  youngest  son  of  Simeon  Bcrde"  Es'q.,  of 
Tiverton,  R.  I.,  and  his  wife,  Amey,  the  daughter  of  Capt.  Nathaniel 
Brig-g-s  of  Tiverton,  and  brother  of  Simeon,  Jr.,  the  civil  engineer.  He 
was  born  in  Fall  River  at  the  old  family  mansion  of  Joseph  Borden,  his 
great  grandfather,  who  was  accidentally  killed  in  in  his  fulling  mill 
December,  1736,  at  the  age  of  34  years.  His  father  removed  to  Tiverton 
in  1806,  goon  after  the  death  of  Maj.  Nathaniel  Briggs,  the  only  sur- 
viving brother  of  his  mother.  This  removal  of  Mr.  Borden  brought  his 
family  so  near  to  that  of  the  writer  that  at  times  we  attended  the 
same  school,  which  led  to  the  formation  of  an  attachment  on  both 
sides  which  neither  time  nor  different  views  in  politics  or  religion  or 
any  other  subject  has  ever  been  permitted  to  'disturb.  And  I  may 
add  further,  that  amid  all  our  boyish  sports  and  recreation,  which  so 
often  test  the  temper  and  disposition  and  moral  principles  of  boyhood 
and  youth,  I  never  saw  him  angry  with  his  playmates,  nor  heard  him 
use  profane  language  or  indulge  in  low,  vulgar  conyersation  so  common 
among  boys.  He  seemed  to  possess  great  command  over  his  temper 
and  will,  which  qualified  him  to  be  an  arbitrator  and  peacemaker 
among  his  associates.  In  his  case  I  have  often  reflected  apon  the 
striking  coincidences  of  his  character  when  a  boy,  as  compared  with 
his  course  as  he  appeared  in  his  business  transactions  and  social  inter- 
course with  his  fellow-men,  and  I  must  say  that  the  temperament  of 
the  boy  was  clearly  indicative  c-f  the   character  of  the  mam. 

To  a  common  school  education  he  added  a  few  months'  attendance  at 
the  Plainfield  Academy,  Connecticut,  but  soon  returned  home,  having 
abandoned  the  idea  of  acquiring  a  liberal  education,  to  which  he  Had 
been  urged  by  his  brother  and  sisters.  He  could  not  see  the  propriety 
of  spending  so  many  years  in  hard  study,  to  acquire  knowledge  which 
might  be  of  little  practical  use  to  him.  But  young  men  know  not 
what  will  be  the  course  of  their  future  lives.  "Man  proposes,  but  God 
disposes."  A  good  education  prepares  a  man  to  act  well  his  part  in 
any  situation,  and,  if  used  aright,  will  greatly  add  to  hi®  influence  and 
give  him  an  introduction  to  the  best  society;  and  could  Mr.  Borden 
have  anticipated  the  course  Divine  Providence  had  marked  out  for  him, 
he  would  have  persevered  in  obtaining  a  liberal  education.  Still,  I 
never  heaid  him  xpress  any  rgret  on   that  account. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Sarah  Gray,  daughter  of  Pardin  Gray,  Esq., 
of  Tiverton,  March  16,  1820,  before  he  was  twenty  years  of  age.  In 
the  fall  of  the  year  he  removed  to  Fall  River  and  occupied  the  old 
family  mansion  in  which  he  was  born.  The  following  year  the  family 
estate  was  divided,  when  most  of  the  Fall  River  property  belonging  to 
it  fell  to  him  and  his  sister  Ann,  wife  of  Clark  Chase.       Being:  now  in 
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the  full  possession  of  his  property,  he  united  with  others  in  organizing' 
a  new  manufacturing  company,  to  which  they  gave  the  name  of  Pocas- 
set,  taken  from  the  Indians,  who  formerly  occupied  this  section.  On 
this  occa^sion  he  was  very  active  and  very  successful  in  securing  some 
property  for  the  company,  which  has  eince  become  very  valuable  to 
them.  By  his  diligent  attention  to  business,  his-  amiable  deportment 
and  promptness  on  all  occasions,  he  soon  secured  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  all  who  knew  him.  As  the  largest  portion  of  the  inhabitants 
had  ta'ut  lately  settled  in  the  town,  and  were  ignorant  of  its  former 
statistics  and  history,  they  often  resorted  to  him  for  informauon  re- 
lating to  various  disputed  points  respecting  boundaries,  streets,  roads, 
and  divers  other  matters  which  were  occurring  alomst  dally;  and 
finding  him  so  well  posted  in  what  related  to  town  affairs,  they  urged 
him  to  take  part  in  the  management  of  town  affairs.  This  he  positively 
declined.  But  determined  to  force  him  into  it,  the  next  year  finding 
him  abst-nt  from  the  annual  meeting,  they  chose  him  town  clerk.  This 
he  deeply  regretted  at  the  time,  but  told  his  friends  that  he  would 
serve  that  year,  as  he  considered  every  citizen  bound  to  do  that  much; 
but  no  longer;  and  when  all  the  citizens  had  taken  their  turn,  he 
would  aerve  them  again.  This  appotntment  was  of  little  moment  in  a 
man's  life,  but  the  mischief  was  that  it  was  the  entering  wedge  which 
led  to  a  succession  of  other  calls,  which  continued  during  the  whole 
of  his  after  life.  He  was  four  times  elected  to  represent  Pall  River 
in  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts;  and  five  times  he  prevailed  upon 
his  brother  Simeon  to  accept  the  nomination  in  his  place,  as  the  party 
would  be  equally  well  satisfied  with  either  O'f  them,  but  would  not  con- 
sent to  leave  out  both.  The  following  years  show  the  time  of  ser- 
vice of  both,  1831-32-33-34-44-45-49-51-64.  No  doubt  other  men  might 
have  been  as  trustworthy  and  would  have  done  as  well  for  the  town, 
but  there  seems  to  have  existed,  among  the^  majority  of  the  voters, 
great  confidence'  in  their  inteligence  and  honest  integrity,  which  they 
wished  to  honor,  and  improved  every  opportunity  to  do  so.  In  truth, 
no  party  will  long  adhere  to  a  defeated  candidate  however  intelli- 
gent and  honest  he  may  be;  availability  is  the  standard  of  politicians, 
and  it  covers  a  multitude  of  deficiencies.  But  there  was  a  tide  of 
go:3d  feeling  which  accompanied  these  two  brothers  through  life,  alike 
honorable  to  those  who  gave  it  amd  those  who  were  the  objects  of  it. 

Mr-  Nathaniel  B.  Borden  was  chosen  a  representative  to  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States  three  times.  Twenty-fourth,  Twenty-fifth  and 
Twenty-nseventh  Congress.  The  service  of  the  two  first  elections  ex- 
tended from  1835  to  1839  inclusive;  the  last  commencing  in  1842,  and 
closing  in  1844;  he  resigned  after  the  close  of  the  first  session  on  ac- 
count of  the  position  of  his  private  affairs.  In  regard  to  his  course 
in  Congress  I  have  very  little  to  say.  He  was  elected  as  an  anti-slavery 
man,  and  his  repeated  election  to  the  same  position  for  so  long  a  period 
shows  that  he  possesised  the  confidence  of  his  political  friends  and  as- 
sociates;   and    that   he    could    have   longer   retained   the   position    if    his

circumstances  had  permitted.  He  was  not  fitted  by  his  eaiiy  training 
for  legislative  debates,  nor  for  oratorical  display  anywhere;  but  he 
possessed  good  common  sense  and  was  quick  to  apprehend;  diligent 
in  investigation,  and  persevering  in  effort;  and  when  his  mind  was 
made  up,  on  any  principle  or  fact,  he  had  the  morad  courage  to  avow 
his  convictions  and  support  them  both  by  his  speech  and  his  vote 
under  all  circumstances  when  duty  required  it. 

Mr.  Borden  was  called  to  part  with  his  wife,  who  died  May  22,  1840. 
He  subsequently  married  her  sister,  Lcuisai  G.,  who  died  June  4,  1842. 
He  afterwards  married  Sarah  G.  Buffum,  daughter  of  Arnold  Buffum, 
Esq.,  July  12,  1843;  who  also  died  September  10,  1854.  by  the  Asiatic 
cholera,  his  daughter  Sarah  having  died  of  the  same  the  day  previous, 
September  9.  These  family  afflictions,  following  in  such  rapid  succes- 
sion, made  a  deep  impression  on  his  mind;  his  spirits  were  much 
depressed,  and  for  a  long  time  any  allusion  to  his  afflictions  affected 
him  very  sensibly.  He  had  personally  witnessed  the  deaith-bed  scenes 
of  each  of  these  dear  friends,  and  when  any  person  alluded  to  fhem,  it 
seemed  to  recall  to  his  mind  the  same  impressions  which  he  had  then 
felt,  all  combined  in  one.  Those  only  who  have  passed  through  simi- 
lar trials,  can  enter  into  his  feelings.  But  these  were  not  all  the  af- 
flictions which  fell  upon  him  about  this  time.  In  1843,  July,  occurred 
the  great  fire  in  Fall  River,  which  destroyed  the  center  of  the  town, 
burning  over  about  twenty  acres.  Mr.  Borden's  dwelling  and  barn 
escaped  destruction,  but  nearly  every  other  building  of  his  was  con- 
sumed, including  a  long  row  of  stores  on  South  Main  and  Pleasant 
streets  and  the  Pocasset  Block,  the  last  valued  at  $20,000.  Some  of 
these  buildings  were  partially  insured.  The  Pocasset  House  had  been 
insured  for  $16,000,  but  the  policy  expired  three  days  before  the  catas- 
trophe occurred.  I  have  never  seen  any  estimate  of  his  losses,  but 
they  must  have  been  very  heavy.  Several  years  afterwards  the  Pocas- 
set Block  was  again  destroyed  by  fire.  He  rel>uilt  it  again  promptly, 
and  though  not  destroyed,  it  has  been  injured  again  by  the  same  cause. 
But  the  severest  calamity  and  the  most  trying  to  his  feelings  was  the 
failure  of  the  house  of  N.  Borden  &  Co.,  when  he  wasi  forced  to  ac- 
knowledge himself  the  victim  of  misplaced  confidence;  and  he  might, 
with  propriety,  have  taken  up  the  lamentation  of  David  when  over- 
whelmed with  affliction:  "Yea,  mine  own  familiar  friend,  in  whom  I 
trusted,  which  did  eat  of  my  bread,  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against 
me."       Psalms  41:9. 

At  different  periods  Mr.  Borden  has  filled  the  following  positions, 
viz:  Treasurer  of  the  Pocasset  Company,  treasurer  of  the  savings 
bank,  president  of  the  Fall  River  Railroad,  director  of  the  Union  Bank, 
Mayor  of  Fall  River;  and  at  his  death  he  was  President  of  the  Sav- 
ings Bank  and  the  Fall  River  Union  Bank,  Alderman  of  the  Second 
Ward,  elected  first  in  1859,  and  continued  by  annual  elections.  From 
thia  exhibit  and  the  foregoing  enumeration  of  the  different  positions 
which  Mr.  Borden  has  held  satisfactorily  to  the  majority  of  his  fellow- 
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citizens,  I  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  he  haiS  been  eminently  a  pub- 
lic man;  that  he  has  enjoyed  a  full  measure  of  their  confidence  and 
esteem,  and  that  he  deserved  it;  otherwise  it  would  not  have  been  con- 
tinued to  him  until  his  spirit  had  taken  its  flight.  This  generous  con- 
fidence was  highly  honorable  to  him  and  gratifying  to  all  his  friends 
and  commendable  in  those  who  have  for  so  long  a  period  bestowed  it 
upon  him;  but  it  must  now  be  seen  and  felt  by  all,  that  their  un^ 
bounded  confidence  and  esteem  has  proved  to  have  been  a  heavy  tax 
upon  his  estate.  If  we  now  add  to  his  public  services  the  innumerable 
consultations  with  other  people  concerning  their  own  affairs,  in  which 
often  occurred  questions  of  law,  of  farm  boundaries,  town  history,  i^e- 
ligious  society  affairs,  anti-slavery  politics,  etc.,  one  is  ready  to  ask 
what  time  there  was  left  him  to  attend  to  his  own  private  business? 
The  answer  must  be,  surely  not  enough  to  guard  and  protect  his  own 
interests.  No  man  is  obligated  by  our  civil  compact  to  do  eo  much, 
and  it  should  not  be  required  of  any  one,  however  popular  and  useful 
he  may  be.  If  now  we  add  to  the  foregoing  the  cares  and  perplexities 
growing  cut  of  his  own  private  affairs,  and  his  heart-rending  afflic- 
tions which  ha,d  fallen  upon  his  family  during  the  most  active  portion 
of  his  life,  we  must  be^  constrained  to  admit  that  Mr.  Borden  p.ossessed 
a  very  capacious  mind,  an  unusual  versatility  of  talent,  and  great 
power  of  endurance.  Those  who  have  seen  him  riding  quietly  through 
the  streets  on  his  daily  routine  of  duties,  may  have  thought  him  in  the 
pursuit  of  recreation,  when  his  mind  was  actually  overburdened  with 
thought  and)  oppressed  by  cares,  which  were  fast  bringing  upon  him, 
prematurely,  the  tokens  of  old  age-.  He  possessed,  naturally,  a  happy 
cheerful  disposition  which  made  him  a  pleasant  companion,  and  when 
among  his  associates  he  often  joined  in  their  jocose  merriment  to  re- 
lieve his  mind  from  depressing  cares;  but  his  mirth  was  confined 
within  due  bounds  and  never  indulged  to  assail  the  chaa-acter  or  wound 
the  feelings  of  others. 

Mr.  Borden  was  strictly  temperate  through  life.  His  house  was  often 
the  home  for  lecturers  on  the  various  subjects  connected  with  the 
moral  improvement  of  society.  He  was'  also  emphatically  a  friend  of 
the  poor,  whom  he  assisted  by  his  counsel,  his  influence,  his  money, 
•and  by  various  kindly  acts  wnicn  caused  the  remark  at  the  flrst  an- 
nouncement of  his  death:  "The  city  has  lost  a  faithful  servant,  and 
the  poor  their  best  friend."       S.

Mr.  Seabury  worked  for  years  on  this  line  entirely  un- 
rewarded, except  as  all  Bordens  may  now  with  their  gratitude,  of 
heart,  raise  an  invisible  cenotaph  to  his  memc-y.

The  following  is  taken  from  the  Columbian  Biographical  Dictionary 
of  Eminent  Men  of  the  United  States: 

"None  of  the  famous  men  of  America  whose  energy  and  genius  have 
left  an  impression  upon  its  rapidly  developing  civilization  are  more 
deserving  the  gratitude  of  mankind  than  Gail  Borden,  whosie  inventive 
genius  brought  to  him  a  world-wide  reputatio'n  and  proved  of  material 
advantage  to  every  civilized  nation  on  the  face  of  the  globe.  Expedi- 
tions have  failed  because  of  am  inadequate  supply  of  food  with  which 
to  sustain  the  lives  of  those  participating  therein,  and  through  all  ages 
the  question  of  preserving  foods  has  been  a  momentous^  and  much  con- 
siderd  one.  After  deep  research  and  study  Mr.  Borden  solved  this 
problem  and  by  close  research  and  investigation  has  given  to  the 
world  articles  of  nourishment  which  can  be  taken  into  every  region 
and  to  every  clime. 

Every  important  discovery  is  attended  with  more  or  less  contest  by 
claimants  appropriating  to  themselves  sole  credit  for  itsi  origin  or  per- 
fection. The  period  immediately  foUo'wing  the  discovery  and  practical 
working  of  the  vacuum  principle  as  a  nieans  of  condensing  milk  for 
preservation  was  no  exception  to  the  general  rule,  but  it  soon  became 
estaiblished  as  an  indisputable  fact  that  the  late  Gail  Borden  was  en- 
titled to  all  the  credit  attached  to  this  invention.  The  nrincinal 
authority,  the  Encyclopedia,  Britannica,  so  awarded  the  credit.  The 
United  States  granted  him  patents  on  the  following  dates:  August  IS, 
1856;  May  13,  1862;  February  10,  1863;  November  14,  1865;  and  April  17. 
1866:  Complete  foreign  patents  were  not  taken  out;  consequently 
parties  abroad  early  attempted  to  appropriate  Gail  Borden's  invention. 
Accurate  statistics  upon  thisi  branch  of  the  dairy  business  have  never 
been  compiled;  therefore  estimated  figures  are  the  only  available  ones. 
From  a  small  beginning,  in  1856  and  1857,  it  has  grown  to  be  one  of  fhe 
most  important  branches  of  dairy  industry." 
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In  1815,  when  Gail  Borden  was  14  years  old.  his  father  moved  to  the 
vicinity  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  At  that  time  Covington,  Ky.,  was  a 
farm  with  only  cxne  farmhouse  and  a  barn.  The  son  assisted  the 
surveyors  in  laying  out  that  place,  and  in  that  year  cultivated  corn 
where   the   City   Hall   of   Covington   now  stands. 

In  1S16  the  family  moved  to  Jefferson  county,  Indiana,  befcre  the 
territory  had  become  a  state.  The  land  was  just  beginning-  to  be 
settled.  Gail,  Jr.,  attended  such  schools  as  the  back  woods  afforded, 
not  being  able  to  go  more  than  six  or  ten  weeks  at  a  time.  The  whole 
period  being  less  than  a  year  and  a  half.  He  was  uncommonly  fond  of 
hunting,  and  had  few  equals  in  the  us.e  of  the  rifle.  Owing  to  his 
possessing  a  decidedly  military  turn  of  mind,  he  was  elected  captain 
of  the  Hoosier  Company  of  100  men  (before  he  was  21).  Soon  after 
leaving  school,  as  a  pupil,  he  taught  a  school  in  the  back  woods  for 
two  years,  .?t  the  expiration  of  which  time,  his  health  became  very 
much  impaired  and  he  was  advised  by  his  physicians  to  go  South. 

At  the  age  of  21  he  went  to  Amite  county,  Mississippi.  Here  he 
had  charge  of  a  school  for  six  years. 

In  1829  he  went  to  the  Republic  of  Texas.  His  first  employment  here 
was  farming  and  stockgrowing.  He  was  elected  a  delegate  from  La 
Vaca  district  to  the  convention  held  in  183.3,  at  San  Felipe,  to  define  the 
position  of  the  colonies,  and  to  petition  the  Mexican  government  for 
separation   from    the   State    of    Coahuila. 

Appointed  by  Gen.  Austin  to  superintend  the  official  surveys,  he 
compiled  the  first  topog^raphical  map  of  the  colonies,  and,  up  to  the 
time  of  the  Mexican  invasion,  had  charge  of  the  land  office  at  San 
Felipe,  under  direction  of  Samuel  M.  Williams,  then  Colonial  Secretary. 

As  the  war  came  on  which  led  to  a  separation  from  Mexico,  Mr. 
Borden,  with  two  others,  procured  a  press  and  printing  materials,  and 
published  the  only  newspaper  issued  in  Texas  during  the  war.  Its 
chief  mangement  devolved  upon  him,  amd  he  directed  earnest  efforts 
toward  resisting  the  establishment  of  the  Central  Government  by  Santa 
Ana. 

The  Republic  of  Texas  being  founded  and  revenue  departments  es- 
tablished, Mr.  Borden  was  appointed  first  collector  of  the  port  of  Gal- 
veston. His  first  dwelling  there  was  a  ro'Ugh  board  structure,  on  the 
bay  shore,  erected  by  two  carpenters  in  half  a  day,  his  office  being 
in  what  had  been  the  Mexican  custom  house. 

In  1839  he  was  appointed  agent  of  the  Galveston  City  Company,  a 
corporation  holding  several  thousand  acres  on  which  the  city  is  built. 
This  position  he  held  for  over  twelve  years.  Toward  the  close  of  this 
period  hie  attention  was  drawn  to  the  urgent  need  of  more  suitable 
food  supplies  for  the  emigrants  and  travelers  across  the  plains,  the 
want  of  which  involved  great  suffering  and  even  loss  of  life.  His 
experimental  labors  with  this  end  in  view  resulted  in  the  production  of 
a   "meat  biscuit,"   to  which  reference  will  again  be  made.       Its   merits 
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soon  became  recog-nized,  so  that  he  felt  warranted  in  embarking  all  his 
means  in  its  manufacture,  and  he  did  eo. 

"This  article  gained  fo-r  him  'the  grea.t  council  medal'  at  the  London 
Fair  in  1S51,  and  he  was  elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  London 
Society  of  Arts.  Meeting  opposition  from  army  contractors,  he  was 
unsuccessful  in  the  mamufacture  of  this  food,  and  discontinued  its  pro- 
ductio'n  in  1853.  In  this  undertaking  he  lost  his  entire  property,  and 
he  then  removed  to  the  North,  where  he  turned  his  attention  to  the 
study  of  a  method  for  preserving  milk.  The  result  of  his  inve>stigation 
and  labors  is  known  in  the  condensed  milk  so  widely  used  today.  He 
applied  for  a  patent  for  "producing-  concenti'ated  sweet  milk  by  evapo- 
ration of  same."  He  gave  the  question  much  study  and  at  length 
took  out  75  per  cent,  of  the  water,  and  with  the  milk  added  a,  suffi- 
cient    quantity     of     pure     granulated     sugar     to     i>res&rve     it. 

Recognition  of  the  merits  of  his  invention,  however,  came 
slowly,  and  it  was  not  until  1856  that  he  could  secure  a 
patent,  and  subsequently  the  New  York  Condensed  Milk  Com- 
pany was  formed.  During  the  war  condensed  milk  was  extensively 
used  by  the  army  and  navy,  and  the  sale  of  this  product  has  con- 
tinually increased  until  it  is  now  used  liy  every  civilized  country  on  the 
face  of  the  globe.  Pecuniary  as  well  as  manufacturing  seccess  in  due 
time  crowned  his  labors.  Many,  however,  were  the  discouragements 
and  disappointments  which  he  had  met.  It  was  three  years  after  he 
first  applied  for  a  patent  that  it  was  granted  him.  He  claimed  that 
the  method  of  evaporation  through  means  of  a  certain  vacuum  was 
the  important  point  of  the  discovery,  but  this  was  not  conceded  by  the 
patent  officers  until  it  was  firmly  established  by  scientific  men.  Even 
when  a,  patent  was  siecured  it  was  some  time  before  the  lousiness  was 
established  on  a  flrrn   financial   basis. 

Mr.  Borden  also  experimented  with  condensed  meat  juices  and  pro- 
duced an  extract  of  beef  of  superior  quality,  which  was  first  manu- 
factured in  Elgin,  but  later  an  establishment  was  erected  especially  for 
the  purpose  in  Borden,  Texais,  Avhere  the  industry  was  continued  after 
his  death.  Subsequently  he  produced  an  excellent  preparation  of  con- 
densed tea,  coffee  and  cocoa.  In  1862  he  patented  the  process  by 
means  of  which  the  juice  of  fruits,  such  as  apples,  cun-ants  and  grapes 
could  be  reduced  to  one-seventh  of  its  original  bulk.  His  labors  were 
conducted  with  the  utmost  care  and  perseverance,  and  his  success  was 
obtained  cxnly  throug^h  long,  tedious  and  expensive  experiments;  but 
his  intense  energy,  unyielding  tenacity  and  great  ingenuity  enabled 
him  to  perfect  his  inventions)  which  have  so  largely  contributed  to 
the  good  of  humanity.  While  Justus  von  Liebig,  siurrounded  with  the 
elaborate  apparatus  of  his  well-appointed  laboratory  at  Giessen,  was 
experimenting  and  prosecuting  those  researches  into  the  nature  of 
fiesh  and  animal  juices,  which  culminated  many  years  later  in  the 
production  of  "Extractum  Carnis,"  Gail  Borden,  in  the  wilds  of  Texas, 
was    independently    investigating   the   same    problem    without    scientific 
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apparatus,    and   his    labors   resulted  in  bring-ing-  him   the   great  council 
medal    before   mentioned." 

The  following-  newspaper  clipping  will  explain  Gail  Borden's  senti- 
ments  during-  the  Civil   War: 

"To  the  Editor  of  the  Amenia  (New  York)  Times: 

"Dear  Sir— As  it  is  right  that  every  man  should  show  his  flag  in  this 
time  of  peril  to  our  good  government,  I  call  your  attention  to  an  arti- 
cle in  the  Winstead  Herald  of  the  19th  inst.,  to  show  you  that  I  have 
'run  up  my  colors.'  Although  not  a  Texan  Ranger,  my  father  and 
brothers  did  good  service  in  the  Revolution,  while  I  was  engaared  in 
conducting  the  only  newspaper  published  during-  the  conflict  from 
October,  1835,  until  after  we  had  expelled  the  enemy  and  into  1S37.  The 
press  and  all  the  materials  were  destroyed  by  Santa  Ana  four  or  five 
days  before  the  battle  of  San  Jacinto  (just  twenty-five  years  ago 
yesterday),  and  reestablished  in  August,   four  months  ;.fter. 

"Yes,  my  best  possessions  are  in  Texas,  that  misguided  State,  where 
I  had  hoped  to  spend  my  last  days;  yet  I  love  my  whole  country  and 
g-overnment  more,  and  wish  to  do  what  I  can  to  sustain   Uiem. 

"Ycurs  truly,  "GAIL  T30RDRN,  Jr." 

"Wassaic,    April   22d,    1S61." 

The  Winstead  (Ct.)  Herald  of  April  19,  1861,  conta.ined  the  following- 
paragraph: 

"THE  RIGHT  SPIRIT— The  heart  of  our  good  friend,  Gail  Borden, 
Jr.,  is  in  the  right  place.  A  crowd  was  standing  around  last  Monday 
morning's  telegraphic  bulletin  containing  President  Lincoln's  procla- 
mation, and  a  certain  political  lawyer  was  improving  the  opoortunity 
to  add  to  an  already  unenviable  reputation  by  contemptuous  abuse  of 
the  President  and  sneers  of  his  supporters.  Just  then  friend  Borden 
(himself  an  old  Texas  Ranger),  stepped  up.  He  said:  "My  father 
was  in  Texas,  my  brothers  are  in  Texas,  my  children  are  in  Texas 
and  the  bulk  of  my  earthly  possessions  are  in  Texas.  But  we  must 
have  a  government.  I  did  not  vote  for  Mr.  Lincoln,  but  I  would  vote 
for  him   today— aye,   and   fight  for  him,   too." 

"His  powers  of  observation  were  keen,  critical  and  appreciative;  hie 
facility  for  devising-  and  adapting  means  to  ends  was  remarkable.  As 
a  citizen,  he  was  devoted  to  the  good  of  his  whole  country,  no  sec- 
tional limits  ever  curbed  his  efforts.  An  ardent  Christian,  he  was 
emincmtly  catholic  in  his  sympathies,  loving  all  true  disciples  because 
followersi  of  his  Lord  and  Master,  and  no  more  nor  less  because  of  any 
peculiarities  of  creed. 

His  relig-ion  was  eminently  the  life,  manifesting-  itself  less  in  profes- 
sicns  than  some,  but  abundantly  in  kindness  and  courtesy  to  all,  and 
in  active  philanthropy  and  hearty  co-operation  with  hand  and  purse 
in  every  g-ood  work. 

As  the  sun  went  down  on  the  11th  of  January,  1874,  he  departed  this 
life,    fiom   his   Texan    home    on    the    banks   of   Harvey's   Creek— entering 
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into   a   much-desired    rest   from   the   wearisome    burdens    of    earth,    and 
upon   the  endless  activities  of  the   hig-lier  life."

In  1824  Thomas  H.  Borden  went  to 
the  Repulilic  of  Texas,  being-  followed  several  years  later  by  his 
father  and  brothers.  All  of  them  settled  Austin's  Colony,  and  for 
sevei-al  years  were  engaged  in  such  industrial  and  business  pursuits  as. 
the  condition  of  the  country  permitted.  During  the  troublous  times 
th,at  preceded  the  Revolution,  from  Mexico,  he,  with  his.  brothers, 
warmly  espoused  the  cause  of  the  settlers.  Thomas  H.,  and  Gail,  who 
had  established  the  first  news'paper  in  the  colony,  advocated  with  vlgo-r 
a  separation  from  Mexico.  Thom.as  H.  Borden  was  in  the  "Grass 
Fight,"  and  also  took  part  in  the  storming  of  San  Antonio. 
The  Galveston  News  of  March  17,  1877,  said  of  him: 
"He  pa,ssed  through  all  the  vicissitudes  attendant  upon  the  settle- 
ment of  the  country  by  Anglo-Americans,  and  died  at  his  residence 
in  Galveston  on  Friday  inoming,  March  16,  at  6  o'clock,  a.g'ed  72.  Like 
many  others,  once  well-known  in  the  country,  he  had  spent  so  much 
of  the  later  years  of  his  life  in  retirement  as, to  be  little  known  to  the 
majority  of  the  present  generation.  tie  was  a  brother  of  Gail  Bor- 
den, deceased,  whose  invention  of  meats,  milk  and  veg^etablee,  have 
conferred  so  many  benefits  on  mankind,  and  also  a  brother  of  John  P. 
Borden,  first  commissioner  of  tlie  General  Land  Office  of  the  Reoublic 
of  Texas,  who  still  survives.  Gail  and  Thomas  H.  Borden  were  the 
founders  of  the  Telegraph  (newspaper),  established  in  Texas'  in  1835, 
and  the  office  of  which  was  destroyed  at  Harris^burg  by  Santa  Ana, 
previous  to  the  battle  of  San  Jacinto,  in  1836.  The  paper  v  as  after- 
ward revived  and  sold  to  Cruger  &  Moore,  who  continued,  to  uublish  it 
at  Houston,  where  it  has  just  been  discontinued.  Thomas  11.  Borden, 
like  liis  brother  Gail,  was  a  man  of  ingenious  and  inventive  turn,  and 
was  the  patentee  of  a  steam  gauge  that  was  long  in  use  on  beats 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  from  which  he  realized  such  profits 
as  for  a  time  placed  him  in  indeipendent  circumstances. 
He  was  the  builder  of  the  first  great  mill  for  grinding  grain  in  Galves- 
ton, and  as  early  as  1840,  had  a  mill  on  Postoffice  street,  opposite  the 
present  postoffice." 

The  above  is  not  entirely  correct.  He  was  not  tlie  patentee  of  a 
steam  gauge,  as  he  never  took  out  a  patent.  He  had  a  mistaken  no- 
tion that  the  granting  of  patents  was  wrong  in  principle,  and  hence 
never  applied  for  one.  We  claim  for  him  that  which  the  Patent  Office 
would  prove,  but  for  this  peculiar  idea  of  his,  that  he  was  the  inventor 
not  of  a  steam  gauge,  but  of  THE  STEAM  GAUGE;  that  he  was  the 
first  to  measure  the  amount  of  steam  in  a  boiler  by  mechanical  device. 
It  did  not  require  a  great  length  of  time  for  the  world  to  find  out  its 
value,    nor    that    its    inventor   and    manufacturer    had    failed    to   oroteot 
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the  result  of  his  genius.  Hence  his  pecuniary  benefit,  together  with 
the  recognition  as  the  inventor  of  so  useful  a  device,  both  soon  left 
him.  It  is  a  satisfaction  fccr  the  editor  (his  granddaughter)  to  thus  let 
those  of  his  own  household  know  that  the  world  owes  him  the  praise 
for  thiS'  invention.

Jacinto  April  21,  1S36.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  company  of  Mose- 
ley  Baker  in  Burleson's  regiment.  Liuet.  Borden's  company,  with 
seveiial  others,  were  detached  from  the  main  army  by  Gen.  Houston 
and  were  placed  on  the  east  side  of  the  Brazois  River,  at  San  Felipe,  to 
prevent  the  pas-sage  of  Santa  Ana  at  that  point  of  the  river.  So 
gallantly  did  they  perform  their  duty  that  the  Mexican  army  was  com- 
pelled to  deflect  down  the  river  to  Richmond,  where  they  effected  a 
crossing.  At  the  organization  of  the  civil  government  of  Texas,  fol- 
lowing the  successful  termination  of  the  revolution,  Mr.  Borden  was 
appointed  the  fii'st  commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  kept 
the  records  with  great  care  and  accuracy,  proving  that  he  was  admir- 
ably fitted  for  the  position.  Mr.  Borden  was  an  ardent  Christian,  and 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.

His  father  was  Dr.  Joseph  Borden,  who  emigrated  from  North  Caro- 
lina to  Alabama  when  a  very  young  man,  and  acquired  a  competence, 
which  was  afterwards  almost  wholly  dissipated  by  the  Civil  War. 
In  1868,  broken  in  health  and  fortune,  he  removed  to  California  with 
his  family,  consisting  of  his  wife,  one  daughter  and  four  sons,  of  which 
Rhodes  was  the  eldesit.  They  settled  in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  then 
a  vast  uncultivated  plain,  and  began  the  usual  frontiersman's  struggle 
with  hardship  and  privation.  His  father's  health  failing,  the  burden 
of  providing  for  the  family  fell  upon  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  then 
a  youth  of  seventeen,  and  he  bore  it  with  courage  and  unselfish  de- 
votion to  duty,  for  many  years.  He  had  attended  the  University  of 
Kentucky  at  Lexington,  Ky.,  up  to  the  time  of  the  fam,ily's>  removal 
to  California,  and  the  education  he  there  acquired,  especially  in  mathe- 
matics and  civil  engineering,  stood  him  in  good  stead,  during  the  ten 
years  of  frontier  life  which  followed. 

Determined  to  enter  one  of  the  learned  professions,  he  went  to  San 
Francis-co  in  1881,  and  commenced  the  study  of  law,  reading  in  the 
office  of  the  eminent  attorneys,  Garber,  Thornton  &  Bishop,  and  at- 
tending the  PJastings  College  of  Law,  at  that  time  presided  over  by 
Prof.  J.  N.  Pomeroy. 

From  the  time  o-f  his  graduation,  in  1884,  he  continued  to  practice  law 
in  San  Francisco  and  adjoining  counties,  his  patience  and  resolution  in 
no  wise  daunted  by  his  late  start  and  the  difficulties  with  which  he  con- 
tended. His  brothers  had  become  self-supporting,  but  the  care  of  his 
invalid  mother  and  tmmarried  sister  still  devolved  upon  him.  Gradu- 
ally he  climbed  up  the  toilsome  road  to  professional  success.  He  be- 
came known  as  a  man  of  sound  legal  judgment,  a  tireless  worker,  and 
possessed  of  the  deliberative  temperament  which  enabled  him  to  look 
calmly  upon  all  sides  of  a  question  before  making  up  his  mind.  Above 
all,  he  waa  regarded  as  a  man  to  be  depended  on,  of  perfect  frankness 
and  unswerving  integrity.       His  first  employment  in  the  public  service 
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was  as  chief  assistant  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, to  which  he  was  appointed  in  1892.  In  that  capacity  he  was 
actively  engag-ed  in  important  litig-ation,  affecting-  large  interests,  and 
added  much  to  his  reputation  as  a  lawyer,  as  well  as  reflecting-  credit 
upon  his  principal.  In  1896  he  was  a  eaindidate  for  the  office  of  Super- 
ior Judg-e  of  San  Francisco;  he  received  both  the  Democratic  and  non- 
pairtisan  nominations;  and,  although  he  was  defeated,  owing-  to  party 
dissensions,  the  endorsements  he  received  from  the  bench  and  bar 
■were  of  the  most  flattering  character.  He  continued  to  occupy  the 
office  of  assistant  to  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  until  April,  1898,  at 
which  time  he  was  appointed  by  Gov.  Budd  to  the  office  of  Suoerior 
Judge  of  San  Francisco,  to  fill  a  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Judg-e  Slack.  Thus  elevated  to  the  bench  he  discharged  the 
judicial  functions  with  the  same  patient  and  painstaking  care  which 
marked  his  entire  career,  and  during  the  nine  months  he  lived  after 
his  appointment,  he  earned  the  respect  and  good-will  of  all  with 
whom  he  came  in  offioial  contact. 

In  November,  1898,  he  was  reelected  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  suc- 
cess at  last  seemed  to  have  come  to  him,  after  long  years  of  labor 
a(nd  waiting.  But  it  came  too  late,  and  the  end  was  near,  how  near 
no  one,  not  even  himself,  suspected.  In  the  evening-  of  December  2, 
1898,  after  presiding  in  court  during  the  day,  he  spoke  of  feeling-  in- 
disposed, and  ten  minutes  afterward  was  found  dead  upon  the  floor  of 
the  bath  room.  Death  was  caused  by  the  rupture  of  a  blood  vessel  in 
the  brain. 

This  brief  history  of  his  life  can  be  most  fittingly  closed  by  the  sub- 
joined quotation  from  the  press  of  San  Francisco.  The  San  Francisco 
Examiner  of  December  5,  1898,  said  editorially: 

"A  pure  and  able  man  expii-ed  when  Rhodes  Borden  passed  away;  a 
m^an  whose  life  made  for  dig-nity  and  virtue  distinctly,  though  unob- 
trusively. He  loved  the  quiet  way,  and  moved  along  most  tunassum- 
ingly.  No  community  can  have  enough  of  that  calm,  pure  influence 
men  of  his  class  exert.  San  Francisco  learned  to  know  him  best  since 
his  elevation  to  the  Superior  bench,  where  his  fairness  and  knowledge 
came  into  general  view,  and  the  brief  exnerience  we  had  of  him  as  a 
judge  was  of  a  character  to  cause  deep  and  general  regret  that  his 
career  is?  at  an  end." 

From  ,a  communication  to  the  San  Francisco  Call  of  December  7, 
1898,  the  following  excerpt  is  taken: 

"And  so,  amidst  all  the  political  evils  which  infest  the  State,  Rhodes 
Borden  died,  a  recognized  scholar,  an  accomplished  lawyer,  a  pure  and 
competent  judge,  a  refined  and  well-mannered  gentleman,  a,  faithful 
citizen,  lieloved  and  respected  by  his  family  and  by  his  friends,  and 
lamented  wherever  he  touched  humanity.  Finis  coronat  opus.  His 
life  is  worth  the  study  and  the  imitatio  -i   of  young  men." 
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The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  of  December  6,  1898,  referred  to  the  de- 
ceased in  the  following-  terms: 

"Prior  to  the  adjournment  of  court  yesterday  morning-,  Judge  W.  T. 
Wallace  referred  lO  the  death  of  Judge  Borden,  alluding-  to  his  ability, 
uprightness  and  c  ,mmendable  habits.  He  deplored  his  untimely  death, 
and  ordered  the  court  adjourned  until  Wednesday  morning  as  a  mark 
of   ressect." 

Folio-wing  ie  Judg-e  Wallace's   tribute  to   the  dead  jurist: 

"The  court  has  learned  with  regret  of  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Rhodes 
Borden,  lately  a  member  of  this  court.  Juage  Borden  has  been  a 
member  of  this  court  for  a  considerable  length  of  time.  He  was  a  man 
of  ability, -uprightness  and  studious  habits,  and  was  an  ornament  to 
the  bench  where  he  sat.  He  had  lately  been  reelected  by  his  fellow- 
citizens  to  continue  his  services  here.  The  court  desires  to  bear  wit- 
ness 10  his  eminent  fitness  and  to  sympathize  in  the  loss  whicn  the 
community  must  feel  at  his  untimely  death,  and  in  token  of  respect  to 
his  memory,  it  is  now  ordered  that  the  court  do  a.djourn  until  Wednes- 
day morning  next,  and  these  proceeding's  be  entered  upon  tlia  minutes 
(U  tue  court."

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Ann  (Sweetland)  Obenchain,  great  great  grand- 
daughter of  Benjamin  Borden,  the  elder,  of  Virginilai,  inherited  the  ex- 
celleoit  qualities  and  the  courage  of  her  pioneer  ancestoi's,  as  the  fol- 
lowing incident  will  show:  In  the  summer  of  1864,  Gen.  Hunter 
marched  with  a  large  army  up  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  to  attack  Lynch- 
burg from  the  rear.  Her  two  elder  sons  were  in  the  Confederate 
army  Her  husband,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Home  Guard,  was  on 
duty  in  the  fortifications  at  Lynchburg  Her  youngest  son,  then  but 
15  years  of  age,  had  ridden  the  family  horse  to  the  country,  to  save  it 
from  capture.  Her  eldest  daughter  was  away  at  school.  She  was  left 
alone,  then,  with  only  her  five  younger  daughters,  ranging  in  age  from 
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four  to  thirteen  years.  Her  eldest  son  had  left  at  home  some  ei^ht 
or  ten  pounds  of  sporting-  powder.  When  Hunter's  advance  guard  ap- 
peared on  the  opposite  side  of  the  James  River  from  Buchanan,  Mrs. 
Obenchain,  fearing  that  her  house  would  be  siearched  by  Federal 
soldiers  as  sioon  as  they  entered  the  town,  and  wishing  to  ©ave  her 
son's  powder,  oaried  it  over  to  the  church  yard  of  St.  John's,  which  ad- 
joined her  premises,  and  concealed  it  under  some  rank,  matted  grass 
near  an  old  tombstone  in  rear  of  the  church,  where,  from  the  solemnese 
of  the  place,  she  supposed  no  soldier  would  go,  and  that  the  powder 
would  be  safe.  Great,  then,  was  her  surprise  and  amazement  when, 
going  out  on  the  back  porch  at  about  10  o'clock  at  night  she  saw  sev- 
eral fires  burning  in  that  part  of  the  churchyard,  and  soldiers  lying 
around  them  on  the  ground.  She  realized  at  once  the  situation. 
"Should  fire  get  to  that  powder,"  she  thought,  "and  ciause  it  to  explode 
and  do  any  injury,  the  soldiers,  supposing  it  was  intentional,  would 
become  infuriated  and  burn  the  town.  The  mere  thought  of  being  the 
cause  O'f  such  a  calamity,  though  innocent,  ^^•as  more  than  she  could 
bear.  Immediately  she  called  her  housemaid,  and  said,  pointing  to 
the  churchyard:  "Hannah,  look  at  those  fires  over  there,  and  the 
soldiers  lying  around  them;  you  must  go  over  there  at  once  and  get 
that  Dowder  away." 

"La,   Miss   Lizzie,"    said   Hannah,   with   a   look  of   terror  on  her  face, 
"I  wouldn't  go  dar  among  dem  Yankees  for  de  worl'." 
"Then  I'll  go  myself,"   siaid  her  mistress,  and  she  set  out  at  once. 
"And   I'll  go  with  you,"  said  faithful   Hannah,    trembling     in     every 
limb. 

Followed  by  the  servant,  she  went  out  through  the  garden  and  crept 
cautiously  up  to  the  dividing  fence.  Soldiers  were  stretched  out  on  the 
ground,  here  and  there,  on  the  other  side,  fast  asleep.  Some  of  the 
fires  were  spreading  slowly  into  the  grass. 

Thinking  not  of  self — not  of  her  own  danger,  but  only  of  what  might 
happen  to  others,  she  whispered  to  the  servant  to  remain  where  she 
was,  climbed  the  fence  noiselessly,  crept  steadily  among  the  sleeping 
soldiers,  got  the  pcvwder,  and  returned  safely  with  it  to  the  house. 

When  told  afterward  that  she  was  in  great  peril  at  the  time;  that  if 
she  had  been  detected  when  c-oming  out  with  the  powder  in  her  dos- 
session,  the  soldiers  would  have  believed  she  was  attempting  to  do  the 
very  thing  she  had  gone  there  to  prevent,  she  replied:  "I  did  not  once 
think  of  that."  She  was  married  June  14,  1S40,  to  Thomas  Jefferson 
Obenchain  of  Botetourt  county,  Va.  His  ancestors,  Palatinates,  from 
the  Upper  Khine,  were  lamong  those  who  were  driven  from  their 
country  on  account  of  their  religious  belief,  and  who  came  to  this 
counti-y  in  the  first  half  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  name  was 
originally  Abendschon.  Thomas  J.  Obenschain  was  born  in  Botetoart 
county,  Va.,  June  20,  1814.  He  was  a  merchant  in  Buchanan,  Va. 
For  nearly   half   his   life   he  was   a  prominent   Justice   of   the  Peace   in 
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Virg-inia,  and  he  held  that  office,  again  and  again  given  to  him  wiih- 
out  his  asking  it.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  in  V/ythe- 
ville,  Va.,  May  31,  1S95.

Then,  in  order  that  he  might 
better  fit  himself  for  the  chosen  labors  of  his  life,  he  entered  Law- 
rence Scientific  School  at  Cambridge,  where  he  completed  a  two  years' 
technical  course,  studying  engineering  under  Prof.  Eusti®,  and  chemis- 
try under  Prof.  Horsford.  The  knowledge  thus  gaine'd  proved  invalua- 
ble in  his  business'  career  thereafter. 

"In  1851  Mr.  Borden  resumed  employment  in  the  offlee  of  the  Iron 
Works  company,  where  he  remained  until  1853.  In  midsummer  of  that 
year  Col.  Richard  Borden,  Jefferson  Borden,  Oliver  Chace  and  others 
bought  the  Globe  Print  Works,  and  changed  the  name  to  the  Bay 
State  Print  Works.  Thomas  J.,  who  had  just  attained  his  majority, 
was  appointed  agent  and  treasurer  of  the  new  corporation.  In  the 
crash  of  1857,  three  of  the  partners  failed,  and  financial  considerations 
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induced  Col.  Richard  and  Jefferson  Borden  to  consolidate  the  Bav 
State  Works  with  the  American  Print  Works,  with  Thomas  J.  as  man- 
ag-er  of  the  mills.  In  February,  1860,  he  was  appointed  ag-ent  and 
treasurer  of  the  Troy  Cotton  and  Woolen  Manufactory.  When  h© 
assumed  control  the  company  had  9408  spindles  and  252  looms,  and 
manufactured  about  2,400,000  yards  of  cloth  annually.  Tn  less  than  a 
month  he  prepared  and  submitted  plans  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
factory  to  four-fold  its  then  existing-  capacity.  The  plans  were  imme- 
diately adopted,  building's  erected,  and  in  less  tham  ten  months  the 
works  entire  contained  .38,736  spindles  and  932  looms,  all  in  operation, 
and  manufacturing  more    than  ten  million  yards  of   cloth   annually. 

"In  1S58  the  Mechanics'  Mill  Company  was  foi'med,  and  Mr.  Borden 
was  elected  president  and  agent.  Al  the  end  of  eighteen  months  he 
accepted  the  post  of  treasurer,  and  -with  it  the  entire  management  of 
the  business.  This  was  a.  serious  addition  to  his  cares,  some  idea  of 
which  may  be  formed  when  it  is  stated  that  the  new  concern  contained 
53,712  spindles  and  1248  looms,  and  was  operated  with  a;  capital  of  $750,- 
000.  He  organized,  in  1871,  the  Richard  Borden  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, with  a  capital  of  $800,000,  principally  subscribed  by  members  of 
his  own  immediate  family.  While  the  edifice  was  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, the  company  sold  sites  for  the  Chase  &  Tecumseh  Mills',  con- 
structed ninety-six  tenements,  and  in  other  ways  greatly  improved  the 
locality.  The  energT  and  judgment  of  Mr.  Borden  in  less  than  tw^o 
years  transformed  what  had  been  waste  lands,  belonging  to  his  father, 
into  the  basis  of  a  thrifty  and  growing  settlement.  He  w^as  elected 
treasurer  of  the  corporation,  and  held  the  position  until  1876.  He  had 
been  a  director  from  its  formation,  and  its  president  from  1874.  All 
of  the  three  great  institutions  which  were  under  his  control  prospered 
financially.  Every  detail,  however  minute,  passed  under  his  watchful 
supervision;  and  the  Napoleonic  capacity  for  the  smallest  detail,  as  well 
as  the  conception  of  gigantic  plans,  has  seldom  been  more  thoroughly 
exemplified  by  any  man.  In  February,  1876,  Jefferson  Borden,  then 
in  his  seventy-fifth  year,  and  who  for  thirty-nine  years  was  agent  of 
the  American  Print  Works,  desired  to  retire  from  the  post  he  had  so 
long  held.  Yielding  to  the  numerousi  inducements  brought  to  bear 
upon  him,  Thomas  J.  Borden  finally  consented  to  relinquish  the  man- 
agement of  the  three  great  corporations  with  which  he  was  so  closely 
identified,  and  where  he  had  exhibited  the  Dosses.sion  of  such  financial 
genius,  and  to  devote  his  whole  tiine  and  attention  to  the  American 
Print  Works  in  the  relation  of  treasurer,  aigent  and  director.  His 
connection  with  that  great  concern  continued  up  to  December,  1887, 
when   he   sold    his   entire   interest    therein.  While      thus      engaged      in 

enterprises  that  might  weill  command  the  entire  care  of  one- 
man,  Mr.  Borden  has  found  time  to  give  attention  to  other  matters 
and  to  make  himself  especially  felt  in  the  railroad  world  of  Massa- 
chu5--etts  and  New  England.  He  has  been  treasurer  of  the  ^Watuppa 
Reservoir  Company  since  1864;    and  when  the  Metacomet  Bank,  now  a 
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National  bank,  waa  org-anized  in  1854,  he  was  elected  a  director,  which 
position  he  has  held  until  the  present  time.  Tn  January,  1874,  he  was 
elected  a  director  of  the  Oad  Colony  Railroad  Company;  in  1877,  a  di- 
rector of  the  Fall  River,  Warren  and  Providence  Company;  and  in 
June,  1874,  of  the  Old  Colony  Steamboat  Company.  In  his  railroad  lab- 
ors he  has  ever  shown  the  same  good  sense,  business  enterprise  and 
financial  skill  that  have  been  the  marked  features  of  his  whole  busi- 
ness life.  Mr.  Borden  has  also  been  a  director  of  the  Boston  Manu- 
facturers' Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  since  1876;  of  the  Worcester 
Manufacturers'  Mutuail  Insiuranoe  Company  since  January,  1^79;  of  the 
State  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  since  1878;  of  the  What  Cheer 
Mutual  Fir'^  Insurance  Company  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  since  1S73;  of 
tlie  Fall  River  Manufacturers'  Mutual  Insurance  Company  since  1S70, 
and  is  now  president  and  treasurer  of  the  latter.  All  of  these  corpora- 
tions insure  mill  property  only. 

"During-  the  W"ar  of  the  Rebellion  Mr.  Borden  was  commissioned 
firrt  lieutenant  of  the  Fall  River  Right  Infantry,  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia,  his  appointment  taking  effect  on  Septemlier  3,  1863. 
On  May  4,  1864,  he  was  made  first  lieutenant  of  the  Fifth  Unattached 
Company  of  Massachusetts  Volunteer  MilitLa,  United  States  service, 
which  served  in  the  neighborhood  of  Boston  for  the  term  of  ninety  days. 
He  w:as  made  captain  of  Co.  K,  Third  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volun- 
teer Militia,  September  16,  1864:  lieutenant-colonel  of  the  same  regiment 
on  September  3.  1866,  and  its  colonel  on  June  25,  1868.  He  resigned 
the  latter  position  in  1S71.  Since  the  close  of  the  war  he  has  given 
much  time  and  labor  to  the  elevation  of  the  sfcaindard  of  sitate  militia. 

"Like  his  father.  Col.  Borden  has  taken  little  part  in  the  Dractical 
cnncUict  of  public  affairs,  although  talcing  a  deep  interest  in  questions 
affec'ting  the  interests  of  the  people  at  large.  In  1874  he  was  made 
a  member  of  the  Fall  River  Common  Council,  and  in  1875,  elected 
president  of  the  .s.ame.  P3is  great  interest  in  the  security  of  life  and 
property  was  evidenced  l:)y  eight  years  of  efficient  fservice  in  the  tire 
department  of  Fall  River,  from  1865  to  1872,  inclusive.  For  the  first 
five  years  he  acted  as  assistant  enginee  r,  and  the  las-t  three  a~  chief.  He 
applied  to  this  branch  of  the  public  service  the  methods  of  discipline 
and  good  management  so  conspicuously  displayed  in  his  business  life, 
and  when  he  retired  had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  th^t  he  had 
greatly  improved  its  morale,  and  that  he  was  leaving  it  in  excellent 
condition.  The  various  connections  of  Col.  Borden  wath  the  business 
and  benevolent  institutions  of  Fall  River  can  hardly  be  enumerated 
here.  On  April  4,  1866,  he  w^as  made  trustee  of  the  Fall  River  Savings 
Bank,  and  in  conjunction  with  Guilford  H.  Hathaw^ay,  supervised  the 
construction  of  the  fine  building  now  occupied  by  that  institution.  In 
1879  he  became  a  director  of  the  Borden  Mining  Company,  of  which 
his  father  was  one  of  the  originators.  Among  the  characteristic  traits 
inherited  from  his  father  is  that  of  a  deep  religious  devotion,  and  on 
the  father's  decease,  he  took  his  place  in  church  affairs,  and  proved 
himself  the  generous  son  of  a  generous    sire.      As    chairman      of      the 
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Building  Committee,  he  superintended  the  erection  of  the  new  edifice 
built  by  the  Central  Congregatonal  Church  on  Rock  s-treet.  He  has 
been,  since  1877,  a  corporate  member  of  the  American  Board  of  Com- 
missioners'for  Foreign  Missionsi;  and  t  hrough  miany  private  and  public 
sources  has  made  his  wealth  a  source  of  good  to  others,  giving  freely 
to  any  and  all  worthy  objects  brought  to  his  attention.  A  genial, 
courteous  gentleman,  unostentatious  and  approachable,  quick  to  per- 
ceive and  prompt  to  act,  with  great  busines  ability  and  an  honesty 
that  is  carried  into  every  relation  of  life,  he  is  one  of  the  progressive 
men  of  New  England,  and  has  well  earned  the  universal  regard  in 
which  he  is  held."

From  early  boyhood,  he  manifested  a  great  interest  in  everything-  relat- 
ing to  navigation,  especiiaiUy  steam  navigation.  He  made  several  voy- 
ages to  Europe  for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  himself  in  this  branch. 
During  the  rebellion,  he  was  in  command  of  the  steamers  Canouicus 
and  State  of  Maine,  transporting  troops  on  the  Potomac  and  .lames 
rivers,  as  headquarters  boat  at  Port  Royal,  and  conveying  wounded 
soldiers  from  City  Point  to  Point  Lookout  and  Wiaishington.  After  the 
close  of  the  war,  he  commanded  the  State  of  Maine, 
on  the  Stonington  line,  and  the  Canonicus,  running  be- 
tween Fall  River  and  Providence,  and  as  an  excursion 
boat  on  Narragansett  Bay.  Over  exertion  during  the  war,  and 
an  injury  to  the  heart  occasioned  thereby,  brought  on  rapidly  failing 
health  which  a  milder  foreign  climate  could  not  alleviate,  and  he  died 
in  Southern  France,  in  his  thirty-second  year.

A  sketch  of  M.  C.  D.  Borden  was  sought  in  vain.  It  seems  that 
he  systematically  refuses  all  information  about  himself.  Ascribing  this 
to  modesty  and  believing'  h©  will  not  be  offended,  we  take  the  liberty 
of  reprinting  l:)elow  a  portion  of  a  clipping  from  the  New  York  Press: 

"Mr.  Borden  has  had  a  remarkable  career  during  the  past  nine 
years.  Manufacturing  was  bred  into  him.  In  the  forties,  when  he  wa^: 
a  little  shaver,  his  lather  wasi  one  of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the 
town  of  Fall  River.  Matt  Borden  was  the  fourth  son,  and,  while  hi8 
father   was   operating   the    print    works,    building    railroads,    organizing 
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steamboat  lines  Jind  serving  in  the  State  L,eg-i?lature,  between  times 
Matt  went  to  Yale  and  graduated,  the  most  popular  man  of  the  class 
of  1862.  Later  he  entered  the  employ  of  Low,  Harri&on  &  Co.,  and 
after  his  lather  had  turned  over  the  print  works  to  the  eldest  son,  Col. 
Thomas  J.  Borden,  the  youngest  brother  was  the  American  company's 
representative  "in  the  house  of  Bliss,  Fabyan  &  Co. 

The  business  connection  followed  the  failure  and  reorganization  of 
the  American  Printing  Company  in  1S79.  Still  later  Thon:as  J.  and 
Matthew  Borden  operated  the  American,  together  as  their  father  and 
brother  had  done  in  years  gone  by,  and  one  day  Col.  Thomas  Borden 
was  surprised  to  re-eive  an  offer  from  his  brother  for  his  share  in 
the  concern.  This  was  in  1888.  and  M.  C.  D.  Borden  entered  uoon 
the  ownership  of  the  printing  company.  Since  then  he  has  built  a 
plant  of  four  fine  cotton  mills,  the  output  of  which  is  handled  by  his 
company.  Fall  River  mill  men  gave  Matt  Borden  one  or  two  tight 
squeezes,  and  this  led  him  to  bend  his  energies,  to  erecting  the  factor- 
ies which  stand  as  monuments  to  his  ability.  In  December  of  1893 
he  came  into  the  Fall  River  market  and  bought  everything  in  sight, 
and,  rot  having  enough  goods  to  suit  his  desire,  operated  in  the  Pro- 
vidence market  -and  secured,  all  told,  700.000  pieces.  This  bold  stroke 
simply  astounded  the  conservative  manufacturers  of  Fall  River,  and 
they  siaw  Mr.  Borden  a  factor  whose  importance  to  the  trade  they 
had  not  given  full  credit.  The  silver  agitation  had  a  most  depres- 
sing effect  on  the  print  cloth  market,  and  4,000,000  spindles  were 
stopped  from  eight  to  thirteen  weeks,  but  the  market  didn't  mend  a>nd 
the  surplus  stock  didn't  disappear,  and  the  only  ray  of  hope  that 
struck  Fall  River  mills  wasi  when  in  November  Mr.  Borden  made  a 
purchase  of  300,000  pieces  at  2  .5-8  cents.  The  market  gradually  went 
off  at  2  1-2  cents,  the  lowest  point  in  the  history  of  the  trade.  The 
stock  of  1,500,000  pie:es  was  still  in  evidence,  and  this  prevented  prin- 
ters fnm  showing  very  much  interest  in  the  market.  Finally  on 
January  7,  this  year,  it  was  decided  that  another  curtailment  of  print 
cloths  was  necessary.  Mr.  Borden  is  given  credit  of  making  the  now 
famous  agreement  which  is  in  operation,  and  which  so  materially  as- 
sisted him  in  clearing  out  the  market.  A  peculiar  provision  was  that 
all  print  cloth  mills  in  Fall  River  should  shut  down  before  the  agree- 
ment to  run  but  forty-two  of  the  fifty-eight  hours  a  week  became 
operative.  Mr.  Borden  headed  the  list,  and  on  February  1  the  3,500,000 
spindles  necessary  were  pledged.  The  market  was  at  2  1-2  cents,  but 
went  up  a  point,  to  2  U-16  cents.  The  production  of  the  Fall  River 
print  mills  was  bound  under  the  signature  of  treasurers  to  cut  off  60,- 
000  pie:es  a  week  for  thirteen  weeks.  However,  the  agreement  was 
only  five  days  old  when  Mr.  Borden  mad©  one  of  his  personal  visits 
to  Fall  River.  His  presence  was  kept  a  secret.  The  market  would 
jump  if  the  sellers  knew  Mat  Borden  was  in  the  city.  He  met  three 
mill  tiea=urers  and  told  them  he  would  buy  all  the  spot  regulars  they 
could  find  in  the  market.       These  men  made  haste  to  discover  the  720,-

000  pieces  of  ''extras"  that  wei'e  labelled  in  the  reports  as  being  in  the 
warehouses.  They  could  find  but  500,000  pieces,  taut  agreed  to  sell 
thiese  and  make  contracts  for  250,000  more  at  2  9-16  cents.  The  deal 
wtas  completed  last  Moaiday  morning,  and  caused  the  Viggest  trade 
sensiation  in  year.-^.  By  clearing  the  market  of  spot  goodsi  and  con- 
tracting ahead  Mr.  Borden  put  his  competing  printers  in  th^^  '-i^ss  of 
men  who  wanted  goods  quickly  and  couldn't  get  them,  and  the  market 
rose  in  two  days  to  2  11-16  cents."

1465.  SIMEON,   born  March  29,   1829,   died   March  9,   1896.     A   Fall  River, 
Mass.,  newspaper  printed  the  following-  the  morning  after  his  death: 

••Mr.  Borden  was  born  in  Fall  River  on  the  29th  day  of  March,  1829, 
and  has  always  lived  here.  He  was  the  elder  son  of  the  late  Ho^n. 
Nathaniel  B.  Borden,  who  was  one  of  the  most  promising  citizens  in 
Southern  Massachusettis.  The  subject  of  this  sketch  came  o-f  a  long 
line  of  distinguished  ancestry.  He  was  a  descendant  in  the  eighth 
generation  of  Richard  Borden,  who  came  from  England  in  1635,  and 
settled  in  1638  in  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  Mr.  Simeon  Borden's  great-great- 
grandfather was  Capt.  Nathaniel  Briggs,  and  his  great-grandrather 
on  his  mother's  side  was  Col.  Pardon  Gray,  an  officer  of  the  revolution. 
His  uncle,  Simeon  Borden,  whose  honored  name  he  bore,  was  the  fore- 
most civil  engineer  and  mathematician  in  thisi  country.  Job  Durfee 
and  his  son,  Thomas  Durfee,  both  of  whom  were  Chief  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Rhode  Island,  were  Mr.  Borden's  kinsmen. 

"Mr.  Borden"®  early  education  wias  obtained  in  the  public  schools.  Pie 
was  fitted  for  college  by  that  eminent  insltructor,  Mr.  Belden  of  Fruit 
Plill,  near  Providence.  Pie  entered  Harvard  University  in  1846,  and 
graduated  with  honor  in  the  class  of  1850,  being  the  first  native  of  Fafl 
River  to  graduate  therefrom  Among  his  classmates  were  John  Noble, 
Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Suffolk  Conuty;  Charles  Hale, 
editor  of  the  Boston  Advertiser  and  Consul-Gener'al  to  Egypt,  also 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State;  Mr.  Everett  C.  Banfield,  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  under  Mr.  Boutwell;  Gen.  William  A.  Burt,  post- 
master of  Ecston;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Thayer,  Bussey  professor  of 
sacred  literature  in  Harvard  College,  and  also  professor  at  Ando^-^r 
Theological  Seminary;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ploward  Osgood,  ai  member  of  the 
American  committee  to  revise  the  Old  Ttstamemt;  Mayor  George  W. 
Richardson  of  L.owell;  the  Hon.  T.  Jefftrson  Coolidge,  United  States 
Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  France;  the  PJon.  James  C.  Carter,  the 
acknowledged  leader  of  the  New  York  bar;  Horalio  Hathaway  of  New 
Bedford  and  others  who  have  become  eminent  in  various  walk^s  of  life. 
Mr.  Borden  was  the  first  president  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  this  city. 

"On  graduating  Mr.  Borden  entered  the  Law  School  at  Cambridge, 
where  he  remained  two  years,  and  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Laws.  Among  his  classmates  in  the  Daw  School  were  the  Hon.  Edward 
L.  Pierce,   the  biographer  of   Charles   Sumner,   and  Plon.   John  Winslow 
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of  Broo'klyn,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Bord-ein  then  entered  the  office  of  William 
Brigham,  Esq.,  an  e-.ninent  lawyer  of  Boston;  after  stvidying  there  a 
year  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  began  the  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession in  this  city.  He  was  naturally  of  a  judicial  temperament  and 
his  mind  was  enriched  by  long  and  faithful  study.  He  at  once  com- 
manded the  reelect  and  esteem  of  his  fellow-citizens  and  of  his  asso- 
ciates at   the   Ijar. 

"Mr.  Borden  was  associate  counsel  and  prepared  with  great  thorough- 
ness and  ability  the  case  before  the  committee  of  the  Legislature  de- 
fenfling  the  conventio'nal  line,  which  suljsequently  became  the  boundary 
line,  as  it  now  exists,  between  the  States  of  Massiachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island,  and  its  final  determination  settled  forever  a  long  controversy 
between  the  two  States  and  from  which  our  city  has-  reaped  great  ad- 
vantages. In  this  case  were  associated  with  him  Judge  Benjamin  F. 
Thomas,  Judge  William  G.  Choate,  now  of  New  York,  and  William  W. 
Blodgett  of  Paw  tucket. 

"He  was  of  counsel  in  the  important  trial  in  which  was  involved  the 
will  of  Mr.  /-lien  Mason.  Mr.  Borden  prepared  this  case  with  great 
skill  and  ciaire  and  received  the  commendation  of  Gov.  Clifford  and 
Judge  Peed,  who  were  associated  with  him  at  the  trial  before  Judge 
Merrick  and  a  jury.  The  case  was  on  trial  a  week,  and  the  jury  re- 
turned a  verdict  sustaining  the  will.  Counsel  for  the  contestants  were 
Judge  ThomaiS,   Hon.   T.   D.   Eliot  and  Mr.  -Eliab  Williams. 

"Mr  Eorden  was  a  memlier  of  the  Common  Council  two  years,  and 
its  president  one  year.  For  seven  consecutive  years  he  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  two  years  city  solicitor.  He  was 
a  meinber  of  the  fire  department  under  the  old  org'anization,  being 
foreman  of  the  Niagara  Engine  Company.  For  two  years  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Massachusettgi  House  of  Representatives  from  Fall 
River.  For  seventeen  years  he  was  trustee  of  the  Public  Library,  ancl 
he  was  also  one  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  and  a  trustee 
of  the  Fall  River  Savings  Biaink. 

"Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  John  S.  Brayton  as  clerk  of  the  courts, 
in  January,  1864,  Mr.  Borden  was  appointed  by  the  justices  of  the  Su- 
preme Judicial  Court  to  hold  that  office  until  the  annual  election,  when 
he  was  elected  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term,  and  by  repealed  re- 
elections  held  the  office  till  the  day  of  his  death. 

"Mr.  Borden  carried  into  the  performance  of  public  duties  the  same 
conscientious  spirit  ^aind  high  standard  which  he  exhibited  in  regard 
to  those  of  a  private  nature.  P3e  illustrated  in  civil  life  the  very  best 
New  England  examples  He  had  a  sound  legal  training,  and  his  abil- 
ity, fidelity,  and  unfailing  courtesy  and  affability,  with  which  he  dis- 
charged the  aiduouB  and  responsible  duties  of  the  office  of  clerk  of 
courts  for  nearly  lai  generation,  won  the  vmstinted  approval  of  judges 
and  the  members  of  the  bar,  and  of  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 
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"The  Coninion^vealth  has  lost  a  most  valuable  and  efficient  public 
servant,  and  Fall  River  will  mourn  for  one  of  its  most  highly  re- 
jected  citiens. 

"Mr.  Bordeai  leaves  a  widow  and  two  children,  Simeon  Borden,  Jr., 
the  assistant  clerk  of  the  courts,  and  Sarah,  an  unmarried  daughter. 

"A  meeting-  of  the  Fall  River  Bar  Association  will  be  held  at  the 
Superior  Court  room,  at  4  o'clock  this  afternoon,  to  take  action  in  re- 
spect to  the  death  of  Simeon  Borden,  Esq..  In  speaking  of  Mr.  Borden 
today  a  prominent  member  of   the   Fall   River  Bar   said: 

"  'He  had  a  long  and  varied  experience  lais  an  auditor.  Hei  was  en- 
tirely free  from  prejudice,  of  a  judicial  temperament,  eminently  fair, 
and  was  often  selected  by  parties  as  an  arbiter  or  referee.  Until  his 
health  began  to  fail  no  man  in  Bristi>l  county  sat  as  often  as  he  did  as 
auditor   and   master." 

"The  distinguished  experience  of  Mr.  Borden's  life,  however,  was  his 
remarkable  aptitude  for  the  important  office  of  clerk  of  courts.  Many 
times  judges  had  stated  to  the  speaker  that  Mr.  Borden  was  a  model 
clerk— naturally  fond  of  detail  and  the  nicest  accuracy.  IMembers  of 
the  bar  used  to  say  that  it  was  hard  to  see  how  Mr.  Borden  could  be 
improved  upon  a:9  clerk.  Patient,  amiable,  obliging  alwiays,  ready  to 
assist,  and  exceptionally  well  A^ersed  in  practice  and  of  mathematical 
accuracy,  he  was  recognized  as  eminent  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 
His  counsel  was  so'ught  by  other  clerks  and   by  judges. 

"Everything  in  his  office  was  arranged  with  the  utmost  care.  He 
hardly  ever  was  knowm  to  make  a  mistake,  though  often  called  upon 
to  act  very  quickly  and  attend  to  a  multiplicity  of  details. 

"He  was  the  friend  and  adviser  of  all  young  lawyers;  a  confidant  in 
their  troubles,  a  friend  in  their  prosperity.  Never  jeialous  or  envious, 
always  free  to  award  praise,  always  putting  the  best  construction  on 
one's  con::u:t,  thinking  no  evil  of  any  one,  he  made  the  duties  of 
courts,  jurors  and  counsel  as  smooth  as  possible.  He  was  without 
exception  the  most  popular  member  of  the  Bristol  County  Bar  and  oc- 
cupied a  personal  and  fraternal  relation  with  every  inember  of  it.  No 
one  can  be  mo-re  misvsed  in  death,  the  loss  of  no  one  can  cause  deeper 
regret. 

"Mr.  Borden  was  a  very  public-spirited  man.  He  was  always  in  fa- 
vor of  impiovements  which  would  embellish  and  beautify  the  city.  In 
fact,  the  great  business  error  of  his  life,  the  building  of  the  fine  Borden 
Block,  was  prompted  by  two  leading  motives — to  build  •&.  lasting  memo- 
rial to  his  honored  father,  and  to  give  to  Fall  River  one  of  the  finest 
buildings  \Ahich  then  existed  in  New  England.  This  noble  block  was 
somewhat  in  advance  of  the  times  and  caused  Mr.  Borden  financial 
loss,  1  ut,   after  all,   it   was  a  source  of  much  pride  to   him. 

"In  politics  Mr.  Borden  was  always  a  strong  anti-slavery  advocate 
and  a  Republican.     He  brought  into  his  politics  the  same  liberal  senti- 
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ments  and  breadth  of  view  which  characterized  all  his  other  relations 
in   life. 

He  was  very  hospitable  and  frequently  entertained  judges  of  the, 
court  and  members  of  the  bar  at  his  houise. 

"He  was  a  great  lover  of  our-door  life,  especially  yachting,  and  for 
many  years  made  it  a  point  to  spend  several  weeks  on  the  salt  water. 

"About  twenty  years  ag'o  Mr.  Borden  built  the'  beautiful  houise  on 
Highland  avenue,  now  occupied  by  Miss  Sarah  S.  Brayton,  which  he 
sold  to  her  about  four  years  ago. 

"Mr.  Borden  was  always  proud  of  his  connection  with  Harvard  Col- 
lege, and  was  the  first  president  of  the  Hai-vard  Club  of  Fall  River.  He 
always  attended  the  commencements  when  his  duties  would  permit."

NATHANIEL  BRIGGS  BORDEN,  son  of  Nathaniel  Briggs,  and 
Sarah  Gould  (Buffum)  Borden,  was  born  >at  Fall  River,  Mass.,  Febru- 
ary 23,  1844.  His  maternal  grandfather  was  Arnold  Buffum,  the  first 
president  of  the  Ne.w  England  Anti-Slavery  Society.  Mr.  Borden  was 
educated  in  the  public  schoolg  of  Pall  River  unfll  1862,  when  he  went 
to  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  at  Exeter,  N.  H.,  staying  there  until 
1864,  when  he  entered  Harvard  College,  in  the  class  which  graduated 
in  1868.  His  father  died  in  1865,  and  in  the  fall  of  that  year  went 
to  Peacedale,  R.  I.,  and  was  employed  in  the  woolen  mills  of  R,  G. 
Hazard  &  Co.,  for  the  purpiose  of  learning'  the  woolen  manufacturing 
bus'ne  s.  Afte  wrids  he  was  at  the  Carolina  Mills  in  Rhode  Island. 
While  at  Peacedale  and  Carolina  Mr.  Borden  familiarized  himself  with 
the  practical  vovking  cf  the  machinrey  of  the  various  departments. 
In  1869  he  left  Carolina  and  went  to  Valley  Falls,  P^.  I.,  and  entered 
the  employ  of  his  uncle,  Samuel  B.  Chace,  in  the  counting  room  o-f  the 
Valley  Falls  Company,  \^  hich  was  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  cot- 
ton cloth.  In  the  spring  of  1870  he  went  back  to  Fall  River  to  live  and 
entered  the  employ  of  the  Merchants'  Manufacturing  Company  as 
book-keeper.  On  February  2,  1870,  he  was  m'arried  to  Misa  Annie  E. 
Brown,  and  their  children  are  Nathaniel  Briggs  Borden,  Jr.,  born 
March  4,  1871;  Annie  Brown  Borden,  born  December  4,  1877;  Arnold 
Buffum  Borden,  born  March  19,  1882;  Louise  Gould  Borden,  born  October 
11,  1883.  In  1871  Mr.  Borden  left  Fall  River  again  and  went  back  to 
Valley  F'alls,  R.  I.,  and  became  the  agent  and  superintendent  of  the 
Valley  Falls  Company's  cotton  mills  of  about  35,000  spindles.  He  con- 
tinned  to  live  in  Valley  F'alls  until  October  1873,  when  he  aigain  returned 
to  F'all  River,  and  immediately  began  to  solicit  subscriptions  for  the 
formation  of  a  corporation  to  engage  in  the  manufacture  of  cotton 
cloth.  As  a  consequence  of  his  exertions  the  Barnard  Manufacturing 
Company   was   organized,   and   Mr.    Borden  was   elected   treasurer.     The 
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capital  stock  of  the  corporation  was  fixed  at  $400,000,  but  it  was  after- 
wards: reduced  to  $330,000.  Plans  were  matured  during  the  following 
winter,  and  contracts  for  machinery  and  materials  were  placed,  so 
that  in  April,  1ST4,  ground  was  broken  for  the  erection  of  a  factory  to 
contain  1 8,000  spindles  and  768  looms,  for  the  manufacture  of  cotton 
cloths  of  print  clo:;h  yarns.  The  mill  was  erected  and  equipped  during 
the  year  1874  under  Mr.  Borden's  supervision.  Weaving  operations  were 
begun  in  January,  1875.  In  December,  1895,  Mr.  Borden  was  authorized 
by  his  stockholders  to  increasie  the  capacity  of  the  Barnard  Manufac- 
turing Company  by  the  addition  of  about  30,000  spindles,  and  the  capi- 
tal stock  was  raised  to  $490,000.  Plans  were  immediately  prepared  and 
contracts  made  for  building  a  weave  shed  capable  of  holding  1832 
looms,  contracts  were  also  made  for  new  machinery  wliich  was  sup- 
plied during  the  year  1896,  making  the  capacity  of  the  n>ills  64.560 
spindles  and  1708  looms.  Mr.  Borden  was  president  of  the  Cotton  Man- 
ufacturers' Association  of  F'all  River  in  the  years  1SS9  and  1890.  In 
1890  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  city  gov- 
ernment, and  was  returned  in  1891,  and  each  year  was  chosen  presi- 
dent of  that  assembly.  He  is  vice-p-resident  and  director  of  the  Mas- 
sasoit  National  Bank  and  a  trustee  of  the  Fall  River  Five  Cent  Sav- 
ings Bank.  He  is  president  of  the  Children's  Home  of  Fall  River,  to 
•which  office  he  was  elected  in  1889,  having  been  reelected  each  suc- 
ceeding year.

If  a  record  of 
lall  his  kindly  deeds  was  written  out,  verily  a  larger  book  than  this 
wo'Uld  b©  needed.       His  generosity  made  this  book  uossi'Dle. 

In  connection  with  this  brief  sketch  of  the  president  of  a  great  com-

"Mr.  N.  B.  Borden  was  born  in  Misisissippi  little  more  than  thirty 
years  ago,  and  possesses  the  strong  characteristics  of  the  Southern  gen- 
tleman, together  with  the  culture  of  a  world-wide  traveler  and  the 
learning  of  the  university  graduate.  It  was  just  after  the  ravages  of 
the  epidemic  of  1888  that  Mr.  Borden  appeared  prominently  in  Florida.. 
Fernandina  was  selected  by  him  as  his  place  of  residence,  and  there 
he  became  actively  engaged  in  the  lumber  business,  which  has  proved 
such  a  siuccessiful  venture.  For  many  reaisions  he  is  one  of  the  best- 
known  mem  in  the  State  ,and  has  the  honor  of  renresenting  as  consul 
half  a  dozen  of  the  great  nations,  including  Great  Britain  and  Ger- 
many. Mr.  Borden  was  credited  by  the  Spanish  government  with 
having  instigated  the  present  revolution  in  Cuba — the  only  one,  by  the 
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way,  that  has  ever  given  Spain  any  uneasiness.  This  allegation  is 
denied  by  Mr.  Borden  and  his  friends,  but  causes  them  no  end  of 
amusement.  Mr.  Borden  is  a  great  club  man,  and  is  a  member  of 
some  of  the  leading  clubs  in  the  country.  Yachting  and  fishing  are 
among  his  favorite  pastimes,  and  he  enjoj^s  a  generous  income  by  en- 
tertaining friends  on  board  his  yacht  or  at  his  bungalow,  at  the  south- 
most  end  of  Amelia  Island.  During  the  present  .season  Mr.  Borden 
has  favored  St.  Agustine  with  half  a  dozen  visits  and  luxuriates  in  the 
best  entertainment  the  Ponce  de  Leon  can  afford."

A  member  of  the  National  Committee 
of  the  Body  of  Councillors  .and  associate  member  of  the  faculty  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Civics;  member  of  the  National  University  Com- 
mittee c(f  One  Hundred;  for  some  time  member  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science,  and  of  the  British  Economic 
Association;  member  of  the  vestry,  and  junior  warden,  Christ  Church 
Parish,  Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  and  lay  reader;  secretary  and  one  of  the 
organizers  of  the  XV  Club  of  Bowling  Gi-een,  Ky.,  an  active  and  in- 
fluential literary  society,  composed  of  some  of  the  ablest  and  most 
prominent  men  of  Bowling  Green;  and  an  honorary  member  of  the 
American  Whig  Society,  of  Princeton,  N.  J.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
honorary  vice-presidents  of  the  Department  Congress  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation of  the  International  Congress  of  Education  of  the  World's  Co- 
lumbian Exposition  in  1893.

But  it  was  to  no 
purpose,  and  he  passed  away  most  peacefully  to  his  rest,  surrounded 
by  relatives  and  friendsi  who  loved  him  dearly  in  life  for  his  maaiy 
manly  and  sterling  qualities,  and  who  bitterly  mourned  the  close  of  a 
life  so  full  of  bright  prospects  for  usefulness  and  helpfulness  for 
those  about  liim.  The  deceased  had  been  a  student  at  Princeton  for 
a  number  of  years,  first  in  the  preparatory  school  and  afterward  in 
the  college.  At  the  time  of  being  taken  sick  he  was  in  his  third  year 
at  the  college.  He  was  a  close  student  and  was  working  hard  to  fit 
himself  for  the  pulpit  and  the  lecture  platform.  His  early  death,  just
